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All  ye,  who  in  future  days, 

Walk  by  Nunckatessett  stream 
Love  not  him  who  hummed  his  lay 

Cheerful  to  the  parting  beam, 
But  the  Beauty  that  he  wooed 

In  this  quiet  solitude. 

This  six-line  poem  is  inscribed  on  a  large  boulder  and  is  of  his- 
torical significance  to  West  Bridgewater.  But  comparatively  few  resi- 
dents know  of  its  location  or  of  the  Poet- Sculptor.  It  is  on  Forest 
Street,  just  before  the  bridge  which  crosses  Town  (Nunckatessett) 
River  to  Clinton  Street,  which  in  Colonial  days  was  a  trail  leading 
from  Old  Bridgewater  (West)  to  Taunton.  The  platform  boulder  was 
once  part  of  a  bridge  or  stone  culvert  and  was  becoming  obliterated 
as  the  street  was  widened.  Preservation  for  posterity  was  assured 
in  1970  when  a  project  was  initiated  by  the  W.  B.  Conservation  Com- 
mission with  the  support  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  assistance  of 
the  Highway  Department  and  Forestry  Department.  The  site  was  pre- 
pared and  the  Boulder  moved  to  a  better  place  off  Forest  Street,  with 
additional  beautification  scheduled  this  year  to  make  it  a  "Mini-Park." 

Rev.  Timothy  Otis  Paine,  L.L.D.  was  the  Preacher  —  Poet  — 
Sculptor  —  Scholar  who  inscribed  the  poem  on  the  boulder.  A  native 
of  Winslow,  Maine,  he  had  studied  to  become  a  sculptor;  was  a  stud- 
ent of  Oriental  languages  and  was  credited  (at  the  time)  as  being  the 
most  learned  Egyptologist  in  America.  He  had  a  volume  of  poems 
published  in  1897;  over  40  years  after  he  chiseled  the  above  poem 
which  emphasized  the  beauty  of  the  "quiet  solitude.  "  At  one  time, 
West  Bridgewater  residents  attributed  the  poem  to  William  Cullen 
Bryant  who  lived  in  the  vie init3^>ut  further  research  provided  authen- 
tic information  as  to  the  true  Jfentity  of  the  19th  Century  stone-cutter.

P.  M.  at  the  High  School  Auditorium,  by  the  Moderator,  John  C. 
Eldridge.  Meeting  opened  with  invocation  by  Rt.  Rev.  Francis  S. 
Shea,  DD  of  St.  Ann's  Church.  Non- voters  were  admitted  and  names 
announced  by  the  Moderator.  630  voters  were  checked  with  the 
overflow  crowd  being  seated  in  the  cafeteria.  A  public  address  sys- 
tem had  been  provided,  with  Warren  Turner  serving  as  Warden, 
aided  by  William  R.  Brown  and  Charles  L.  Hill.

After  the  Warrant  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk,  the  meeting  pro- 
ceeded as  follows:

type  of  vehicle  used  for  said  transportation.  Each  vehicle  used  for 
said  transportation  shall  display  a  sticker  or  permit  authorizing  such 
use,  said  sticker  or  permit  to  be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health. 
Proposed  location  or  areas  of  placement  of  manure  must  be  made  on 
application  for  permit  to  transport  same.  This  shall  be  deemed  to 
apply  to  solid,  semi-solid  or  liquid  excretion  from  all  animals. 
When  manure  is  to  be  utilized  for  vegetable  or  flower  gardens  and 
lawns,  express  permission  from  the  Board  of  Health  is  not  required, 
provided  not  more  than  the  quantity  listed  hereunder  is  placed  there- 
on. No  more  than  40  tons  of  manure,  solid,  semi-solid  or  liquid 
shall  be  placed  to  any  one  acre  unless  prior  approval  is  obtained  in 
writing  from  the  Board  of  Health.  Anyone  violating  this  rule  will  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  122,  123,  124,  125,  and  125A  of 
Chapter  111,  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts.

00  be  appropriated  for  the 
School  Department  Expense  Account  and  to  meet  said  appropriation 
the  sum  of  $1,735.  00  be  transferred  from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Ac- 
count. 

Article  3.  Voted  the  sum  of  $4,  500.  00  be  appropriated  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Tree  Warden  to  purchase  a  Chipper,  and  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  sum  of  $4,  500.00  be  transferred  from  the  Sidewalk 
Account. 
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Article  6.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  table  Article  4  and  take 
up  Article  6. 

Upon  vote  of  150-yes  and  42-no,  motion  carried. 

Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $12,  000.  00  be  appropriated  for  the  Board 
of  Health  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $2,  313.  08  be 
transferred  from  the  Progressive  Avenue  Account,  $384.  80  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Town  Reports  account,  $300.  00  be  transferred  from 
the  Police  Cruisers  account,  and  $245.00  be  transferred  from  the 
Highway  Truck  account,  or  authorize  the  treasurer  to  borrow  the 
balance  in  anticipation  of  next  year  tax  levy.  This  motion  could  not 
be  allowed  as  the  article  did  not  state  to  borrow  in  anticipation. 

Motion  was  made  to  pass  the  article  without  action. 

Article  4.  Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $38,  000.  00  be  appropriated, 
to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  purchase  a  new  bucket 
loader  and  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  sum  of  $7,000.00  be 
transferred  from  the  Maple  Street  Culvert  account,  $500.

00  be  transferred 
from  the  Dump  Road  account,  and  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
$30,  000.  00  and  issue  bonds  or  notes  under  Chapter  44,  Section  7  (9) 
and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  trade-in  the  old 
Highway  Department  Allis-Chalmers  bucket  loader  toward  the  pur- 
chase price  of  the  new  bucket  loader.

00  and 
issue  bonds  or  notes  under  Chapter  44,  Section  7  (3A). 

Upon  vote  of  181  Yes  and  5  No,  motion  carried. 

Article  7.  Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $13,  000.  00  be  appropriated 
for  the  Veteran's  Services  account,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation, 
the  sum  of  $10,000.00  be  transferred  from  the  Surplus  Revenue 
Account  and  $3,  000.  00  be  transferred  from  the  Dog  Pound  Account. 

Upon  unanimous  vote,  motion  carried.

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CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 

The  West  Bridgewater  Conservation  Commission  has  continued 
to  acquire  for  the  town  parcels  of  land  which  will  provide  an  assur- 
ance of  open  space,  recreational  areas  and  water -holding  sheds. 
The  commission  points  out  that  as  a  large  percentage  of  acreage  in 
town  is  low-lying,  it  is  of  utmost  importance  that  flood  plains  which 
provide  water  storage  when  needed,  prevent  flooding  during  heavy 
rainfalls  and  curb  pollution,  should  be  protected  from  development. 

The  commission  wishes  to  make  the  public  aware  of  the  fact  that 
on  behalf  of  the  town,  they  may  accept  gifts  of  land  that  are  unsuit- 
able for  building.  These  plots  will  then  be  forever  protected  by  the 
commission  thus  preserving  green  spots  of  undeveloped  wildland  in 
the  town.  This  year,  the  commission  received  its  first  gift  of  acre- 
age on  South  Elm  Street  in  the  Flaggy  Meadow  area.  We  are  indeed 
grateful  to  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Pagani  for  his  civic  pride  in  donating  this 
tract  of  land. 

Both  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts  have  done  work  for  conservation  merit 
badges  at  the  commission's  property  on  Forest  Street  bounded  by 
the  Town  River.  A  large  percentage  of  this  property  will  be  left  in 
its  wild  state  for  the  benefit  of  wild  life  habitate. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  as  its 
ally,  the  newly  formed  West  Bridgewater  Students  Conservation 
Group  and  have  allowed  them  the  use  of  the  conservation  area  on 
North  Elm  Street  for  their  ecology-oriented  work.  This  hard  work- 
ing group  have  cleared  paths  here,  constructed  an  elevated  walkway 
in  marshy  areas,  built  a  bridge  over  the  brook  and  have  started 
identifying  flowers,  plants  and  trees  in  this  area  for  the  public  use. 
This  group  has  also  been  performing  systematic  sampling  of  town 
waterways  to  ascertain  if  there  is  any  pollution  of  the  streams.  The 
Conservation  Commission  has  donated  both  financially  and  manually 
to  the  efforts  of  this  dedicated  group. 

In  April,  2.5  acres  of  land  bordering  the  Elm  Square  Brook  on 
Spring  Street  were  purchased  by  the  vote  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 
This  property  adds  to  the  commission's  parcel  already  there  for  the 
protection  of  this  waterway.  Also,  .8  acres  were  purchased  off 
Commonwealth  Avenue  for  the  addition  to  this  area.  In  the  Flaggy 
Meadow  region,,  14.2  acres  were  purchased  which  abuts  Conserva- 
tion Commission  property  there. 

Spring  and  fall  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions  were  attended  by  members.  In  addition 
annual  meetings  of  Conservation  Districts  were  also  attended.  This 
Commission  also  provides  a  subscription  of  a  forestry  magazine  to 
the  Public  Library.  Meetings  of  the  Commission  are  held  the  third 
Thursday  of  each  month  throughout  the  year  and  all  are  open  to  the 
public.  We  encourage  townspeople  to  attend  and  offer  us  their  help 
and  ideas.

This  Commission  with  other  nearby  Commissions  is  still  con- 
tinuing an  implementation  of  a  planned  wetland  acquisition  of  the 
Hockamock  Swamp.  This  will  allow  for  the  permanent  protection 
for  this  area  which  we  regard  as  a  high  priority  benefit  to  future 
generations. 

Along  with  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health  and  the  Planning  Board, 
this  Commission  is  drafting  a  Waterways  Zoning  By-Law  to  be  ap- 
proved at  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1971. 

We  believe  that  you  want  to  preserve  some  of  the  beauty  and 
attractiveness  of  our  town  -  your  cooperation  is  invited  in  helping 
what  we  believe  to  be  a  high  priority  need  of  West  Bridgewater.  The 
assistance  and  cooperation  given  this  Commission  by  all  members 
of  Town  Government  is  greatly  appreciated.  Special  thanks  go  to 
Mr.  Irving  Sylvester  and  his  highway  department  for  their  assistance 
in  moving  and  placing  of  the  historic  stone  on  Forest  Street  also  a 
sincere  thank  you  to  Town  Clerk  Anna  E.  Brown  for  her  aid  to  us  in 
reports  and  correspondence.

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FORESTRY  AND 
PARKS  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  residents  of  West  Bridgewater: 

There  has  been  an  increasing  workload  on  this  department  over 
the  past  few  years  due  to  an  increase  in  town  population,  progress 
and  various  co-operative  activities.  This  department  has  operated 
with  the  same  manpower  it  has  had  for  the  past  25  years-the  only 
department  that  has  not  increased  its  personnel  even  though  the 
workload  has  tripled.  For  this  reason,  I  am  hopeful  the  voters  will 
approve  this  department  budget  requesting  an  additional  employee 
at  the  annual  town  meeting.  We  are  using  new  and  modern  equipment 
plus  employees  who  are  experienced  and  dedicated  to  their  line  of 
work  and  it  is  only  due  to  these  facts  that  we  are  able  to  provide  the 
required  services  which  the  townspeople  are  entitled. 

The  department  performed  one  of  its  major  functions  throughout 
the  year,  tree  removal,  with  a  total  of  113  being  removed.  Many  of 
these  which  had  unsightly  and  dangerous  stumps  were  removed  well 
below  ground  level  by  a  hired  stump  cutter.  Due  to  utility  lines  and 
proximity  of  homes  to  the  trees,  the  majority  of  those  removed  were 
topped  by  an  aerial  crane  or  by  a  hydraulic  bucket.  The  hiring  of 
this  equipment  is  expensive  but  allows  for  the  safe  removal  process 
and  also  is  quicker  allowing  us  to  get  more  work  done  in  the  same 
amount  of  time. 

Tree  planting,  another  important  function,  was  carried  out  dur- 
ing spring  and  fall  with  a  total  of  140  being  planted.  All  these  trees 
were  dug  in  our  own  shade  tree  nursery  which  has  been  in  operation 
for  18  years  with  almost  500  trees  of  various  sizes  and  species. 
Sugar  and  Norway  maples  were  the  predominate  species  planted  but 
we  also  put  in  Crimson  King  maples,  Pine  Oaks,  Flowering  Crab- 
apples,  Littleleaf  Linden,  Mountain  Ash,  Ginko,  and  Armur  Cork 
trees. 

The  systematic  cutting  and  spraying  with  a  herbicide  to  control 
the  growth  of  brush  continued  in  1970.  This  program  was  started  by 
me  in  1953  and  has  led  to  the  elimination  of  all  heavy  brush  along  the 
roadsides  -  now  brush  that  does  appear  can  be  controlled  by  spot 
spraying.  Also,  we  have  eliminated  poison  ivy  along  the  roadsides 
using  the  same  herbicide  and  will  continue  our  program  of  ridding 
private  property  of  this  nuisance  if  the  homeowner  will  contact  me 
and  point  out  where  the  poison  ivy  is  on  his  property.  There  is  no 
charge  for  this  service. 

We  have  attempted  to  control  the  Dutch  Elm  disease  by  applying 
a  dormant  spray  and  two  foliar  applications  to  all  town  elms.  All 
other  street  shade  trees  were  sprayed  twice  during  the  summer 
months  with  the  mistblower.  The  major  outbreak  of  a  specific  tree 
insect  this  year  seemed  to  be  the  oak  leaf  skelotonizer  and  the  pre- 
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diction  appears  to  be  for  another  outbreak  of  this  pest  in  1971. 

Due  to  the  controversy  on  insecticides,  this  department  for  the 
past  seven  years  has  discontinued  use  of  DDT  and  other  long  lasting 
insecticides.  All  spraying  will  be  done  with  low  toxicity  insecticides 
which  are  accomplishing  the  job  for  us  but  are  also  consequently 
more  expensive.  We  closely  follow  the  recommendations  of  the 
State  Pesticide  Board  and  all  operators  of  sprayers  in  this  depart- 
ment are  licensed  by  this  board. 

Hornets  and  wasps  were  a  very  prevalent  nuisance  during  1970. 
When  the  nests  of  these  pe-sts  could  be  located  on  the  ground  and  on 
the  outside  of  residences  and  buildings,  they  were  sprayed  and  re- 
moved. Home  owners  with  these  pests  inside  their  homes  were  ad- 
vised to  enlist  the  service  of  a  licensed  exterminator. 

Most  mosquito  problems  were  handled  by  this  department.  In 
conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Health,  three  aerial  applications  of 
1000  acres  of  residential  acreage  were  applied  via  helicopter  for 
this  pest.  This  will  hopefully  be  repeated  in  1971.  Any  cookout, 
family  gathering  or  lawn  party  as  well  as  the  baseball  field  were 
sprayed  for  mosquitos  -  all  that  is  required  for  this  service  is  a  one 
week  notice  to  your  tree  warden.  There  is  an  increased  demand  for 
this  service  and  even  though  this  is  not  a  required  department  duty, 
I  will  make  every  effort  to  perform  this  service  if  I  have  enough  no- 
tice. The  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  also  perform- 
ed its  control  duties  of  fogging  and  treating  catch  basins  for  mos- 
quito breeding. 

The  War  Memorial  Park  is  the  beauty  spot  in  the  center  of  our 
town  and  this  department  has  strived  to  keep  it  this  way  and  improve 
it  each  year.  Geraniums  and  annual  flowers  were  planted  in  many 
beds  throughout  the  park.  All  lawns  here  were  fertilized  twice  and  regu- 
larly mowed  and  trimmed  throughout  the  growing  season.  One  bridge 
was  replaced  and  this  year  the  cedar  rail  fences  were  completely 
replaced.  This  project  was  a  carry-over  from  last  year  and  700 
rails  and  200  posts  were  used  in  this  two  year  program.  Many  fine 
comments  have  been  received  on  this  beautiful  area  and  our  town 
can  thank  its  forebearers  for  leaving  this  historical  and  scenic  area 
for  us. 

This  department  also  maintains  13  town  greens  and  6  town  owned 
cemeteries  which  were  regularly  fertilized,  mowed  and  kept  raked 
during  the  growing  season.  Memorial  Baseball  Field  was  also  fer- 
tilized three  times  and  mowed  and  trimmed  weekly.  The  Baseball 
for  Boys  League  purchased  a  lawn  aerator  for  the  use  of  this  depart- 
ment at  their  field  and  also  for  use  in  the  park.  This  machine 
aerates  the  soil  especially  in  areas  of  heavy  foot  traffic. 

All  this  mechanical  equipment  of  this  department  are  in  very 
good  condition  and  this  is  due  to  the  periodic  maintainence  and  re- 
pairs that  are  performed  by  the  workers.  I  would  welcome  any  resi- 
dent to  view  the  department  quarters  and  equipment  at  the  rear  of 
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the  Town  Hall. 

The  care  of  existing  trees  by  pruning,  cabling,  surgery  and 
feeding,  the  maintenance  of  town  forest,  co-operative  work  with  the 
Highway  department  on  snow  removal  and  maintainence  of  our  equip- 
ment are  just  a  few  of  the  several  other  tasks  which  are  all  a  part  of 
this  department's  obligations  to  the  townspeople. 

It  is  with  sincerity  that  I  wish  to  thank  my  able  employees,  other 
town  departments  and  officials,  and  the  townspeople  for  their  under- 
standing, co-operation  and  support  in  my  work  during  the  past  year.

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  hereby  submit  their  report 
for  the  preceeding  year. 

This  year  has  brought  many  added  services  to  our  Public  Li- 
brary. It  serves  a  wide  range  of  interests  and  ages.  We  have  been 
better  able  to  meet  these  needs  through  the  inter-library  Loan  Plan 
of  the  Easton  Massachusetts  Regional  Public  Library  system  and  the 
use  of  its  Book  Mobile.  In  that  requests  are  becoming  more  sophis- 
ticated and  technical,  this  service  has  become  extremely  valuable. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  year  some  arrangement  can  be 
made  with  the  department  heads  of  Curriculum  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  so  that  material  for  assignments  can  be  better 
met.  If  we  could  be  made  aware  of  projected  subject  areas,  we 
could  through  our  loan  services  better  meet  the  needs  of  more  stu- 
dents. 

Our  new  librarian,  Mrs.  Christine  Dowd,  has  added  much  to  our 
library.  Children's  story  hours  have  been  held.  Local  collections 
have  been  exhibited.  Programs  of  public  interest  have  been  held. 
A  loan  record  library  has  been  started.  Rearrangement  of  the  Phys- 
ical facilities  for  more  efficient  use  of  space  has  been  made.  Cata- 
loging of  books  has  been  started.  Sorting  and  discarding  of  books 
has  taken  place.  Rare  and  valuable  books  have  been  put  away  for 
future  safety.  For  her  warm  interest,  enthusiasm  and  cheerfulness 
we  are  most  appreciative. 

In  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  have  the  library  open  forty  hours 
a  week  and  to  have  it  open  on  Friday. 

Our  Public  Library  receives  its  support  from  Trust  Funds,  part 
of  the  dog  tax  revenue,  state  aid  and  primarily  from  the  residents  of 
the  town.   We  are  grateful  for  this  continuous  support.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library:

This  has  been  a  year  of  change  in  your  Public  Library.  The 
staff  as  well  as  the  book  collection  has  undergone  many  changes. 
Mrs.  Vivian  Bassett  retired  as  of  September  15th  and  a  new  assist- 
ant librarian  has  not  been  chosen.  Effective  March  1st  of  this  year 
the  new  head  librarian  began  her  duties.  Sharon  Soles  and  Rebecca 
Churbuck  continue  as  student  aides,  and  Mrs.  Marilyn  Raleigh  and 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Alexander  have  been  acting  as  library  assistants. 
During  the  summer  closing  period  Miss  Carol  Guston  and  Mrs. 
Raleigh  assisted  in  weeding,  rearranging,  and  taking  inventory  of 
the  collection.  Special  thanks  to  Mrs.  Gertrude  Foye  who  assisted 
Mrs.  Basset  and  the  new  librarian  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  and 
was  on  hand  whenever  we  needed  her. 

Considerable  effort  has  been  spent  rearranging  the  books  to  ac- 
commodate the  ever-growing  collection.  This  necessitated  making 
a  shelf  list  card  for  many  of  the  books  already  in  the  collection  and 
for  approximately  2000  books  which  have  been  added  this  year.  This 
number  shows  considerable  increase  due  to  the  many  gifts  from  in- 
dividuals as  well  as  from  the  use  of  the  interest  from  our  trust 
funds.  The  selection  and  processing  of  these  materials  to  make 
them  available  to  our  many  patrons  consumes  much  of  the  librarian's 
time.  Students  as  well  as  pre-schoolers  and  the  adult  population  of 
the  town  will  find  a  wide  range  of  new  materials  available. 

Response  from  members  of  the  staff  and  the  community  to  our 
special  exhibits  during  the  year  has  been  especially  gratifying. 
Newspaper  coverage  has  been  excellent  for  these  and  the  storyhours 
and  activities  of  the  summer  reading  club  which  were  implemented. 
As  a  result,  requests  for  bibliographies  and  other  information  has 
come  from  out-of-state  and  Canada. 

An  important  addition  to  library  service  began  in  April  when  the 
Eastern  Mass.  Regional  Bookmobile  began  regular  monthly  stops  at 
our  library.  These  books  supplement  our  collection  and  allow  us  to 
handle  requests  for  special  materials  and  assignments  requiring 
many  books  on  one  subject.  In  October  we  began  borrowing  record- 
ings and  to  date  have  circulated  74  from  Bookmobile.  This  service 
has  been  so  enthusiastically  received  that  we  plan  to  begin  a  small 
basic  collection  of  our  own  in  the  coming  year.  These  are  circulated 
for  one  week  as  are  the  new  magazines  and  books. 
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Members  of  the  staff  have  been  attending  meetings  of  the  Sand- 
wich Club  which  meets  five  times  a  year  to  review  new  children's 
publications;  the  Village  Green  Library  Club;  the  two  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Old  Colony  Library  Club;  the  New  England  Library  Asso- 
ciation meeting  in  New  Hampshire;  and  several  workshops  sponsored 
by  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Library  Extension.  We  have  become 
members  of  the  Tri-Town  Librarians  which  meet  regularly.  As  a 
special  project  they  have  sponsored  a  student  to  the  NESLA  Student 
Workshop  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  for  a  week  each  Aug- 
ust. Rebecca  Churbuck  of  our  staff  was  able  to  attend  this  past 
summer. 

We  hope  that  the  library  and  staff  will  continue  to  provide  the 
community  with  everything  you  expect  from  a  modern  library.

This  will  be  a  decrease  of  $320.  00. 

Install  a  4000  lumen  fixture  on  poles  #37,  39, 
43,  44,  46,  48,  50,  52,  54,  58,  60,  62,  64, 
66,   68,  70,  71,   73,   74,  75,  78,  79,  80,  and 

81.  This  will  be  $816.  00  or  a  net  increase  of 
$496.00. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  fixtures  on  Pole  #60,  40,  57, 
55,  53,  50,  48,  45,  37,  35,  33,  32,  29,  26,  24,  21,  19,  38,  16,  14, 
11,  &  9  on  Matfield  Street;  poles  18,  16A,  14,  10,  7,  &  4  on  Belmont 
Street;  and  poles  13,  12,  10,  7,  5,  3  on  Plain  Street  be  removed  and 
replaced  with  a  4000  lumen  fixture  on  poles  #60,  57,  55,  52,  50,  48, 
46,  44,  41,  39,  37,  35,  33,  31,  29,  27,  26,  24,  21,  19,  16,  14,  11, 
9  &  7  on  Matfield  Street;  poles  18,  16,  14,  11,  9,  7,  &  4  on  Belmont 
Street;  and  poles  10,  7,  4,  &  2  on  Plain  Street.  Also  on  Plain  Street 
install  a  7700  lumen  fixture  on  poles  12  and  13. 

This  will  be  a  net  increase  of  $657.  00. 

Additional  isolated  improvements  throughout  the  Town  would  be 
the  installation  of  a  1000  lumen  light  on  pole  #10  Beacon  Street;  Pole 
#47  Ash  Street;  pole  11/24  Old  Crescent  Street;  and  on  poles  10,  26, 
and  38  on  River  Street.  Also  on  River  Street  install  a  4000  lumen 
fixture  on  pole  #19;  and  a4000  lumen  fixture  on  poles  108  and  110  on 
West  Center  Street. 

This  will  be  an  increase  of  $204.  00. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  1000  lumen  light  on  pole  #4, 
Copeland  Street  be  moved  to  pole  #3  at  no  expense  to  the  Town. 

The  fixture  on  pole  #65  Manley  Street  at  the  intersection  of  West 
Street  will  be  moved  to  a  better  location  and  the  new  mounting  exten- 
sions have  already  been  installed  on  East  Center  Street,  both  at  no 
expense  to  the  Town. 

The  total  increase  to  the  annual  budget  will  be  $1,  357.  00  for  the 
above  recommendations.

Lothrop  of  the  Police  Department,  and  Mr.  David  Perkins  of  the 
Brockton  Edison  Company  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

Soil  investigations  and  tests  were  made  at  sites  of  all  new  or 
proposed  building,  proper  sewage  disposal  systems  designed  based 
on  requirement  and  soil  conditions.  Progress  inspections  were 
made  as  considered  advisable  and  final  inspections  before  backfill 
made  as  promptly  as  possible  when  reasonable  notice  given  by  In- 
staller to  prevent  time  loss  as  this  final  inspection  is  a  definite  re- 
quirement. 

Complaints  were  promptly  investigated  and  resolved  as  quickly 
as  possible  under  existing  conditions.  Repairs  and  additions  to 
existing  sewage  disposal  facilities  were  investigated  when  notifica- 
tion received  and  design  of  correction  made  to  provide  satisfactory 
operation  at  least  expense  to  homeowner. 

The  program  of  control  of  all  sewage  disposal  systems  at  new 
building  sites  has  proven  to  give  excellent  results  since  inception  in 
1960  Septic  tanks  require  annual  cleaning  to  prevent  trouble  in  leech- 
ing facility  from  sludge  deposit  in  septic  tank.  If  kept  clean  on  an 
annual  basis  the  systems  are  designed  to  continue  operative  over  a 
great  many  years. 

Inspection  of  eating  and  drinking  establishments  were  made  on 
quarterly  basis  and  bacteria  swab  tests  of  utensils.  Reports  are 
sent  to  Board  of  Health  and  copy  left  with  operator  of  establishment. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Town  Hall  staff  and  De- 
partment heads  for  cooperation  extended  to  me  over  the  years.

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PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

In  reporting  the  Project's  activities  for  1970,  we  have  been  able 
to  continue  our  primary  objectives  in  each  town  or  city.  Namely, 
the  reduction  of  the  mosquito  population  at  source  of  breeding. 
This  was  accomplished  either  by  trenching  of  breeding  areas,  or 
periodic  treatment  of  waters  where  larvae  were  found. 

The  bulk  of  our  efforts  during  July,  August,  and  September  were 
concentrated  in  areas  and  wetlands  adjacent  to  encephalitis  locales. 
Fifty  two  horses  were  reported  as  contracting  the  disease.  Although 
only  seven  of  these  cases  were  confirmed,  we  had  to  assume  that  all 
were  probables,  and  responded  as  we  did  to  confirmed  reports. 
There  was  only  one  report  of  virus  in  humans.  As  these  reports 
were  received,  our  fogging  units  responded,  treating  these  areas 
and  others  having  numerous  horses.  The  Encephalitis  Field  Station 
monitored  both  adult  and  larvae  populations.  We  like  to  feel  that  we, 
along  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  numerous  veteri- 
narians involved,  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  aided  in  some 
part  in  trying  to  avert  what  might  have  been  an  outbreak  of  more 
serious  proportions.  West  Bridgewater  had  just  one  case  of  Eastern 
Equine  Encephalitis  reported  by  the  Division  of  Communicable  Di- 
seases. 

Next  spring  will,  in  all  probability,  have  an  abundance  of  mo- 
squitos.  Fall  rains  and  present  snows  are  filling  the  swamplands. 
We  do  not  have  the  capacity  to  control  these  large  wetlands.  Con- 
sideration of  possible  harm  to  the  environment  will  always  limit  us 
as  to  areas  treated  and  methods  of  control.  We  will  continue  to  work 
closely  with  the  Field  Stations,  Pesticide  Board,  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  regarding  methods  of  control.  Our  efforts  will 
be  pointed  toward  possible  encephalitis  activity  in  1971.  This  will 
have  priority  over  some  past  practices. 

Again  our  thanks  to  your  town  officers  and  superintendent  of 
highways  and  tree  departments  for  their  interest  and  cooperation.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  Highway  Department  for  the 
year  1970. 

DRAINAGE 

During  the  year  1970  the  Highway  Department  completed  the  fol- 
lowing drainage  projects.  Five  hundred  (500)  feet  of  open  drainage 
ditch  and  three  hundred  fifty  (350)  feet  of  12  inch  drainage  pipe  on 
Bedford  Street.  At  North  Main  Street  we  finished  the  open  type 
drainage  ditch  from  the  new  culverts  on  North  Main  Street  to  the 
Matfield  River,  for  a  distance  of  twenty  one  hundred  (2100)  feet, 
this  included  the  clearing  of  trees  for  a  width  of  thirty  (30)  feet  and 
a  distance  of  twenty-one  hundred  (2100)  feet.  We  have  also  installed 
a  complete  drainage  system  on  East  Center  Street  for  a  distance  of 
twelve  hundred  (1200)  feet  consisting  of  three  (3)  manholes,  fourteen 
(14)  catch  basins.  Utilizing  one  thousand  (1000)  feet  of  12  inch  re- 
inforced concrete  pipe  and  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  15  inch  rein- 
forced concrete  pipe,  we  also  installed  a  seventy-two  (72)  inch  re- 
inforced concrete  culvert  pipe  and  two  (2)  headwalls. 

RESURFACING  TYPE  I 
During  the  past  summer  season  the  following  named  streets  were 
resurfaced  with  a  Type  I  Bituminous  Concrete  Asphalt.  Spring 
Street  for  a  distance  of  three  thousand  seven  hundred  eighty-seven 
(3787)  feet.  Merritt  Street  for  a  distance  of  five  hundred  (500)  feet. 
Grant  Street  for  a  distance  of  fifteen  hundred  (1500)  feet.  Union 
Street  for  a  distance  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-five  (1895)  feet. 
Bryant  Street  for  a  distance  of  two  thousand  six  hundred  sixty  (2660) 
feet.  For  a  total  distance  of  ten  thousand  three  hundred  forty-two 
(10,  342)  feet  of  roadway  resurfaced. 

CHAPTER  90  EAST  CENTER  STREET 
The  Highway  Department  has  completed  the  construction  of  East 
Center  Street,  for  a  distance  of  eighteen  hundred  (1800)  feet,  the 
remainder  of  the  construction  of  East  Center  Street  from  station  60 
to  station  160  will  be  completed  this  year. 

TOWN  DUMP 

The  Highway  Department  was  given  the  job  of  preparing  the  Town 
Dump  for  a  sanitary  landfill  operation.  We  have  completed  this  and 
January  1st  1971,  the  new  sanitary  landfill  was  put  into  operation. 
I  will  say  no  more  on  this  subject  because  I  believe  everyone  in 
town  uses  this  facility,  and  can  see  the  changes  we  have  made  in  the 
landfill  operation. 

MAINTENANCE 

The  Highway  Department  has  also  been  able  to  keep  up  with  their 
regular  maintenance  work.    Taking  care  of  street  and  traffic  signs, 
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sweeping  sand  from  intersections  and  gutters,  repairing  and  painting 
of  guard  rails  and  guard  posts.  Also  the  mowing  of  roadsides  and 
keeping  the  paper,  cans  and  roadside  trash  picked  up.  Traffic  lines 
were  also  repainted  along  with  the  school  signs  and  railroad  cross- 
ings and  crosswalks.    Pot  hole  patching  and  repairing  of  trenches. 

SNOW 

The  past  winter  wasn't  too  severe  until  the  month  of  December, 
which  set  a  record  for  snow  fall  and  storms.  It  was  the  worst  De- 
cember in  eighty-seven  (87)  years.  However  we  were  able  to  keep 
all  town  roads  plowed  and  bare. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their 
cooperation  and  support  received  by  this  department  during  the  past 
year.  I  would  like  to  commend  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department 
for  the  excellent  job  they  have  so  willingly  done.  Also  many  thanks 
to  the  Water  Department,  Fire  Department,  Police  Department  and 
the  Tree  Department  for  their  cooperation  and  help  throughout  the 
year.

Bridgewater  Police  Department  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  due  to  the 
retirement  of  former  Chief  P.  Douglas  Eaton. 

In  October  1970,  Officer  Howard  R.  Anderson  was  appointed  as 
Sergeant  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Sergeant  Charles  D.  Anderson  has  been  appointed  Safety  Officer 
for  the  Department.  His  duties  include  the  supervision  and  operation 
of  the  new  radar  unit  recently  purchased  by  the  town,  the  placing  of 
traffic  signs  throughout  the  town  determined  by  the  system  of  Speed 
Zoning,  with  the  assistance  of  the  state  D.  P.  W.  Sergeant  Anderson 
conducted  Safety  Programs  in  all  the  elementary  schools  and  the 
Junior  High  School.

At  present,  we  have  only  three  full-time,  permanent  patrolmen. 
In  order  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  department  efficiently  and 
handle  the  ever  increasing  demands  of  the  Police  Department,  we 
must  have  more  men.  Our  community  is  growing.  Our  problems 
are  growing.    Our  protection  must  grow  also. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  everyone  that  each 
of  you  can  help  yourself. ...  by  doing  your  part.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We,  the  Water  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  Water 
Department  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater,  respectfully  submit 
our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  179,501,472  gallons  of  water  were 
pumped.  The  greatest  amount  of  any  one  day  was  879,  240  gallons 
on  July  24th.  This  is  359,  240  gallons  more  than  the  capacity  of  our 
tank  when  it  is  full.  In  fact,  we  had  94  days  that  we  pumped  over 
500,000  gallons,  20  days  over  600,  000  gallons,  9  days  over  700,  000 
gallons  and  3  days  over  800,  000  gallons  per  day.  The  largest  month 
was  July,  with  19,353,  608  gallons  pumped. 

With  179,501,472  gallons  pumped,  plus  539,670  gallons  of  water 
we  bought  from  Easton,  this  gave  us  a  total  of  180,  041, 142  gallons 
consumed.  This  makes  a  daily  average  of  491,784  gallons,  a  weekly 
average  of  3,451,951  gallons  and  a  monthly  average  of  14,958,456 
gallons.  Still  water  consumption  rises  yearly.  This  year,  we  had 
an  additional  13,924,892  gallon  increase  over  last  year.  We  re- 
corded a  rain  fall  at  Cyr  Street  Station  of  35.3  inches. 

A  total  of  36  new  services  were  installed,  to  make  a  total  of  1704 
services,  and  there  were  14  old  services  renewed.  There  were  995' 
of  12-inch  main,  4,660'  of  8-inch  main  and  6  new  hydrants  joined  to 
the  system.  We  sealed  and  tagged  178  meters.  There  were  158 
calls  for  meter  removal  and  installations,  461  miscellaneous  calls, 
and  180  repair  calls. 

We  had  16  emergency  leaks,  18  emergency  main  leaks,  19  ser- 
vice line  leaks,  33  meter  and  tailpiece  leaks,  3  frozen  meters,  8 
frozen  services,  26  inside  installations  were  made,  14  hydrants  re- 
paired, 1  hit  by  an  automobile,  which  had  to  be  replaced.  Grass 
around  hydrants  were  cut  in  summer,  snow  was  removed  from 
around  hydrants  in  winter,  and  all  hydrants  were  checked  and  re- 
checked  prior  to  cold  weather.  Nearly  all  hydrants  were  painted. 
Regular  Station  maintenance  was  carried  out  every  day  and  after 
every  storm.  Stations  and  equipment  were  painted  where  needed. 
We  had  24  power  and  control  failures  during  the  year.  There  were 
11  emergency  calls  for  pumping  cellars,  and  9  swimming  pools 
were  filled,  where  possible.  38  meters  were  repaired.  We  have 
about  500  old  meters  that  we  are  unable  to  buy  parts  for,  so  we  are 
using  the  parts  from  some  of  these  to  keep  some  of  the  other  older 
ones  in  repair.  We  are  slowly  trying  to  replace  them  with  new  out- 
side reading  meters.  There  was  a  total  of  761  hours  of  overtime 
spent  on  emergency  calls  and  maintenance.  Several  more  old  ser- 
vices were  located  and  recorded  with  all  new  ones. 

For  the  coming  year,  we  are  proposing  to  finish  joining  our  12- 
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inch  mains  in  South  Main  Street,  to  complete  the  loop  of  the  southern 
part  of  our  town.  We  are  also  bringing  before  the  town  meeting  our 
proposal  for  additional  storage  for  the  town.  In  1964,  we  had  hopes 
of  getting  Federal  funds  for  the  project,  which  we  need  badly.  We 
have  tried  for  six  years,  to  no  avail.  Now  we  don't  think  that  we 
can  on  our  own  delay  this  project,  and  jeopardize  the  town,  any 
longer.  Insurance  underwriters  require  for  fire  protection,  to  have 
instorage  a  two-days  supply.  An  average  day  now  requires  491,784 
gallons,  or  almost  equal  to  our  tank  capacity  of  520,000  gallons. 
Peak  day  was  879,  240  gallons,  which  required  a  total  pumping  of  32 
hours;  on  this  day  it  would  require  a  storage  of  1,758,480  gallons  to 
meet  the  underwriter's  requirements.  These  requirements  also 
mean  we  have  to  keep  pace  for  the  search  of  additional  water 
supplies. 

There  were  48  analyses  of  our  town  drinking  water  made  during 
the  year  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  16 
additional  samples  taken  from  new  mains  and  extensions  of  new 
mains  for  bacterial  elements  before  they  were  joined  to  our  system. 
All  reports  were  most  satisfactory,  showing  it  to  be  of  highly  ac- 
ceptable quality  and  free  from  bacterial  elements. 

We  have  closely  followed  all  information  and  activities  of  all 
local  and  regional  organizations  pertaining  to  water  and  water  data. 
We  have  backed  the  Plymouth  County  Water  Works  Association  and 
the  Massachusetts  Water  Works  Association,  to  block  the  Board  of 
State  Examiners  of  Plumbers  to  take  away  from  us  the  control  of 
service  lines  to  the  meters.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  service  that  we 
can  furnish  our  customers  with  less  cost  and  aggravation. 

As  we  come  to  the  close  of  another  successful  year  of  service, 
we  wish  to  thank  all  our  customers  for  expressing  their  faith  in  us. 
We  wish  to  thank  our  own  personnel  and  all  the  other  Town  personnel 
who  so  diligently  did  their  part  in  making  it  a  success.  We  sincerely 
hope  that  as  we  enter  another  year  of  service,  we  will  be  privileged 
to  continue  serving  you  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

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INSPECTIONS 

As  required  by  law,  all  schools,  public  buildings,  and  other 
establishments  have  been  regularly  inspected.  Twenty  one  inspect- 
ions, of  new  or  replacement  installations  of  Oil  burning  equipment 
were  made.  Fire  drills  have  been  conducted  and  observed  in  all 
schools.  In  addition  numerous  calls  for  information,  were  requested 
from  tenants  or  property  owners  were  received  and  investigations 
made.  Recommendations  were  made  to  correct  or  alleviate  fire  and 
safety  hazards  when  such  conditions  were  observed. 

FIRE  PREVENTION  PROGRAM 

William  E.  Gibson  Jr.  ,  Captain 

The  term  "Fire  Prevention":  maybe  defined  as  a  course  of  action, 
or  measures,  directed  toward  avoiding  the  inception  of  fire.  The 
Fire  Prevention  Program  in  West  Bridgewater,  is  practiced  and 
conducted  to  support  and  carry  out  these  objectives. 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  all  new  construction,  or  additions 
to  existing  structures.  In  cooperation  with  the  Building  Inspector, 
the  Gas  piping  &  Plumbing  Inspector,  and  the  Inspector  of  Wiring, 
the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  can  check  on  compliance  with  provisions 
of  Building  codes  and  safety  regulation. 

On  site  inspections  of  public  buildings  and  business  establish- 
ments, to  which  the  public  has  the  right  of  access  have  been  made 
to  observe  compliance  with  fire  laws,  as  they  relate  to  proper 
housekeeping,  maintainance  of  adequate  means  of  egress,  disposal 
of  trash  and  rubbish,  and  in  the  care  and  maintainance  of  heating 
equipment. 

The  department  has  developed  a  file  of  the  floor  plans,  of  all 
major  buildings  in  the  Town,  indicating  the  location  of  all  utilities, 
and  other  information  of  use  to  the  firefighters  in  the  event  that  any 
such  structure  becomes  involved  in  fire.  These  files  are  carried 
on  the  apparatus,  for  ready  reference  in  case  of  need. 

During  the  spring  in  cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Natural  Resources,  programs  were  presented  in  the  Ele- 
mentary Schools  to  encourage  the  students,  to  become  aware  of  the 
need  for  care  in  the  preservation  and  protection  of  our  fields  and 
woodlands  from  fire.  Programs  were  also  presented  to  the  schools 
during  National  Fire  Prevention  Week,  October  4-10,  1970.  We 
feel  that  these  programs  were  well  received  and  of  interest. 

Attention  of  all  citizens  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  "Anti- 
Pollution  Law"  (so  called)  as  adopted  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
142D  Chapter  111,  General  Laws,  as  inserted  by  Chapter  836  of  the 
Acts  of  1969. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  regulations  are  in  force  and  effect. 
After  July  1,  1971,  all  burning  in  the  open  will  be  prohibited.  It  is 
therefor  advisable  for  the  general  public  to  be  advised  that  domestic 
incinerators  must  be  of  a  type  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  De- 
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partment  of  Public  Health.  It  is  further  advised  that  anyone  con- 
templating the  installation  of  such  equipment  should  consult  with  the 
Building  Inspector  and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  in  regard 
to  approved  equipment,  its  location  and  installation.  The  tempera- 
ture obtained  in  such  equipment  are  significantly  higher  than  in  any 
other  heat  producing  unit  in  most  homes,  and  care  is  indicated  in 
the  installation  and  use  of  such  equipment. 

The  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  stands  ready  to  advise  or  assist  any 
resident  or  group  within  the  Town  on  matters  of  mutual  concern, 
with  respect  to  the  saving  of  human  life  and  the  suppression  of  the 
incidence  of  fire  in  the  Town. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  DRILLS  1970" 
Frank  X.  Barque,  Deputy  Chief,  Training  Officer 

During  1970  a  continuing  program  of  in  service  training  and 
drills  for  the  permanent  and  call  members  of  the  department  was 
carried  but. 

Twenty-eight  drills  were  conducted,  covering:  Resuscitators, 
Appliances  Scott  Air  Packs,  Radiological  Instruments,  Hydraulic 
Porter-power,  Power  Tools,  Draft  &  Hydrant  Pumping,  Hose  Lay- 
outs, Ropes  &  Knots,  Aerial  &  Ground  Ladders,  Salvage  Covers, 
Foam  Nozzle,  and  Driving  Fire  Trucks. 

Special  classes  were  conducted  in  Rescue  Breathing  and  other 
methods  of  Artificial  Respiration.  Also  a  number  of  men  received 
special  instruction  in  Cardio- Pulmonary  Resuscitation  at  a  course 
offered  by  the  Southeast  Massachusetts  Chapter  of  the  American 
Heart  Association,  in  cooperation  with  Dr.  Stanley  Mazurkie  and 
others  at  the  Goddard  Memorial  Hospital. 

Again  this  year,  as  in  recent  past  years,  the  Massachusetts 
Firefighters  Academy,  in  cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Fire  Department  Instructors,  conducted  a  two  day  Fire- 
fighters Seminar  at  our  Station  &  Drill  Grounds. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
I  am  recommending  the  addition  of  one  full  time  permanent 
Firefighter.  This  additional  man  is  necessary  to  the  orderly  and 
efficient  operation  of  the  Department.  In  addition  to  providing  a  man 
to  be  assigned  to  the  same  shift  as  the  Deputy  Chief,  it  will  be 
possible  to  rotate  such  a  man  to  cover  vacation,  sick  leave  and 
holiday  time  off  for  the  present  permanent  men.  It  has  been  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  obtain  manpower  to  cover  these  situations  and 
on  occasion  has  been  necessary  to  recall  permanent  men  to  per- 
form these  duties,  and  it  is  required  by  law  that  they  be  paid  at  the 
time  and  one  half  rate  of  pay.  As  I,  and  my  predecessor  have 
indicated  in  recent  years,  the  need  exists  for  additional  full  time 
men  to  provide  the  Town  with  a  degree  of  protection  for  the  welfare 
of  all  citizens.   I  have  practiced  economies  in  manpower  wherever 
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it  has  been  practical  and  sound  to  do  so.  However  in  many  situations 
the  response  of  the  call  members  has  not  been  altogether  adequate 
This  is  in  no  way  due  to  any  lack  of  interest  or  shirking  of  respons- 
ibility, but  rather  due  to  their  regular  employment  and  other  com- 
mitments which  prevent  their  participation  as  fully  as  in  former 
year..  Other  Towns  in  our  area  have  a  similar  problem. 

I  am  recommending  the  purchase  of  four  new  Scott  Air  Pack,  and 
twoAmbu-Bag  type  Resuscitators,  for  which  I  have  included  funds  in 
my  regular  budget.  I  have  also  included  in  my  budget  request, 
monies  to  do  necessary  repairs  and  maintainence  work  on  the  roof 
and  gutters  of  the  Station  building. 

In  spite  of  rising  costs  and  some  unforseen  expenses  for  neces- 
sary repairs  of  equipment,  I  feel  justified  in  saying  that  the  depart- 
ment is  and  has  been  operated  in  an  economical  manner  and  that  the 
Town  has  received  excellent  protection  and  service  for  the  money 
expended. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  my  officers  and  men,  other  Town  Officials  and  to  the 
citizens  for  their  interest,  cooperation  and  support. 

I  also  want  to  publicly  thank  the  School  committee  for  a  type- 
writer that  was  made  available  to  my  office  at  the  time  that  the 
Committee  was  turning  in  machines  for  new  models. 

To  the  young  people  of  the  Town,  my  thanks  and  deep  apprecia- 
tion of  the  very  healthy  attitude  and  spirit  of  cooperation,  for  their 
part  in  keeping  fire  calls  to  a  minimum.  Fire  calls  on  two  holiday 
periods  and  in  fields  and  woodlands,  are  occasions  when  young  people 
become  suspects,  have  been  at  a  very  low  incidence.  My  contact 
at  school  programs  and  fire  drills  and  around  the  town  has  been 
most  satisfactory. 

The  Fire  Department  is  for  your  protection  and  safety.  Your 
inquiry  or  visit  to  the  station  or  my  office  will  receive  prompt 
courteous  attention.

I  have  also  answered  many  school 
calls  of  dogs  jumping  and  scaring  children.  I  ask  the.  residents  to 
please  restrain  their  dogs. 

I  would  also  like  to  remind  owners  or  keepers  of  dogs  three 
months  old  or  over,  that  they  must  be  licensed  under  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

At  this  time  I  would  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
West  Bridgewater  policemen  and  their  secretary  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  assistance  to  me  in  my  first  year  as  your  Dog  Officer.

This  is  the  148th  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

During  1970  your  Board  maintained  its  usual  busy  schedule,  only 
more  so. 

The  number  of  meetings,  conferences,  and  consultations  were 
too  numerous  to  count. 

At  the  date  of  the  writing  of  this  report  we  are  happy  to  report 
that  we  are  extremely  close  to  an  agreement  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Howard  Fund  for  the  acquisition  of  the  property  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Howard  School  for  Girls.  There  are  only  minor  details  to  be 
agreed  upon  but  it  is  questionable  whether  they  can  be  resolved  in 
time  for  presentation  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

Through  willing  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  the  matter  of  town  dump 
maintenance  was  resolved  for  at  least  a  number  of  years. 

During  1970  a  start  was  made  on  reconstructing  Route  106  east- 
erly from  the  center.  Another  portion  of  this  road  will  be  worked 
on  during  1971. 

We  have  also  submitted  an  article  calling  for  the  painting  of  the 
Town  Office  building,  the  need  being  obvious. 

Another  article  submitted  by  this  Board  is  to  have  the  Building 
Inspector  become  the  issuing  authority  for  building  permits.  This 
Board  has  always  been  the  issuing  authority  but  it  is  our  feeling  that 
to  make  the  issuing  of  these  permits  more  efficient  the  authority 
should  be  vested  in  the  Building  Inspector. 

Fire  Insurance  in  the  amount  of  $5,  814,  900.  00  is  maintained  on 
buildings  and  their  contents  owned  by  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

A  report  from  the  Town  Counsel  is  contained  in  this  annual  re- 
port. 

We  have  recently  reached  an  agreement  with  the  bargaining  unit 
of  the  Police  Department  which  we  believe  is  advantageous  to  the 
Town  and  the  men  of  the  department  and  will  insure  the  continuance 
of  the  high  excellence  of  our  Police  Department.  The  Police  Depart- 
ment budget  shows  a  substantial  increase  due  to  the  new  contract, 
additional  personnel  and  provision  for  equipment  long  needed.  This 
Board  has  reached  the  decision  that  additional  personnel  must  be 
provided  in  order  to  furnish  the  necessary  protection  to  the  citizen. 

The  reports  of  various  officials  and  departments  should  be 
studied  to  assess  their  stewardship. 
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Your  Board  believes  in  home  rule  but  we  find  in  practice  that 
much  of  it  is  theoretical. 

We  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  assisted  us  in  the  common 
goal  of  making  a  better  West  Bridgewater.

PLANNING  BOARD 

1970  found  the  Board  involved  mainh'  with  the  routine  inspection 
of  the  three  active  sub-divisions  in  town:  Hartshorn  Street  being  de- 
veloped by  C  P  &  L  Realt\'  of  Stoughton,  Village  Square  consisting  of 
Brewster  Blvd.  and  Goldie  Road  developed  by  L.  W.  Holbrook  Con- 
struction Inc.  ,  of  Whitman,  and  Timothy  Drive  which  Fred  Propas 
of  West  Bridgewater  is  developing.  In  addition,  Roland  Ashley  of 
Maolis  Ave.  ,  West  Bridgewater  extended  Kenneth  Street  approxi- 
mately 160  feet  to  create  two  house  lots,  which  project  also  came 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  supervised  the  construction  of  these  streets  to  make 
sure  that  the  Board's  high  standards  of  construction  were  adhered  to. 
This  dut3T  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  was  made  difficult  when  the 
engineering  firm  retained  b\T  the  Board  abruptly  discontinued  their 
services  to  the  town,  including  the  Planning  Board,  with  no  notice 
or  explanation  to  the  Board. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  a  quorum  at  most  Board  meetings,  it  was  not 
possible  to  accomplish  much  be\rond  the  routine  inspection  of  con- 
struction within  the  sub-divisions  and  other  routine  dutues.  Unfor- 
tunately, such  areas  as  underground  wiring,  a  re  study  of  the  town's 
zoning,  the  establishment  of  a  master  plan,  and  flood  plain  zoning 
were  not  dealt  with.  Hopefully  in  1971  some  attention  can  be  given 
to  long  range  planning.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

As  the  Building  Inspector,  I  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1970. 
House  construction  dropped  off  from  the  past  year,  but  all  other 
phases  of  construction  increased.  There  was  a  marked  increase  in 
the  Business  area.  With  the  new  Shopping  Center,  Lucini's  Ford 
Garage,  Bettencourt's  Honda  Motorcycle  Agency  and  other  improve- 
ments, a  new  look  has  been  added  to  our  community. 

Swimming  pools  are  now  becoming  a  part  of  one's  home  and  are 
increasing  each  year.  I  wish,  at  this  time,  to  notify  all  who  are 
about  to  install  a  swimming  pool  that  a  permit  is  required  for  the 
construction  of  a  swimming  pool,  which  is  a  structure  and  is  sub- 
ject to  the  zoning  By-Laws.  The  applicant  must  submit  a  plot  plan, 
and  must  be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  Building  Inspector  and  the 
installation  of  said  pool  must  conform  with  all  Zoning,  Building  and 
Board  of  Health  Laws. 

A  new  State  Law  now  requires  a  wiring  permit  before  installation 
of  all  metal  siding.  All  siding  must  be  grounded  to  protect  against 
the  possibility  of  electric  shock.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


By  the  ancient  Chinese  Lunar  Calendar  1970  was  the  year  of  the 
Dog  but  for  many  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns  it  was  the  year  of 
the  Dump.  West  Bridgewater  being  no  exception,  a  good  part  of  the 
Board  of  Health  year  has  been  concerned  with  the  South  Elm  Street 
Disposal  Area.  As  early  as  February  there  were  vague  rumblings 
from  Boston  about  Burning  Bans  in  July  and  sure  enough  came  July 
and  so  did  the  ban.  After  a  summer  of  burning  extensions  September 
found  West  Bridgewater  cut  off  as  far  as  burning  was  concerned. 
For  many  reasons,  mostly  lack  of  complete  understanding  between 
Selectmen  and  Health,  lack  of  complete  plans  from  the  engineering 
firm,  the  September  22  Town  Meeting  saw  fit  to  turn  down  requests 
for  machinery,  money,  etc.  and  after  some  fiddling  while  the  dump 
continued  to  burn,  accord  was  finally  reached,  since  which  time 
under  Highway  Department  aegis,  the  dump  situation  seems  to  be 
well  in  hand. 

The  Board  would  seriously  recommend  a  go  slow  policy  on 
making  commitments  which  will  involve  the  town  in  any  long  term 
contracts  either  to  incinerate,  compost  or  engage  in  any  large  scale 
land  fill  operations.  We  feel  that  time  will  work  to  our  advantage  in 
that  a  lot  of  new  thought  is  being  devoted  especially  to  incineration 
and  composting  or  recycling. 

We  would  also  urge  that  any  suitable  sites  which  could  be  used 
either  as  school  sites  or  land  fill  sites  in  the  future  might  well  be 
considered  for  purchase  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements  can 
be  worked  out. 

As  an  indication  of  the  state  of  general  health  in  our  town,  we 
submit  the  following  record  of  contagious  illnesses  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health:  1  T.B. ,  1  Small  pox,  4  Strep  Infections,  3  chicken 
pox,  3  German  Measles,  1  Syphilis  and  28  Dogs  and  1  Rat  had  the  ill 
manners  to  bite  people. 

The  Board  notes  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Joseph  Salhaney 
for  reasons  of  health  with  best  wishes  for  the  future.  Mr.  James 
Purpura  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  next  Town  Meeting. 

A  Rabies  Clinic,  which  will  probably  now  become  an  annual 
affair  was  held  at  the  Town  Barn  in  May  with  Dr.  Wm.  Lloyd  in 
attendance.   A  total  of  475  dogs  were  innoculated. 

William  S.  Pike  was  appointed  as  assistant  plumbing  inspector 
in  May. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  to  all  those  who  helped 
make  the  year  run  smoothly,  especially  to  Dr.  Calitri  for  his  efforts 
on  clinics,  Mrs.  Myrtle  Howard,  the  school  nurse  and  Dave  Cohen 
and  the  West  Bridgewater  Pharmacy  for  his  many  community  efforts 
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in  promoting  health  care.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  my  twelfth  year  as  your  veterans  agent  I  assisted  39 
cases,  an  increase  of  four  from  the  previous  year.  There  were 
three  cases  of  assistance  during  a  labor  dispute,  three  nursing  home 
cases,  two  cases  involving  homemaker  services.  At  the  end  of  1970 
18  cases  were  on  active  status. 

Nursing  home  and  hospital  rates  are  rising  sharply,  and  budgets 
for  ordinary  living  expenses  continue  to  increase,  providing  a 
further  inflationary  burden  for  the  taxpayer. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  inform  the  Town  that  approvals  by  the  office 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services  of  my  requests  during 
1970  were  effected  in  all  but  $37.  00.  When  requests  from  the  local 
office  are  submitted  properly  they  are  approved,  which  results  in 
reimbursement  to  the  Town  of  half  the  money  disbursed.  Requests 
disapproved  by  the  Commissioner's  office  result  in  the  Town's  pay- 
ing the  entire  disapproved  amount.  The  $37.00  disallowed  during 
1970  is  but  a  tiny  fraction  of  the  $43,  000  which  was  disbursed  through 
your  Veteran's  Agent.

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SOUTHEASTERN 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  entered  the  1970' s 
prepared  to  meet  the  challenges  and  demands  of  a  new  decade. 

The  Committee  members  who  were  serving  the  participating 
communities  in  1970  were  Edward  A.  Raymond  and  Clement  F. 
Beals,  Brockton;  Robert  B.  Snow,  Stoughton;  Allan  B.  Temple, 
Sharon;  Robert  A.  Girardin,  Foxborough;  Louis  E.  Tarsa,  Jr. , 
Mansfield:  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Brown,  Norton:  Charles  D.  Anderson, 
Easton;  Robert  B.  Ewing,  East  Bridgewater:  and  John  H.  Hamilton, 
West  Bridgewater. 

The  organizational  meeting  is  required  to  be  held  on  the  first  of 
April.  At  this  meeting,  the  following  officers  were  elected  for  a 
term  of  one  year:  John  H.  Hamilton  of  West  Bridgewater,  Chairman; 
Robert  B.  Snow  of  Stoughton,  Vice-Chairman;  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Brown 
of  Norton,  Secretary.  Sub-committees  were  appointed  to  study  var- 
ious issues  as  the  year  progressed. 

Plans  have  been  formulated  and  some  already  implemented  to 
better  serve  existing  programs  and  to  expand  facilities.  The  newly 
constructed  classroom  and  shop  for  the  plumbing  department  are 
now  in  full  operation  and  reported  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  facility 
for  meeting  instructor  and  student  requirements. 

A  garage  for  school  buses  and  a  field  house  for  athletic  teams 
and  equipment  are  projects  that  are  presently  being  considered  and 
a  separate  building  for  the  Technical  Institute  is  a  future  considera- 
tion. 

Southeasterns'  transportation  service  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
positive  factors  in  maintaining  the  continuity  of  the  overall  school 
program.  Flexibility  in  the  use  of  school  buses  and  the  meeting  of 
unexpected  needs  are  areas  that  reflect  economy  of  ownership.  Stu- 
dent field  trips  for  example,  to  local  industry  are  managed  with  a 
minimum  of  complexity  and  an  increase  in  scheduling  efficiency. 

The  school's  athletic  programs  have  been  successful  in  develop- 
ing a  common  bond  between  students  and  enhancing  their  school 
spirit.  The  program  has  also  been  strengthened  by  the  construction 
of  stadium  bleachers  built  by  the  students. 

The  concept  of  students  being  involved  in  school  construction  as 
part  of  their  instructional  program  has  become  a  tradition  at  South- 
eastern and  although  the  quality  of  their  work  is  almost  taken  for 
granted,  we  can  never  over  emphasize  the  dynamic  aspects  of  this 
activity  which  adds  meaning  to  the  learner's  education  and  keeps  him 
abreast  of  the  new  technologies  as  they  develop  in  his  training  field. 
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The  Data  Processing  Department  is  in  the  process  of  studying 
how  it  may  service  the  district's  member  communities.  It  appears 
that  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  data  processing  and  computer 
center  by  means  of  which  many  community  needs  could  be  met,  may 
soon  be  a  reality. 

In  June  1970  Southeastern  graduated  142  Seniors  from  its  High 
School  and  64  students  from  its  Technical  Institute.  Graduates  not 
entering  the  Armed  Forces  and  available  for  placement  were  placed 
in  local  industry  and  are  presently  utilizing  the  skills  learned  at  the 
school. 

Educational  innovation  has  been  a  primary  concern  at  Southeast- 
ern. The  Instructional  Media  Service  Center  is  the  school's  new 
approach  in  providing  Library  and  Audio  Visual  Services  to  students. 
A  new  system  of  cataloging  books  and  periodicals  has  been  developed 
to  improve  the  efficiency  in  distribution  and  inventory  and  in  maxi- 
mizing student  use.  Library  personnel  assist  in  the  instruction  of 
research  procedures,  writing  term  papers  including  development  of 
a  bibliography,  documentation  etc.  The  Library  with  a  reasonable 
prior  notice  also  provides  consolidated  materials  for  special  subject 
studies  required  by  a  class. 

The  Audio  Visual  Department  is  divided  into  two  sections:  Ma- 
terials Development  and  Media  operations.  Some  of  this  depart- 
ment's features  include:  The  creation  of  a  special  Audio  Visual 
Theater  which  houses  a  more  than  adequate  list  of  modern  sight 
sound  equipment,  a  laboratory  for  the  development  of  Audio  Visual 
materials  and  full  time  equipment  operations  service.  "The  center 
essentially  will  support  the  classroom  effort  and  assist  both  the  in- 
structor and  student  in  mutually  achieving  their  teaching  and  learn- 
ing goals. 

Four  Southeastern  teachers  attended  a  summer  workshop  that 
was  concerned  with  the  development  of  learning  experiences  based 
on  behavior  ally  stated  objectives.  Short  courses  have  already  been 
developed  by  this  group  in  the  English  and  Reading  areas  where  in- 
struction will  take  into  account  each  pupil's  particular  set  of  abil- 
ities, needs  and  interests,  and  can  be  evaluated  by  observable  stu- 
dent performances. 

The  Vocational  Technical  School  always  concerned  with  the  po- 
tential school  leaver,  continues  its  effort  in  this  area  by  offering  a 
Plant  and  Building  Maintenance  program.  This  program  is  designed 
to  give  a  youngster  the  opportunity  to  develop  a  variety  of  work  skills 
and  habits  and  hopefully  re-motivate  him  to  pursuing  a  goal  which 
would  result  in  gainful  employment.  This  effort  is  consistent  with 
the  philosophy  of  Vocational  Technical  Education.  "There  is  a  place 
for  everyone.  " 

Occupational  Education  today  has  been  recognized  as  a  national 
need.    Programs  such  as  we  have  in  our  district  are  being  developed

through  the  country. 

At  the  State  level  Dr.  Charles  H.  Bussell  former  Director  of 
Professional  Services,  Division  of  Vocational  Education  of  the  New 
Jersey  Department  of  Education  has  been  appointed  Associate  Com- 
missioner of  Occupational  Education  in  Massachusetts.  He  succeeds 
Mr.  Walter  J.  Markham  who  retired  in  August  after  a  lifetime  of 
service  in  the  field  of  vocational  education. 

It  is  our  hope  to  work  hand  in  hand  with  the  new  commissioner 
to  further  strengthen  Occupational  Education  throughout  our  Com- 
monwealth.

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HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

1970  was,  for  the  Housing  Authority,  a  year  of  much  work,  some 
success,  and  unbelievable  frustrations.  Frustrations  from  choosing 
lovely  central  sites  only  to  discover,  because  of  rigid  Commonwealth 
specifications  that  these  sites,. suitable  for  any  other  type  of  housing 
except  the  elderly,  just  did  not  measure  up  to  prescribed,  regulatory 
standards,  such  as  size,  topography,  etc. ,  required  by  law. 

The  year  did  have  its  compensations,  however.  We  chose,  from 
many  applicants,  the  Robert  Charles  Associates  of  Boston  as  our 
architects.  They  have  built  many  elderly  housing  projects  and  we 
feel  most  fortunate  to  have  contracted  for  their  services.  Attorney 
Francis  Lynch  has  been  chosen  as  Counsel  to  the  Authority  and  his 
advice  on  legal  matters  has  done  much  to  assist  us. 

Governor  Sargent  okayed  our  application  for  finance  and  we  have 
been  granted  $816,  000  to  be  held  by  the  State  until  they  approve  a 
satisfactory  site.  Two  new  site  applications  have  been  forwarded 
by  the  Authority  for  approval  by  the  Commonwealth.  Perhaps,  real 
soon,  construction  will  begin  on  this  worthwhile  project. 

Representative  Ohlson  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  been 
wonderful.  To  them  and  all  others  who  have  helped  us  the  past  year 
we  say  "Many  Thanks".

The  following  is  a  report  listing  the  court  cases  in  which  the 
Town  Counsel  appeared  for  the  Town  during  1970: 

1.  The  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs.  John  Bowen  Co. ,  (This 
concerns  the  construction  of  the  Rose  Mac  Donald  School. ) 

2.  Robert  B.  Pulsinelli  vs.  the  Building  Inspector  of  the  Town 
of  West  Bridgewater  -  (This  matter  is  a  suit  brought  by  Mr. 
Pulsinelli  against  the  Building  Inspector  for  the  Town,  where 
the  Town  refused  to  issue  a  building  permit;  there  was  a 
finding  for  the  Town  in  this  case. ) 

3.  Stephen  Brown  vs.  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  -  (This  was 
an  action  brought  by  Mr.  Brown  for  back  salary  against  the 
School  Committee.  This  was  tried  in  October,  no  finding  as 
yet.) 

4.  Trustees  of  the  Howard  Funds  vs.  the  Town  of  West  Bridge- 
water  -  (This  case  is  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  concerning  the  Howard  School  for  Girls. ) 

In  addition  to  the  above-named  matters  there  were  appearances 
made  in  a  number  of  cases  still  pending,  that  have  not  been  tried, 
but  which  are  anticipated  will  be  concluded  in  1971,  including: 

1.  The  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs.  John  Bowen  Co.  ,  and 
Trustees  of  the  Howard  Funds  vs.  the  Town  of  West  Bridge- 
water,  and  Lowell  Engineering  Co.,  vs.  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater  -  (Concerning  the  Walnut  Street  Bridge);  and  the 
Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs.  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  - 
(Concerning  the  failure  of  the  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  to  pay 
benefits  to  an  individual  who  was  aided  by  the  Veterans 
Assistance  Department  of  the  Town. ) 

In  addition  to  these  matters,  and  being  at  the  call  of  the  Select- 
men, School  Committee,  and  various  other  offices  and  commissions, 
the  Town  Counsel  also  represented  the  School  Committee  in  their 
negotiations  with  the  teachers,  nurses,  and  administrators  for  both 
the  contract  effective  September,  1970,  and  in  the  contract  not  yet 
negotiated,  to  begin  September,  1971.  Both  1970  contracts  for 
teachers  and  administrators  went  to  fact  finding  where  a  satisfactory 
result  was  obtained  in  both  cases.  Teachers  now  request  fact  find- 
ing for  the  contract  which  begins  September,  1971.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Civil  Defense  Director  for 
the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  for  the  year  of  1970. 

The  office  of  Civil  Defense  and  the  civil  defense  program  exist 
to  plan,  organize  and  coordinate  civil  government  operations  that 
contributes  preparedness  in  case  of  nuclear  attack,  natural  disaster 
or  man  made  catastrophes.  The  government  cannot  cope  with  any  of 
these  disasters  alone.  Preparedness  in  industry,  in  school  systems 
and  in  the  home  are  necessary  for  saving  lives.  Most  rural  and 
small  town  residents  will  have  to  depend  largely  on  themselves  for 
protection  if  a  disaster  does  occur.  They  can  do  this  by  making 
sure  -  before  a  disaster  occurs  -  that  they  have  their  homes  prop- 
erly equipped  with  shelter  areas,  first  aid  supplies,  food  supplies 
and  other  essentials  needed  for  survival.  Hurricanes,  tornadoes 
and  other  natural  disasters  happen  each  year.  Residents  that  are 
prepared  can  survive  these  disasters  while  others  who  are  not  pre- 
pared may  not.  It  behoves  us  all  to  be  prepared  for  any  type  of  di- 
saster at  any  time. 

The  National  Warning  System  was  established  by  the  government 
to  warn  as  many  people  in  the  United  States  as  possible  for  an  im- 
pending nuclear  attack  or  other  form  of  disaster.  During  the  past 
year  warnings  were  sent  out  at  different  times  over  this  system. 
The  actual  coverage  that  a  warning  of  this  nature  makes  is  establish- 
ed by  the  number  of  answers  received  from  the  different  communi- 
ties. We  participated  in  all  of  these  drills  during  the  past  year. 
Warnings  are  sent  out  by  the  Civil  Defense  Headquarters  and  then 
by  the  State  Police.  It  is  then  passed  on  to  local  radio  networks. 
Our  warnings  are  received  at  the  Police- Fire  Station  and  then  given 
to  the  Civil  Defense  Director. 

During  the  year  a  survey  was  made  of  all  local  Warning  Systems, 
This  is  the  type  of  system  used  to  warn  the  residents  of  an  area  of  an 
impending  disaster.  It  was  found  that  with  our  own  whistle  on  the 
Fire  Station  plus  the  warnings  that  could  be  heard  from  the  com- 
munities around  us  that  approximately  80%  of  the  people  in  town 
could  be  covered.  This  was  the  average  for  the  State  at  the  time 
the  survey  was  made,  however,  it  was  recommended  that  all  towns 
and  cities  have  at  least  90%  coverage. 

Program  Papers  and  Progress  Reports  were  prepared  for  the 
town.  This  report  includes  information  on  shelters,  food  storage 
when  shelters  are  available,  warning  systems,  radiological  equip- 
ment, monitoring  stations,  communications,  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments, available  doctors  and  dentists,  rescue  units  and  other  things 
applicable  to  a  civil  defense  program.  These  reports  were  approved 
and  therefore  made  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  eligible  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  matching  fund  and  surplus  material  programs. 
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With  reference  to  Radiological  Equipment,  it  was  checked  several 
times  during  the  year  to  make  sure  that  it  was  always  in  operable 
condition.  Any  piece  of  equipment  that  becomes  obsolete  is  replaced 
with  the  newer  model.  A  complete  set  of  this  equipment  is  always 
ready  in  case  of  nuclear  attack  or  a  nuclear  accident. 

The  two  walkie  talkies  that  are  part  of  our  communication  sys- 
tem were  used  during  the  year  by  the  Police  Department.  Both  of 
these  radios  are  on  the  Police  band.  It  would  be  imperative  that  the 
local  civil  defense  agency  have  contact  with  the  police  in  case  of  a 
disaster. 

Visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  the  Area  and  Sector  Head- 
quarters in  South  Bridgewater.  Also  trips  to  the  Surplus  Warehouse 
in  Taunton  to  see  if  anything  that  was  listed  as  surplus  might  be  of 
help  to  the  different  departments  in  town.  The  generator  at  the 
Police- Fire  Station  was  bought  through  this  Surplus  Program. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Accountant, 
Deputy  Civil  Defense  Director  John  C.  Eldridge  and  all  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Town  Government  who  have  assisted  me  during  the  year 
of  1970.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

Over  the  past  year  the  Recreation  Committee  has  held  some  15 
meetings.  Voted  into  being  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  without  funds 
we  have  acted  mainly  as  a  Research  Committee  with  the  idea  in 
mind  to  propose  a  basic  recreation  program  for  the  coming  year. 

We  have  in  the  course  of  our  activities  talked  with  representa- 
tives of  other  Towns  concerning  their  recreational  program.  We 
also  initiated  a  questionnaire  in  the  Town  to  get  an  idea  of  possible 
recreational  activities  and  programs  that  the  townspeople  of  West 
Bridgewater  would  like  to  see  presented.  We  received  better  than  a 
50%  response  on  the  questionnaire  and  many  helpful  suggestions  for 
a  recreational  program. 

It  is  our  opinion  from  information  that  we  have  been  able  to 
gather  that  an  initial  recreational  program  involving  children  in 
grades  4-8  should  be  presented  in  the  summer  months.  Such  a  pro- 
gram would  include  informal  athletic  activities  and  handicrafts  in  a 
playground  setting.  We  have  a  perfect  central  area  in  Town  for  such 
a  program,  that  could  be  utilized.  There  was  a  strong  emphasis  on 
a  swimming  program,  but  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  formulate  a 
firm  proposal  in  this  area  but  are  looking  into  the  possibility  of  such 
an  activity  to  coincide  with  the  summer  program. 

Additionally,  we  would  like  to  sponsor  at  least  two  (2)  Field  Days 
which  would  include  handicraft  displays,  and  athletic  contests  (track, 
etc. )  Such  Field  Days  could  take  place  at  the  end  of  the  playground 
season  and  on  the  4th  of  July. 

Necessarily,  such  endeavours  will  require  funds  to  set  up  the 
program  and  to  staff  it.  It  is  for  you,  the  townspeople,  to  decide 
whether  or  not  a  modest  investment  should  be  made  on  behalf  of  our 
young  people. 

If  such  funds  are  voted,  the  Committee  would  continue  to  seek 
additional  recreational  programs  for  other  age  groups  relative  to 
their  needs  as  indicated  to  us  in  West  Bridgewater.  In  any  event,we 
would  hope  that  any  program  so  presented  would  receive  the  support 
indicated  by  you. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  guidance,  and 
the  School  System  for  their  help  extended  to  us  over  the  past  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  committee  has  had  six  meetings  since  being  formed.  We 
have  met  with  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health, 
and  Mr.  Hogue  of  Bridgewater,  to  discuss  at  length  the  problem  of 
sanitary  use,  storage,  and  transportation  of  manure  in  this  town. 

We  have  also  investigated  similar  problems  in  surrounding  com- 
munities, and  after  many  hours  of  discussion,  these  are  our  unan- 
imous findings. 

That  the  Board  of  Health  has  adequate  rules  and  regulations  to 
cope  with  any  situation  that  may  arise  in  the  foreseeable  future  and 
that  no  additional  articles  are  needed  at  this  time. 

That  any  further  restrictions  would  create  unnecessary  hard- 
ships on  our  farm  community. 

That  there  is  no  present  danger  to  our  watershed,  or  to  the 
health  of  our  citizens. 

We  also  find  that  not  only  adequate  town  regulations  but  also 
state  law  prohibits  any  farm  practices  that  may  be  harmful  to  our 
environment. 

However,  we  do  recommend  that  this  committee  be  retained  to 
meet  from  time  to  time  to  discuss  and  make  recommendations  on 
any  problems  that  may  arise  in  this  area. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of 
Health  for  their  time  and  cooperation  with  this  problem.

Pollution!  Pollution!  This  was  the  cry  of  1970.  And  so,  in 
keeping  tune  with  the  times,  the  Town  Waterways  Zoning  Committee 
came  into  being.  The  organizational  meeting  was  held  in  August, 
1970,  consisting  of  members  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board 
of  Health,  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Committee.  At  this 
meeting  the  goals  and  responsibilities  of  the  Committee  were  set 
forth.  At  this  time  it  seemed  an  impossible  task  to  present  a  prac- 
tical building  restriction  which  could  be  applicable  to  the  many 
rivers  and  streams  in  the  town. 

Some  six  meetings  later  the  committee  had  composed  a  working 
draft  which  categorized  all  of  the  town's  waterways  and  watercourses 
into  an  A,  B,  C  &  D  grouping.  Each  grouping  has  its  own  guide- 
lines which  attempt  to  prevent  pollution  of  these  waterways,  to 
regulate  building  in  the  town,  flood  plains,  and  generally  protect  the 
beauty  of  the  town  waterways. 

The  draft  was  presented  at  a  public  hearing  held  by  the  Planning 
Board  on  January  28,  1971,  at  which  time  a  few  suggestions  and 
changes  were  made.  The  final  draft  will  be  placed  on  the  Town 
Warrant  and  if  approved  at  the  Town  Meeting,  will  become  an  addi- 
tion to  Article  26  of  the  Town  Zoning  By-laws.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewater : 

At  the  annual  Town  Election  held  in  March,  Mr.  Carl  Ohlson 
was  re-elected  to  the  committee  and  Mr.  Donald  Maclver  was  elect- 
ed as  a  new  member,  replacing  Mr.  John  Hamilton  who  did  not  seek 
re-election. 

A  special  organizational  meeting  was  held  on  March  16,  1970  at 
which  time  Mr.  DeSales  J.  Heath  was  re-elected  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  and  Mrs.  Myron  Mather  was  re-elected  secretary.  Mr. 
Bernard  Burke  was  appointed  to  the  School  Building  Committee;  Mr. 
Donald  Maclver  to  the  Joint  Library  Committee;  Mr.  Carl  Ohlson  to 
serve  as  Legislative  Aide;  Mr.  DeSales  J.  Heath  to  the  School  Needs 
Committee  and  Mr.  George  Lepine  and  Mr.  Stanley  Carlson  to  the 
Regional  Investigation  Committee. 

School  Committee  work  continues  to  demand  more  time  from  the 
members.  As  of  this  writing,  this  committee  has  been  called  upon 
to  meet  more  than  fifty  times  during  1970.  Regular  meetings  are 
scheduled  twice  a  month  in  order  to  handle  the  growing  agenda. 
Special  meetings  are  called  for  teacher  negotiating  work  and  budget 
study,  along  with  other  school  operating  problems  that  come  up  from 
time  to  time.  The  members  of  this  committee  are  more  than  willing 
to  devote  the  time  and  effort  necessary  to  maintain  the  high  stand- 
ards of  the  West  Bridgewater  School  System. 

Operating  costs  continue  to  spiral.  Going  back  five  years  and 
comparing  the  budget  figures  to  the  1971  budget  shows  that  operating 
costs  have  doubled.  The  big  increase  coming  in  the  salary  bracket. 
Last  year  the  operating  budget  amounted  to  approximately 
$1,328,  000.  ,  broken  down  as  follows:  all  salaries  (administration, 
teacher,  nurses,  custodians,  clerks,  doctor,  dental  hygienist, 
librarian,  etc.)  $1,079,000.  while  expenses  amounted  to  approxi- 
mately $250, 000. 

At  this  writing  the  Schpol  Committee  and  the  West  Bridgewater 
Teachers  Association  are  at  an  impasse  regarding  proposals  pre- 
sented by  the  W.  B.T.A.  and  salaries  for  1971-1972.  This  means 
that  both  groups  will  present  their  cases  to  a  mediator  and  in  the 
event  an  agreement  cannot  be  reached  then  a  fact  finder  will  be  ap- 
pointed to  assist  both  groups  in  coming  to  an  agreement. 

This  is  the  same  situation  that  both  groups  were  in  last  year  in 
trying  to  arrive  at  salary  figures  for  1970-1971.  After  many  meet- 
ings (which  started  in  September  1969)  the  final  figures  were  not 
agreed  upon  until  August  of  1970. 

The  same  situation  as  prevails  with  teacher  salaries  is  taking 
place  on  administrators'  salaries  (exclusive  of  the  superintendent). 
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An  impasse  has  been  reached  here,  and  again  it  would  appear  that  a 
fact  finder  would  be  called  in  to  assist  each  body  in  reaching  a  sat- 
isfactory agreement.  Attorney  Willis  A.  Downs,  (Town  Counsel) 
has  been  representing  the  School  Committee  at  these  sessions. 

Roof  repairs  at  the  high  school,  approved  by  the  townspeople  at 
the  town  meeting,  have  been  held  off  until  spring.  Some  secondary 
work  has  been  done,  however.  The  removing  of  the  old  roof  ma- 
terial and  installing  the  new  roof  was  put  over  until  warmer  weather. 
The  roof  at  the  Spring  Street  School  will  eventually  have  to  be  re- 
paired. Several  small  leaks  have  appeared  but  nothing  of  a  more 
serious  nature  to  date. 

What  we  hope  is  a  small  problem  showed  up  in  the  high  school 
gymnasium  floor,  in  the  form  of  termites.  A  small  section  of 
flooring  was  removed  and  it  was  established  that  termites  were 
present.  Several  pest  control  companies  were  consulted  and  the 
committee  has  had  a  firm  take  the  necessary  measures  to  remedy 
the  situation. 

This  community  along  with  others  throughout  the  state  was 
plagued  with  bomb  scares  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  school. 
This  situation  proved  troublesome  at  the  start.  However,  steps 
that  were  taken  by  this  committee  and  the  administrators  seemed 
to  bring  the  matter  under  control.  Time  lost  was  made  up  and 
things  returned  to  normal. 

This  committee  would  like  to  compliment  Mr.  Warren  Turner 
and  his  custodial  staff  for  the  excellent  work  they  are  doing,  not 
only  during  the  school  year,  but  also  during  vacation  when  much  of 
the  painting  and  repair  work  is  done. 

The  Committee  would  also  like  to  extend  our  thanks  to  all  of  the 
personnel  in  our  school  system  for  their  cooperation  and  devotion  to 
their  work.  We  ask  the  townspeople  for  any  suggestions,  and  we 
thank  them  for  their  interest  and  help  in  helping  our  schools  to 
better  prepare  our  young  people  for  their  future  endeavors.

To  the  West  Bridgewater  School  Committee: 

I  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Superintendent. 

First,  I  thank  my  fellow  townspeople  for  their  continuing  support 
of  public  education  in  our  four  schools.  I  recognize  taxes,  especial- 
ly the  local  real  estate  tax,  are  taking  an  increasing  portion  of  our 
personal  incomes.  However,  if  we  are  to  maintain  a  satisfactory 
educational  program,  we  shall  have  to  expect  that,  due  to  larger  en- 
rollments, additional  personnel,  built-in  salary  increases,  and 
needed  extra  facilities;  the  1971  school  budget  will  again  reflect 
some  rise  over  1970.  Further,  I  recognize  that  it  is  harder  on  the 
individual  home  owner  to  provide  funds  in  a  residential  community 
such  as  ours  without  a  large  commercial  or  industrial  tax  base. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  figures,  for  the  school  year 
ending  June  30,  1970,  show  our  per  pupil  expenditures  as  follows: 

Grade  Level  Cost  in  West  Bridgewater  State  Range 

1-6  $654.  56*  $540.  -  $845. 

7-12  $957.61**  $744.  -  $1, 161. 

*On  the  50th  percentile  (49.5%  of  all  public  school  systems,  in  the 
Commonwealth,  are  above  this  figure  and  49.5%  are  below  this 
figure). 

**At  the  62nd  percentile  (38%  above  this  figure  and  61%  below  this 
figure). 

The  above  indicates  that  we  are  supporting  our  elementary 
schools  at  about  the  State  average  and  our  Junior-Senior  high  above 
the  average.  The  latter  is  necessary  to  present  a  program  that  will 
enable  us  to  be  accredited  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Col- 
leges and  Secondary  Schools. 

According  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  during  1971  we 
will  be  entitled  (subject  to  availability)  to  a  state  reimbursement, 
under  Chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws,  of  $414,  893.  31.  This  sum 
represents  approximately  one-third  of  our  1970  budget.  In  addition, 
we  will  receive  other  Federal  and  State  funds  which  should  total  well 
over  $100,000.  Thus,  subject  to  the  State  and  Federal  Governments 
forwarding  these  amounts,  we  need  to  raise  two  thirds  of  our  oper- 
ating  budget  for  1971  from  local  real  estate  taxes. 

I  have  depended  upon  other  staff  members  to  present  details,  on 
the  following  pages,  concerning  their  individual  responsibilities.  I 
hope  you  will  take  the  time  to  review  their  interesting  and  informa- 
tive reports. 
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Let  me  touch  briefly  upon  several  areas  which,  I  believe,  need 
special  attention: 

1.  ENROLLMENT  -  On  October  1,  1970  our  enrollment  con- 
tinued to  show  growth,  a  record  high  of  1641,  up  46  over  October  1, 
1969.    All  of  this  increase  was  in  the  Junior-Senior  High. 

Our  projections  indicate  we  must  expect  an  increase  of  45  in 
September  1971,  again,  this  will  probably  be  almost  entirely  in 
grades  seven  through  twelve. 

We  anticipate  the  elementary  level  will  remain  at  its  present 
size  until  we  open  the  State  required  kindergartens  (3  classrooms, 
2  one  half  day  sessions  in  each,  approximately  150  children)  in 
September  1973. 

2.  PHYSICAL  PLANT  -  The  increase  due  in  September  1971 
will  bring  classroom  utilization  at  the  High  School  to  almost  100%. 
While  this  is  economically  good,  it  reduces  the  flexibility  necessary 
for  a  satisfactory  program. 

Acquisition  of  at  least  the  classroom  building  and  playground 
space  at  the  former  Howard  School  is  a  must  to  accommodate  the 
kindergarten  and  to  provide  needed  room  for  other  grades.  The 
science  and  gymnasium  areas  could  be  of  assistance  to  the  Junior- 
Senior  High  program. 

I  strongly  recommend  that  the  townspeople  give  careful  consider- 
ation to  purchasing  the  Howard  School  property  at  the  1971  annual 
town  meeting. 

3.  OPERATING  BUDGET  -  Prepared  after  considerable  effort 
by  staff  members,  is  now  being  reviewed  by  the  School  Committee 
and  the  Finance  Committee.  As  I  mentioned  above  it  shows  an 
increase  over  1970.  I  recommend  that  if  additional  State  and  Federal 
tax  assistance  is  not  made  available  to  help  the  local  tax  payer  that 
all  of  us  must  take  time  to  review  our  priorities  and  perhaps  forego 
some  of  our  other  personal  expenditures  in  order  that  the  quality  of 
education  in  West  Bridgewater  will  not  be  watered  down. 

4.  REGIONALIZATION  -  There  will  be  advantages,  economi- 
cally and  in  the  course  offerings  in  the  school  program,  when  we 
eventually  pass  the  2,  000  pupil  minimum  optimal  enrollment  figure 
recommended  by  the  State.    With  this  in  mind  we  are  continuing  to 
explore  the  possibilities  of  regionalizing  with  other  school  systems. 

However,  there  appears  to  be  no  interested  system,  nearby,  that 
is  either  under  2,000  in  enrollment  or  not  already  involved  in  a 
regional  district.  We  are  realizing  some  of  the  advantages  of  large- 
ness (without  incurring  the  disadvantages)  by  working  closely  with 
the  East  Bridgewater,  Raynham,  Bridgewater,  and  Bridgewater- 
Raynham  Regional  School  Systems  on  such  matters  as  Special  Edu- 
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cation  classes  and  combining  bid  requests  for  purchasing;  equip- 
ment, supplies,  and  transportation.  These  joint  efforts  should 
result  in  savings  to  tax  payers  in  all  of  the  communities. 

The  Bridgewater-Raynham,  East  Bridgewater,  and  West  Bridge- 
water  high  school  principals  have  been  asked  to  study  the  possibility 
of  sharing  teachers  and/or  courses,  similar  to  our  shared  Special 
Education  Classes,  in  an  effort  to  get  optimum  class  sizes  and 
expand  the  variety  of  courses  available  to  the  students.  Certain 
language,  science,  mathematics,  social  studies,  and  business 
courses  might  be  offered  under  such  an  arrangement.  This  coop- 
erative approach  could  result  in  reduced  expenditures  for  teachers 
and  individual  systems  and  allow  application  of  such  funds  to  streng- 
then the  other  portions  of  the  school  program. 

5.  PROJECT  CONTEMPORARY  COMPETITIVENESS  -  This 
cooperative  effort  of  fourteen  area  school  districts  has  been  financed 
for  the  past  three  years  by  federal  funds.  Starting  this  year  it  must 
be  financed  by  local  funds.  The  Project  plans  to  continue  the  Data 
Processing  Center  which  already  gives  us  service  on  pupil  attend- 
ance and  state  reports  for  all  grade  levels.  In  addition,  this  school 
year  we  will  have  our  Junior-Senior  high  report  cards  and  student 
scheduling  processed  at  the  Center.  The  Center  is  located  in  the 
Williams  School  in  Bridgewater.  The  Project,  each  summer,  fi- 
nances and  conducts  the  highly  successful  Advanced  Studies  Program, 
a  six  week  summer  school  for  entering  ninth  and  tenth  graders  at 
the  State  College.  Since  no  funds  for  this  are  included  in  our  opera- 
ting budget,  up  to  twelve  West  Bridgewater  students  may  be  accepted 
on  a  tuition  ($180.  each  to  be  paid  by  the  student)  basis. 

6.  CONSERVATION  -  Encouraged  by  two  of  our  secondary 
school  faculty  members,  Mr.  Ronald  Broman  and  Mr.  David  Chuck- 
ran,  a  large  group  of  West  Bridgewater  students  has,  on  their  own 
free  time,  done  an  outstanding  job  in  working  with  the  Town's  Con- 
servation Commission  to  preserve  and  improve  certain  Town  lands. 
Fine  as  this  work  has  been,  I  believe,  it  has  been  overshadowed  by 
the  fact  that  these  young  people,  on  their  own  initiative,  have  been 
instrumental  in  awakening  all  of  us  to  the  need  for  a  concerted  effort 
to  improve  our  total  environment. 

All  our  citizens  should  be  aware  that  what  has  been  done  by  the 
Student  Conservation  Group  in  our  Schools  and  Town  is  a  pathfinder 
and  pacesetter  for  similar  groups  only  now  appearing  in  communities 
throughout  the  United  States.  Thus,  the  Group  has,  through  hard 
work,  provided  West  Bridgewater  with  a  "first"  that  has  national 
implications. 

7.  MORAL  VALUES  -  In  my  opinion,  a  public  school  system 
must  always  include,  as  one  of  its  major  objectives,  the  acquiring 
of  worthwhile  moral  values  by  pupils  and  staff  members.  These 
objectives  will  probably  have  the  best  possibility  for  acceptance  by 
being  arrived  at  in  a  cooperative  manner.  The  meetings,  started 
this  year,  involve  Committee  members,  staff  personal,  and  high 
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school  students  and  serve  as  a  positive  step  in  this  direction.  We 
adults  are  gaining  real  respect  for  a  large  number  of  capable  and 
dependable  young  people  while  the  students  appear  to  have  a  better 
appreciation  of  their  responsibilities.  However,  this  is  a  very 
small  start  and  we  will  only  make  progress  in  understanding  and 
respecting  each  other  as  we  seek  out  and  develop  new  ways  to  work 
together  not  only  at  school,  but  also  at  home,  at  church,  and  in  other 
public  agencies. 

The  problems  that  have  been  caused  by  the  unnecessary,  waste- 
ful, and  possibly  dangerous  bomb  scares  will  take  some  time  to 
overcome.  While  we  may  help  the  students  to  make  up  for  certain 
academic  losses,  it  will  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  make  up 
all  the  work  that  would  have  been  covered  with  an  uninterrupted 
program. 

Drug  involvement,  for  a  significant  number  of  the  youth  of  the 
community,  continues  as  an  unchecked  problem  facing  all  of  us. 
Here  again  we  must  join  forces  with  the  home,  churches,  and  the 
other  town  departments  to  make  an  all  out  fight  against  this  terrible 
waster  and  destroyer  of  our  society. 

On  our  part  we  are  continuing  to  offer,  within  our  school  health 
program,  drug  education  designed  to  discourage  the  innocent  from 
becoming  involved  and  encouraging  the  users,  abusers,  and/or 
pushers  to  seek  help  with  their  problems.  No  single  approach 
serves  all  situations  and,  with  the  exception  of  those  who  sell  and 
otherwise  encourage  others  to  become  involved,  sympathy,  under- 
standing, and  patience  are  needed  more  than  punishment. 

We  have  been  happy  to  find  that  nurses,  guidance  personnel, 
teachers,  and  administrators  have  been  of  assistance  in  a  number  of 
instances  to  confused  youngsters  with  this  and/or  other  problems. 
Nevertheless,  since  our  experience  indicates  drugs  are  often  an 
outlet  for  some  already  existing  problem,  such  as  a  broken  home, 
we  feel  that  additional  counseling  service  should  be  made  available 
for  our  youngsters. 

THUS  I  STRONGLY  URGE  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  SHOULD 
GIVE  SERIOUS  CONSIDERATION  TO  PROVIDING,  AS  SOON  AS 
POSSIBLE,  AN  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELOR  TO  WORK  WITH  THE 
CHILDREN  IN  GRADES  ONE  THROUGH  SIX.  SUCH  ADEQUATE, 
EARLY  AND  SKILLED  ATTENTION  COULD  HELP  TO  WARD  OFF 
SOME  OF  THE  PROBLEMS  THAT  ARE  BESETTING  TODAY'S 
TEENAGERS  AND  OTHER  YOUNG  ADULTS.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  to  you. 

Despite  serious  harassment  from  a  variety  of  sources  this  fall, 
we  have  apparently  started  toward  another  productive  year. 

As  was  indicated  in  my  report  last  year,  we  are  feeling  the 
pinch  of  increased  enrollment,  which  was  approximately  eighty  in 
September.  This  is  particularly  apparent  in  the  academic  program 
as  it  has  become  virtually  impossible  to  continue  our  grouping 
techniques  for  this  year.  Seating  capacity  is  not  the  problem,  but 
the  number  of  teaching  stations  is  somewhat  lacking. 

Looking  forward  to  next  year,  we  will  add  approximately  sixty 
more  students  which  will  place  us  in  a  very  undesirable  position, 
multiplying  our  space  problems  to  a  point  that  will  be  a  real  dis- 
advantage to  our  students.  We  have  a  committee  studying  several 
alternatives,  most  of  which  I  have  discussed  with  you,  briefly,  that 
can  be  put  into  effect  until  such  time  as  it  becomes  reasonable  to 
enter  another  construction  project. 

In  April  1971  a  progress  report  on  our  New  England  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  evaluation  has  to  be  submitted. 
In  my  opinion,  we  have  made  sufficient  progress  on  their  recom- 
mendations to  insure  that  accreditation  will  be  continued.  It  is  be- 
coming increasingly  difficult  to  continue  with  the  needed  improve- 
ments as  the  financial  situation  tightens,  but  you  can  feel  assured 
we  will  make  every  effort,  even  with  a  limited  budget. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  assistance  and  suggestions  in 
the  operation  of  our  school.

Student  involvement  is  the  key  to  success  in  this  very  important 
part  of  any  school  program.  The  inherent  interest  of  the  student 
body  and  motivation  by  the  faculty  advisors  are  the  two  basic  factors 
which  can  lead  to  this  goal. 

As  we  move  into  1971,  our  Senior  High  students  are  participat- 
ing in  more  and  more  activities  with  other  schools,  notably  in  the 
fields  of  Drama,  Debate,  Chorus,  Band,  World  Affairs  Clubs,  and 
Student  Council.  This  added  dimension  in  the  experience  of  our 
young  people  is  definitely  beneficial.  It  is  hoped  that  the  necessary 
funds  will  be  available  for  the  expansion  of  these  opportunities. 

Students  interested  in  nursing  and  education  continue  to  be  active 
in  the  clubs  which  aim  to  develop  new  members  of  these  professions, 
namely,  Future  Nurses  and  Future  Teachers. 

The  Junior  High  School  has  a  weekly  Activity  Period  during  the 
regular  schedule  which  offers  seventh  and  eighth  graders  a  choice  of 
fifteen  different  clubs  which  deal  with  hobbies,  extensions  of  the 
physical  education  program,  the  performing  arts  and  special  interest 
of  the  students.  The  program  has  met  with  great  interest  and  con- 
siderable credit  should  go  to  staff  members  for  their  efforts  to  in- 
volve all  pupils. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  development  has  been  an  increase 
in  communication  between  students  on  the  one  hand  and  staff,  admin- 
istration, and  the  School  Committee  on  the  other.  This  involvement 
must  continue  if  we  are  to  serve  the  best  educational  interest  of  the 
students  at  West  Bridgewater  High  School.

Our  elementary  enrollment,  as  of  this  date  of  this  report,  is 
869  occup3ang  a  total  of  33  standard  classrooms  plus  the  basement 
at  the  Sunset  Avenue  School  and  the  platform  in  the  dining  room  at 
the  Spring  Street  School.  The  Specific  Learning  Disabilities  Pro- 
gram; the  Federal  ESEA  Title  I  Tutorial  Program,  and  the  Speech 
Therapy  Program  have  made  use  of  all  available  space. 

The  move  of  our  exceptionally  large  third  grade  to  the  fourth 
grade  at  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  in  September  of  1971  will  re- 
quire the  use  of  the  Art  Room  and  Music  Area  in  the  Auditorium 
for  at  least  part  time  use  as  classroom  areas. 

The  fall  of  1972  will  find  us  in  need  of  another  classroom  area 
at  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School. 

Additional  space  requirements  in  following  years  make  it  im- 
perative that  long  range  plans  for  housing  be  continually  reviewed. 

May  I  invite  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  Reading  Super- 
visor for  a  description  of  the  expanded  library  and  reading  program. 
Our  commitment  to  reading  in  all  its  ramifications  is  extensive  and 
the  results  rewarding.  The  report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Spring 
Street  and  Sunset  Avenue  Schools  enlarges  on  the  description  of  our 
transitional  classes  in  grades  one  through  three.  The  opportunity 
afforded  these  children  to  proceed  according  to  their  abilities  has 
proved  to  be  a  wise  investment.  Constant  evaluation  has  made  it 
possible  to  make  immediate  adjustments  in  the  program  to  fill  the 
needs  of  the  children. 

The  adaptability  and  flexibility  of  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  school 
has  justified  the  extensive  planning  which  went  into  its  design  and 
construction.  It  has  provided  the  children  academic  advantages  with 
our  well-equipped  classrooms  and  library.  It  has  given  the  children 
an  opportunity  in  physical  education  and  intramural  sports  which  has 
never  before  been  available.  Provisions  for  assemblies  and  drama- 
tics has  extended  the  total  program  of  the  school. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  and  all  associated  with 
our  schools  for  the  fine  cooperation  and  assistance  given  us  during 
the  past  year.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

As  I  sit  down  to  write  my  contribution  to  this  town  report,  the 
first  topic  which  comes  to  mind  is  the  progress  taking  place  in  the 
primary  grades  at  the  Spring  Street  and  Sunset  Avenue  Schools. 
This  involves  first,  the  initiation  of  small  group  work,  which  en- 
courages independent  study  and  close  peer  relationships  among  the 
pupils;  second,  further  advancement  and  adjustments  in  homogeneous 
math  groupings;  third,  the  adoption  of  new  science  material;  and 
fourth,  the  establishment  of  one  transitional  group  which  is  the  pilot 
nongraded  program. 

In  the  transitional  group  each  child  is  given  the  opportunity  to 
proceed  on  his  own  individual  "Time  Clock"  which  many  times  does 
not  coincide  with  the  traditional  graded  class.  Each  child  has  four 
growth  areas;  physical,  social,  academic  and  emotional.  These 
areas  many  times  do  not  develop  at  the  same  rate  and  the  transi- 
tional class  with  its  smaller  size  can  give  the  extra  help  that  these 
children  need. 

The  success  of  this  program  certainly  warrants  continuation 
and  should  advance  into  the  fourth  grade  with  the  present  third 
grade  pupils. 

The  credit  for  this  progress  goes  to  our  professional  staff  for 
their  contribution  and  involvement. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  had  many  changes  in  the  staff.  Mrs. 
Barbara  Sullivan  who  did  an  excellent  job  as  Head  Teacher  at  the  Sun- 
set Avenue  School  has  chosen  a  new  challenge  working  with  youngsters 
who  have  specific  learning  disabilities.  She  was  replaced  by  Mrs. 
Laffoley.  Three  members  of  the  faculty,  Mrs.  Katherine  Pope, 
Mrs.  Alice  Howard,  and  Mrs.  Emma  Taylor,  retired  after  long  and 
faithful  service  to  the  community. 

Another  topic  to  be  considered  is  that  of  overcrowding.  One 
causative  factor  is  lack  of  space.  Because  of  increased  enrollment 
and  the  additional  help  the  pupils  receive  from  a  number  of  special- 
ists (reading,  speech  therapy,  and  specific  learning  disability  teach- 
ers) classrooms  and  therapy  rooms  have  had  to  be  created  or  built 
in  the  cafeteria,  on  the  stage  and  in  a  supply  closet.  From  this  it 
follows  that  additional  space  is  desperately  needed. 

In  times  of  ever  growing  social  complexity,  the  stress  on  child- 
ren trying  to  adjust  to  a  complex  environment  is  severe  and  in- 
creasing. Children  need  help  in  dealing  with  such  stress.  Waiting 
until  a  child  reaches  the  high  school  level  has  resulted  in  failure  to 
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help  the  child  in  many  cases.  Guidance  is  known  to  be  needed  at  a 
much  earlier  stage.  An  evaluation  of  the  child's  needs  should  be 
started  in  the  first  grade  and  continued  from  there.  In  this  way, 
problems  can  be  met  and  resolved  before  becoming  too  serious.  In 
addition  to  such  primary  counseling,  coordinating  the  home  and 
school  environment  is  essential  for  the  growth  and  development  of 
the  child. 

In  order  to  have  more  complete  information  on  the  points  I  have 
discussed,  please  refer  to  the  reports  written  by  the  specialists  in 
their  fields.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

This  year  in  Grades  one,  two,  and  three,  Mrs.  Margaret  Boyn- 
ton  has  been  carrying  on  the  regular  corrective  reading  program  in 
which  children  having  the  same  type  of  reading  difficult}' are  grouped 
together  for  extra  help.  Recognizing  the  fact  that  all  children  do  not 
learn  at  the  same  rate,  she  has  also  instituted  a  program  of  enrich- 
ment for  those  children  who  can  cover  more  work.  This  is  in 
addition  to  and  not  in  place  of  regular  classroom  instruction.  For 
those  children  requiring  specialized  help,  I  refer  you  to  the  report 
of  Mrs.  Marlena  Johnsk\-,  Mrs.  Laurel  Johnson,  Mrs.  Virginia 
Nolan  and  ]\Irs.  Marie  Sullivan. 

In  grades  four,  five,  and  six,  after  two  years  of  preparation,  I 
have  put  all  students  coming  to  me  for  reading  into  an  individualized 
reading  program.  These  pupils  are  reading  complete  books  in  place 
of  a  single  book  with  a  collection  of  stories.  These  books  range  in 
difficulty  from  level  three-1  to  level  twelve.  They  have  been  care- 
fully selected  as  to  subject  matter  from  the  American  Librar}-  Asso- 
ciation List  of  Suggested  Reading.  In  order  to  receive  credit  for 
reading  a  book,  each  student  must  complete  a  "check-up"  sheet  for 
the  book.  These  are  geared  to  teach  specific  comprehension  skills, 
such  as:  1.  Scanning  for  specific  information.  2.  organization. 
3.  classification.  4.  getting  the  main  idea.  5.  using  reference 
books.  6.  reading  maps,  graphs  and  charts  etc.  During  this  year 
each  pupil  must  read  at  least:  2  biographies,  2  historical  novels, 
1  science  fiction,  1  book  on  raising  and  caring  for  a  pet,  1  book 
about  a  handicapped  person,  1  sports  story,  1  collection  of  poems, 
1  collection  of  folk  tales  or  fairy  tales,  1  fantasy,  and  1  book  center- 
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ed  around  art  or  music.  The  rest,  he  may  choose  from  the  selected 
list.  Hopefully,  the  end  result  will  be  a  genuine  love  for  reading. 
Vocabulary  and  word  attack  skills  will  be  checked  and  dealt  with  as 
the  necessity  arises. 

Our  library  is  ever  growing  in  both  quantity  and  circulation. 
Mrs.  Page  Conant  now  has  the  card  catalog  set  up  and  in  operation. 
At  Sunset  Avenue  and  Spring  Street  Schools  we  have  the  Traveling 
Library  in  full  swing.  Besides  these  Mrs.  Conant  has  set  up  central 
libraries  in  both  wings  of  the  Spring  Street  School  from  which  teach- 
ers and  students  may  borrow  books  as  they  wish.  Since  there  is  a 
lack  of  space  at  Sunset  Avenue  for  a  like  program,  we  have  compen- 
sated by  putting  more  books  in  the  Traveling  Library  at  the  Sunset 
Avenue  School. 

Last  Spring  we  had  a  library  interne,  Miss  Carol  Colter,  from 
Bridgewater  State  College,  who  have  a  comprehensive  course  in  the 
use  of  the  library  to  all  students  of  the  fourth  grade.  This  Fall  I 
have  been  giving  the  sixth  grade  pupils  the  regular  course  in  "How 
to  Study"  and  how  to  get  the  greatest  use  from  the  library  tools.  I 
have  also  initiated  a  similar  course  in  Grade  four,  stressing  in  par- 
ticular the  Dewey- Decimal  system  of  book  arrangement.  This 
means  that  every  student  at  Mac  Donald  School  has  been  given  a  basic 
knowledge  of  where  to  find  information  in  any  library. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  teachers,  administrators,  and  pupils  for 
their  help.  To  Mrs.  Page  Conant  an  especial  thanks  for  help  "above 
and  beyond".  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Paul  Alexander  and 
Mr.  Arthur  Barros  for  keeping  the  library  and  reading  classroom 
so  clean  and  spotless.

GUIDANCE 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

One  of  the  most  pressing  problems  confronting  all  sections  of 
the  educational  system  is  that  of  the  continued  growth  of  the  school 
population.  The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  recommends 
that  the  maximum  ratio  of  pupils  per  full  time  counselor  be  300  to  1. 
During  the  1969-1970  school  year  the  ratio  is  exceeded  by  approxi- 
mately 100-150  students  and  during  the  1970-1971  the  projection 
indicates  that  it  shall  be  exceeded  by  approximately  150-200.  In 
consideration  of  the  increasing  number  of  additional  duties  which 
have  been  assigned  to  the  Guidance  Department  and  in  increasing 
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number  of  students  it  appears  possible  that  some  of  the  services 
may  be  in  danger  of  being  curtailed.  Reduction  in  service  could  be 
alleviated  by  the  provision  of  additional  clerical  help.  The  secreta- 
rial staff  have  been  most  cooperative,  but  most  of  the  clerical  work 
is  being  accomplished  by  student  volunteers  and  the  counseling  staff. 

I  still  consider  as  being  essential  the  retention  of  a  qualified 
Guidance  Counselor  to  be  assigned  to  the  elementary  grades.  West 
Bridgewater  is  one  of  the  few  communities  that  does  not  provide 
this  vital  service.  Since  the  elementary  school  has  the  potential  for 
determining  to  a  major  extent  the  pattern  of  future  activities,  atti- 
tudes, and  performance  of  each  child,  much  can  be  done  at  this  level 
to  prevent  maladjustments  from  becoming  serious  problems.  Untold 
benefits  can  result  when  each  child  is  provided  the  opportunity  for 
personal,  systematic  and  continuing  guidance  under  the  direction  of 
a  professional  counselor  working  with  him  and  with  his  parents  and 
teachers.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

In  the  year  1970,  West  Bridgewater  Public  Schools  submitted 
sixteen  (16)  federal  projects  totaling  $78,661.94,  of  which 
$48,935.34  was  implemented  and  completed  in  1970,  with  one  pro- 
ject, valued  at  $29,726.00  approved  but  not  implemented.  Federal 
titles  under  which  these  projects  were  written  included  the  National 
Defense  Education  Act,  (N.  D.  E.  A. ),  Titles  III  and  VA,  the  Elemen- 
tary and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  (E.  S.  E.  A. ),  Titles  I  and 
II,  Public  Law  90-576,  Public  Law  874,  Title  I,  and  the  National 
High  Safety  Act  of  1966.  Funding  of  the  fifteen  (15)  completed 
projects  shows  96.82%,  or  $47,380.48  supported  by  federal  funds, 
and  3. 18%,  or  $1,  555.  46  being  supported  by  local  funds. 

Projects  written  under  N.  D.  E.  A.  Title  III  were  designed  to  pro- 
vide materials  and  equipment  to  strengthen  the  teaching  of  critical 
subject  areas  within  the  nation's  schools.  At  the  elementary  level, 
West  Bridgewater  is  currently  operating  projects  in  English  and 
language  arts,  science,  and  mathematics.  Secondary  level  operating 
projects  included  the  areas  of  English  and  language  arts,  modern 
foreign  languages,  mathematics,  geography,  and  history,  with  all 
projects  being  aimed  at  providing  a  greater  variety  of  classroom 
Materials  and  equipment  to  enrich  and  enhance  teaching  through 
multi-media  and  multi-sensory  experiences. 

Under  the  provisions  of  E.  S.  E.  A.  Title  I,  West  Bridgewater  has 
established  and  received  continued  funding  for  the  project  'Design 
for  the  Development  of  the  Educationally  Deprived",  a  program 
aimed  at  providing  tutorial  services  to  those  youngsters  in  our  pri- 
mary and  elementary  schools  who  are  most  in  need  of  such  services. 

The  National  Highway  Safety  Act  of  1966  has  provided  funds  to 
West  Bridgewater  on  a  100%  reimbursement  basis  for  the  acquisition 
of  a  multi-media  student  response  system  to  enrich  the  teaching  of 
Driver  Education. 

E.  S.  E.  A.  Title  II  provided  $1, 191.  79  for  the  purchase  of  library 
books,  both  at  the  elementary  and  secondary  level.  Including  this 
year's  acquisition,  we  now  have  a  total  of  over  2,500  volumes  dis- 
tributed through  our  school  libraries  which  have  been  purchased 
under  this  title. 
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Finally,  under  Public  Law  874,  the  federally  impacted  areas 
legislation,  has  provided  an  entitlement  of  814,096.00  to  the  town, 
which,  along  with  reimbursement  under  X.  D.  E.A.  Title  III,  will  be 
used  to  reduce  the  school  department's  operating  budget  for  1971. 

In  the  coming  year  it  is  our  desire  and  expressed  objective  to 
continue  to  investigate,  make  application,  and  receive  those  federal 
funds  for  which  we  are  eligible.  Effective  utilization  of  these  funds 
is  one  avenue  through  which  the  town  of  West  Bridge  water  can  con- 
tinue to  upgrade  and  improve  its  educational  facilities  and  services 
and  provide  education  of  the  highest  quality  for  its  students  on  a 
cost  sharing  basis  with  the  federal  government.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

Consistent  with  the  philosophy  that  audio-visual  resources,  in 
themselves,  are  not  substitutes  to  teaching,  but  are  enrichment  re- 
sources which  supplement  and  aid  in  the  total,  complex  learning 
experience,  we  have  endeavored  in  1970  to  provide  those  services, 
equipment,  and  materials  which  are  so  necessary  to  effective  utili- 
zation of  these  resources. 

Instructional  media  programs,  in  order  to  be  effective,  must  be 
everchanging  and  dynamic.  They  must  be  flexible  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  modern  educational  technology,  and  they  must  keep  teach- 
ers informed  of  new  materials  and  teaching  methodologies.  It  is 
toward  meeting  these  challenges  that  we  have  formulated  and  direct- 
ed our  audio-visual  program.  From  the  use  of  films  made  available 
through  the  Massachusetts  Film  Library  Cooperative  to  the  produc- 
tion of  our  own  video  tapes,  our  primary  efforts  have  been  to  meet 
the  individualized  needs  as  made  evident  by  our  students  and  teach- 
ers. 

It  is  the  hope,  desire,  and  expressed  objective  of  the  Audio- 
visual Department  that  the  year  1971  will  be  a  year  of  continued 
expansion  of  resources,  furthering  of  professional  training  in  the 
instructional  media  field  for  our  teachers,  and  overall  growth  in  our 
program,  so  that  we  may  continue  to  provide  our  students  with  the 
quality  of  education,  through  multi-media  and  multi-sensory  experi- 
ence which  is  so  necessary  today.  The  classroom  is  no  longer  a 
lecture  -  recite  -  test  room,  but  is,  rather,  a  learning  laboratory 
which  demands  multi-media  approaches  and  variety  in  teaching 
techniques.    The  Audio-Visual  Department  stands  ready  to  provide 
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the  supplementary  services  which  are  required  of  it  and  to  expand 
along  those  avenues  which  modern  educational  innovations  demand.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  nurse  for  Spring  Street, 
Rose  L.  MacDonald  and  Sunset  Avenue  Schools. 

Health  Appraisals: 

1.  Health  examinations. 

a.  170  Children  in  grades  one  and  four 

b.  78  Children  in  grades  one  and  four  examined  by  their 
family  physician. 

2.  Vision  screening. 

a.  915  children  screened. 

b.  86  children  who  failed  the  initial  screening  test  and 
were  then  retested. 

c.  30  children  who  failed  retest. 

d.  13  children  who  were  seen  by  an  eye  specialist. 

e.  17  children  who  have  failed  the  test  in  past  school  years 
and  have  received  all  the  treatment  possible.  Their  school 
test  does  not  indicate  any  change  from  previous  testing. 

3.  Audio-screening. 

a.  910  children  screened. 

b.  24  children  who  failed  the  screening  test  and  then  re- 
tested. 

c.  15  children  who  failed  the  retest. 

d.  15  children  who  have  been  seen  by  an  ear  specialist. 

e.  7  children  have  been  checked  by  an  ear  specialist  in  the 
past  and  treated.    No  more  treatment  warranted. 
School  audiograms  have  not  changed. 

In  addition  to  the  above  annual  routine  appraisals,  individual 
testing  is  done  during  the  year  as  requested  by  subject  specialists, 
classroom  teachers  and  parents.  After  the  re-testing  is  completed 
and  the  parents  have  been  contacted,  reports  of  those  failing  are 
given  to  each  school.  It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  meet  with  indi- 
vidual teachers  regarding  pupils  with  special  needs. 

4.  Heaf  tuburculin  tests: 

a.  Ill  children  tested  in  grade  one. 

b.  -0-  children  found  to  be  positive  reactors. 
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Board  of  Health  physician,  Dr.  Joseph  Calitri,  administered  the 
test  in  cooperation  with  the  Plymouth  County  Health  Association. 
Much  time  is  spent  prior  to  testing  in  calling  parents  and  checking 
permission  slips  as  it  is  very  important  to  have  100^  participation 
in  this  program. 

5.  D.  P.T.  and  Polio  Clinic. 

a.  37  pupils  in  grades  one  and  four  received  Diphtheria  and 
Tetanus  Boosters. 

b.  17  pre-school  children  received  D.  P.  T.  shots. 

c.  13  pre-school  received  Oral  Polio  Vaccine. 

All  immunization  clinics  are  sponsored  by  the  local  Board  of 
Health.  The  school  nurses  assist  in  making  out  consent  forms, 
checking  same,  and  giving  assistance  on  the  day  of  administration. 

6.  Inspection  for  pediculosis,  referrals  for  questionable  impe- 
tigo, ring  worm  and  other  communicable  diseases  are  done 
as  referrals  are  made  and  needs  arise. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  time  is  spent  with  parents 
and  teachers  identifying  children  needing  special  considerations. 

A  Mother  and  Daughter  program  was  presented  at  Rose  L.  Mac 
Donald  School.  The  film  "Its  Wonderful  Being  A  Girl"  was  well 
received  and  stimulated  many  questions  and  much  interest. 

May  I  say  I  am  grateful  for  all  the  assistance  given  me  from  the 
parents,  as  well  as  people  within  the  schools,  in  directing  our  child- 
ren toward  the  goal  of  health  as  a  way  of  life.

JR. -SR.  HIGH  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

As  Nurse  in  the  West  Bridgewater  Junior-Senior  High  School,  I 
herewith  submit  my  report  for  1970. 

All  students  were  screened  for  vision  and  hearing  problems. 
Referrals  were  made  to  eye  and  ear  specialists  for  students  who 
failed  the  screening  tests.  Referrals  were  also  made  to  family  phy- 
sicians in  cases  where  applicable. 

Physical  examinations  were  done  on  all  students  in  Grade  7:  14 
were  done  by  the  student's  own  family  physicians  and  the  remainder 
were  examined  by  Dr.  Calitri  either  as  part  of  the  Athletic  Program 
or  as  routine  physical  exams.  Athletic  Examinations  have  increased 
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in  number  again  this  year,  mainly  due  to  increased  interest  in  the 
Athletic  Program  and  the  increase  in  enrollment  in  Grades  7-12  of 
67  students  this  year. 

Heaf  testing  was  carried  out  in  cooperation  with  the  Plymouth 
County  Health  Association  and  the  West  Bridgewater  Board  of  Health 
in  Grade  9  in  January.  On  January  20,  it  was  discovered  that  a 
student  in  Grade  11  was  hospitalized  with  active  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis at  Norfolk  County  Hospital.  This  necessitated  another  Heaf 
Testing  Program,  as  all  students  in  her  classes,  Grade  11  pupils, 
School  Bus  pupils  who  rode  the  same  bus  she  did,  and  her  teachers 
had  to  be  checked.  Once  again  we  worked  with  the  Plymouth  County 
Health  Association,  West  Bridgewater  Board  of  Health  and  Dr. 
Calitri  to  set  up  and  carry  out  another  Heaf  Testing  Program.  Pos- 
itive reactors  to  the  test  were  taken  by  bus  to  Plymouth  County 
Hospital  for  Chest  X-rays  and  Mantoux  Skin  tests.  The  follow-up 
of  positive  reactors  is  an  important  part  of  the  work  Public  Health 
personnel  do  to  eradicate  the  spread  of  this  dreaded  communicable 
disease.  Today,  through  careful  follow-up  of  contacts  of  people 
found  to  have  the  disease  and  modern  medicines  and  treatments, 
the  prognosis  for  infected  people  and  their  contacts  is  very  good.  If 
treated  as  soon  as  diagnosed,  these  people  continue  to  live  happ3T 
healthy  and  productive  lives,  and  may  never  have  another  occurence. 

Throughout  the  year  I  worked  with  Mr.  Dunn  and  Mr.  Fay  of  the 
Massachusetts  Rehabilitation  Commission's  Brockton  Office  to  help 
handicapped  students  obtain  assistance  with  their  education  beyond 
high  -school.  This  year  we  have  two  students  who  were  able  to  obtain 
help  through  this  office.  This  is  in  conjunction  with  our  handicapped 
students  list  which  is  reported  to  the  State  Department  of  Education 
each  year. 

Meetings  were  held  with  the  faculty  in  September  to  acquaint  all 
teachers  with  handicapped  students,  and  other  health  problems  which 
might  physically  or  emotionally  effect  students  in  their  classes. 
Also  they  must  be  informed  as  to  procedures  to  follow  in  the  event 
of  sudden  serious  illness  or  injury  in  their  presence.  Notices  were 
given  to  each  teacher  as  to  the  procedure  to  follow  in  the  event  of  an 
Insulin  Reaction  or  an  Epileptic  Seizure.  We  have  enrolled  in  our 
school,  2  students  with  Diabetes  who  use  insulin  daily,  and  3  stu- 
dents who  have  had  seizures  in  the  past. 

Conferences  were  held  many  times  during  the  year  pertaining  to 
the  problems  of  students  in  class  regarding  their  changes  in  behavior 
or  pattern  of  work.  Many  were  followed  by  conferences  with  parents, 
after  talking  with  other  teachers  and  the  Guidance  Department.  I 
feel  pleased  that  during  the  past  year  the  guidance  personnel,  faculty 
and  other  departments  have  been  working  as  a  TEAM  to  help  stu- 
dents with  problems. 

,  Referrals  to  family  physicians  were  made  through  parents  re- 
garding health  problems,  and  I  have  found  the  parents  of  our  town 
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are  generally  very  cooperative  and  interested  in  their  children's 
well  being. 

The  drug  problem  is  still  with  us,  and  my  greatest  hope  is  that 
parents  will  be  as  aware  and  interested  in  this  area  of  their  child- 
ren's health,  emotional  and  physical  well  being  as  they  have  been  in 
the  past  in  other  health  areas. 

Meetings  attended  included;  Comprehensive  Health  Planning- 
Region  Seven,  Plymouth  County  Health  Association's  Annual  Meeting 
various  drug  meetings,  and  in-service  meetings  of  the  Southeastern 
Health  District  at  Lakeville. 

Once  again  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  be  Advisor  to  the  Future 
Nurses'  Club  of  W.  B.  H.  S.  Field  trips  were  taken  to  the  Health 
Careers  Fair  in  Boston,  and  to  Rhode  Island  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  in  Providence.  The  trip  to  Rhode  Island  Hospital  was  ar- 
ranged for  us  by  Karen  Anderson,  who  is  a  former  member  of  our 
Future  Nurses'  Club,  and  is  now  a  2nd  year  student  at  the  hospital 
school. 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  year,  through  health  counselling  with  fa- 
culty, parents  and  students,  I  have  contributed  to  the  future  good 
health  and  well  being  of  the  students  who  are  leaving  our  school  to 
live  and  work  in  our  community,  or  to  go  to  schools  of  higher  edu- 
cation beyond  West  Bridgewater  High  School.

DENTAL  HYGIENIST 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

Ihereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  West  Bridgewater  School 
Dental  Program. 

There  were  726  pupils  given  dental  examinations  in  grades  one 
through  five.  Dental  decay  was  found  in  354  pupils  or  approximately 
50%  which  is  a  reduction  from  last  year. 

The  opportunity  of  having  teeth  cleaned  was  accepted  by  525 
pupils,  while  482  pupils  will  receive  the  fluoridephosphate  treat- 
ments.   There  is  no  charge  for  either  of  these  services. 

Provision  for  dental  care  is  the  responsibility  of  the  parents. 
The  purpose  of  the  dental  program  to  to  emphasize  education  in  good 
dental  health  habits.  This  is  supplemented  with  prophylaxis  and 
fluoride  phosphate  treatments  by  the  dental  hygienist  and  treatment 
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of  dental  caries  by  the  dentist.  A  visit  to  first  grade  classrooms  to 
acquaint  the  children  with  the  dental  hygienist  and  dental  procedures, 
prior  to  a  visit  by  the  class  to  the  dental  office,  aids  in  establishing 
a  more  favorable  attitude  towards  dental  care.  Many  first  graders 
have  never  visited  a  dentist  or  perhaps  only  under  emergency  con- 
ditions. 

Filmstrips  are  shown  to  all  classrooms,  followed  by  a  discussion 
period.  Attention  is  given  each  year  to  National  Children's  Dental 
Health  Week  in  February. 

In  the  spring  I  attended  the  annual  Education  Day  for  dental 
hygienists  in  public  health  at  the  Southeastern  Regional  Health  office 
in  Lakeville  at  which  time  emphasis  was  on  educating  the  general 
public  as  to  the  benefits  of  fluoridating  the  public  water  supply  as  an 
effective  and  inexpensive  means  of  reducing  the  incidence  of  dental 
caries,  one  of  the  most  common  diseases  of  all  ages. 

Through  continued  support  by  the  West  Bridgewater  Lions  Club, 
the  school  dentist,  Dr.  Daniel  Olsen  is  in  the  school  one  morning 
a  week  to  care  for  routine  and  emergency  treatment.  There  were 
67  pupils  treated  by  Dr.  Olsen. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Millett,  Mr.  Peters  and  all  of  the 
school  personnel  for  their  fine  cooperation  and  continued  support  so 
necessary  in  the  operation  of  this  program.

EMOTIONALLY  DISTURBED 
CHILDREN 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

Since  its  inception  the  Regional  Emotionally  Disturbed  Children 
Adjustment  Program  (Spring  Street  School)  has  undergone  a  signifi- 
cant transformation  in  its  scope,  techniques,  and  services.  Cer- 
tainly not  the  least  remarkable  change  has  been  its  development 
from  a  relatively  exclusive  program  for  the  emotionally  disturbed 
child  into  a  resource  available  to  the  entire  elementary  system. 
Three  such  resources  are  ancillary  source  of  current  research  in 
psychology  and  pedagogy;  a  sharing  of  educational  materials  and 
facilities;  and  a  presentation  of  classes  in  mathematics. 

The  general  aim  of  REDCAP  is  to  assist  the  child  in  dealing 
with  life  situations  in  an  appropriate  and  an  acceptable  manner, 
moreover,  to  find  these  experiences  self- enhancing,   Karl  Mennin- 
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ger's  discussion  of  dealing  with  life  situations  provides  some  phil- 
osophical support: 

Mental  health  is  the  adjustment  of  human  beings  to  the  world  and 
to  each  other  with  maximum  effectiveness  and  happiness.  Not 
just  efficiency  or  just  contentment  or  grace  of  obeying  the  rules 
of  the  game  cheerfully.  It  is  all  of  these  together.  More  specif- 
ically, the  objectives  are  as  follows: 

1.  to  provide  each  child  with  a  therapeutic  educative  milieu  in 
order  to  gain  new  strengths  and  abilities  to  deal  with  life  processes. 

2.  To  provide  the  child  with  academic  skills  and  social  tech- 
niques to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  regular  classroom. 

3.  To  reduce  undue  pressure  on  the  regular  classroom  teacher 
and  to  prevent  the  disruption  of  the  learning  process  of  other  class 
members. 

In  summary,  the  primary  objective  of  the  program  is  to  promote 
greater  understanding  of  existing  problems  and  provide  remediation 
through  therapeutic  educative  avenues.  Educative  techniques  used 
in  the  program  are  a  modification  of  the  sequential  tutoring  approach. 
This  method  provides  individualized  programming  for  each  child. 
Therapeutic  techniques  introduced  in  the  program  include  the  use  of 
a  psychodynamic -interpersonal  approach  augmented  by  behavior 
modofication.  In  special  cases  chemotherapy  is  used.  The  latter 
of  course  prescribed  by  a  psychiatrist  or  a  physician.  Another 
integral  aspectof  the  therapeutic  process  is  monthly  group  meetings 
supplemented  by  periodic  individual  conferences.  The  group  meet- 
ings provide  ample  opportunity  for  the  sharing  of  ideas,  feelings, 
and  expectations  among  all  the  parents  while  individual  conferences 
deal  with  specific  academic  and  therapeutic  questions. 

There  is,  however,  a  great  need  for  a  consulting  psychothera- 
pist to  augment  the  therapeutic  process  in  the  classroom.  In  order 
to  produce  optimal  therapeutic  results  research  indicates  that  the 
involvement  of  a. psychotherapist  is  essential. 

To  recapitulate  the  basic  aim  of  REDCAP  is  to  return  the  child 
to  a  regular  school  program.  The  prime  objective  is  realized  by 
daily  integration  of  the  child  into  the  regular  classroom.  This 
determination  is  based  upon  the  child's  readiness  and  his  academic 
level. 

The  program  began  with  deep  hope  and  great  challenges.  Many 
of  these  aspirations  have  become  realities.  New  challenges  have 
arisen  in  place  of  the  old,  with  even  greater  hope  of  their  realiza- 
tion.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  Senior  Educable  Class  is  a  self  contained  classroom  com- 
prised of  students  from  the  towns  of  West  Bridgewater,  East  Bridge- 
water,  and  Raynham,  Mass.  The  ages  of  the  students  range  from 
twelve  to  sixteen.  Every  effort  is  made  to  integrate  the  students 
with  the  regular  high  school  program.  The  students  are  urged  and 
encouraged  to  participate  in  all  school  activities  and  in  such  subjects 
as  art,  music,  shop,  home  economics,  and  gym.  Also,  a  special 
thank  you  is  given  to  the  town  librarian  for  her  cooperation  in  allow- 
ing the  students  to  take -out  books,  thus  giving  the  students  experience 
in  the  use  of  the  library. 

The  classroom  is  now  equipped  with  its  own  television  set,  tape 
recorder,  and  record  player.  With  the  use  of  the  tape  recorder,  it 
is  now  possible  for  the  students  not  only  to  hear  their  voices  but  to 
improve  on  their  speech. 

An  important  part  of  the  special  education  program  is  to  assist 
the  older  students  in  obtaining  gainful  employment.  Every  effort  is 
made  in  conjunction  with  public  and  private  agencies  to  assist  the 
students  in  finding  a  job  suitable  to  their  ability.  If  possible,  a 
work  study  program  is  first  initiated  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
job.  Thus  the  student  has  the  experience  of  an  actual  work  situation 
with  pay,  while  still  attending  school  on  a  part  time  basis.

SPEECH  &  HEARING 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Speech 
and  Hearing  Therapy  Program. 

First,  a  review  of  some  pertinent  information  stated  in  last 
year's  town  report. 

The  primary  purpose  of  our  speech  and  hearing  program  is  the 
remediation  of  disorders  of  human  communication.  The  term 
"Communication  disorder"  means  an  impairment  in  speech,  hearing, 
or  language,  or  some  combination  of  these.  A  disorder  of  commun- 
ication may  inhibit  an  individual's  social  adjustment  and  reduce  his 
learning  ability.  Normal  speech  development  is  essential  to  the 
normal  maturation  of  the  thought  processes. 
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There  are  eighty-four  children  now  scheduled  in  our  program. 
The  speech  disorders  of  the  children  consist  of  articulation,  speech 
disorders  due  to  cerebral  palsy,  speech  disorders  due  to  cleft 
palate,  speech  disorders  due  to  impaired  hearing,  speech  disorders 
due  to  stuttering,  voice  disorders,  delayed  speech  and  language  and 
speech  and  language  disorders  due  to  aphasia.  The  time  allotted  for 
each  child  depends  upon  the  severity  of  the  disorder  and  the  needs  of 
the  individual  concerned.  The  services  of  the  speech  and  hearing 
specialist  can  best  be  utilized  if  they  are  directed  toward  children 
having  significantly  handicapping  speech,  language  and  hearing 
problems.  Such  work  is  often  individualized  and  time  consuming. 
It  must  be  realized  adequate  clinical  services  require  time  for  diag- 
nostic evaluation,  planning  of  individual  therapeutic  programs, 
individual  clinical  and  remedial  services,  satisfactory  record- 
keeping and  the  necessary  counseling  of  parents  and  others. 

A  speech  and  hearing  therapist  works  within  the  realm  of  pupil 
services.  The  function  of  the  pupil  services  within  the  school  is 
"to  help  each  student  achieve  his  maximum  personal  and  educational 
development.  M  A  coordinated  pupil  services  program  provides  or- 
ganization, direction  and  leadership.  Because  certain  children  are 
involved  in  more  than  one  program  Mrs.  Howard-School  nurse, 
Mr.  Fantasia-Ed  class,  Miss  Flynn- speech  therapist,  Mrs.  Johnsky 
and  Mrs.  Sullivan- specific  learning  disabilities,  and  Mrs.  Nolan 
and  Mrs.  Johnson  in  the  Title  I  program  have  begun  to  coordinate 
and  organize  our  efforts  with  these  children  and  lay  the  foundation 
for  further  communication  among  those  offering  the  pupil  services 
and  the  colleagues  with  whom  we  work  in  other  settings. 

It  has  been  said  the  therapist  must  work  with  those  children  who 
are  significantly  handicapped  by  the  communication  disorder.  The 
Therapist  does  not  work  entirely  with  articulation  and  "lisps",  nor 
is  speech  improvement  the  job  of  a  speech  clinician.  In  the  future 
this  type  of  remediation  will  hopefully  take  place  in  the  classroom. 
To  insure  this,  we  hope  to  initiate  an  in-service  program  whereby 
the  teachers  may  become  acquainted  with  the  therapists  equipment, 
therapeutic  procedures  and  hopefully  understand  his/her  role  in  the 
remediation  process.  The  parents  also  play  an  important  role  in 
this  remediation  process  and  have  already  begun  to  take  a  part. 

Let  us  continue  to  look  in  the  future.  We  have  recentl}-  received 
some  materials  that  will  enable  us  to  begin  a  language  program 
needed  by  some  of  the  students.  Hopefully  we  will  continue  to  re- 
ceive the  necessary  equipment  to  strengthen  and  extend  the  existing 
programs.  In  our  entire  speech  and  hearing  program  there  is  one 
therapist  for  a  school  population  of  approximately  sixteen  hundred 
students,  grades  1-12.  In  the  national  figures  it  is  supposed  5-10% 
of  any  school  population  will  evidence  communication  disorders 
warranting  a  therapists  attention.  Simple  arithmetic  shows  another 
therapist  must  be  added  in  the  future  to  insure  a  sound  and  perva- 
sive therapeutic  program.  In  each  of  her  many  locations  the  speech 
and  hearing  specialist  must  work  in  harmony  with  her  surroundings. 
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Her  specific  responsibilities,  skills  and  basic  professional  identity 
remain  that  of  the  clinical  worker  in  speech  and  hearing  within  the 
total  group  of  her  colleagues  who  work  in  other  settings.  To  do  so 
she  must  have  a  reasonable  number  of  students,  sufficient  equipment 
and  time,  and  proper  facilities.  These  must  be  worked  for  and  the 
need  for  which  must  be  shown.    These  are  my  objectives.

SPECIFIC  LEARNING 
DISABILITIES 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

Upon  appointment  to  the  position  as  Director  of  the  Learning 
Disabilities  program,  I  found  that  38  children  in  Grades  1,  2,  and 
3  had  been  screened,  and  25  of  these  recommended  for  complete 
evaluation. 

Three  main  areas  of  endeavor  were  decided  upon  for  the  pro- 
gram: 

1.  Testing  -  both  screening  and  more  specific  perceptual  mea- 
sures. 

2.  SPED  Forms  -  compilation  of  material,  information  and 
interviews  necessary  for  their  completion. 

3.  Tutorial  remediation  -  working  with  the  children  on  a  tutor- 
ial basis  to  remediate  each  child's  individual  learning  problems. 

I  am  most  pleased  that  the  School  Committee  realized  the  need 
for  additional  help  and  made  the  excellent  choice  of  Mrs.  Marie 
Sullivan,  an  enthusiastic,  experienced  teacher  who  is  contributing  a 
great  deal  to  the  program.  The  further  addition  of  Mrs.  Sears  as 
secretary  has  enabled  us  to  devote  maximum  time  to  work  with  the 
children. 

We  are  most  pleased  with  the  completion  of  the  room  at  the 
Spring  Street  School,  which  provides  the  necessary  area,  equipment, 
privacy  and  lack  of  distraction  which  the  students  desperately  need. 
We  are  awaiting  the  completion  of  an  equally  suitable  area  at  the 
Sunset  Avenue  School. 

At  present,  there  are  21  children  receiving  tutorial  remediation 
1  in  Grade  1,  8  in  Grade  2,  1  in  Grade  3,  3  in  Grade  4  and  8  from 
the  Transitional  Classes.  In  addition,  14  children  are  in  the  process 
of  evaluation,  and  new  recommendations  are  being  received  from 
classroom  teachers  and  specialists. 

We  have  made  every  effort  to  advance  our  knowledge  in  the  field 
by  attending  SLD  conferences,  consultations  with  the  Perceptually 
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Handicapped  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Education,  contact  with  the 
Mass.  Association  for  Children  With  Learning  Disabilities,  reading 
recent  publications  and  holding  evaluating  discussions. 

The  prospects  for  the  following  year  are: 

1.  Screening  of  all  first  grade  pupils. 

2.  Continuation  of  the  extensive  testing  program  for  those  pre- 
viously screened. 

3.  Constant  evaluation  and  improvement  of  our  program. 

4.  More  involvement  of  parents. 

5.  Continued  education  through  teachers'  enrollment  in  courses 
in  this  special  area. 

We  should  anticipate  in  the  very  near  future,  the  addition  of 
another  part  time  teacher  to  care  for  the  ever  increasing  number  of 
pupils  in  need  of  this  specialized  help. 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  support  and  cooperation  of  every 
teacher,  administrator  and  member  of  the  School  Committee,  and 
we  are  most  optimistic  of  a  year  of  success  for  our  deserving  young- 
sters.

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

A  quiet  but  comprehensive  change  was  accomplished  this  year  in 
the  offerings  of  the  High  School  English  Department  when  we  adopted 
an  elective  program  for  Juniors  and  Seniors.  The  School  Committee 
deserves  credit  for  having  approved  the  plans  for  it  last  March. 
While  this  program  has  maintained  the  traditional  offerings  in  Amer- 
ican Literature  and  composition  for  all  students  and  has  not  ne- 
cessitated any  additional  expense,  it  has  given  students  opportunity 
to  choose  in  a  hitherto  restricted  and  mandatory  subject;  it  has 
permitted  them  to  read  in  many  areas  of  modern  literature,  thereby 
meeting  one  of  the  recommendations  of  the  High  School  Evaluating 
Committee. 

The  program  will  be  continued  next  year,  with  opportunities  for 
Sophomores  to  enter  some  of  the  courses  in  addition  to  their  pre- 
scribed English  class. 

To  develop  the  elective  program  properly,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  shift  some  of  our  purchasing  from  printed  to  audio-visual  ma- 
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terials.  This  does  not  represent  added  expense  for  the  taxpayer;  it 
represents  a  different  emphasis  in  the  expenditures. 

The  Cultural  revolution"  that  is  sweeping  America  is  inevitably 
felt  in  the  secondary  school,  sometimes  as  apathy,  sometimes  as 
protest.  We  hope  in  the  English  Department  that  our  elective  pro- 
gram has  helped  to  counter  both  apathy  and  protest,  but  we  are  very 
conscious  that  we  must  demand  high-level  scholarship  of  those 
students  competing  for  college  placement,  as  well  as  disciplined 
thinking  of  all  students.    This  is  no  easy  task  today! 

The  only  innovation  we  plan  for  next  year  is  an  interdisciplinary 
course  in  Humanities,  which  will  involve  the  Social  Studies  Depart- 
ment and,  we  hope,  other  departments  as  well.  We  should  offer 
training  in  Journalism,  but  space,  teaching  expertise,  and  equipment 
are  not  at  hand  for  a  thorough  program.  We  also  need  a  specialized 
program  and  teacher  for  reading  disability  on  the  secondary  level, 
but  again  space  and  staff  are  not  available. 

Space  is  becoming  a  crucial  factor  in  the  maintainance  -let  alone 
the  development  -  of  the  kind  of  education  our  young  townspeople 
need  for  a  successful  future.  We  have  received  115  pupils  into  the 
Seventh  and  Eighth  grades,  above  the  average  for  years  previous 
to  1969.  They  are  sandwiched  into  the  "open  spaces"  of  the  High 
School  program,  and  consequently  they  suffer  in  their  social  and 
academic  education.  They  deserve  a  school  with  its  own  identity, 
educational  policy,  and  activities  program.  It  would  be  the  greatest 
contribution  that  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  could  make  toward 
the  education  of  its  youth  to  provide  a  separate  facility  for  the 
Junior- High  years. 

Now,  we  should  speak  of  the  Language  Arts  program  in  the 
Elementary  Schools.  The  acquisition  of  teachers  in  the  Primary 
grades  with  contemporary  Language  Arts  training  has  automatically 
increased  the  emphasis  on  oral  fluency,  individualized  reading,  and 
creative  language  activities.  Our  elementary  curriculum  has  antici- 
pated most  of  the  recommendations  in  Minimum  Curriculum  Stand- 
ards, issued  by  the  Commonwealth  this  year  and  to  be  implemented 
in  Massachusetts  public  education  by  1972.  Our  task  this  coming 
semester  will  be  to  create  a  comprehensive  and  practical  study 
guide  which  rounds  out  and  articulates  the  Language  Arts  program 
now  offered  in  Grades  One  to  Six.  Under  the  general  direction  of 
Mr.  Oliver  Millett,  teachers  in  these  grades  will  work  through 
committees  in  the  production  of  this  course  of  study.  It  appears 
now  that  we  were  wise  in  our  decision  to  delay  construction  of  a 
formal  guide  until  we  had  the  necessary  elements  at  hand:  The 
State  guidelines,  our  own  revised  experience,  and  a  group  of  teach- 
ers conditioned  in  contemporary  methods. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  note  of  thanks  to  the 
Administration,  particularly  to  Mr.  Burdin  in  the  High  School  for 
his  patience  and  encouragement  in  working  out  the  elective  program, 
to  the  High  School  teachers  for  their  enthusiasm  and  time  devoted  to 
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developing  new  courses,  to  the  Superintendent  for  his  support  in  all 
these  efforts,  and  to  the  School  Committee  for  its  foresight  in  the 
instance  of  the  elective  curriculum.  Appreciation  is  due  also  to  the 
Elementary  teachers  for  their  continued  initiative  in  the  Language 
Arts  area. 

It  is  our  most  concerned  hope,  however,  that  under  the  pressure 
of  restrictive  financial  thinking,  our  Town's  very  considerable  edu- 
cational achievements  will  not  be  undercut  by  overcrowding  and  its 
attendant  evils.

MATHEMATICS 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  welcome  the  same  staff  at  the 
Junior-Senior  High  when  school  reopened  in  September.  There  was 
one  new  teacher  at  the  Rose  L.  Mac  Donald  School  and  several  new 
ones  at  Spring  Street  and  Sunset  Avenue.  The  latter  were  replace- 
ments for  retired  teachers  and  teacher  transfers  to  specialized 
fields. 

The  groupings  for  mathematics  in  the  elementary  school  con- 
tinues. In  a  few  instances,  lack  of  classrooms  and  teachers  do  not 
allow  the  homogenous  groups  that  would  give  our  program  optimum 
attention.  These  cases  are  isolated  and  the  teachers  involved  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  efforts. 

The  situation  at  the  High  School  is  more  critical.  Several  hours 
were  spent  last  Spring  establishing  various  tracks  for  the  students 
enrolled  in  the  college  mathematics  program.  These  tracks  allowed 
the  students  to  be  placed  in  a  program  in  keeping  with  their  ability 
and  their  needs  for  a  continuing  education.  An  equal  amount  of  time 
was  spent  reorganizing  the  terminal  mathematics  program.  New 
textbooks  were  secured  in  this  program  in  order  to  better  fulfill  the 
mathematics  needs  of  these  students. 

When  classes  were  scheduled  for  September  1970,  there  was  no 
mathematics  teacher  available  for  a  Grade  9  Mathematics  class. 
Hence,  a  teacher  from  another  department  is  teaching  this  class. 
This  situation  did  not  cause  as  much  frustration  as  did  the  schedul- 
ing of  the  college  bound  students. 

Students  in  our  honors  program  in  grades  ten,  eleven,  and  twelve 
were  put  in  classes  with  students  whose  needs  and  abilities  required 
three  years  of  college  mathematics  spread  over  a  four  year  period. 
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The  honor  students  receive  five  years  of  college  preparatory  mathe- 
matics in  their  four  years.  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  tracks  we 
had  established  at  the  close  of  school  last  June. 

Mathematics  continues  to  play  a  most  important  role  for  those 
students  seeking  a  higher  education.  We  are  proud  of  records  made 
by  our  former  students.  We  are  making  a  concentrated  effort  to  do 
as  much  for  our  current  students.  However,  the  situation  this  year 
has  proven  the  number  of  our  staff  members  is  too  limited  to  give 
the  students  an  adequate  mathematics  program.  It  is  my  earnest 
hope  provision  will  be  made  to  add  a  new  member  to  the  Mathematics 
Department  next  year. 

Computor  Mathematics  has  been  postponed  for  a  year.  However, 
Paul  Lucius  of  the  High  School  faculty,  will  take  a  course  this  year 
in  preparation  for  such  a  program  in  the  future. 

My  sincerest  appreciation  to  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their 
unselfish  dedication.  A  thank  you  to  the  Administration  for  allowing 
me  to  attend  the  Golden  Jubilee  Meeting  of  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  Mathematics  in  Washington,  D.  C.  last  Spring  and  for 
their  interest  and  cooperation  in  behalf  of  our  program.

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  science  program  has  undergone  some  noteworthy  changes 
during  the  past  year.  First,  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  greater 
number  of  students,  courses  in  general  chemistry  and  general 
physics  were  initiated.  These  courses  meet  five  times  a  week  and 
enable  the  student  to  pursue  a  more  difficult  science  yet  not  be  in- 
volved with  the  technical  aspects  of  the  college  preparatory  program. 
Also,  the  earth  science  curriculum  project  (ESCP)  proved  to  be 
fairly  successful  as  a  substitute  for  some  of  the  general  science 
classes  at  the  9th  grade  level. 

In  the  junior  high,  texts  are  geared  to  the  reading  level  of  the 
students  as  much  as  possible,  and  through  this  program  the  teachers 
find  that  the  students  develop  a  greater  interest  in  the  course  con- 
tent. 

Extensive  use  has  been  made  of  the  audio-visual  and  photographic 
facilities  now  available  to  us.  The  video-tape  system  has  provided 
us  with  a  new  means  of  expression,  and  has,  in  some  instances, 
aided  greatly  in  the  presentation  of  scientific  concepts  and  experi- 
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ments.  The  correlation  of  photography  as  visual  aid  has  enhanced 
the  possibilities  for  an  improved  learning  situation  in  certain 
courses. 

The  department  has  been  active  in  professional  improvement 
with  a  majority  of  our  teachers  either  pursuing  in-service  institute 
or  National  Science  Foundation  grants. 

The  science  program  in  grades  1-6  has  been  strengthened  by  the 
acquisition  of  science  kits  and  other  allied  equipment.  A  sequential 
program  of  study  has  been  established  for  grades  1-8. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  we  will  be  able  to  expand  our  pro- 
gram and  offer  an  even  wider  range  of  subjects,  including  ecology 
and  perhaps  a  course  in  historical  science. 

To  keep  abreast  of  the  increasing  student  population,  and  to 
provide  an  interesting  and  diversified  curriculum,  there  exists  a 
definite  need  for  more  and  better  laboratory  facilities,  classrooms, 
and  teachers.

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

During  the  past  year  the  Social  Studies  Department  has  continued 
its  practice  of  reviewing,  and  updating  its  subject  offerings  and  its 
approach  toward  educating  today's  students  for  tomorrow's  world. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  is  attempting  to  give  prime  con- 
sideration to  the  dilemma  of  our  youth  caught  in  the  conflicts  of  our 
culture  and  striving  for  security  in  a  world  of  fantastic  change  and 
mounting  crises.  No  other  generation  of  man  has  ever  grown  to 
adulthood  with  the  anxieties,  concerns,  and  fears  that  have  accom- 
panied the  threat  of  nuclear  war,  depletion  of  our  natural  resources, 
over-population,  and  the  contamination  of  our  environment.  Change 
is  so  rapid  and  radical  that  they  are  faced  with  unique  problems  for 
which  there  are  no  precedents.  Thus  the  practice  of  rote  learning, 
of  exhorting  the  lessons  of  the  past,  is  becoming  less  helpful  for 
students  confronting  the  dilemmas  that  exist  between  puritan  moral- 
ity and  liberation,  between  fear  of  the  law  and  the  lure  of  drugs, 
between  demands  for  obedience  and  the  determination  to  dissent, 
between  hope  of  the  future  and  despair  over  assassinated  leaders, 
and  between  the  ideal  of  textbooks  and  realities  of  life. 

The  social  studies  teachers  and  classes  cannot  obviously,  solve 
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all  of  these  complex  problems,  but  they  should  provide  students  with 
methods  of  dealing  with  such  problems  more  effectively.  Students 
are  learning  to  inquire,  to  analyze,  and  to  evaluate;  they  can  learn 
how  to  learn.  They  can  practice  value  analysis,  rational  communi- 
cation, decision-making,  and  conflict  resolution.  Teachers  and 
students  are  learning  together  cooperatively,  becoming  partners  in 
the  learning  experience;  they  are  both  realizing  that  their  opinions, 
if  reasonable,  are  considered  important. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  is  attempting  to  provide  the  cur- 
riculum that  is  called  for  and  needed.  It  is  striving  for  credibility 
with  contemporary  society  and  for  relevancy  with  today's  youth. 
During  this  past  year  the  Urban  Geography  program  was  developed 
into  a  two-year  course  offering;  the  anthropology  unit  in  the  Cultural 
History  was  enlarged  in  scope;  a  unit  on  the  American  Indian  has 
been  added  to  the  United  States  History  Curriculum.  Within 
budgetary  limitations  supplementary  readings  in  the  form  of  paper- 
back editions  have  been  purchased  for  the  enhancement  of  several 
courses,  audio-visual  aids  are  constantly  being  evaluated  and  added 
to  the  A-V  resource  center  if  found  useful.  New  texts  designed  to 
help  those  students  with  reading  problems  have  been  added  to  several 
course  offerings. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Social  Studies  Department  that  the  classes 
will  continue  to  be  homogeneously  grouped;  that  the  class  sizes  will 
not  be  increased;  that  new  courses  in  sociology  and  psychology  will 
be  introduced  in  the  next  school  year;  and  that  a  humanities  program 
in  conjunction  with  the  English  Department  will  be  developed  in  the 
near  future.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report. 

The  school  library  is  still  experiencing  growth  in  terms  of  ma- 
terials, furnishings,  and  program. 

This  growth  is  continuing  to  make  the  library  a  more  essential 
partner  in  the  instructional  process.  During  this  past  year  tremen- 
dous improvements  have  been  made  in  the  quality  and  depth  of  our 
book  and  periodical  collections.  Our  students  and  teachers  are 
genuinely  enthused  about  the  wide  variety  of  materials  available. 
This  is  evidenced  by  the  constant  use  of  the  facility  and  its  materials 
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a  fine  indication  of  the  quality  of  instruction  going  on  in  our  high 
school. 

Improvements  in  furnishings  and  equipment  are  serving  to  pro- 
vide some  convenience  for  the  many  students  and  teachers  who  use 
the  library  each  day.  The  new  shelving  has  been  a  most  meaningful 
addition,  allowing  more  accessible  distribution  of  our  growing  book 
collection. 

Active  cooperation  has  been  continuing  between  the  high  school 
and  town  libraries.  The  town  librarian  and  I  have  worked  out  a 
system  whereby  students  are  allowed  to  use  the  town  library  each 
school  day  during  its  regular  hours.  However,  because  of  the  high 
school's  present  security  precautions  the  door  connecting  the  high 
school  and  the  town  library  is  not  to  be  used. 

I  am  hopeful  that  positive  growth  will  continue  with  our  students 
benefiting  as  a  result.

CHORAL  MUSIC 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

Classes  in  the  Junior  High  are  progressing  more  realistically 
this  year  as  much  time  and  effort  has  been  spent  in  rescheduling. 
Most  General  Music  Classes  are  now  meeting  twice  weekly.  Our 
concern  was  in  the  scheduling  of  a  Junior  High  Chorus  and  Band. 
Now  with  the  introduction  of  the  new  Activity  Period,  we  hope  to  see 
this  portion  of  our  program  developed  to  its  fullest. 

Both  Junior  and  Senior  High  will  again  be  represented  at  the 
annual  SEMSBA  auditions  and  hopefully  in  the  two  Festivals  as  well. 

The  High  School  Chorus  will  have  four  representatives  taking 
part  in  this  year's  Southeast  District  Concert  Festival  to  be  held  in 
January  at  Somerset,  Mass.  Two  of  our  senior  young  men  have  also 
been  recommended  for  the  All  State  Music  Festival  to  be  held  in 
Chicopee  in  April.  We  are  very  proud  that  our  school  has  received 
this  recognition  and  most  grateful  to  the  School  Department  and 
School  Committee  for  encouraging  this  participation. 

Both  Junior  and  Senior  High  Choruses  will  also  be  taking  part  in 
the  Christmas  concerts  in  the  High  School  as  well  as  performing  at 
the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  in  a  portion  of  their  holiday  program. 
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The  large  and  enthusiastic  response  to  the  Junior  High  Choral 
program  has  been  particularly  gratifying.  Over  fifty  of  these  young 
people  joined  with  the  High  School  Chorus  in  welcoming  Santa  Claus 
at  the  Annual  Pearl  Harbor  and  Santa  Parade  held  December  6th. 

Both  choruses  are  busily  rehearsing  audition  and  Festival  music 
while  at  the  same  time  building  a  repertoire  to  present  during  the 
annual  Spring  Concert  and  Graduation  exercises. 

General  Music  classes  are  enjoying  the  new  Orff  percussion  in- 
struments in  use  here  for  the  first  time.  These  consist  of  Marim- 
bas, Orchestra  Bells,  Drums,  tambourines,  maracas,  cymbals, 
etc.  The  bells  and  marimbas  have  been  especially  helpful  in  teach- 
ing the  young  people  to  read  music  and  enabling  them  to  find  imme- 
diate success  with  the  lettered  keys  guiding  them  in  playing  simple 
melodies.  I  feel  that  active  participation  is  doing  much  to  alleviate 
apathy  among  our  teenagers. 

Many  of  the  upper  classmen  in  our  High  School  have  expressed 
their  desire  to  participate  in  other  music  electives.  Hopefully  in  the 
near  future  we  will  be  able  to  offer  these  young  people  a  wider  choice 
of  electives  in  the  Arts.  (Music  Appreciation,  Harmony  and  Theory, 
etc. )  At  present  there  is  but  Chorus  and  Band  available  to  them. 

It  has  been  said  that  music  is  the  universal  language.  Perhaps 
it  is  through  this  approach  that  we  will  be  able  to  "bridge  the  gap" 
of  understanding  between  the  adults  and  todays  adolescents.

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  instrumental  music  department  of  the  West  Bridgewater 
School  System  encompasses  the  following  outlines: 

1.  Homogeneous  instrumental  instructions  on  all  the  band 
instruments  at  the  third  &  fourth  grade  levels,  free  of  charge 
for  one  year.  Third  grade  instructions  have  been  inaugurated 
in  order  to  supplement  the  student  school  population  at  the 
fourth  grade  level. 

2.  The  middle  school  instrumental  program  engulfs  the  second 
&  third  year  students  who  have  completed  the  beginners' 
phase  of  instruction.  They  are  made  up  of  mostly  students 
in  grade  five  and  six.  Out  of  this  evolved  the  "Middle  School 
Band"  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Arthur  Hogan.    This  unit 
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is  expected  to  gain  experience  in  playing  concert  band  music 
as  well  as  performing  on  the  street  as  a  marching  band. 

3.  The  Junior  High  Band  should  be  a  successful  unit  carried 
over  from  the  Middle  School  Band.  Unfortunately,  due  to  a 
non-school  time  rehearsal  schedule  (Tuesday,  after  school) 
the  band  has  not  been  large  enough  even  in  numbers  as  well 
as  quality  to  be  considered  a  "Band"  as  such.  As  late  as 
December,  1970  it  has  been  decided  to  allow  the  Junior  High 
Band  to  meet  during  one  activity  period  per  week.  This  con- 
cept of  proper  scheduling  for  a  school  organization  is  totally 
inadequate.  If  a  quality  school  band  is  to  evolve,  time  for 
band  rehearsals,  exclusive  of  activity  period (s)  should  be  the 
rule.  A  minimum  of  two  school  -  time  rehearsals  for  band 
only  should  be  instituted  in  1971. 

4.  The  High  School  Band,  small  as  it  is,  has  shown  itself 
proudly  to  the  town  during  the  football  games,  the  November 
11th  parage  (Veterans'  Day)  and  the  Christmas  Parade. 

If  the  Junior  High  Band  Schedule  can  be  improved,  the  High 
School  Band  will,  I'm  sure,  not  only  increase  in  size,  but  increase 
in  quality.  The  next  two  years  will  show  a  great  improvement  in  the 
High  School  Band  if  the  above  suggestions  are  implemented. 

May  I  also  suggest  the  following  idea  for  the  betterment  of  the 
music  department  of  our  schools. 

Even  with  the  very  small  staff  in  the  music  department,  too 
small  in  fact;  the  over  all  program  should  be  coordinated  by  one 
individual  in  order  to  make  it  function  more  properly. 

I  strongly  recommend  that  a  music  director  be  appointed  to  co- 
ordinate the  music  program.  West  Bridgewater  is  one  of  the  very 
few  communities  in  our  State  that  has  more  than  one  music  teacher 
yet  hasn't  a  Music  Director.

ELEMENTARY  ART 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

Last  year,  my  first  as  Art  Instructor  for  grades  1-6,  was  un- 
doubtedly one  of  my  most  happy  teaching  years.  I  attribute  this 
mostly  to  the  philosophy  that  Art  is  an  expression  of  one's  feelings 
and  since  one's  thoughts  and  feelings  are  very  personal,  no  two 
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people  should  have  identical  representations.  This  is  probably  the 
only  area  in  the  elementary  grade  structure,  at  least,  where  a 
teacher  is  not  required  to  make  a  judgement  of  right  or  wrong.  It 
is,  therefore,  extremely  important,  I  feel,  for  everyone  to  have 
this  relaxing  experience  of  instruction  with  no  fear  of  failure.  It 
would  be  ideal  if  in  grades  1-3  this  might  be  on  a  weekly  basis 
instead  of  every  other  week,  but  I  would  like  to  commend  these 
teachers  for  supplementing  my  program  when  I  am  not  visiting 
these  classes. 

At  the  end  of  last  year,  as  an  experiment  in  grade  6,  we  had  a 
few  lessons  in  which  pupils  did  research  and  I  showed  slides  of  the 
life  and  work  of  Michaelangelo  and  Van  Gogh.  The  response  was  so 
pleasant  that  starting  this  fall  we  have  done  mini  sketches  of  four 
American  artists  with  an  attempt  to  relate  them  to  a  time  in 
American  history.  Again  time  does  not  allow  us  to  do  too  much 
since  we  still  must  have  time  for  our  own  self  expression.  Ten 
members  from  these  classes  and  I  visited  the  Connick  Studios  in 
Boston  recently  to  see  how  stained  glass  windows  were  made.  We 
were  impressed  by  the  amount  of  time  that  was  involved,  beginning 
on  the  drawing  board  to  the  finished  window.  It  was  very  gratifying 
to  me  when  the  boys  and  girls  then  visited  the  Fine  Arts  Museum  to 
see  their  excitement  upon  seeing  the  originals  of  Homer,  Whistler, 
Eakins,  Sargent  and  others  we  hope  to  study  or  had  briefly  mentioned 
in  class.  Hopefully  next  year,  I  would  like  to  start,  in  a  small  way, 
Art  Appreciation  in  all  grades  1-6.  At  this  lower  grade  level  we 
would  display  selected  prints  and  very  briefly  discuss  the  picture 
and  artist.  In  the  same  way  I  hope  to  build  an  art  vocabulary  so 
that  when  these  children  are  ready  for  Junior  High,  they  have  a 
fairly  good  knowledge  of  various  art  media  and  methods  of  expres- 
sion. 

I  could  not  conclude  this  report  without  thanking  all  with  whom  I 
work  and  all  administrators  under  whom  I  work.  Without  their 
genuine  interest  in  my  area  and  response  to  my  requests,  my  job 
could  not  be  as  meaningful  and  in  turn  as  stimulating  to  my  pupils.

ATHLETICS 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  purpose  of  the  athletic  program  at  West  Bridgewater  High 
School  is  to  help  students  develop  certain  values,  attitudes,  skills 
and  a  competitive  spirit  which  will  to  make  them  contributing  help 
citizens  during  their  adult  life.    By  combining  our  efforts  with  those 
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of  the  academic  phase  of  the  school  program  we  are  able  to  accom- 
plish these  objectives.  We  feel  that  a  person  must  be  able  to  handle 
both  victory  and  defeat  and  hopefully  he  becomes  a  better  person 
with  each  day  of  participation. 

During  the  1970  school  year  we  expanded  our  program  to  include 
tennis.  During  the  winter  season  we  had  24  boys  on  the  varsity  and 
junior  varsity  basketball  teams,  18  boys  on  the  freshman  team,  and 
65  boys  on  the  junior  high  team.  The  girls  varsity  and  junior  varsity 
teams  had  40  participants.  There  were  a  total  of  147  participants 
during  the  winter  season.  In  the  spring  we  had  30  boys  involved  in 
high  school  baseball,  25  boys  in  junior  high  and  high  school  track, 
13  boys  in  tennis,  14  boys  in  golf  and  30  boys  in  junior  high  baseball. 
The  girls  had  30  participants  in  softball.  During  the  Spring  there 
were  a  total  of  132  participants.  The  fall  season  found  24  boys  on 
our  very  successful  football  team  which  compiled  an  8  win-1  loss 
record.  We  had  37  boys  in  freshman  football,  24  boys  in  cross 
country  and  30  girls  in  field  hockey.  There  was  a  total  of  115  par- 
ticipants during  fall  sports. 

The  athletic  program  continues  to  stress  student  discipline.  We 
feel  two  major  ideas  taught  in  our  program  are  discipline  and  re- 
sponsibility and  we  will  continue  our  efforts  in  these  endeavors.  We 
have  had  many  compliments  regarding  the  appearance  and  actions  of 
our  representatives  from  other  towns  and  I  know  this  will  continue.

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requires  "team  work"  which  is  evident  in  our  program.

MAINTENANCE 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1970. 

The  largest  projects  completed  this  year  were;  the  installing  of 
all  new  lockers  in  the  boys'  locker  rooms  at  the  High  School,  all  the 
rooms  in  that  area  were  completely  repainted,  much  of  the  interior 
of  the  Sunset  Avenue  School  was  repainted,  a  new  leaching  area  for 
the  sewerage  system  of  the  latter  school  was  put  into  service,  the 
bleachers  alongside  the  football  field  were  repaired  and  repainted, 
and  another  section  of  the  play  area  at  the  Spring  Street  School  was 
hot-topped. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  men  have  carried  out  a  number  of 
repairs  on  the  schools  as  well  as  building  work  and  storage  areas 
for  special  teachers,  repairing  furniture,  and  building  equipment 
and  fixtures  for  use  in  the  classrooms. 

Work  started  on  the  replacement  of  the  second  story  roof  section 
at  the  High  School  and  was  progressing  well  until  the  severe  weather 
of  early  December  necessitated  a  temporary  halt  to  the  project  which 
will  be  resumed  in  early  spring.  In  November  termites  were  dis- 
covered in  the  gymnasium  floor  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  call 
upon  an  exterminating  firm  to  eliminate  this  problem. 

Vandalism  reached  unusually  high  proportions  toward  the  end  of 
the  1969-1970  school  year  but  this  fall  it  has  returned  to  a  much 
more  normal  rate.  Window  breakage  has  actually  been  less  in  1970 
than  in  previous  years.  Undoubtedly  the  generally  high  caliber  of 
our  young  people  and  good  police  protection  have  contributed  to  this 
reduced  breakage. 

Due  to  the  several  bomb  scares  since  school  opened  and  because 
of  the  increasing  amount  of  equipment  in  the  building  the  School 
Committee  has  established  24  hour  security  on  the  High  School  with 
the  hiring  of  a  night  watchman. 

We  have  problems  from  time  to  time  but  with  the  help  of  good 
custodians,  maintenance  men,  principals,  teachers,  and  the  School 
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Committee  they  are  taken  care  of.  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  help 
and  understanding  and  I  am  looking  forward  to  next  year.

WEST  BRIDGEWATER 
TOWN  HALL 

The  pen-and-ink  drawing  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Town  Hall  on  the  front  cover  was 
done  by  Robert  S.  Eckstrom  of  208  Matfield  Street  and  presented  as  a  gift  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  via  Chairman  George  V.  Hollertz,  Jr.,  a  neighbor.  Bob,  a  native  of 
Brockton,  who  has  lived  in  town  for  the  past  four  years,  is  a  graduate  of  Wentworth 
Institute  and  a  U.  S.  Army  veteran.  He  is  employed  as  a  Group  Leader  (Draftsman)  with 
the  Honeywell  Co.,  but  his  hobbies  are  photography  and  India-ink  drawings;  along  with 
being  a  "Town  History"  buff. 

There  is  no  Colonial  significance  in  the  two-story  frame  Hall,  as  it  was  built  in  1894 
by  the  West  Bridgewater  Grange  nearly  250  years  after  the  first  settlement.  However,  it 
does  have  special  significance  in  the  growth  of  the  town,  for  it  was  in  1911  on  March  31, 
that  residents  voted  to  purchase  the  "Grange  Hall"  and  land  and  to  authorize  borrowing 
$7,825  for  the  purchase  price.  The  following  year,  $1,000  was  voted  to  build  an  addition 
for  Town  Offices.  On  March  1 1,  1940,  the  sum  of  $3,000  was  voted  for  two  additional 
offices.  In  1966,  after  the  Town  had  turned  down  construction  of  a  new  Town  Hall,  it 
was  voted  on  March  14  to  renovate  the  Town  Offices  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $61,700. 
Change  in  the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  is  emphasized  by  the  above  figures.

A  meeting  of  which  the  inhabitants  of  West  Bridgewater,  qualified  to  vote  in  election 
were  duly  warned,  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  High  School  Gymnasium,  by 
the  Moderator,  John  C.  Eldridge.  Invocation  was  given  by  Rev.  Alfred  Luce  of  the 
W.  B.  Baptist  Church. 

Warrant  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Anna  E.  Brown.  Board  of  Registrars  noted  448 
voters  present.

Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $15,000.00  be  appropriated  to  be  expended  by 
the  Highway  Department  at  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  drainage 
installations,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $7,000.00  be  transferred  from 
the  Culverts- Maple  Street  Account,  the  sum  of  $4,264.00  be  transferred  from  the 
Drainage-North  Main  Street  Account  and  the  sum  of  $3,736.00  be  raised  in  the  1971  tax 
levy. 

Upon  a  unanimous  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  39.  Opinion  from  Town  Counsel  that  this  article  was  not  properly  before  the 
meeting  no  action  was  taken. 

Article  40.  No  action  taken,  not  properly  before  the  meeting. 

Article  41.  No  action  taken. 

Article  42.  Moved:  that  the  Town  By-Law  XXIV  "Earth  Removal"  be  amended  by 
renumbering  the  present  Section  10  to  become  Section  11,  and  adding  a  new  Section  10 
which  reads  as  follows:  "No  person  shall  fill  or  cover  over  or  cause  to  be  filled  or  covered 
over,  topsoil  or  loam  with  sand,  gravel,  stone,  fill  of  any  nature,  or  any  substance 
whatever,  which  will  permanently  change  the  nature  of  the  land  and/ or  render  such  soil 
or  loam  inaccessible  or  unusable.  Both  person  or  persons  causing  same  to  be  done  or 
person  or  persons  doing  the  filling  or  covering  shall  be  equally  and  separately  liable 
under  this  By-Law." 

Upon  vote,  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Article  43.  Moved:  that  a  Council  on  Aging  be  established  consisting  of  nine 
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members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  members  to  serve  for  a  period  of 
three  years  except  for  the  first  year  when  three  members  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year, 
three  members  for  two  years,  and  three  members  for  three  years.  The  duties  of  said 
Council  on  Aging  shall  be: 

1.  Identify  the  total  needs  of  the  community's  elderly  population. 

2.  Educate  the  community  and  enlist  support  and  participation  of  all  citizens 
concerning  these  needs. 

3.  Design,  promote  or  implement  service  to  fill  these  needs,  or  coordinate  present 
existing  services  in  the  community. 

4.  Promote  and  support  programs  which  are  designed  to  assist  elderly  programs  in 
the  community. 

Said  Council  on  Aging  shall  cooperate  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
shall  be  cognizant  of  all  state  and  federal  legislation  concerning  funding,  information 
exchanges,  and  program  planning  which  exist  for  better  community  programming  for  the 
elderly. 

Said  Council  on  Aging  shall  give  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  a 
copy  of  that  report  directed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Commission  on 
Aging. 

Upon  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  44.  Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $100.00  be  appropriated  to  be  used  by  the 
Council  on  Aging  for  expenses  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Council. 

Upon  vote,  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Article  45.  Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $100.00  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the 
Plymouth  County  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  (Plymouth  County  Extension 
Service)  and  that  Clifford  H.  Carlson  be  appointed  as  Town  Director  as  provided  in 
Sections  41  and  42  of  Revised  Chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws. 

Upon  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  46.  Moved:  that  the  Town  accept  the  new  Columbus  Avenue  as  a  public  way, 
as  laid  out  and  constructed  by  Bowden  Homes,  Inc.,  and  as  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  starting  at  the  end  of  the  existing  Columbus  Avenue 
and  extending  to  the  Bridge  water-West  Bridgewater  Line. 

Upon  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  47.  Moved:  the  Town  vote  to  support  proposed  revenue-sharing  programs 
which  will  be  before  the  92nd  United  States  Congress  (1971)  for  the  purpose  of 
acquiring  additional  revenues  to  assist  in  alleviating  demands  currently  imposed  on  local, 
property  taxes,  and  to  inform  the  entire  Massachusetts  Congressional  delegation  of  this 
positive  action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Upon  vote,  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Motion  made:  that  the  Town  vote  an  expression  of  their  appreciation  to  Mr.  Arthur 
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Pagani  of  West  Bridge  water  for  his  donation  of  approximately  7  acres  of  land  in  Flaggy 
Meadow  to  the  Conservation  Commission  and  that  the  Town  Clerk  so  notify  Mr.  Pagani 
of  this  Resolution.

General  Laws  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  Town  thereof  payable  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  so  that  the  full  loan  shall  be  payable  one 
year  from  date  of  issue  and  that  the  Conservation  Commission  be  authorized  to  seek 
reimbursement  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  Federal  Government  and  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  toward  the  acquisition  cost 
of  such  land  and  that  any  funds  so  received  shall  be  applied  toward  paying  off  any  note 
or  notes. 

Upon  a  ballot  vote  of  Yes-  111,  No- 182,  motion  lost. 

Article  2.  Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Council  on 
Aging  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  be  transferred  from  Surplus 
Revenue  Account. 

Upon  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  3.  Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $2,025.00  be  appropriated  to  have  a  Soil  Survey 
made  of  the  Town,  under  the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board,  and  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  sum  of  $2,025.00  be  transferred  from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account. 

Upon  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  4.  Moved:  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  seven  to  study  and  review  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  and  to  report 
to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  or  Special  Town  Meeting,  any  recommendations  for 
amending  the  Zoning  By-Laws  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  use  of  the 
committee  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $500.00  be  transferred  from  the 
Surplus  Revenue  Account. 

Upon  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  5.  Moved:  the  Town  By-Law  Article  XIX  be  amended  by  adding: 
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Section  7.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  in  any  park  or  town  owned  land  and 
designated  by  the  Selectmen  as  being  restricted,  from  Vi  hour  after  sunset  to  Vi  hour  after 
sunrise,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  unless  a  written  permit  has  been  issued  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Forestry  and  Park  Department,  which  permit  must  have  been 
obtained  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  Use  or  occupancy  of  any  Town  Park  in 
violation  of  this  section  shall  constitute  a  trespass  and  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not 
to  exceed  $50.00  for  the  first  offense.  The  Police  Department  of  the  Town  shall  have  the 
authority  to  enforce  this  By-Law  and  shall  have  the  power  of  arrest  of  such  persons 
violating  the  same." 

Motion  made  to  amend  the  motion  to  read:  a  written  permit  has  been  issued  by  the 
Police  Department  in  place  of  Superintendent  of  the  Forestry  and  Park  Department. 

Upon  unanimous  vote,  motion  and  amendment  carried. 

Article  6.  Moved:  that  the  Town  vote  to  postpone  the  printing  of  the  tax  list  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1971  until  the  Annual  Report  of  1972  in  which  report  the  tax  lists 
for  the  years  1971  and  1972  be  included  and  thereafter  the  tax  list  be  printed  each  three 
years  starting  with  the  Annual  Report  of  1975. 

Motion  amended  to  publish  the  tax  list  in  1971  Annual  Report  and  in  1972  Annual 
Report  to  publish  1971  &  1972  Tax  List.  Upon  vote,  amendment  carried.  Upon  vote, 
motion  and  amendment  carried. 

Article  7.  Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  but  less  than  sixteen  inches  in  diameter  on 
West  Street,  on  Matfield  Street,  on  North  Main  Street,  and  on  East  Center  Street  and  to 
meet  said  appropriation,  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  under  authority  of  Chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  Town  therefor  payable  in  accordance 
with  the  provisons  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  so  that  the  full  loan  shall  be  paid 
in  not  more  than  5  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  note,  and  that  the  sum  of 
$5,000.00  be  transferred  from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account. 

Upon  a  unanimous  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  8.  Moved:  that  the  sum  of  $700.00  be  appropriated  to  install  a  heating  unit 
in  the  garage  in  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  used  by  the  Tree  Warden's  Department  and  to 
meet  said  appropriations,  the  sum  of  $700.00  be  transferred  from  the  Surplus  Revenue 
Account.

Said  Committee  to  consist  of  fourteen  West 
Bridgewater  residents  as  follows:  seven  young  people  between  the  ages  of  14  and  21. 
Five  to  be  chosen  by  those  who  frequent  War  Memorial  Park,  to  represent  them;  one  boy 
and  one  girl  to  be  elected  by  the  student  body  from  the  Student  Council  of  West 
Bridgewater  High  School.  The  remaining  members  to  be  elected  by  the  seven  previously 
mentioned  young  people  as  follows:  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one 
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member  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Police  Department,  one  School  Administrator 
School  Committee  Member,  one  member  of  the  Clergy,  and  three  parents.

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CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 

1971  was  the  busiest  year  in  the  history  of  the  Commission  since  it  was  organized  in 
1965  with  18  meetings  and  a  variety  of  activity.  The  proposal  to  acquire  the  former 
Foye  Farm  accounted  for  much  of  the  activity  with  some  200  hours  going  into  it  before 
it  was  defeated  at  the  October  special  town  meeting. 

The  Commissioners  acquired  3.47  acres  along  Willow  and  Elm  Brooks  which  became 
part  of  the  Elm  Square  Brook  Green  Belt  project  which  is  slated  to  run  from  North  Elm 
St.  across  Spring  St.  to  North  Main  St.  and  then  to  the  Town  River  along  Elm  Square 
and  Willow  Brooks.  Nineteen  acres  have  already  been  acquired  including  Woodcock 
Chase  Conservation  Area.  When  completed  the  green  belt  will  provide  much  needed 
water  storage  for  run  off  from  rain  and  melting  snow,  especially  important  with  plans 
being  made  to  develop  the  old  Reed  farm  on  Spring  St.  which  will  drastically  increase 
the  rate  of  run-off.  It  will  also  provide  much  needed  habitat  for  wildlife  and  provide 
passive  recreation  for  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  with  its  interesting  trails  and 
walkways.  To  identify  the  area,  a  large  attractive  sign  was  erected  on  the  entrance  on 
North  Elm  St.  The  emphasis  of  the  Commission  has  been  and  will  be  the  acquisition  and 
protection  of  the  town's  wetlands.  A  little  recognized  function  is  the  conversion  of 
harmful  nitrates  from  auto  exhaust  emissions  and  fertilizers  into  nitrogen  gas  by  certain 
nitrogen  fixing  bacteria  found  only  in  fresh  water  marsh. 

A  demonstration  woodlot  is  being  developed  in  the  Woodcock  Conservation  Area  to 
show  the  proper  forestry  techniques  to  interested  persons  and  to  improve  the  quality  of 
the  white  pine  stand.  The  regional  forester  from  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Parks 
Department  of  Natural  Resources  has  made  an  initial  survey  and  will  continue  to  assist 
the  Commissioners  in  thinning  and  marketing  the  resulting  pulpwood. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Parks  also  made  a  survey  of  the  West  Meadow  Wildlife 
Area  and  Mill  Pond  area  at  the  request  of  the  Commission  to  determine  the  recreational 
potential  of  the  area  and  to  make  recommendations  in  that  regard.  The  Commissioners 
are  now  awaiting  the  report. 

The  Commission  arranged  with  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  to  place  two  trash 
barrels  in  the  West  Meadow  Wildlife  Area  and  with  the  West  Bridgewater  Forest  and  Park 
Department  to  empty  them  weekly.  Now  much  trash  that  was  dumped  in  the  parking  lot 
and  water  reaches  the  town  dump  instead. 

A  photometric  water  analyzer  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  has  been  constantly 
used  in  testing  water  samples  from  rivers  and  streams  in  West  Bridgewater  and  nearby 
towns  by  members  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Student  Conservation  Group.  Water  quality 
in  West  Bridgewater  is  not  too  bad  except  in  the  Salisbury  Plain  River  which  is  grossly 
polluted  by  the  City  of  Brockton  sewage  treatment  plant  and  certain  industrial  firms. 
They  are  responsible  for  one  firm  in  Brockton  ceasing  to  pollute  the  river  and  tying  into 
the  sewer  system.  Also  one  residential  polluter  was  discovered  in  West  Bridgewater  with 
certain  waste  water  going  into  the  same  river.  Official  complaint  was  made  to  the  Board 
of  Health  but  the  situation  remains  uncorrected.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  water  analyzer 
has  been  an  unqualified  success,  both  a  watchdog  on  water  pollution  and  as  an 
educational  tool  for  the  young  people  in  the  Student  Conservation  Group. 
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Members  of  the  Commission  participated  in  a  clean  up  of  physical  debris  in  the 
Salisbury  Plain  River  in  May  of  1971.  This  was  organized  by  the  West  Bridgewater 
Student  Conservation  Group  and  covered  from  Perkins  Ave.  in  Brockton  to  the  East 
Bridgwater  line.  Many  truck  loads  of  every  imaginable  item  from  tires  to  dead  animals 
were  removed.  This  clean-up  was  only  a  beginning  as  much  still  remains  to  be  removed. 
Signs  of  interest  in  Brockton  are  now  emerging  toward  cleaning  up  their  portion  of  the 
river  which  is  encouraging. 

In  October  the  Commissioners  organized  a  clean  up  of  Maple  St.  from  Pleasant  St.  to 
the  Hockomock  River  and  of  the  Town  River  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Park.  Many  members 
of  the  Student  Conservation  Group  assisted  along  with  trucks  from  the  Highway 
Department  and  Forest  and  Park  Department  in  removing  two  large  loads  of  trash 
including  two  refrigerators  and  two  mammoth  tires  from  the  Hockomock  River.  A 
second  clean  up  of  these  two  areas  is  needed  in  1972  to  completely  finish  cleaning  up 
years  of  accumulated  debris. 

The  Commission  was  represented  by  its  secretary  at  a  legislative  hearing  in  Boston  to 
oppose  an  access  road  from  Rte.  28  in  West  Bridgewater  toRtes.  95  and  495.  The  bill 
sponsored  by  the  Brockton  Chamber  of  Commerce  would  have  seen  West  Bridgewater 
cut  in  half  had  it  passed  but  was  fortunately  defeated  in  Committee. 

The  Commissioners  were  also  represented  at  a  hearing  on  the  bill  to  appropriate 
monies  to  acquire  the  Hockomock  Swamp  by  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game. 
Fortunately  $5,000,000.  was  appropriated  and  acquisition  is  just  getting  underway.  This 
is  a  source  of  great  pride  because  the  bill  had  its  beginning  as  a  result  of  discussions 
between  the  Commission  and  certain  officials  of  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game. 
Preservation  of  this  huge  area  in  five  towns  and  Taunton  will  retain  an  area  rich  in  Indian 
lore  and  artifacts  and  the  nearest  thing  to  virgin  wilderness  on  the  northeast  seaboard. 
The  Hockomock  is  also  a  vast  water  retention  area  important  in  changing  the  ground 
water  supply  and  holding  run-off.  Without  it  there  would  be  devastating  floods  to  the 
south  and  lowering  of  the  water  table  which  would  be  detrimental  to  those  towns  which 
depend  upon  wells  for  their  water  supply. 

A  natural  resources  master  plan  was  completed  by  the  Commission  and  approved  by 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  which  once  again  makes  the  town  eligible  to 
participate  in  self-help  programs,  whereby  the  state  reimburses  the  town  50%  of  the 
purchase  price  of  approved  conservation  acquisitions.  The  plan  depicts  on  a  map  those 
conservation  areas  already  owned  by  the  town  and  those  proposed  to  be  acquired  with 
emphasis  on  river  and  stream  banks  and  wetlands  as  well  as  elaborating  upon 
Commission  plans  in  other  environmental  areas  such  as  recycling  and  woodlot 
management. 

A  proposal  was  submitted  to  the  County  Commissioners  to  purchase  certain  wetlands 
along  the  Town  River  with  County  conservation  funds  but  at  the  moment  it  appears  that 
county  funds  will  be  spent  on  a  most  worthwhile  acquisition  of  the  Indian  Head  River  in 
Pembroke  and  Hanson.  The  County  Commissioners  are  undertaking  an  acquisition 
program  to  supplement  the  towns  in  the  County  and  have  established  an  advisory 
committee  in  this  area  upon  which  the  Commission  is  represented. 

The  preservation  of  a  quality  environment  in  West  Bridgewater  will  require 
considerable  effort  and  the  expenditure  of  funds  over  the  1970's  to  clean  up  the  rivers 
and  streams  and  to  acquire  and  preserve  enough  wetlands  and  other  natural  areas  as 
possible.  The  Commissioners  feel  that  the  coming  ten  years  will  tell  the  story  and  shape 
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West  Bridgewater's  destiny.  It  is  felt  that  land  will  be  scarce  and  very  expensive  by  that 
time.  In  these  coming  years  the  Commissioners  plan  to  continue  a  moderate  scale  of 
acquisition  which  will  find  the  town  in  fairly  good  shape.  The  importance  of  preserving 
wetlands  cannot  be  overlooked  or  underestimated.  At  the  moment  the  three  areas  the 
Commissioners  are  concentrating  on  are  the  Elm  Square  Green  Belt  Project,  Flaggy 
Meadow  along  West  Meadow  Brook,  and  the  river  banks  along  the  Town  River.  Much 
wetland  area  will  be  preserved  as  a  result  as  well  as  retaining  public  access  to  these  rivers 
and  streams. 

The  Commissioners  look  forward  to  another  busy  year  in  1972  and  also  wish  to 
express  their  appreciation  for  the  cheerful  assistance  rendered  during  1971  by  the 
following:  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Anna  Brown,  Forest  and  Park  Department, 
Highway  Department,  Atty.  Willis  A.  Downs,  Atty.  Joseph  Linehan,  Charles  Pickering, 
Roy  Anderson  of  Hanson,  Miss  Barbara  Hayward,  Mr.  John  Fish  of  the  Division  of 
Conservation  Services,  Mr.  Russell  Weeks  of  the  Division  of  Forest  and  Parks,  Mr.  Wayne 
Hanley  of  the  Mass.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Council  on  Aging  was  held  April  22,  1971,  with 
Joseph  L.  Greaney,  Community  Co-ordinator,  Office  of  Services  to  Older  Americans, 
Dept.  of  Community  Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth,  presiding  at  the  election  of  officers, 
and  also  explaining  the  aims  and  policies  of  Councils  on  Aging,  which  are  oficially 
designated  agencies  to  evaluate,  promote  and  encourage  new  and  existing  activities  and 
services  for  older  Americans. 

Up  to  January  1,  1972,  8  monthly  meetings  and  1  Special  Meeting  have  been  held.  In 
order  to  learn  of,  and  plan  to  provide  for,  the  needs  of  the  older  residents,  the  Council 
prepared  and  mailed  a  questionnaire  to  all  60  years  of  age  and  over,  totalling  over  700 
residents.  The  fine  response  to  this  survey  is  providing  much  information.  Merchants  of 
the  town  and  others  were  contacted,  and  the  splendid  cooperation  received  resulted  in  a 
total  of  23  merchants  participating  in  giving  services  or  discounts  to  those  65  years  of 
age  or  over.  To  assist  in  this,  the  Council  has  made  available  Identification  Cards,  to 
those  eligible,  together  with  a  list  of  the  services  or  discounts.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mrs.  Anna  E.  Brown,  Town  Clerk,  for  her  assistance  and  thoughtfulness. 

The  West  Bridgewater  School  Committee  has  also  recognized  the  needs  of  the  Senior 
Citizens  and  voted  to  allow  free  admission  to  all  public  school  athletic  events  for  those 
65  years  of  age  and  over. 

The  Council  is  presently  exploring  possibilities  for  a  Hot  Lunch  Program  and  a 
much-needed  Drop-In  Center  for  the  Elderly,  and  are  also  working  on  a  Budget. 

Members  have  attended  a  Tri-town  Council  meeting  and  delegates  have  attended  3 
Southeastern  Regional  Councils  on  Aging  meetings,  one  of  which  was  a  work  meeting  to 
assist  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  in  compiling  a  Directory  of  Resources  to 
the  Elderly  in  Massachusetts.  This  Directory  will  be  made  available  to  Councils  for 
referrals  and  long-range  planning. 

As  requested,  each  month  a  report  of  the  activities  of  this  Council  is  sent  by  the 
Secretary  to  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs. 

Council  members  are  grateful  for  the  cooperation  received  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Mrs.  Anna  E.  Brown,  Town  Clerk,  members  of  Town  Departments,  and  from 
many  townspeople,  for  all  the  assistance  received  in  our  attempts  to  design,  promote  or 
implement  services  in  order  to  fill  the  needs  of  our  elder  citizens.

To  the  Residents  of  West  Bridge  water: 

The  street  trees  of  a  town  are  the  heritage  of  its  people.  Your  Tree  Warden  stands  as  a 
trustee  for  the  people  to  preserve  and  develop  that  heritage.  This  role  often  brings  him 
into  contact  with  commercial  contractors,  public  utility  arborists  and  engineers  from 
power  companies  and  gas  companies  as  they  try  to  serve  the  public  in  their  special  way. 
Any  conflict  must  be  resolved  in  the  public  interest.  Frequently  the  Tree  Warden 
functions  as  a  go-between  in  resolving  public  relations  questions. 

The  Tree  Warden  has  an  impressive  bag  of  tricks  including  skills  of  mangement, 
technical  tree  removal,  planting,  and  fighting  insects  and  plant  diseases.  His  contact  with 
the  scientific  world  through  the  university  and  his  contacts  with  the  practical  world 
through  other  colleagues  both  serve  to  keep  his  skills  up-to-date  in  an  ever  changing 
world.  As  an  employee  and  representative  of  the  people  of  West  Bridgewater,  I  have 
strived  to  provide  a  sound  uniform  tree  policy  with  quality  workmanship. 

As  has  been  the  case  in  other  departments,  there  has  been  an  ever  increasing 
workload  on  the  Forestry  and  Parks  Department  over  the  past  several  years  due  in  part 
to  an  increase  in  town  population,  progress  and  various  co-operative  activities.  In  an 
effort  to  cope  with  this  mounting  workload,  the  department  has  and  is  now  using 
modern  tree  equipment  and  methods.  To  accomplish  the  work  schedule  in  1971,  the 
department's  experienced  employees  have  aptly  handled  all  the  tasks  laid  before  them. 

Tree  removal:  A  total  of  118  trees  were  removed  along  town  streets.  The  Dutch  Elm 
disease,  though  not  as  prevalent  as  in  past  years  but  still  evident,  claimed  42  elms.  Many 
stumps  of  these  removals  are  cut  below  the  ground  level  by  a  hired  stump  cutting 
machine  thus  eliminating  unsightly  and  dangerous  stumps  left  from  tree  removal. 

Tree  planting:  During  the  Spring  and  Fall  planting  season,  a  total  of  104  trees  were 
planted  along  the  town's  ways.  These  were  sugar  and  Norway  maples,  Crimson  King 
maples,  Mountain  Ash,  Flowering  Crabapples,  Lindens,  Ginko  and  Sycamores.  Most  of 
these  were  taken  from  the  department's  shade  tree  nursery. 

Spraying:  All  town  elms  received  a  dormant  spray  in  the  spring  and  all  street  trees 
were  applied  a  foliar  spray  during  the  growing  season.  Individual  outbreaks  of  various 
insects  were  controlled  by  spraying  areas  as  located  or  reported  to  the  department.  Many 
hours  were  expended  fogging  or  mist  blowing  to  relieve  the  adult  mosquito  problem. 
This  is  not  a  required  service  of  this  department  but  if  we  have  a  one-week  notice  of  an 
outdoor  function  such  as  a  lawn  party  or  cookout,  we  will  gladly  spray,  affording 
temporary  relief  from  this  troublesome  insect.  Hornets  an  wasps  were  a  prevalent 
nuisance  during  the  past  summer.  When  homeowners  contacted  this  department  in 
regard  to  these  insects,  the  nests  on  the  outside  of  residences  were  removed  as  part  of 
our  services  but  if  they  were  found  inside  homes,  the  homeowner  was  advised  to  enlist 
the  services  of  an  exterminator.  Three  aerial  applications  of  1000  acres  were  applied  by 
helicopter  for  adult  mosquito  control  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Health. 

Parks  and  Greens:  War  Memorial  Park,  13  town  greens  and  6  town  owned  cemeteries 
were  regularly  fertilized,  mowed  and  trimmed  during  the  growing  season.  Geraniums  and 
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annual  flowers  were  planted  in  many  beds  throughout  the  park  in  an  effort  to  keep  this 
area  the  beauty  spot  it  was  originally  planned  for.  Memorial  Baseball  Field  was  also 
fertilized  and  regularly  mowed  and  trimmed  weekly. 

The  care  of  existing  trees  by  cabling,  pruning,  tree  surgery  and  fertilizing;  the 
maintenance  of  the  Town  Nursery  and  Town  Forest;  repairing  and  maintaining  much  of 
our  own  equipment;  co-operative  work  with  other  town  departments  are  all  part  of  our 
obligation  to  the  townspeople. 

As  Tree  Warden,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  all  members  of  this 
department  for  their  cooperation  and  faithfulness  in  carrying  out  their  duties,  also,  to  all 
other  Town  departments  and  officials  who  in  the  past  year  have  given  of  themselves  and 
their  equipment  whenever  requested.  And  last,  a  thank  you  to  all  citizens  who  are  behind 
this  department's  policy  to  make  West  Bridgewater  an  area  of  which  to  be  proud.

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  submit  their  report  to  the  residents  of  West 
Bridgewater. 

Communities  are  changing  . .  .  Libraries  are  changing.  In  order  to  better  ascertain 
these  changing  needs,  the  Library  Trustees  have  made  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the 
town  in  the  form  of  a  questionnaire  carried  out  through  the  schools  and  the  Public 
Library.  Over  800  questionnaires  were  tallied;  library  usage  -  Adult  or  student;  Sug- 
gested library  hours;  Interest  areas  such  as  fiction,  non-fiction,  references,  science, 
mysteries,  childrens'  books,  magazines,  paper  backs,  etc.;  Suggested  improvements.  The 
Library  Trustees  are  still  in  the  process  of  evaluating  these  questionnaires.  They  feel  that 
after  this  careful  evaluation  is  made  that  the  decisions  to  be  made  in  the  coming  year  will 
more  adequately  meet  these  changing  needs  of  the  town.  That  is  our  purpose. 

Under  the  direction  of  our  librarian  Mrs.  Dowd,  there  have  been  outstanding 
exhibits:  Dyslexia,  a  very  high  interest  subject,  had  a  fine  exhibit,  Childrens'  books, 
Circus  time  and  school  displays.  Throughout  the  coming  year,  we  hope  to  interest  local 
clubs  and  organizations  for  future  exhibits. 

This  year  the  library  hours  have  been  increased  to  forty  hours  and  is  now  open 
Friday  from  1  to  5. 

The  board  received  with  regret  the  resignation  as  Chairman,  Mr.  William  Noyes,  Sr. 
He  will  continue  as  a  board  member.  Mr.  Joseph  Utka  was  unanimously  elected  as 
Chairman  of  the  Library  Trustees. 

A  letter  was  received  from  our  librarian  concerning  disruptive  students  after  the 
school  session.  Mrs.  Dowd  was  assured  that  all  available  help  would  be  given  her  and  if 
disruptions  persisted  more  drastic  measures  would  have  to  be  taken. 

Mrs.  Audrey  Johnson  was  elected  as  a  board  member.  She  replaces  Richard  Swann 
who  did  not  seek  re-election. 

The  Trustees  are  aware  of  our  fine  librarian  and  library  staff  and  realize  that  what 
makes  a  library  "go"  and  "grow"  is  directly  related  to  them.  We  thank  them. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  continuous  financial  support  of  the  town,  without  which  none 
of  the  above  would  be  a  reality.

We  continue  to  be  enlarging  our  services  to  the  community  and  increasing  the  size 
and  scope  of  the  collection.  We  were  open  238  days  for  use  of  patrons  and  increased  our 
hours  to  forty  a  week  as  of  September  of  this  year.  Ten  additional  days  were  devoted  to 
weeding,  inventory  and  rearrangement  of  the  collection  in  August.  At  that  time  some  of 
the  metal  shelves  were  painted  and  added  to  the  juvenile  section  to  accommodate  the 
expanding  juvenile  collection. 

The  staff  has  worked  diligently  to  promote  good  public  relations  and  several  new 
services  have  been  added.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alan  Foye  presented  the  library  with  a  3M  Copier 
in  memory  of  Mrs.  Fletcher  and  it  has  proved  very  useful  for  library  business  and  the 
public  is  charge  to  avail  themselves  of  this  service.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Alexander  will  take 
books  to  the  homebound  and  borrowers  may  call  the  library  and  arrange  for  delivery  of 
materials.  Free  materials  such  as  pamphlets  and  reading  lists  have  been  set  out  on  a  rack 
accessible  to  all  and  new  magazines,  recordings  and  books  are  available  in  increasing 
numbers.  The  most  popular  addition  has  been  the  paperbacks  of  which  433  have  been 
donated  and  241  purchased  in  1971.  Circulation  of  these  books  has  been  2,738  the  first 
year.  Bookmobile  acquisitions  were  625  and  interlibrary  loans  of  37  books  allowed  us 
the  use  of  collections  other  than  our  own.  The  reference  corner  was  updated  by  the 
purchase  of  several  new  encyclopedias  at  varying  age  levels  and  many  volumes  previously 
not  in  the  collection.  More  than  1000  reference  questions  were  recorded  and  many 
patrons  availed  themselves  of  our  resources.  Use  by  area  college  students  has  increased 
considerably. 

The  children  were  involved  in  story  hours  and  the  summer  reading  program  was 
planned  to  involve  a  wider  age  range  this  year.  The  circus  theme  inspired  by  Henry 
Watson's  exhibit  of  model  circus  wagons  was  used.  Appropriate  activities  and  refresh- 
ments were  planned  for  each  meeting  and  life-size  cut-outs  of  circus  animals  loaned  by 
the  Willis  family  and  colorful  circus  posters  created  a  circus  atmosphere  in  the  library. 
Prizes  were  awarded  in  the  bookmark  contest  and  participation  in  the  circus  parade 
which  was  held  on  the  library  grounds  to  the  delight  of  children  and  parents.  Ideas  and 
outcomes  of  this  activity  were  shared  with  other  librarians  at  the  fall  meeting  of  the 
Sandwich  Club  of  Children's  Librarians.  Our  use  of  inexpensive  plastic  toys  of  an 
appropriate  nature  in  the  picture  book  corner  has  met  with  enthusiasm  from  our 
preschool  visitors. 

Fifteen  years  ago  the  library  was  open  approximately  13  hours  a  week  and  housed  a 
collection  of  23,122  books.  In  1972  we  hope  to  be  open  for  forty  hours  a  week  and 
provide  access  to  a  book  collection  of  over  36,000  books,  over  1,000  paperbacks  and 
other  materials.  Better  than  5,000  new  books  have  been  processed  by  the  staff  in  the 
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past  two  years.  We  have  received  many  donations  of  interesting  books  and  have 
requested  back  copies  of  magazines  needed  to  round  out  the  periodical  collection  and 
area  much  in  demand  by  students.  Supplementing  the  school  libraries  and  giving 
reference  help  to  individuals  has  kept  the  library  chairs  filled  a  good  many  hours  of  each 
day. 

Coffee  hours  for  adults  between  one  and  two  each  afternoon  during  November  and 
December  have  been  most  popular  and  library  coverage  in  the  local  paper  continues  to 
be  excellent.  We  were  hosts  to  the  Village  Library  Club  and  the  Sandwich  Club  as  well  as 
the  children  and  teachers  from  the  Magic  Carpet  Kindergarten.  The  Librarian  was  invited 
to  speak  to  the  Women's  Fellowship  of  the  Congregational-Unitarian  Church,  the 
Mother's  Club  of  the  Magic  Carpet  Kindergarten,  and  the  Book  Club  sponsored  by  the 
Literature  Committee  of  the  East  Bridgewater  Woman's  Club.  Five  trips  to  Cambridge 
for  bookbuying  were  made,  professional  meetings  attended,  and  several  workshops 
sponsored  by  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension.  Several  members  of  the  staff  have  been 
enrolled  in  college  level  courses  on  librarianship  in  order  to  better  serve  the  community.

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STREET  LIGHTING 
COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Street  Lighting  Committee  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  in  its  constant 
endeavor  to  provide  better  street  lighting  not  only  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  of 
West  Bridgewater  and  their  property,  but  also  as  a  deterrent  to  crime,  has  this  year 
adopted  a  plan  put  forth  by  the  Brockton  Edison  Company  to  remodernize  the  street 
lights  of  West  Bridgewater. 

Brockton  Edison  Company  has  proposed  to  the  City  of  Brockton  and  all  towns 
serviced  by  them  to  remove  all  incandescent  lighting  and  replace  it  with  mercury  vapor 
lights.  The  cost  of  incandescent  lighting  makes  it  prohibitive  to  continue  at  the  present 
rates.  This  plan  as  proposed  will  cover  a  five-year  period  with  a  rate  reduction  in  the 
mercury  vapor  lighting  each  year  until  the  fifth  year  when  the  town  will  be  completely 
modernized.  The  total  cost  to  West  Bridgewater  with  no  new  installations  or  additions 
will  be  approximately  $3,700.00. 

Presently  in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  there  are  277  mercury  vapor  lights  and 
374  incandescent  lights.  Each  street  light  operates  for  approximately  4,000  hours  per 
year.  The  smallest  unit  we  use  (the  1,000  lumen  incandescent  light)  costs  $17.00  per 
year.  These  are  being  changed  to  4,000  lumen  mercury  vapor  lights,  which,  when 
completely  installed,  the  new  rate  will  be  $30.00  per  year.  Therefore,  we  are  obtaining 
more  than  four  times  the  lighting  at  less  than  twice  the  present  rate.  The  larger  lumen 
lights  are  proportionately  higher. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  unanimously  approved  this  proposal  and  for  the  year 
1972  the  Street  Lighting  Committee  recommends  that  Howard  Street,  Spring  Street, 
Crescent  Street,  and  East  Center  Street,  and  portions  of  East  Street,  River  Street,  South 
Elm  Street,  and  West  Center  Streets  be  modernized  as  follows: 


Howard  Street  -  Replace  4000  lumen  incandescent  on  pole  1 
with  7700  lumen  mercury  vapor.  Replace 
2500  lumen  incandescent  lights  on  pole  2,  3, 
5,  6,  7,  8,  10,  11,  and  13  with  7700  lumen 
mercury  vapor.  Replace  1000  lumen  incan- 
descent lights  on  pole  17,  19,  and  21  with 
4000  lumen  mercury  vapor. 


Spring  Street  ~  Remove  1000  lumen  incandescent  rights  from

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LINCOLN  STREET 
COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Lincoln  Street  Study  Group  held  several  meetings  in  1971.  A  field  trip  of  the 
area  with  professional  land-use  planners  was  made.  Discussions  were  held  with  these 
people  and  as  a  result  of  these  talks  and  others,  the  Study  Group  made  two 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  West  Bridgewater  Planning  Board. 
One  was  for  a  "Soil  Survey"  to  be  made  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
Soils  Conservation  Service.  An  appropriation  for  this  was  passed  at  the  last  Special  Town 
Meeting.  The  second  recommendation  was  the  the  Town  Zoning  By-Laws  be  reviewed 
for  possible  changes,  as  there  have  been  no  major  changes  in  them  for  several  years.  A 
committee  was  appointed  at  the  same  Special  Town  Meeting,  for  this  purpose.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Lincoln  Street  Study  Group  that  with  the  soil  survey  as  a  tool  and  an 
up-dating  of  our  zoning  laws  that  the  town  should  investigate  the  possibility  of  having  a 
"Master  Plan"  for  the  town  in  the  near  future.

Soil  investigation  and  ground  water  determination  was  made  at  all  proposed  building 
sites  as  permits  applied  for  installation  of  on-site  sewage  disposal  systems.  Required 
design  and  specifications  are  furnished  and  final  inspection  made  before  backfill. 
Progress  inspections  are  made  as  indicated  or  considered  advisable. 

Repairs  or  additions  to  existing  sewage  disposal  facilities  at  older  houses  are 
investigated,  repair  designed,  and  final  inspection  before  backfill.  Complaints  are 
promptly  investigated  and  resolved  as  soon  as  possible. 

Inspection  of  eating  and  drinking  establishments  is  made  quarterly,  also  bacteria  swab 
tests  of  utensils  used  by  public. 

Investigation  is  made  of  proposed  subdivisions  for  soil  conditions  and  drainage.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

Concern  for  the  environment  has  again  been  a  factor  in  the  Project's  activities  this 
past  year.  Our  continued  efforts  will  be  to  consider  the  problems  of  pollution  and 
ecology  while  carrying  out  an  effective  mosquito  control  program.  Obviously,  indis- 
criminate mass  applications  of  hard  pesticides  by  aircraft  or  ground  equipment  is  a  think 
of  the  past.  By  carefully  following  control  outlines,  provided  by  the  entomologist  for  the 
State  Reclamation  Board,  as  well  as  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  the  Project  has  been 
able  to  provide  adequate  mosquito  control  in  almost  every  area  of  the  county. 

Logically,  reduction  in  mosquito  population  can  best  be  accomplished  before  the 
mosquito  becomes  a  flying  adult.  We,  therefore,  direct  a  substantial  amount  of  monies 
into  eliminating  or  controlling  breeding  areas.  This  is  carried  out  by  water  management, 
trenching  and  clearing  waterways,  especially  those  that  have  become  polluted  or 
stagnant. 

This  past  year  throughout  the  county,  approximately  14,505  man  hours  were  spent 
working  in  the  field.  Included  in  this  were  5,028  hours  in  spraying,  applying  a  total  of 
20,173  gallons  of  spray  material.  1,464  hours  were  given  to  pre-hatch,  larvaciding  and 
inspection  work.  In  addition,  4,320  catch  basins  were  treated. 

As  indicated,  water  management  is  an  important  part  of  the  Project's  work.  With 
attention  being  given  to  problem  areas,  our  two  backhoes  worked  1,504  hours  with  a 
total  of  29,755  feet  of  trenching.  Field  crews  spent  5,099  hours  clearing  36,345  feet  of 
clogged  streams  and  ditches, 
and  ditches. 

Prime  consideration  is  always  given  to  those  areas  prone  to  Eastern  equine 
encephalitis.  Three  cases  were  reported  in  the  county  last  year.  Secondly,  those  sections 
known  to  have  a  high  mosquito  producing  potential  are  considered. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  Project's  activities  in  your  town.  455  catch 
basins  were  treated,  68  hours  were  spent  applying  spray  material,  174  hours  in  pre-hatch 
work  and  420  hours  brushing  and  clearing  2,475  feet  of  waterways.  The  backhoe 
completed  3,415  feet  of  trench  from  Ash  Street  across  Route  #28  to  the  rear  of  Allied 
Van  Lines  warehouse.  This  required  over  200  hours  of  work. 

We  have  attempted  to  come  close  to  the  actual  assessment  of  2.490  percent,  which  is 
West  Bridgewater's  share  of  the  Project's  appropriation. 

We  express  our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of  the  various  town  departments.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  Highway  Department  for  the  year  1971. 

DRAINAGE 

During  the  year  1971  this  department  installed  one  thousand  four  hundred  eighty 
(1,480)  feet  of  12  inch  drainage  pipe  on  Crescent  Street,  8  catch  basins  and  1  manhole. 
We  also  repaired  and  raised  to  grade  most  of  the  older  catch  basins  in  the  town  that  were 
in  need  of  same.  We  also  cemented  both  walls  of  the  Forest  Street  bridge  as  vandals  were 
at  work  pulling  stones  from  the  walls  and  throwing  them  into  the  river. 

RESURFACING  TYPE  I 
The  following  named  streets  were  resurfaced  with  a  Type  I  Bituminous  conrete 
asphalt: 

West  Street  for  a  distance  of  two  thousand  three  hundred  (2,300)  feet. 
Columbus  Avenue  for  a  distance  of  eight  hundred  (800)  feet. 
Bedford  Street  for  a  distance  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200)  feet. 
Ash  Street  for  a  distance  of  six  hundred  (600)  feet  with  two  courses,  one  of  base  and 
the  other  with  a  coat  of  top  material. 

Woodland  Road  for  a  distance  of  eight  hundred  (800)  feet. 

CHAPTER  90  EAST  CENTER  STREET 
We  completed  the  first  section  of  East  Center  Street  with  a  2 -inch  cover  of  base 
material  and  one  and  a  half  inches  of  asphalt  top.  The  Highway  Department  also 
completed  the  intersection  of  East  Street  and  East  Center  Street  under  Chapter  519, 
State  Program  of  bond  issue  monies. 

TOWN  DUMP 

The  department  has  progressed  very  well  with  the  town's  sanitary  landfill  operation, 
and  have  received  much  praise  from  the  State  on  the  operation  to  date.  We  have  been 
very  fortunate  as  we  haven't  had  to  purchase  any  fill  for  this  operation.  We  have  dug 
most  of  the  material  used  right  out  of  the  dump  site. 

MAINTENANCE 

The  Highway  Department  has  also  been  able  to  keep  up  with  their  regular 
maintenance  work,  taking  care  of  street  signs  and  traffic  signs,  sweeping  sand  from 
intersections  and  gutters,  repairing  and  painting  of  guard  rails  and  guard  posts.  Also  the 
mowing  of  roadsides  and  keeping  the  paper,  cans  and  roadside  trash  picked  up.  Traffic 
lines  were  also  repainted  along  with  the  school  signs  and  railroad  crossings  and 
crosswalks.  Pot  hole  patching  and  repairing  of  trenches. 

SNOW 

As  it  had  been  a  mild  winter  we  have  had  to  plow  the  streets  once  and  sand  a  few 
times,  this  has  enabled  us  to  do  more  maintenance  than  usual. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  cooperation  and 
support  received  by  this  department  during  the  past  year.  I  would  like  to  commend  the 
men  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the  excellent  job  they  have  so  willingly  done.  Also

My  first  full  year  as  your  Chief  of  Police  has  been  all-consuming.  We  had  a  very 
serious  drug  problem  within  our  community.  Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  men 
and  the  cooperation  of  the  Narcotics  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  we  were 
able  to  reduce  the  drug  traffic  considerably. 

Drugs  were  not  our  only  problem.  You  can  see  in  the  statistical  report  that  the 
increase  in  Breaking  and  Entering  and  Larceny  was  600%.  There  were  three  times  as 
many  arrests.  Your  Police  Department  was  needed  more  than  ever  before.  The  added 
manpower  you  granted  me  last  year  proved  to  be  warranted  and  qualified. 

Traffic  is  another  problem.  I  have  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  a 
system  of  lights  be  installed  in  Elm  Square  to  be  operated  as  follows:  Continuous  green 
for  West  Center  Street.  For  North  and  South  Elm  Streets,  a  system  where  a  vehicle 
would  "trip"  the  light  to  "red"  upon  entering  West  Center  Street. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Safety  Officer  eight  streets  were  "Speed  Zoned."  We  have 
four  more  streets  in  the  process  of  being  accepted  by  the  D.P.W.  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts.  The  Safety  Officer  also  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  School 
Department  educating  the  school  children  about  the  different  aspects  of  safety. 

Through  Mr.  Julian  Lucini  of  Lucini  Motor  Sales,  a  vehicle  was  donated  to  the  Police 
Department  to  be  used  as  a  Safety  Car.  This  car  has  been  invaluable  in  its  various  uses  to 
the  department,  such  as  following  school  buses  and  working  with  radar  to  check 
violators  and  help  control  speeders.  Words  cannot  express  our  appreciation  for  this 
Safety  Car. 

I  am  recommending  that  a  third  vehicle  be  purchased  by  the  town  to  be  used  as  an 
unmarked  car.  This  car  will  be  kept  for  a  minimum  of  three  years.  It  will  be  used  on 
investigation  surveillances,  for  out-of-town  transportation  to  conduct  police  business  or 
to  transport  those  who  have  been  arrested  or  committed  to  other  institutions.  With  a 
third  car  the  two  cruisers  will  always  be  in  town  and  available  for  emergencies  and  for 
carrying  out  routine  police  work. 
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Our  budget  shows  an  increase.  Salaries  are  the  biggest  item.  I  have  requested  an 
additional  man  to  do  investigations  and  to  be  used  on  any  of  the  three  shifts  when 
needed. 

We  still  need  the  cooperation  of  the  citizen.  Remember  to  notify  us  when  you  are 
going  to  be  away.  Remember  to  leave  some  light  on  in  your  house  when  you  are  out  in 
the  evening.  If  you  ever  see  or  even  suspect  that  a  crime  is  taking  place  -  please  call  the 
Police  Department  immediately.  Don't  wait  an  hour  or  two.  Do  it  right  away.  Thank 
you. 

In  closing,  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other 
departments  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.  In  addition  I  want  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  and  for  the  men  in  my  department.  Their  consistently  high  level  of 
performance  of  their  duties  makes  it  possible  for  me  to  better  serve  the  responsibilities 
of  this  office.

Seasonal  maintenance  work  was  accomplished  such  as  brush  cutting  and  thinning  of 
undesirable  trees.  This  is  done  by  the  Forestry  and  Park  Department  during  days  when 
tree  work  cannot  be  done  due  to  inclement  weather.  Part  of  the  town  forest  where  oaks 
and  red  maples  abound  was  sprayed  with  brush  killer  to  keep  down  any  new  sucker 
growth  and  weeds,  also  any  areas  of  poison-ivy  were  sprayed  to  eliminate  this  nuisance. 

The  town  forest  is  a  recreational  area  for  townspeople  as  well  as  an  outdoor 
classroom  for  school  children  and  scouting  units  and  has  been  used  by  these  groups  this 
year.  It  offers  much  in  educational  work  in  conservation,  wildlife,  timber  management 
and  arboriculture.  This  committee  is  most  anxious  to  help  out  any  organization  along 
these  lines.

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TENNIS  COURT 
COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewater: 

During  1971  this  Committee  provided  the  following  maintenance  for  the  two  courts 
at  the  North  end  of  the  high  school  athletic  fields:  resurfaced  and  relined  both  courts, 
graded  and  seeded  area  adjacent  to  fence  on  three  sides,  improved  the  practice  board, 
and  purchased  new  nets.  The  major  project,  the  resurfacing  and  relining,  was  done  by  a 
contractor,  all  other  work  was  done  by  the  Committee,  fellow  citizens,  and  the  high 
school  custodians.  This  was  the  fifth  year  that  the  courts  have  been  used. 

Recognizing  the  increasingly  heavy  usage  that  the  courts  are  receiving  this  Committee 
is  making  a  study  to  ascertain  the  feasibility  of  rebuilding  the  old  tennis  courts  at  the 
Howard  School  or  adding  a  third  court  at  the  present  location.  At  least  one  additional 
court  is  needed  to  eliminate  long  waits  by  players,  and  to  adequately  handle  the  high 
school  tennis  program,  and  to  accommodate  the  summer  recreation  program.  We  expect 
to  have  ready  a  full  report  and  a  recommendation  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We,  the  Water  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department  of  the 
Town  of  West  Bridgewater,  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1971. 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  184,102,600  gallons  of  water  were  pumped.  We  had  76 
days  that  we  pumped  over  500,000  gallons,  23  days  over  600,000  gallons,  20  days  over 
700,000  gallons,  6  days  over  800,000  gallons,  4  days  over  900,000  gallons,  and  1  day, 
July  9,  the  largest  day  ever,  1,003,840  gallons.  The  largest  month  was  July  with 
20,398,736  gallons  pumped. 

With  184,102,600  gallons  pumped,  plus  762,753  gallons  of  water  we  bought  from 
Easton,  this  gave  us  a  total  of  184,865,353  gallons  consumed.  This  makes  a  daily  average 
of  506,480  gallons,  a  weekly  average  of  3,555,102  gallons,  and  a  monthly  average  of 
15,405,446  gallons.  Still,  water  consumption  rises  yearly.  This  year  we  had  an  additional 
4,824,21 1  gallons  increase  over  last  year.  We  recorded  a  rain  fall  at  Cyr  Street  Station  of 
30.9  inches. 

A  total  of  31  new  services  were  installed,  to  make  a  total  of  1,735  services,  and  there 
were  18  old  services  renewed.  There  were  3,455  feet  of  12"  main,  720  feet  of  8"  main 
and  9  new  hydrants  joined  to  the  system.  We  sealed  and  tagged  165  meters.  There  were 
152  calls  for  meter  removal  and  installations,  423  miscellaneous  calls,  and  144  repair 
calls  made. 

We  had  28  emergency  leaks,  13  emergency  main  leaks,  15  service  line  leaks,  26  meter 
and  tailpiece  leaks,  3  frozen  meters,  9  frozen  services,  27  inside  installations  were  made, 
7  hydrants  repaired,  3  hydrants  hit  by  automobiles,  which  had  to  be  replaced.  Grass 
around  hydrants  was  cut  in  summer,  snow  removed  from  around  hydrants  in  winter,  and 
all  hydrants  were  checked  and  rechecked  prior  to  cold  weather.  All  hydrants  were  staked 
out  for  protection  of  them  so  that  they  would  not  be  hit  by  snow  plows,  and  in  case  of 
fire,  could  be  located  in  the  snow  by  the  Fire  Department.  Due  to  vandalism,  we  have 
had  a  hectic  time  trying  to  keep  these  stakes  in  place.  This,  and  piling  snow  in  front  or 
around  the  hydrants,  is  hampering  a  Fire  Department  in  doing  its  duty  and  could  result 
in  a  fine,  not  to  exceed  $300.00,  or  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  1  year. 
Station  maintenance  was  carried  out  every  day,  after  every  storm,  and  after  all  power 
failures.  Stations  and  equipment  were  cleaned  and  painted  for  the  open  house  we  held 
August  8  during  "Willing  Water  Week".  We  had  9  power  and  8  control  failures  during  the 
year.  There  were  2  emergency  calls  for  pumping  cellars,  and  9  swimming  pools  were 
filled  where  possible.  There  were  a  total  of  634  hours  of  overtime  spent  on  emergency 
calls  and  maintenance.  Several  more  old  services  were  located  and  recorded  with  all  the 
new  ones. 

There  were  31  analyses  of  our  Town  drinking  water  made  during  the  year  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  for  bacterial  elements.  All  reports  were  most 
satisfactory,  showing  it  to  be  of  highly  acceptable  quality  and  free  from  bacterial 
elements. 
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Due  to  the  requirements  of  the  State,  we  were  unable  to  get  an  early  start  on  our 
main  extension  projects.  We  did  manage  to  lay  the  main  on  Matfleld  Street  for  the 
Housing  for  the  Elderly,  part  of  the  extension  on  West  Street,  and  on  South  Main  Street 
to  the  Town  River.  The  remainder  of  the  projects  will  be  done  in  the  Spring  plus  the 
final  grading,  seeding  and  permanent  black-topping. 

At  the  tank  site,  ground  was  excavated,  footings,  valve  chamber  and  ring  wall  were 
poured,  gravel  compacted  inside  of  the  foundation,  bottom  plates  laid  and  welded,  two 
bottom  rings  installed,  and  a  crane  installed  for  raising  the  ring  plates.  At  this  time,  the 
third  ring  has  been  set.  As  work  progresses,  the  tank  looks  bigger  and  bigger. 

The  conditions  of  our  wells  are : 

Number  1  Station  -  down  4  feet  2  inches 
Number  2  Station  -  down  3  feet 

Number  3  Station  -  same  compared  with  January  1,  1971  records. 

We  feel  that  this  condition  is  because  the  rain  fall  we  recorded  is  considerably  less  than 
the  previous  five  year  records. 

As  we  come  to  the  close  of  another  successful  year  of  service,  we  wish  to  thank  all 
our  customers  for  expressing  their  faith  in  us.  We  wish  to  thank  our  own  personnel  and 
all  other  Town  personnel  who  so  diligently  did  their  part  in  making  it  a  success.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  as  we  enter  another  year  of  service,  we  will  be  privileged  to  continue 
serving  you  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  vehicles  travelled  a  total  of  12,329  miles. 
Pumps  operated  a  total  of  74  hours.  5100  feet  of  2V?  hose  was  laid;  2700  feet  of  W 
hose  was  laid,  and  10,810  feet  of  1-1/8"  hose  was  laid.  749  feet  of  ladders  were  raised. 
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FIRE  PREVENTION  PROGRAM 
All  inspections  of  schools,  public  buildings,  and  other  structures  as  required  by  law 
have  been  regularly  made.  Fire  drills  have  been  conducted  and  observed  in  all  schools. 
The  results  of  this  constant  inspection  is  the  fact  that  the  fire  losses  in  these  areas  have 
been  minimal. 

During  Fire  Pevention  Week,  programs  were  presented  in  all  elementary  grades.  Again 
the  cooperation  and  support  of  the  young  people  in  the  town  has  been  of  the  fullest. 
Also  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural  Resources  put  on  programs  at  the  schools 
during  the  early  spring. 

Continued  close  cooperation  with  the  Building  Inspector,  Board  of  Health,  Gas 
Piping  and  Plumbing  Inspector,  Wiring  Inspector,  serves  to  insure  compliance  with  all 
codes  and  regulations  and  cannot  but  result  in  lessening  the  Fire  Losses  in  the  Town. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  TRAINING  PROGRAM 
Deputy  Chief  Frank  X.  Burque  -  Training  Officer 
Lieutenant  Stuart  M.  Keith  -  Training  Officer 

The  personnel  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Fire  Department  meet  each  Monday  night 
except  for  Holidays  and  Town  Meetings  for  purposes  of  improving  the  efficiency  of  the 
Department.  The  first  Monday  of  each  month  is  usually  reserved  for  an  Association 
meeting  and  informal  training.  The  remaining  nights  are  entirely  devoted  to  formal 
training  in  all  aspects  of  fire-fighting  operations. 

During  1971  there  were  thirty-six  (36)  regular  training  sessions  conducted  with  an 
average  attendance  of  fourteen  (14)  men. 

The  past  year's  training  subjects  included: 

1.  Hose  evolutions  covering  all  situations  normally  encountered. 

2.  Pump  operation  and  theory  using  hydrants,  rivers  and  ponds  as  well  as  truck 
tanks. 

3.  Simulated  fire  scene  training  to  coordinate  all  phases  of  operations. 

4.  Operation  of  portable  power  equipment  such  as  K12  Rescue  Saw,  sawzall, 
hydraulic  rams  and  jacks. 

5.  Use  of  aerial  and  ground  ladders. 

6.  Use  of  Scott  Air  Packs  in  smoke  or  gas  filled  areas. 

7.  Use  of  salvage  equipment  and  ventilation  procedures  to  minimize  risk  and 
damage. 

8.  Closed  cardiac  massage  in  conjunction  with  rescue  breathing,  resuscitator,  and 
Ambu  bag. 

9.  Pre-fire  planning  for  major  structures  in  Town. 

In  addition,  the  members  of  the  Department  were  given  a  series  of  instructions  on 
First  Aid  by  Captain  William  E.  Gibon  and  were  re-certified  with  Advanced  Red  Cross 
Certificates  as  required  for  ambulance  attendants. 

The  training  facilities  and  equipment  of  the  Department  were  again  used  this  year  by 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Vocational  Education  to  conduct  a  two-day  seminar 
on  various  fire-fighting  subjects.  The  officers  and  men  of  the  Department  participated  as 
both  instructors  and  students.

The  Department  and  the  Town  is  indebted  to  Honorary  Captain  Elmer  O.  Hunt,  who 
along  with  the  Training  Officers,  constructed  a  "Fire  Planning  Simulator"  for  our  use. 
This  simulator  allows  the  Training  Officer  to  create  in  miniature  scale  fire  scenes  so  that 
all  members  can  obtain  training  in  fire  scene  operations,  theory,  command  and  control. 

The  training  of  firefighters  in  a  "call"  Department  like  West  Bridgewater,  is  more 
involved  and  possibly  more  important  than  in  a  full  time  or  "permanent"  Department. 
In  the  "call"  Department  every  man  must  be  capable  of  performing  every  possible  task, 
including  command  responsibility,  since  the  personnel  responding  to  an  emergency  vary 
in  each  instance.  No  man  can  be  a  specialist.  Compound  this  condition  with  emergencies 
ranging  from  minor  grass  fires  to  major  forest  fires,  traffic  accidents  to  ice  rescue,  oven 
fires  to  single  family  homes  to  industrial  and  shopping  complexes  and  you  create  the 
need  for  constant  training.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  men  of  the  Department  and  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Town,  that  the  training  program  is  faithfully  conducted. 

The  Department  extends  an  open  invitation  to  anyone  in  the  Town  to  attend  the 
Monday  night  sessions  to  either  observe  the  training  in  action  or  gain  some  elementary 
training  of  their  own. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

I  have  requested  in  my  budget,  a  sum  of  money,  to  purchase  an  Encoder  for  the  Base 
Station  Radio  and  six  (6)  Receivers.  These  new  receivers  are  to  be  placed  in  the  homes  of 
firefighters,  not  now  having  alarm  connections  from  the  station.  In  the  past  these  men 
have  been  alerted  by  telephone,  which  at  best  is  a  time  consuming  task.  This  new 
equipment  will  alert  them  all  at  the  same  time  and  will  activate  them  much  sooner  than 
the  present  system. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
In  order  for  the  Town  to  hold  its  rating  with  the  Insurance  Rating  Bureau,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  replace  Engine  No.  1  in  the  year  1977.  I  am  recommending  that  a 
Stabilization  Fund  be  established,  and  that  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand 
($10,000)  dollars  a  year  be  set  aside  in  order  that  the  impact  on  the  Tax  Rate  in  the 
Town  will  not  accrue  in  the  year  in  which  this  piece  of  equipment  is  voted. 

As  stated  by  me  and  my  predecessor,  the  need  of  additional  full  time  manpower  is 
becoming  more  critical.  I  feel  that  this  needed  addition  cannot  longer  be  delayed. 
Response  of  call  men,  especially  during  the  day,  has  become  an  ever  present  problem, 
and  definite  steps  are  imperative  at  this  time  to  provide  the  Town  with  protection. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  want  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
my  officers  and  men  and  all  others  for  their  interest  and  support  and  the  high  degree  of 
cooperation  that  I  have  received  during  the  year.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

We  herewith  present  the  149th  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

The  year  1971  was,  as  in  recent  years,  one  of  much  work  for  all  departments 
concerned  with  the  administration  of  town  government. 

On  October  1,  1971  the  Town  took  possession  of  the  property  of  the  Howard 
Trustees  now  being  used  by  the  Massasoit  Community  College.  The  progress  of  the 
construction  of  the  new  college  facilities  in  Brockton  indicates  that  Massasoit  will 
discontinue  the  use  of  our  new  property  as  of  the  close  of  the  school  year.  At  the 
conclusion  of  this  occupancy  we  can  then  go  forward  to  develop  this  property  for  our 
own  use. 

No  Chapter  90  construction  work  on  East  Center  Street  was  accomplished  in  1971. 
The  insistence  of  the  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Works  on  the  installation  of  an 
extensive  drainage  system  precluded  doing  a  complete  job  with  the  funds  available.  By 
combining  the  1971  and  1972  funds  it  is  hoped  that  the  complete  job  can  be  finished  by 
1972. 

Fire  Insurance  in  the  amount  of  $6,293,529.00  is  maintained  on  buildings  and  their 
contents,  including  the  newly  acquired  Howard  School  property. 

A  report  from  the  Town  Counsel  is  contained  elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Finance  Committee  we  are  submitting  an  article  in  the 
Annual  Warrant  to  combine  the  offices  of  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector,  that  the  offices 
be  appointive  and  that  the  appointment  be  made  from  a  civil  service  qualifying  list.  We 
feel  that  both  these  offices  should  be  covered  on  a  full-time  basis  and  where  the  two 
offices  work  so  closely  together  they  can  be  most  efficiently  managed  by  one  person. 

The  Police  Department  budget  shows  a  substantial  increase  for  1972  due  to  proposed 
increase  in  personnel  and  operating  expenses.  Contained  in  the  warrant  is  the  request  for 
an  additional  vehicle  for  the  Police  Department.  This  would  be  a  sedan  type  car  and 
would  be  unmarked.  As  long  as  this  frantic  age  continues  we  cannot  see  anything  but 
increased  police  costs  in  the  future. 

We  have  again  inserted  an  article  in  the  warrant  requesting  funds  for  drainage.  During 
1971  new  drainage  was  installed  on  Crescent  Street.  We  are  also  inserting  an  appropria- 
tion calling  for  sidewalk  construction. 

There  is  an  article  in  the  warrant  requesting  an  appropriation  to  purchase  a  catch 
basin  cleaner.  This  equipment  consists  of  a  truck  chassis,  dump  body  and  clam  shell 
equipment.  We  have  over  400  catch  basins  that  must  be  cleaned  on  a  regular  basis.  The 
cost  of  this  equipment  is  approximately  $7,500.00.  We  have  also  included  an  article  in 
the  warrant  requesting  the  purchase  of  a  street  sweeper  the  cost  being  approximately 
$15,000.00.  At  the  present  time  we  hire  a  street  sweeper  on  an  intermitent  basis  the 
machine  being  available  only  when  the  owner  has  fulfilled  his  other  commitments.  With 
the  possibility  of  having  to  use  more  sand  and  less  salt  for  ecological  reasons,  the 
purchase  of  a  sweeper  becomes  more  imperative. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  personnel  of  all  departments  for  their  efforts  in  the  past  year 
and  that  the  same  effort  will  be  extended  in  1972.

PLANNING  BOARD 

The  planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridge  water  whose  responsibilities  are 
defined  in  Chapter  40A  and  41  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  makes  this  report 
to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  as  to  the  present  condition  of  the  town  and  any  plans  for 
the  future.  Twenty-two  regular  meetings  were  held  in  1971  on  the  first  and  third 
Wednesdays  of  each  month  in  the  conference  room  of  your  Town  Hall. 

At  election  time  Mr.  Frank  Miller  chose  not  to  run  for  re-election,  ending  a  long 
career  of  excellent  public  service  for  which  the  Planning  Board  wishes  to  express  sincere 
thanks.  Mr.  Ronald  Snell  was  welcomed  to  the  board  as  a  new  member  after  the  Town 
Election.  On  June  third  the  board  reluctantly  accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  David 
Walsh.  Mr.  Charles  Johnson  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy  until  the  next  annual 
election. 

As  in  the  past,  your  Planning  Board  has  found  it  necessary  to  devote  most  of  its  time 
to  subdivision  control  and  discussions.  At  present  there  are  three  subdivisions  in  town, 
all  nearing  completion. 

The  Board  made  several  field  trips  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  inspect  areas 
where  land  owners  had  requested  soil  removal  permits.  Many  inspection  trips  by 
Planning  Board  members  and  our  engineer  were  made  to  the  Timothy  Drive  site.  These 
were  made  necessary  due  to  many  delays  and  the  apparent  reluctance  by  the  developer 
to  complete  necessary  work  before  winter.  After  meeting  with  residents  and  communica- 
tions between  Town  Counsel  and  Planning  Board  were  exchanged  with  the  developer  the 
work  was  completed  to  a  point  much  more  satisfactory  for  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater. 

This  Board  reports  that  through  the  efforts  of  the  Lincoln  Street  Study  Group  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  two  articles  were  approved  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting. 
Approved  was  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  study  our  present  Zoning  By-Laws 
and  make  recommendations  for  any  changes.  The  sum  of  $2,000.00  was  appropriated  to 
have  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  Soil  Conservation  Service  make  a  soil 
survey  for  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  This  is  to  be  delivered  in  October  1972. 
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Your  Planning  Board  has  scheduled  meetings  with  Public  Utility  officials  for 
discussions  relative  to  future  requirements  for  underground  wiring  in  subdivisions.  We 
hope  to  work  in  close  cooperation  with  the  committee  studying  our  By-Laws  in  the 
coming  year.  We  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Departments  and  officials  for  their  aid  and 
cooperation  in  the  past  and  welcome  suggestions  and  guidance  from  all  Town  Officials 
and  interested  citizens.

The  revaluation  of  all  real  estate,  as  voted  at  the  last  regular  town  meeting,  to  take 
effect  in  1972,  is  about  85%  accomplished,  and  should  be  completed  around  April  first. 

When  concluded,  each  property  owner  will  be  notified  of  his  new  valuation,  thereby 
giving  him  an  opportunity  to  attend  a  hearing  for  those  who  feel  their  valuation  is  out  of 
line. 

If  any  property  owner  has  not  been  contacted  by  the  team  of  appraisers,  please 
notify  the  assessors  as  soon  as  possible. 

This  revaluing  is  being  done  by  the  Francis  Logue  Associates  of  Norwell,  Mass., 
under  the  supervision  of  the  assessors. 

Chapter  59,  Clauses  17  and  22  has  been  amended  by  the  General  Court  to  take  effect 
in  1972.  All  who  qualify,  will  receive  $175.00  off  their  taxes,  instead  of  $2,000.00  from 
their  valuation. 

Also,  under  Chapter  59,  Clause  41  (over  70  years  of  age)  the  real  and  personal  estate 
of  a  single  person  has  been  changed  from  $30,000.  to  $40,000.  For  a  married  couple, 
from  $35,000.  to  $45,000.  The  income  still  remains  $6,000.  for  a  single  person,  $7,000. 
for  a  married  couple.

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BUILDING  INSPECTOR 


There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  building  permits  issued  during  the 
year  1971.  Commercial  work  was  quite  active  with  a  new  shopping  center  which  is  being 
constructed  at  the  Old  Foye  Farm  on  East  Center  Street.  This  is  to  be  completed  some 
time  in  the  late  spring.  Cumberland  Farms  are  now  completing  their  new  facility  on 
North  Main  Street.  The  Housing  for  the  Elderly  is  in  full  swing  and  should  meet 
proposed  time  schedule.  The  5,000,000  gallon  water  tank  off  North  Elm  Street  is 
making  good  progress.  A  new  Truck  Terminal  on  West  Street  is  rapidly  reaching 
completion. 

Swimming  Pools  increase  each  year  and  at  this  time  I  would  suggest  that  anybody 
who  is  planning  new  pools  this  year  and  cannot  meet  the  proper  setback  regulations 
please  consider  these  plans  as  soon  as  possible.

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report. 

During  the  year  1971  the  Board  of  Health  of  West  Bridgewater  has  endeavored  to 
carry  out  the  duties  and  responsibilities  assigned  to  it  by  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 
and  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

Meetings  were  held  the  1st  and  3rd  Wednesdays  of  each  month.  All  items  that  were 
discussed  and  any  decisions  that  were  made  were  recorded  for  public  record  and  filed  at 
the  Town  Hall. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Townspeople  is  essential  in  the  functioning  of  the  Board  of 
Health.  Law  requires  that  all  complaints  be  in  writing  and  complaint  forms  are  available 
at  the  town  hall  from  Mrs.  Anna  Brown. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Anna  Brown  who  handles  our  clerical  work 
and  who  is  so  necessary  in  the  day-to-day  functioning  of  our  board. 

During  the  year  1971  the  following  clinics  were  held:  Rabies,  Gloucoma,  Diabetes 
and  the  Heaf  Tubercular  test.  A  free  chest  X-ray  was  also  sponsored  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Plymouth  County  Health  Association. 

The  Board  wishes  to  congratulate  Mr.  Irving  Sylvester  and  the  Highway  Department 
for  a  job  well  done  at  our  Sanitary  Landfill  operation  at  the  Town  Dump.  Because  of  the 
necessity  of  equipment  and  manpower,  the  Board  of  Health  voted  to  put  this  operation 
under  the  management  of  the  highway  department. 

One  of  the  major  problems  encountered  by  the  board  this  past  year  was  individual 
sewage  systems.  A  septic  tank  system  will  service  a  home  satisfactorily  only  if  it  is 
properly  constructed  and  adequately  maintained.  Even  a  good  system  which  does  not 
have  proper  care  and  attention  can  become  a  nuisance  and  a  burdensome  expense.  A 
yearly  cleaning  is  recommended. 

Once  again  the  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  to  all  those  who  assisted  so  ably 
throughout  the  past  year.

HOWARD  PROPERTY 
COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridge  water: 

In  accordance  with  Town  Meeting  vote,  the  Howard  Property  Committee  was 
appointed  to  oversee  the  facilities  until  such  time  as  the  complex  becomes  available  for 
municipal  use.  This  will  be  after  the  lease  completion  to  Massasoit  Community  College; 
said  lease  negotiated  by  the  Howard  Board  of  Trustees.  As  purchase  by  the  Town  from 
the  Trustees  of  the  Howard  Fund  did  not  take  place  until  October,  1971,  the  majority  of 
work  by  the  committe  was  to  see  that  proper  maintenance  procedures  were  activated  as 
they  relate  to  all  phases  of  the  property;  buildings  and  campus. 

One  of  the  first  actions  taken  by  the  Howard  Property  Committee  was  to  retain 
Alton  Eaton  as  town  agent  or  liaison  man  as  he  has  served  for  many  years  in  the  capacity 
of  chief  custodian.  Mr.  Eaton  conducted  a  thorough  tour  of  the  two  comparatively  new 
classroom  buildings,  Drury  Hall,  Packard  Hall  and  small  auxiliary  buildings.  An  inventory 
was  prepared  by  Mr.  Eaton,  with  note  of  furnishings  which  were  included  in  the  purchase 
by  the  Town.  Committee  discussed  what  was  considered  "ordinary  maintenance" 
projects  and  a  list  was  submitted  to  college  personnel,  with  follow-up  visits  and  reports 
of  accomplishment. 

There  was  considerable  confusion  over  the  method  in  which  the  Regional  Board  of 
Community  Colleges  would  pay  the  monthly  rental  to  West  Bridgewater,  as  the  purchase 
from  Howard  Trustees  was  based  on  the  Howard  Fund  receiving  half  of  such  rentals.  As 
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of  December  31,  1971,  no  monies  had  been  received,  but  Atty.  Willis  A.  Downs,  town 
counsel,  reported  that  an  agreement  had  been  reached  as  to  method  of  payments. 

It  has  been  reported  that  new  facilities  in  Brockton  will  be  available  to  Massasoit  by 
mid-year  (1972),  thus  the  major  concern  of  the  Howard  Property  Committee  is  to  make 
certain  that  procedures  are  followed  according  to  the  contract;  buildings,  furnishings  and 
campus.

VETERAN'S  SERVICES 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  assisted  35  cases  in  1971  during  my  thirteenth  year  as  your  Veterans'  Agent.  This  is 
a  decrease  of  four  from  the  previous  year.  Of  the  35  cases  10  were  discontinued  during 
the  year  for  various  reasons  -  re-employment,  VA  pension  award,  Social  Security  award; 
one  case  moved  out  of  State;  one  case  was  terminated  by  death. 

There  are  presently  23  active  cases  on  the  rolls  of  which  14  are  receiving  assistance 
for  ordinary  living  expenses,  two  are  receiving  assistance  for  a  homemaker  in  the  home, 
and  seven  are  receiving  assistance  for  major  medical  expenses .  However,  there  are  no 
nursing  home  cases  on  the  rolls  at  this  time. 

Seventeen  individuals  are  being  carried  on  a  group  Blue  Cross  Blue  Shield  plan  which 
supplements  the  available  benefits  of  the  Medicare  program.  The  cost  of  this  coverage 
presently  is  $11.20  per  month  per  individual.  In  order  to  participate  in  this  plan  all 
persons  over  age  65  receiving  assistance  from  this  department  must  be  enrolled. 
$2,184.00  was  paid  to  Blue  Cross  in  1971  for  the  group.  Benefits  to  subscribers  did  not 
equal  the  amount  paid  for  premiums  during  the  year,  but  one  extended  period  of 
hospitalization  beyond  Medicare's  coverage  might  conceivably  mean  the  expenditure  of 
thousands  of  dollars  of  Town  funds,  if  Blue  Cross  were  not  available.  Therefore  it  is  felt 
advisable  to  continue  this  insurance. 

One  of  the  cases  discontinued  during  1971  was  a  veteran  who  was  hired  under  the 
Emergency  Employment  Act.  There  are  presently  no  able-bodied  veterans  eligible  for 
employment  who  are  receiving  assistance.

During  the  year  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Brown  and  Mr.  Allan  B.  Temple  did  not  seek  re-election 
and  were  replaced  by  Mr.  Charles  McDonald,  Norton,  and  Mr.  James  Leonard,  Sharon. 

The  organizational  meeting  is  required  to  be  held  on  the  first  of  April.  At  this 
meeting  the  following  officers  were  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year:  John  H.  Hamilton  of 
West  Bridgewater,  Chairman;  Clement  F.  Beals  of  Brockton,  Vice -Chairman;  Louis  E. 
Tarsa,  Jr.,  Secretary.  Sub-committees  were  appointed  to  study  various  issues  as  the  year 
progressed. 

One  of  the  highlights  in  the  District's  short  history  occurred  in  1971  when  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  and  Technical  Institute  became 
fully  accredited  institutions  of  learning,  now  holding  membership  in  the  New  England 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

Recognition  of  the  value  of  Vocational  Technical  Education  became  more  paramount 
with  the  increase  in  student  applications  and  with  the  school  functioning  at  capacity.  To 
satisfy  the  demand  and  to  offer  more  opportunities  for  District  students,  a  concept  of 
satellite  schools  is  being  developed.  Proposals  are  being  studied  to  renovate  four  small 
and  unoccupied  schools  in  Easton,  Foxboro,  Sharon  and  Stoughton;  ultimately  they  will 
be  used  by  Southeastern  for  new  programs.  The  renovation  is  to  be  accomplished  by  the 
students  of  the  Plant  and  Building  Maintenance  Program. 

In  order  to  keep  abreast  of  new  industrial  techniques  and  provide  District  students 
with  an  up-to-date  education,  Advisory  Committees  were  organized,  and  a  program  for  a 
continuous  dialogue  was  set  up  between  the  teaching  staff  and  members  of  industry 
which  represent  every  occupation  that  is  taught  at  the  school.  This  type  of  exchange  will 
certainly  assure  our  students  of  a  realistic  preparation  of  the  world  of  work. 

Involvement  has  been  the  significant  characteristic  of  our  students.  This  fall,  our 
school  was  the  host  for  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  District  Association  of  Student 
Councils.  Over  three  hundred  students  attended  this  conference.  Also,  a  first  for 
Southeastern  was  the  introduction  of  a  new  and  innovative  senior  elective  program 
developed  by  the  English  Department.  Seniors  were  assigned  to  visit  the  area  industrial 
plants  and  obtain,  through  interview,  all  the  possible  information  they  could  gather 
concering  specific  occupations.  They  then  prepared  this  information  using  slides  and 
tapes,  and  presented  these  facts  to  the  9th  grade  exploratory  students.  The  receptiveness 
by  industry  and  the  students  to  this  program,  assured  its  continuation  and  adoption  into 
the  curriculum. 

School  construction  continues  at  the  school.  The  students  are  involved  in  construct- 
ing a  system  of  storage  buildings  to  contain  equipment  and  inventory. 
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Southeastern  graduated  its  first  class  that  started  at  the  9th  grade  level.  Despite  the 
decline  in  our  economy,  the  majority  of  those  available  for  employment  were  able  to 
find  jobs  in  the  field  where  they  would  best  use  their  training.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1971  the  Town  Counsel,  in  addition  to  being  at  the  call  of  the 
Selectmen,  School  Committee  and  various  other  officers  and  Commissions  of  the  Town, 
appeared  at  a  number  of  court  cases  in  various  courts  in  this  Commonwealth  in  which 
the  Town  was  a  litigant. 

A  number  of  cases  were  concluded  and  in  particular  the  matter  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Howard  Fund  vs.  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater,  which  was  pending  in  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  and  which  was  terminated  in  a  decision  most  favorable  to  the  Town.  The 
case  of  Steven  Brown  vs.  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  (an  action  against  the  School 
Committee  for  back  salary  by  a  discharged  teacher)  was  closed  favorably  to  the  Town 
although  this  matter  has  been  appealed. 

Further  court  appearances  were  made  in  the  case  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 
vs.  John  Bowen  Construction  Company,  which  has  not  yet  been  concluded,  but  as  of 
this  writing  appears  to  be  on  the  verge  of  settlement  favorable  to  the  Town. 

Due  to  the  huge  backlog  of  cases  pending  in  various  courts  the  following  cases  in 
which  the  Town  is  a  party  are  still  pending  and  may  or  may  not  be  disposed  of  during 
the  year  1972,  and  they  are  as  follows: 

1.  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs.  John  Bowen  Construction  Company. 

2.  Lowell  Engineering  Company  vs.  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  (Walnut  Street 
Bridge). 

3.  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs.  Blue  Shield/Blue  Cross  (an  action  for  reimbursement 
of  benefits  paid  to  a  veteran). 

4.  Steven  Brown  vs.  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  (suit  in  the  United  States  District 
Court  to  compel  the  School  Committee  to  change  records  of  the  Town  indicating 
this  former  teacher  was  discharged). 

5.  Frederick  Propas  vs.  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  (a  bill  in  equity  against  the 
Board  of  Appeals). 

6.  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs.  Walsh  Roofing  (concerning  the  roof  of  the 
Junior/Senior  High  School). 

7.  Framingham  Trust  Company  vs.  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  (case  involving  the 
Rose  MacDonald  School). 

The  following  cases  which  have  been  disposed  of: 

1.  Halliday  and  others  vs.  the  West  Bridgewater  Board  of  Appeals  (this  is  a  tax  appeal 
case  by  eight  residents  of  the  Town  seeking  reduction  in  their  assessment.  These 
cases  were  settled  by  nominal  payment  to  the  Appellants). 

In  addition  to  the  various  Court  matters  referred  to  above  the  Town  Counsel  also 
negotiated  the  purchase  of  the  former  Howard  School  for  Girls  for  the  Town  and  again 
represented  the  School  Committee  in  their  negotiations  for  the  teachers  contract.

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Civil  Defense  Director  for  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater  for  the  year  of  1971. 

All  over  America  peacetime  dangers  are  increasing  year  after  year,  in  both  frequency 
and  severity.  American  people  are  demanding  protection  against  such  perils  as  natural 
disasters,  industrial  and  transportation  accidents,  fires,  explosions  and  highway  crashes. 
Although  the  possibility  of  a  nuclear  attack  is  always  with  us  and  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  save  as  many  lives  as  possible  if  this  should  occur  the  major  portion  of  the  civil 
defense  effort  is  devoted  to  the  peacetime  emergencies  and  disasters  that  occur  every 
year.  It  has  been  found  that  communities  that  are  prepared  to  cope  with  peacetime 
catastrophies  are  also  well  prepared  to  cope  with  nuclear  attack  effects. 

With  the  growing  use  of  nuclear  power  in  our  area  and  across  the  country  the 
possibility  for  an  accident  involving  vehicles  transporting  this  nuclear  material  becomes 
very  real.  Our  Fire  Department  has  been  trained  over  a  period  of  time  in  what  to  do  in 
case  of  an  accident  involving  any  type  of  nuclear  material.  Instruments  have  been 
provided  by  this  Agency  for  use  by  the  Fire  Department  in  measuring  the  amount  of 
danger  and  to  assist  them  in  protecting  the  public  in  general. 

With  the  possibility  of  a  civil  disorder  of  any  sort  always  with  us  the  Police 
Department  has  received  training  in  Riot  Control.  Helmets  and  other  articles  needed 
were  purchased  by  this  agency  some  time  ago.  Other  equipment  has  been  purchased  by 
the  Police  Department.  This  equipment  will  be  used  to  assist  in  controlling  these 
disorders.  This  training  has  received  the  full  support  of  Police  Chief  Lothrop.  In  order  to 
cope  with  disorders  of  a  larger  nature  the  local  squad  has  been  training  with  both  East 
Bridgewater  and  Bridgewater  units. 
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The  National  Warning  System  conducted  drills  throughout  the  year  with  each 
community  asked  to  notify  headquarters  in  Framingham  when  the  warning  was  received 
and  how  it  was  received.  The  object  of  these  drills  is  to  create  and  maintain  a  warning 
system  that  will  quickly  alert  the  public  and  allow  the  maximum  possible  time  to  take 
protective  action  in  the  event  that  a  nuclear  attack  occurs  or  becomes  imminent.  All  of 
these  drills  are  unannounced  and  are  a  complete  surprise  to  all  the  communities  involved. 
We  participated  in  100%  of  these  drills  during  1971.  At  one  time  during  the  year  the 
average  participation  in  the  Sector  that  West  Bridgewater  is  in  was  59%.  Warnings  are 
received  at  the  local  Police  -  Fire  Headquarters  which  is  manned  24  hours  a  day  and 
then  relayed  to  the  local  Civil  Defense  Director. 

Once  again  the  Program  Papers  and  Progress  Report  were  prepared  and  submitted  for 
the  town.  These  reports  were  approved  and  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  then  became 
eligible  to  participate  in  the  matching  fund  and  surplus  material  programs.  These  reports 
contain  information  on  all  aspects  of  civil  defense,  your  present  situation  and  what  your 
future  preparedness  is  anticipated  to  be. 

Our  Radiological  Equipment  was  checked  several  times  during  the  year  to  make  sure 
that  it  was  in  operable  condition.  Once  again  obsolete  equipment  was  replaced.  A 
complete  set  of  this  equipment  is  kept  in  the  Fire  Departments  Emergency  Wagon.  It  is 
always  in  working  order  and  ready  to  be  used. 

The  usual  visits  were  made  to  the  Sector  Headquarters  in  So.  Bridgewater.  Also  trips 
to  the  Surplus  Materials  Warehouse  in  Taunton  to  see  if  they  are  offering  anything  that 
might  be  of  value  to  any  of  the  different  Departments  in  town. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Accountant,  Deputy  Civil 
Defense  Director  John  C.  Eldridge,  Police  Chief  Lothrop,  Fire  Chief  Gibson  and  all  other 
members  of  the  Town  Government  who  have  cooperated  with  and  assisted  me  during  the 
year  1971.

Three  hundred  and  thirteen  youngsters 
availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  at  the  Spring  Street  School  outdoor  play  area. 

Completion  of  a  survey  by  this  committee  determined  that  the  special  need  for 
summer  recreation  was  for  children  in  grades  one  through  eight.  Under  the  able  and 
dedicated  leadership  of  Mr.  James  McDevitt,  director,  with  Mrs.  Ruth  D'Ambrosio  and 
Mr.  Terrence  Welch,  as  assistants,  over  200  participated  in  the  program  daily. 

Sports  included  Softball,  volleyball,  basketball,  and  bocce.  Arts  and  crafts,  quiet 
games,  storytelling,  music,  and  special  events  such  as  a  field  day,  bicycle  decorating 
contest,  costume  parade,  and  two  birthday  parties  were  part  of  the  program.  A 
watermelon  contest  found  1,500  pounds  of  watermelon  consumed.  Highlights  of  the 
special  activities  were  trips  to  the  New  England  Aquarium  and  King's  Castle  Land.  The 
West  Bridgewater  Police  and  Massachusetts  State  Police  cooperated  for  a  bike  safety  day 
with  bicycle  inspection,  safety  talks,  and  an  obstacle  and  slalom  course  for  bike  riding. 

Volunteer  mothers,  students,  senior  citizens,  and  townspeople  donated  unstintingly 
of  their  time  and  enthusiasm.  Town  officials  were  equally  cooperative  in  their  supporting 
donations  of  time  and  materials.  We  especially  thank  the  School  Department,  the  Police 
Department,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  six-week  period  seemed  just  right  so  this  committee  is  recommending  that  a 
similar  program  be  sponsored  in  the  summer  of  1972,  with  some  consideration  being 
given  to  recreation  for  high  school  students  and  other  townspeople.  The  committee 
further  recommends  that  the  director  be  hired  full  time,  with  two  assistants,  and  five 
high  school  students  paid  for  15  hours. 

This  committee  would  be  remiss  if  it  failed  to  express  its  gratitude  to  Mr.  Gilbert  D. 
Baker,  Jr.  for  the  time  and  effort  he  put  into  the  preliminary  planning  that  brought  such 
a  program  to  fulfillment.

To  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewater: 

At  the  Annual  Town  Election  held  in  March  Mr.  Stanley  Carlson  and  Mr.  George 
Lepine  were  re-elected  to  three  (3)  year  terms  and  Mr.  Charles  Barros  was  elected  to  a 
two  (2)  year  term  (to  serve  out  the  remaining  term  of  State  Representative  Carl  Ohlson 
who  resigned  his  position  on  the  School  Committee  in  order  to  devote  more  time  to  his 
duties  as  Representative).  Mrs.  Rhoda  Johnson  was  selected  at  a  meeting  held  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  School  Committee  members  to  serve  out  the  remaining  time  left 
in  Mr.  Bernard  Burke's  term  of  office.  Mr.  Burke  resigned  his  position  to  continue  his 
work  in  the  teaching  field. 

Rep.  Ohlson  and  Mr.  Burke  were  presented  plaques  by  the  School  Committee  in 
appreciation  for  their  contribution  to  the  school  system  and  to  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater. 

At  the  organizational  meeting  held  March  15,  1971,  the  following  were  elected/ 
appointed  to  serve  in  the  capacity  listed  below:

School  Needs  Committee  -  Mr.  Charles  Barros 
Regional  Investigating  Committee  -  Mr.  George  Lepine 
Howard  School  Committee  -  Mr.  Stanley  Carlson 

School  Committee  work  continues  to  demand  a  great  deal  of  time  from  the  members. 
In  1971  your  committee  was  called  upon  to  meet  seventy-three  (73)  times.  These 
meetings  were  made  up  of  regularly  scheduled  meetings  twice  a  month,  negotiation  work 
with  the  teachers  and  custodians  plus  budget  meetings  and  other  school  operating 
problems  that  come  up  from  time  to  time. 

As  Chairman  of  this  committee  I  want  to  compliment  the  members  for  the  time  and 
effort  they  have  given  during  the  past  years  in  order  to  maintain  the  high  standards  of 
the  West  Bridgewater  School  System. 

Due  to  resignations  and  retirements  your  committee  this  past  year  was  called  upon  to 
interview  and  select  candidates  to  fill  key  positions  in  our  administrative  ranks  and  after 
careful  study  the  committee  selected  Mr.  S.  Erick  Benson  (a  West  Bridgewater  native  and 
former  School  Committeeman)  to  serve  as  principal  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  and  his  assistant  to  be  Mr.  Robert  Gazda. 

Mr.  William  Jones  another  resident  of  our  Town  was  selected  to  serve  as  principal  of 
the  Rose  MacDonald  School  replacing  Mr.  Oliver  N.  Millett  (Elementary  Supervisor)  who 
retired  as  of  September  1,  1971,  after  twelve  (12)  years  of  service  in  our  school  system. 

Mr.  Thomas  Peters  will  continue  to  serve  as  Supervising  Principal  of  the  Spring  Street 
and  Sunset  Avenue  Schools  and  has  also  taken  over  the  duties  of  Elementary  Curriculum 
Coordinator. 
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At  this  writing  the  School  Committee  and  the  West  Bridgewater  Teachers  Association 
are  still  in  the  bargaining  process  on  salaries  and  benefits  for  the  1972-1973  school  year. 
The  same  holds  true  with  our  school  custodians  for  their  contract  on  salaries  and 
benefits  has  been  reopened  for  negotiations. 

The  full  School  Committee  is  sitting  in  on  these  negotiations  meetings  this  year  and 
handling  this  work  without  counsel  as  was  done  in  the  past.  It  is  the  feeling  of  your 
committee  that  a  satisfactory  agreement  can  be  reached  by  all  parties  in  the  near  future. 

Mr.  Stanley  Carlson  the  School  Committee  representative  working  on  the  takeover  of 
the  Howard  property,  has  kept  the  members  up  to  date  on  progress  being  made.  The 
School  Committee  members  made  a  tour  of  the  Howard  property  and  after  meeting  with 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Donald  A.  Fisher,  High  School  Principal  Mr.  S.  Erick 
Benson,  Elementary  Curriculum  Coordinator  Mr.  Thomas  Peters  and  Elementary 
Principal  Mr.  William  Jones  it  was  agreed  that  Grades  VI.  and  VII.  would  occupy  the 
buildings  when  the  property  becomes  available  and  readied  for  use. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  compliment  Mr.  Warren  Turner  and  his  custodial  staff 
for  the  fine  job  being  done  in  all  school  buildings.  Many  thousands  of  dollars  have  been 
saved  over  the  years  by  the  talents  of  these  men  on  being  able  to  do  various  tasks  that 
might  normally  have  to  be  done  by  some  outside  firms. 

We  would  like  to  also  extend  our  thanks  to  all  of  the  personnel  in  our  school  system 
for  their  cooperation  and  devotion  to  their  work.  We  welcome  your  attendance  at  our 
meetings  and  thank  all  of  you  for  your  interest  and  help  over  the  years. 

Your  committee  will  continue  to  strive  to  make  our  school  system  one  that  will 
better  prepare  all  of  our  young  people  for  their  future  endeavors.

I  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Superintendent. 

Thank  you  Committee  members  for  the  effort  that  you  contribute  for  the  direct 
benefit  of  the  children  and  the  general  benefit  of  all  your  fellow  citizens.  Yours  is 
certainly  a  difficult  and  increasingly  involved  task  as  evidenced  by  the  73  regular  and 
special  meetings  held  during  the  past  year. 

My  report,  this  year  will  be  limited  to  certain  highlights  that  are,  I  believe,  very 
significant: 

1.  PERSONNEL  -  With  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Oliver  N.  Millett,  Elementary 
Supervisor,  veteran  teachers  -  Mrs.  Mary  Humphrey,  Mrs.  Ethel  Marr,  and  Food  Service 
Director  Mrs.  Emma  Marzelli  we  experienced  major  losses  to  our  program.  However, 
their  many  years  of  devoted  service  have  entitled  them  to  a  comfortable  and  pleasant 
retirement.  In  addition,  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Burdin,  Jr.,  Principal  and  Mr.  Theodore  W. 
Calhoun,  Ass't.  Principal  resigned  during  the  summer.  The  former  has  returned  to  a 
classroom  teaching  position  and  the  latter  is  engaged  in  a  graduate  study  program. 

The  loss  of  skilled  teachers  and  experienced  administrators  naturally  creates  a  need 
for  numerous  adjustments.  Such  adjustments  are  being  accomplished  by  their  very 
capable  replacements. 

2.  ELEMENTARY  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELOR  -  We  appreciate  the  Committee's 
budget  provision  for  the  appointment  of  an  Adjustment  Counselor  to  serve  Grades  I  - 
VI  starting  in  September  1972.  This  new  staff  member  will  primarily  provide  us  with: 
expert  evaluation  and  recommendation  for  assignment  of  children  who  are  physically  or 
emotionally  handicapped  or  who  have  various  other  problems;  closer  liaison  with  the 
home  and  available  social  agencies;  opportunity  to  identify  problems  and  initiate 
corrective  measures  to  help  pupils  without  having  to  wait  until  they  can  be  counselled  by 
the  high  school  guidance  personnel;  and  consultation  with  other  staff  members  to 
follow-up  on  the  progress  of  all  children  who  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
other  staff  members  and  outside  specialists. 

3.  PROGRAM  IMPROVEMENTS  -  During  the  past  year  we  have  improved  our 
services  for  the  pupils,  especially  through  the  following:  The  establishment  of  an 
Humanities  Course  in  the  high  school;  expansion  of  musical  opportunities  by  making 
available  instrumental  instruction  at  the  schools  and  improving  scheduling  to  allow  for 
increased  participation  in  the  Choral  program;  utilization  of  the  stage  at  MacDonald 
School  for  a  number  of  dramatic  presentations;  provision  for  a  greatly  expanded  drama 
program  in  the  junior  -  senior  high  school;  offering  an  intramural  athletic  program  at  the 
MacDonald  and  high  schools;  extending  opportunity  for  more  students  to  participate  in 
work-study  programs;  greatly  strengthening  personnel  and  offerings  in  the  Business 
Department;  increasing  the  number  of  elective  courses  in  high  school  English; adding  to 
already  available  equipment,  tapes,  film  strips,  etc.  in  our  Audio-Visual  Department; 
making  available  workshops  for  teachers  and  parents  in  Language  Arts,  the  new  Health 
Curriculum,  the  new  reading  series,  and  Audio-Visual  techniques  and  equipment; 
expanding  the  staff  of  the  Learning  Disability  Department  with  the  help  of  a  Federal 
grant  and  offering  a  ten  session  course  for  parents  and  teachers  of  children  having

Learning  Disabilities;  continuing  our  program  to  expand  and  improve  the  materials 
available  in  the  elementary  and  secondary  libraries;  the  arranging  for  undergraduate 
interns  from  Bridgewater  State  College  to  assist  faculty  members  with  non-teaching 
duties  at  no  cost  to  the  Town;  and  initiating  a  volunteer  parents  aid  group  to  relieve 
teachers  of  certain  routine  chores.  Many  of  these  projects  are  presented  in  more  detail  in 
the  reports  that  follow. 

4.  PREPARATIONS  FOR  FIFTH  SCHOOL  BUILDING  -  Immediately  after  the 
Committee  accepted  the  Superintendent's  recommendation  to  assign  Grade  VI  and  VII 
to  the  former  Howard  School  Classroom  building  in  September  1973  the  two  elementary 
principals,  the  high  school  principal,  and  the  Superintendent  started  planning  the 
educational  specifications  for  the  building.  The  decision  to  house  these  grades  in  that 
school  will  make  available  needed  space  at  the  MacDonald  and  high  schools  and  the 
establishing  of  the  State  required  Kindergartens  at  the  Spring  Street  School.  In  addition 
it  may  eliminate  the  use  of  a  sub-standard  classroom  at  the  Sunset  Avenue  School  and  no 
longer  make  it  necessary  to  place  the  much  younger  seventh  graders  in  the  high  school 
building. 

5.  DINING  ROOMS  -  1971  included  the  retirement  of  one  of  our  most  dedicated 
and  able  associates,  Mrs.  Emma  Marzelli  who,  during  some  twenty  years  service  helped 
initiate  the  program  which  now  employs  more  than  twenty  people  and  provides  lunches 
for  approximately  70%  of  our  students  and  50%  of  the  staff  members.  Taking  her  place 
is  Mr.  Richard  Walsh,  a  former  supervisor  in  the  cafeteria  of  a  Boston  office  building. 
This  program,  which  is  greatly  aided  by  Federal  funds  makes  available  free  hot  meals,  at 
no  cost  to  the  Town  for  105  pupils,  daily.  Planning  is  underway  to  extend  the  program 
to  include  meals  for  Senior  Citizens  with  the  help  of  Federal  and  a  small  amount  of  local 
funds.  Recently  purchased  new  equipment  will  shortly  enable  the  MacDonald  school 
kitchen  to  do  most  of  the  baking  for  all  dining  rooms  in  the  system. 

6.  BUILDING  MAINTENANCE  -  As  our  buildings  age  we  continue  to  give 
increasing  attention  to  repairs  and  general  maintenance  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Warren  Turner,  Director  of  Maintenance.  The  custodians  and  several  young  men  paid  by 
a  Federal  program,  under  his  direction  carried  out  normal  cleaning,  repainting,  repairing, 
grounds-keeping  and  construction  of  minor  alterations  in  all  the  buildings.  The  main 
reconstruction  completed  this  year  was  the  replacement  of  the  badly  leaking  roof  over 
the  second  floor  of  the  original  high  school  building.  Another  major  project  included 
repairs  and  replacements  to  the  high  school  heating  system  to  provide  most  efficient  fuel 
utilization.  This  year  we  expect  to  get  the  new  security  system  installed  in  all  the 
schools,  investigate  and  make  any  necessary  repairs  to  the  high  school  leaching  field,  and 
install  the  much  needed  dust  control  system  in  the  Industrial  Art  Shops. 

7.  TRANSFER  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  OFFICE  -  The  moving  of  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent  from  the  high  school  to  the  Town  Hall  was  done  on  February  first.  It 
has  provided  us  with  some  needed  additional  space,  very  pleasant  quarters,  reduced 
unnecessary  interruptions,  and  made  available  needed  office  space  at  the  school  for  the 
English  and  Audio-Visual  Departments.  We  greatly  appreciate  the  hospitality  and 
cooperation  extended  to  us  by  other  Town  employees  and  elected  officials  at  our  new 
location. 

8.  OPERATIONAL  COSTS  -  Following  the  pattern  of  recent  years  the  1972  school 
budget  will  again  reflect  an  increase.  Rising  prices  for  goods  and  services,  improved 
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programs,  increased  enrollments,  stronger  staffs,  and  salary  increases  cause  the  need  for  a 
larger  budget. 

The  citizens  of  this  Town,  like  their  counterparts  in  similar  communities  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  effort  to  provide  the  major  financial  support  for  the  schools 
despite  a  smaller  tax  base  than  is  enjoyed  by  many  of  the  more  affluent  communities. 
This  effort,  essential  to  districts  desiring  good  school  systems,  must  be  supplemented 
with  more  funding  being  done  by  Federal  and  State  programs  in  order  that  our  children 
will  not  have  to  settle  for  a  less  adequate  education.  Various  State  and  Federal  groups 
are  presently  reviewing  tax  bases  and  school  support  to  determine  how  some  of  the 
burden  can  be  taken  off  the  shoulders  of  the  local  property  taxpayer.  This  work  has 
received  much  needed  impetus  by  the  finding  of  the  California  State  Supreme  Court  in 
the  Serrano  Case  that,  school  districts  housing  larger  percentages  of  lower  income 
families  cannot  financially  provide  the  equality  of  educational  opportunity,  as  required 
by  State  mandate,  that  is  available  in  more  affluent  communities  with  less  financial 
effort.  I  strongly  recommend  that  my  fellow  citizens  work  with  us  to  insist  that  every 
effort  be  made  to  bring  closer  the  day  when  children  of  families  in  all  income  groups 
may  enjoy  equality  of  educational  opportunity  in  all  public  schools  despite  georgraphical 
location  and  without  the  expense  of  higher  and  harder  to  raise  property  taxes. 

Our  per  pupil  net  cost  to  the  local  property  taxpayer,  during  the  school  year  ending 
June  30,  1971  was  $579.33  after  deducting  reimbursements  for  education  from  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  Federal  Governments  totaling  $536,263.59  from  our  operating 
expenditures  (Grades  I  -  XII)  of  $1,486,939.42.  Chapter  70,  our  major  source  of 
reimbursement  from  the  State  totalled  $415,005.71.  Our  expected  entitlement  was 
$414,893.31.  The  Commissioner  of  Education  has  notified  us  that  we  will  be  entitled  to 
a  reimbursement  of  $552,341.23  in  1972.  A  spokesman  for  the  Massachusetts  Taxpayers 
Association,  recently,  stated  school  districts  may  not  receive  full  entitlements  since  the 
authorized  distribution  exceeds  available  tax  receipts.  //  this  should  materialize  I  suggest 
the  Committee  and  other  local  officials  make  every  effort  to  insure  that  the  full 
entitlement  is  forwarded  to  the  Town  even  if  it  necessitates  securing  additional  revenue 
at  the  State  level. 

In  conclusion  I  thank  my  colleagues,  fellow  citizens,  and  most  of  all  the  pupils  in  the 
schools  for  the  sacrifices,  interest,  effort,  and  general  spirit  of  cooperation  that  meld 
together  to  make  our  school  such  fine  institutions.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  for  the  West  Bridgewater  Junior-Senior  High 
School. 

Providing  an  environment  conducive  to  optimum  learning  opportunities  is  necessary 
for  the  achievement  of  educational  goals.  Measuring  the  accomplishments  of  four 
months  effort  is  difficult  and  the  conclusions  are  only  tentative.  Organization  and 
structure  have  been  an  integral  part  of  the  administrative  plan.  Students  and  faculty  alike 
have  been  influenced  by  the  implementation  of  new  procedures.  Homerooms  have  been 
re-established  with  different  grade  levels  being  assigned  specific  areas  in  the  building. 
This  provided  the  opportunity  to  isolate  grade  seven  and  eight  from  the  Senior  High 
students  affording  less  influence  and  greater  control.  Faculty  members  not  assigned 
homeroom  responsibility  are  being  utilized  for  other  supervisory  duties. 

Student  behavior  and  conduct  is  measurable  particularly  if  applied  to  a  stated  value 
system.  Procedure  and  policy  are  stated  clearly  in  the  Student  and  Faculty  Handbooks. 
Changes  or  adaptations  are  announced  in  the  Daily  Bulletin.  To  assure  consistency  in  the 
marking  of  citizenship,  a  new  procedure  has  been  adopted.  A  Citizenship  Book 
containing  a  page  for  each  student  has  been  provided  for  each  homeroom.  Upon  an 
infraction  of  a  school  policy,  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  student  is  requested  to  make 
the  proper  entry  in  the  Citizenship  Book.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  marking  term,  the 
principal  assesses  each  pupil  a  mark  based  upon  the  number  of  entries  and  the  severity  of 
each.  Punitive  measures  are  necessary  and  are  effective  deterrents  to  overt  social 
behavior.  Detention  is  one  of  the  most  frequently  used  methods  of  punishment. 
Frequently,  the  same  student  who  constitutes  a  behavioral  problem  is  also  in  academic 
difficulty,  therefore,  students  assigned  to  detention  must  appear  prepared  to  study. 

Communication  with  staff  members  is  an  important  cog  in  making  a  school  function. 
Monthly  meetings  with  department  chairmen  and  monthly  meetings  with  faculty 
members  have  been  scheduled.  An  agenda  for  each  meeting  is  adopted  honoring  teacher 
requests  as  well  as  administrative  suggestions.  In  addition,  the  Daily  Bulletin  is 
distributed  with  notification  of  meetings,  student  activities,  and  directives  relating  to 
both  faculty  and  students. 

In  order  to  meet  the  varied  needs  and  interests  of  the  student  body,  it  is  necessary  to 
constantly  review  curriculum  offerings.  The  development  of  an  enriched  elective 
program  with  the  inclusion  of  mini  courses  gives  each  student  the  opportunity  to  pursue 
individual  interests.  Time,  for  many  students,  that  might  be  spent  in  a  study  hall  with  its 
questionable  value  is  now  spent  in  a  structured  course.  Requiring  a  student  to  take  a 
particular  subject  has  merit.  Allowing  a  student,  with  proper  guidance,  the  freedom  of 
selection  of  a  court  within  a  subject  usually  provides  otpimum  motivation.  It  is  my 
recommendation  that  all  Senior  High  students,  except  those  in  a  very  specialized 
program,  such  as  the  Work  Study  Program,  be  required  to  take  five  major  subjects  per 
year  or  four  major  subjects  out  of  a  total  of  five-credit  courses,  annually.  Also,  I 
recommend  that  the  number  of  credits  for  graduation  be  increased  from  the  present 
eighty  to  one  hundred  over  the  next  four  years.  This  would  increase  the  number  of 
credits  at  the  rate  of  five  credits  per  year  for  the  next  four  years. 
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Evidence  is  becoming  increasingly  prevalent  that  we  should  give  serious  thought  to 
meaningful  health  program.  Just  recently  a  segment  of  the  student  body,  through  the 
voice  of  the  Student  Council,  petitioned  for  a  health  program  specifically  requiring  the 
inclusion  of  sex  education  and  drug  education.  I  feel  they  were  sincere  in  their  request  as 
they  have  the  wisdom  to  suggest  the  program  be  started  in  the  seventh  grade  knowing 
that  they  would  not  have  the  opportunity  to  benefit  from  such  a  program. 

The  united  effort  of  faculty  and  students  is  developing  into  a  positive  school  spirit:  a 
school  spirit  that  cannot  help  but  improve  the  value  of  education  at  the  West 
Bridgewater  Junior-Senior  High  School. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  help  and  encouragement  during 
the  initial  stages  of  my  administration.

Other  activities,  such  as  intramural  athletics  in  the  Junior  High  School,  all 
contribute  to  the  overall  growth  of  these  students.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Rose  L. 
MacDonald  School. 

I  have  found  the  members  of  the  faculty  filled  with  enthusiasm,  concern  and 
devotion  for  the  proper  development  of  each  individual  pupil.  We  as  a  staff  will  continue 
to  work  with  and  for  young  people  so  as  to  provide  each  with  an  unending  sequence  of 
learning  experiences  that  are  relevant  to  their  needs. 

I  would  hope  that  we  would  be  able  to  develop  in  each  child  the  following  feelings: 

1.  A  feeling  of  being  wanted. 

2.  A  feeling  of  being  accepted. 

3.  A  feeling  of  being  respected. 

4.  A  feeling  of  success. 

5.  A  feeling  that  school  is  a  good  place  to  be. 

6.  A  feeling  that  learning  is  enjoyable  and  satisfying. 

7.  A  feeling  that  it  is  the  student's  job  to  learn. 

Presently  all  available  space  is  being  utilized  to  provide  an  educational  program  for 
our  443  students.  The  Art  Room,  Library  and  the  Stage  area  are  serving  as  both  regular 
classrooms  and  specialized  areas.  Closets,  planning  rooms,  conference  rooms  and  the  gym 
area  are  used  at  various  times  throughout  the  day  by  the  Learning  Disability  Specialists, 
Speech  Therapist,  Title  I  Teacher,  Instrumental  Tutors  and  other  Tutorial  Personnel. 

The  fall  of  1972  will  find  us  in  need  of  another  classroom  area  to  accommodate  the 
new  Grade  IV  pupils.  As  one  can  see,  additional  space  is  needed,  both  classroom  and 
small  group  areas. 

In  the  area  of  reading,  students  have  been  grouped  homogeneously  to  better  meet 
their  needs.  I  invite  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Reading  Specialists  for  a 
description  of  the  reading  program. 

Our  task  as  educators  is  to  seek  the  more  humane  treatment  of  those  in  our  charge. 
To  better  meet  this  task  I  feel  it  is  essential  that  a  qualified  Guidance  Counselor  be 
assigned  to  the  elementary  grades.  There  are  troubled  children  in  Grade  2  just  as  there 
are  troubled  youths  in  Grade  10;  there  are  frustrated  Mary's  in  Grade  6  as  there  are  in 
Grade  12;  for  every  John  in  Grade  1 1  who  is  under  stress  because  of  his  home  situation 
there  is  a  John  in  Grade  4  who  is  under  equal  stress.  If  a  choice  had  to  be  made,  a 
guidance  counselor  is  more  of  a  necessity  in  the  elementary  school  than  in  the  secondary 
school.  In  the  elementary  school  the  groove  is  cut  not  quite  so  deep  and  certain  causative 
factors  are  not  quite  as  tangled  and  remote. 

In  closing,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  and  Mr.  Peters  for  your 
understandind  and  guidance  in  making  my  first  year  a  productive  one.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  most  encouraging  news  in  this  annual  report  is  the  enthusiasm  and  positive 
attitude  that  the  members  of  the  staff  have  demonstrated  towards  a  more  humanistic 
approach  in  their  teaching.  The  elementary  teachers  showing  the  desired  flexibility 
frequently  participate  very  actively  in  improving  all  areas  of  the  curriculum. 

This  broadening  involvement  is  perhaps  best  demonstrated  by  the  transitional 
program.  Here,  because  of  teacher  cooperation  and  a  low  pupil-teacher  ratio,  it  was 
possible  for  three  pupils  from  the  second  transitional  group  to  be  placed  in  the  fourth 
grade  at  Rose  MacDonald  School. 

The  results  have  been  very  rewarding  for  the  children,  the  parents,  and  teachers. 
These  children  are  equaling  the  progress  and  in  some  instances  are  now  exceeding  pupils 
who  did  not  have  the  advantage  of  the  individualized  instruction  that  the  transitional 
program  provides.  This  experience  has  convinced  me  that  small  classes  at  the  primary 
level  are  essential  to  the  development  of  all  our  children. 

In  the  primary  grades,  the  teachers'  request  for  a  more  flexible  placement  of  pupils 
into  "homogeneous  Math  groups"  was  met  very  successfully.  Because  pupils  are  placed 
with  others  of  their  own  ability,  competition  is  fair:  each  pupil  within  a  particular  group 
has  an  equal  chance  at  academic  success.  However  there  are  a  few  pupils  who  still  have 
problems,  and  for  their  sake  we  are  considering  newly  published  materials,  with  the 
continued  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Mathematics  Depart- 
ment, Mrs.  Kent. 

The  present  Fall-Spring  Parent-Teacher  Conferences  and  our  written  progress  reports 
on  the  children  are  our  best  methods  of  communicating  with  the  parents.  In  addition, 
special  meetings  with  parents  of  children  with  Specific  Learning  Disabilities  have  taken 
place  during  the  day  and  evening  at  the  invitation  of  their  teachers.  We  hope  to  extend 
these  methods,  particularly  our  system  of  progress  reports,  to  the  intermediate  grades. 

To  improve  communication  between  all  Teaching  Specialists  we  have  established 
weekly  meetings  to  discuss  children  considered  as  having  "urgent  problems".  Until  now, 
these  meetings  have  taken  place  before  school;  however,  indications  are  that  we  should 
continue  them  in  the  afternoon. 

The  recent  report  of  the  President's  Joint  Commission  on  the  Mental  Health  of 
Children  said:  "The  emotional  health  of  children  is  the  number  one  public  problem  of 
our  day."  It  is  estimated  that  "twenty-five  percent  of  the  children"  need  our  immediate 
help  and  that  "emotional  ill  health  is  of  epidemic  proportion  in  our  land."  The  report 
continues.  .  ."We  know.  .  .that  preventive  measures  are  most  essential  and  effective  if 
taken  in  the  earliest  years  of  life."  This  report  challenges  all  of  us  to  provide  proper  and 
sufficient  counseling  service  for  all  elementary  pupils.  A  survey  of  neighboring  commun- 
ities indicates  that  elementary  counselors  have  already  been  provided  and  more  are  being 
added  as  enrollments  increase.  I  hope  that  West  Bridgewater  will  follow  suit  this  year. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  all  our  Teaching  Specialists  for  their  diligence  and  devotion.  I 
look  forward  to  working  with  Mr.  Jones  and  all  department  chairmen  to  evaluate  and 
revise  as  needed  the  curriculum  in  all  subject  areas.  However,  the  real  curriculum  makers 
are  the  class:: :~  :ei:;.e:s.  and  for  their  cooperation  and  yours  I  am  grateful.

Dea:  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  following  is  the  combined  report  of  the  Grades  IV  -  VI  Reading  Specialist  and 
Librarian  for  the  Elementary  Schools  of  West  Bridgewater. 

This  year  in  Grades  1.2.  and  3  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Thomas  Peters.  Curriculum 
Coordinator  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Boynton.  Reading  Specialist,  the  Linguistic  Readers  of 
American  Book  were  put  into  use  to  replace  the  old  American  Book  Basal  Readers. 

Mrs.  Page  Co  nam  operates  the  Spring  Street  Library  and  supervises  the  Traveling 
Library  of  Sunset  Avenue.  .Any  monies  appropriated  or  assigned  to  the  Library  Fund  are 
divided  proportionately  among  the  three  schools  so  that  each  one  gets  its  own  fair  share 
of  new  books  and  magazines. 

Mrs.  Boynton  has  regular  classes  of  small  groups  involving  those  children  who  are 
having  difficulties  in  reading  and  those  who  need  some  reinforcing  of  skills  already 
taught.  For  those  with  specific  learning  disabilities  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  Mrs. 
Johnsky.  Mrs.  Merra.  and  Mrs.  Nolan. 

One  late  newscaster  usually  signs  off  with  the  question.  "Do  you  know  where  your 
children  are  now?"  I  would  like  to  pose  a  similar  question.  "Do  you  know  what  your 
children  are  reading?'"  Here.  I  am  in  no  way  suggesting  censorship.  After  all.  the  only 
way  a  child  can  select  good  literature  is  to  be  exposed  to  some  that  is  poor.  The  good 
reader  soon  learns  and  makes  the  right  choice.  The  reluctant  reader  sometimes  needs 
guidance  but  he.  too.  can  learn  to  be  quite  selective. 

After  looking  at  some  of  the  junk  disguised  as  "Best -Sellers"  today  for  adults,  you 
might  find  a  pleasant  change  of  pace  in  some  of  the  books  your  children  are  reading.  I 
know  many  parents  who  are  already  enjoying  the  wealth  of  excellent  reading  materials 
their  children  are  bringing  home. 
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In  grades  4,5,  and  6  Reading  is  the  only  subject  in  which  classes  are  homogeneously 
grouped.  Good  readers  are  placed  in  larger  groups  and  youngsters  with  problems  are  in 
small  groups.  This  year  because  of  the  extremely  large  enrollment  of  Grade  4,  we  have 
two  "floating  teachers"  who  take  their  classes  to  whatever  room  is  empty  for  that  period 
because  the  class  is  at  Gym  or  Art  or  Music.  This  means  carrying  along  all  materials 
needed  for  the  session  also.  It  is  not  an  easy  situation  but  we  are  living  with  it. 

This  year  I  have  offered  each  teacher  the  chance  to  move  into  individualized  reading 
when  he  or  she  feels  that  the  class  is  ready  for  it.  This  simply  means  that  each  child  reads 
a  different  book  instead  of  each  child  reading  the  same  book  at  the  same  time.  I  found 
last  year  that  this  is  by  far  the  best  plan  for  this  age  group.  Even  those  with  reading 
problems  can  find  some  books  within  his  range  of  ability  and  interest.  The  motivation 
is  fantastic.  One  reluctant  reader  actually  read  forty-two  books  in  the  space  of  one 
school  year.  After  each  marking  period  reading  groups  are  evaluated  and  children  can 
move  up  (hopefully)  or  down  as  needs  arise. 

All  skills  are'  taught  on  an  individual  basis  with  self-directing,  self-correcting 
worksheets.  For  example  a  child  having  difficulty  organizing  materials  will  be  given 
worksheets  covering  this  skill  until  he  is  letter  perfect. 

This  brings  us  to  the  library  which  is  the  greatest  source  for  materials  to  be  used  in  an 
individual  reading  program.  The  library  appropriation  and  Title  II  books  from  the  federal 
government  plus  the  advent  of  many  more,  and  better,  paperback  books  for  children, 
have  given  us  a  large  supply  of  books,  mostly  fiction.  These  books  are  available  to  all 
students  and  teachers.  I  guess  you  can  call  this  "true  integration  of  library  and  reading." 

We  also  have  many  books  for  reference  that  go  with  all  the  other  subjects  -  math, 
social  studies,  science,  art,  music,  and  physical  education. 

By  far,  the  "hottest"  items  in  the  library  are  the  magazines.  We  subscribe  to  more 
than  twenty-five  different  ones  ranging  in  all  subject  areas.  Our  circulation  for  the  school 
year  from  January  1st,  1971  to  January  1st,  1972  has  averaged  out  to  better  than  3 
books  of  fiction  per  child,  per  week:  2  books  of  Non-fiction  per  child,  per  week,  and  1 
magazine  per  child  every  two  weeks.  For  a  small  school  that's  good.  I  realize  that  this  is 
an  average  and  that  there  are  some  students  who  read  seven  and  eight  books  a  week 
while  others  read  less  than  one. 

The  library  is  in  use  all  day.  Even  the  lunch  periods  are  used  this  year  because  of  the 
staggered  lunch  periods  and  the  fact  that  it  is  impossible  to  have  any  classes  on  the  stage 
at  this  time  so  the  fourth  grade  does  have  three  regular  classroom  periods  during  this 
time.  Other  than  these  times  the  library  is  available  to  every  teacher.  Each  child  does 
have  two  opportunities  a  week  to  get  there  during  class  times  and  anytime  after  school.  I 
wish  to  thank  Mr.  Millett,  Mr.  Jones  and  all  teachers  for  help  and  cooperation  and  an 
especial  thanks  to  the  two  custodians  -  Mr.  Paul  Alexander  and  Mr.  Arthur  Barros  for 
keeping  the  library  quarters  so  clean  and  inviting.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  following  communication  is  to  report  to  you  of  the  reading  activities  in  Grades 
1,  2,  and  3. 

The  experience  called  reading  is  the  process  of  thinking.  In  this  case  the  thinking 
process  being  stimulated  by  visual  language  symbols.  Each  child  is  being  given  the 
opportunity  to  develop  this  skill  to  his  highest  ability  in  order  that  the  reading 
experience  will  be  rewarding  and  enjoyable  to  him. 

In  grade  one  the  "Read"  system  has  been  introduced,  and  will  be  continued  in  grades 
two,  then  three.  This  is  a  systematic  instructional  program  designed  to  teach  each  child 
the  decoding  skill  he  will  need  in  order  to  understand  and  interpret  our  written  language. 

Do  we  teach  phonics?  Yes,  we  teach  phonic  analysis  which  is  the  identification  of 
written  words  through  an  analysis  of  the  letters  in  the  word.  We  also  teach  groups  of 
words  which  are  made  up  of  common  linquistic  elements.  Children  are  taught  to  use 
known  words  as  an  aid  in  analyzing  new  words.  From  the  beginning,  words  are 
introduced  in  meaningful  settings  so  the  child's  oral  language  experiences  can  be  helpful 
to  him  in  recognizing  word  forms. 

In  September  the  first  grade  teachers  participated  in  a  workshop.  The  "Read" 
materials  were  explained  by  the  New  England  Regional  consultant  of  the  American  Book 
Company  and  the  materials  were  examined  and  demonstrated.  The  philosophy  guiding 
the  "Read"  system  was  discussed  and  accepted.  The  word  "Read"  itself  stands  for 
Reading,  Experience,  And,  Development,  a  total  language  program.  In  order  to  exchange 
teaching  experiences,  evaluate  materials  and  plan  for  continued  utilization  of  all 
materials  of  this  system  a  workshop  will  be  needed  that  would  include  all  elementary 
teachers  to  familiarize  them  with  the  program. 

One  second  grade  class  and  third  grade  class  has  been  offering  a  pilot  program,  an 
individualized  approach  to  reading.  This  approach,  like  all  others  being  offered,  is  aimed 
at  promoting  the  fullest  development  of  the  pupils  skills,  capacities  and  interests.  We 
hope  to  expand  this  program  according  to  the  needs  of  the  children. 

In  addition  to  the  "Read"  system  and  the  "Individualized"  program,  other  new  basal 
readers  published  by  Houghton-Mifflin,  Ginn  and  Co.,  Harper  and  Row  and  Scott 
Forsman  companes  are  being  used  in  various  classrooms. 

Children  at  Spring  Street  who  experience  reading  difficulties  are  being  taken  in  small 
groups  to  the  reading  room  in  order  to  help  them  overcome  their  particular  area  of 
difficulty.  Two  afternoons  a  week  are  spent  at  Sunset  Avenue  to  give  special  considera- 
tion to  pupils  at  that  school.  Frequent  consultations  are  held  with  teachers  to  talk  over 
specific  children  to  determine  the  best  approach  for  maximum  development. 
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Under  the  reading  program  the  Lorge-Thorndike  Intelligence  Test  was  administered 
to  all  children  in  grade  two.  The  Iowa  Achievement  Tests  were  given  to  pupils  in  grade 
three. 

The  cooperation  which  has  been  given  by  all  personnel  is  greatly  appreciated. 


Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

As  a  means  of  increasing  the  incidence  of  pupil  involvement  in  planning  for  the 
future,  two  significant  innovations  were  inaugurated  since  last  year: 

A  course  has  been  added  to  the  English  Department  entitled  "Vocational  English" 
which  is  available  to  Junior  and  Senior  students.  This  course  promises  to  be  of  great 
value  particularly  to  those  who  intend  to  enter  the  labor  market  immediately  after 
graduation. 

A  College  View  Deck  has  been  purchased  and  installed  in  the  Guidance  Office.  This 
piece  of  equipment  is  a  data  retrieval  system  which  yields  the  names  of  both  two  and 
four  year  colleges  having  characteristics  chosen  by  the  student. 

There  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  pupil  visits  to  the  Guidance  Office  in  order  to 
seek  out  educational  and  vocational  information.  This  is  due  in  large  part  to  the  addition 
of  these  two  motivating  programs. 

In  consideration  of  the  very  high  pupil-counselor  ratio  it  has  become  a  policy  that  at 
least  one  counselor  be  in  attendance  each  school  day.  In  other  years  both  counselors 
attended  seminars,  panel  discussions  and  conventions  which  were  very  beneficial  due  to 
the  variety  of  programs  offered.  In  an  effort  to  accomplish  the  work  load  and  to  provide 
the  young  people  with  continuous  guidance  service  this  policy  was  adopted.

Federal  Projects 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

In  the  year  1971,  West  Bridgewater  Public  Schools  submitted  ten  (10)  federal 
projects  totaling  $95,520.35,  of  which  $61,547.35  was  implemented  and  completed  in 
1971,  with  one  project,  valued  at  $33,973.00  pending  approval.  Federal  titles  under 
which  these  projects  were  written  included  the  National  Defense  Education  Act, 
(N.D.E.A.),  Titles  III  and  VA,  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965, 
(E.S.E.A.),  Titles  I  and  II,  Public  Law  90-576,  and  Public  Law  874,  Title  I.  Funding  of 
the  nine  (9)  completed  projects  shows  94.02%,  or  $57,865.47  supported  by  federal 
funds,  and  5.98%  or  $3,681.88  being  supported  by  local  funds. 

Projects  written  under  N.D.E.A.  Title  III  were  designed  to  provide  materials  and 
equipment  to  strengthen  the  teaching  of  critical  subjects  areas  within  the  nation's 
schools.  Projects  written  and  operating  include  the  areas  of  the  humanities,  mathematics 
and  science,  with  all  projects  being  aimed  at  providing  a  greater  variety  of  classroom 
materials  and  equipment  to  enrich  and  enhance  teaching  through  multi-media  and 
multi-sensory  experiences. 
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Under  the  provisions  of  E.S.E.A.  Title  I,  West  Bridgewater  has  established  and 
received  continued  funding  for  the  project  "Design  for  the  Development  of  the 
Educationally  Deprived",  a  program  aimed  at  providing  tutorial  services  to  those 
youngsters  in  our  primary  and  elementary  schools  who  are  most  in  need  of  such  services. 

E.S.E.A.  Title  II  provided  $2,128.00  for  the  purpose  of  library  books,  both  at  the 
elementary  and  secondary  level.  Including  this  year's  acquisition,  we  now  have  a  total  of 
over  2,700  volumes  available  in  our  school  libraries  which  have  been  purchased  under 
this  title. 

In  the  realization  that  the  Specific  Learning  Disabilities  Program  was  in  need  of 
expansion,  West  Bridgewater  was  successful  in  obtaining  project  approval  for  an 
additional  $7,500.00  in  federal  funds  for  the  addition  of  the  two  part-time  or  one 
full-time  person  to  work  in  the  SLD  program.  With  the  acquisition  of  this  additional 
personnel,  the  pupil  contact  time  in  the  program  will  be  doubled,  and  the  quality  of 
services  provided  for  these  children  improved  greatly. 

Finally,  under  Public  Law  874,  the  federally  impacted  areas  legislation,  has  provided 
an  entitlement  of  $11,893.00  to  the  town,  which,  along  with  reimbursement  under 
N.D.E.A.  Title  III,  will  be  used  to  reduce  the  school  department's  operating  budget  for 
1972. 

In  the  coming  year  it  is  our  desire  and  expressed  objective  to  continue  to  investigate, 
make  application,  and  receive  those  federal  funds  for  which  we  are  eligible.  Effective 
utilization  of  these  funds  is  one  avenue  through  which  the  town  of  West  Bridgewater  can 
continue  to  upgrade  and  improve  its  educational  facilities  and  services  and  provide 
education  of  the  highest  degree  of  quality  for  its  students  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  with  the 
federal  government.

Audio-Visual 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

It  is  our  operating  philosophy  that  audio-visual  resources,  in  themselves,  are  not 
substitutes  to  teaching,  but  are  enrichment  resources  which  supplement  and  aid  in  the 
total,  complex  learning  experience,  we  have  endeavored  in  1971  to  provide  those 
services,  equipment,  and  materials  which  are  so  necessary  for  an  effective  audio-visual 
program. 

Instructional  media  programs,  in  order  to  be  effective,  must  be  everchanging  and' 
dynamic.  They  must  be  flexible  to  meet  the  demands  of  modern  educational  technology, 
and  they  must  keep  teachers  informed  of  new  materials  and  teaching  methodologies.  It  is 
toward  meeting  these  challenges  that  we  have  formulated  and  directed  our  audio-visual 
program.  From  the  use  of  films  made  available  through  the  Massachusetts  Film  Library 
Cooperative  to  the  production  of  our  own  video  tapes,  our  primary  efforts  have  been  to 
meet  the  individualized  needs  as  made  evident  by  our  students  and  teachers. 
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Two  media  workshops  have  been  held  this  year,  one  for  members  of  the  high  school 
English  department  and  the  other  for  all  elementary  teachers  in  the  system.  Both  were 
extremely  successful  and  well  received  by  all  teachers  involved.  It  is  planned  that  other 
workshops  will  be  made  available  to  our  teachers  -  perhaps  an  in-service  course  carrying 
course  credit  for  teachers  successfully  completing  such  a  program. 

It  is  the  hope,  desire,  and  expressed  objective  of  the  Audio-Visual  Department  that 
the  year  1972  will  be  a  year  of  continued  expansion  of  resources,  furthering  of 
professional  training  in  the  instructional  media  field  for  our  teachers,  and  overall  growth 
in  our  program,  so  that  we  may  continue  to  provide  our  students  with  the  quality  of 
education,  through  multi-media  and  multi-sensory  experience  which  is  so  necessary 
today.  The  classroom  is  no  longer  a  lecture  -  recite  -  testroom,  but  is,  rather,  a  learning 
laboratory  which  demands  multi-media  approaches  and  variety  in  teaching  techniques. 
The  Audio-Visual  Department  stands  ready  to  provide  the  supplementary  services  which 
are  required  of  it  and  to  expand  along  those  avenues  which  modern  educational 
innovations  demand.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  nurse  for  Spring  Street,  Rose  L.  MacDonald  and 
Sunset  Avenue  Schools. 

Health  counseling  services  have  increased  during  the  year.  In  the  lower  elementary 
grades,  it  is  important  to  counsel  the  parent  as  well  as  the  child.  Teachers  also  need 
counseling  in  respect  to  certain  pupils  with  health  problems.  It  seems  clear  that  health 
counseling  can  make  a  beneficial  contribution  to  the  health  education  of  not  only  the 
child  but  also  the  family.  Health  education  cannot  be  separated  from  health  services, 
therefore  I  was  happy  to  act  as  health  consultant  to  the  teacher  in  the  classroom  as  well 
as  serving  as  a  member  of  the  curriculum  planning  committee. 

Home  visits  were  made  to  interpret  health  needs  of  pupils  and  to  guide  families 
toward  self  help  in  recognition  and  solution  of  physical,  emotional  and  social  health 
problems. 

A  medical  and  developmental  history  was  obtained  at  the  time  of  initial  enrollment 
of  grade  one  pupils.  Pupils  are  identified,  with  health  needs  that  might  interfere  with 
effective  learning  and  recommended  modification  in  the  educational  program  is  made. 

At  the  present  time  many  children  are  able  to  attend  regular  school  because  of  the 
effective  use  of  medication  in  the  treatment  of  chronic  disabilities  or  illnesses.  Specific 
written  guidelines  were  established  this  year  for  the  administration  of  medication  in 
school;  one  of  these  being  that  the  initial  dose  must  be  administered  by  the  school  nurse. 
The  nurse  requests  a  physician's  order  and  permission  slip  signed  by  the  parent.  The 
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nurse  consults  with  teachers,  parents  and  physicians  and  informs  them  of  the  potential 
benefits  or  side  effects  of  the  medication. 

A  large  number  of  school  health  procedures  can  be  considered  screening  tests. 
Routine  testing  of  vision  and  hearing  are  obvious  examples,  but  so  is  pupil  observation 
by  a  teacher.  The  child's  behavior  and  functioning  in  the  classroom  can  be  a  primary 
indicator  of  his  health. 

Many  school  staff  conferences  were  held  as  a  complete  health  record  is  kept  for  each 
child.  Records  include  the  following: 

A.  Immunizations 

B.  Heaf  Testing 

C.  Vision  and  Hearing  Testing  Results 

D.  Illnesses  child  has  had  during  school  year 

E.  Findings  of  physical  examinations 

F.  Nurse's  notes  re:  vision,  hearing,  counseling. 

Schools  have  as  their  purpose  the  education  of  children  and  youth,  and  schools 
realizing  the  relationship  of  health  to  learning  are  expanding  health  programs.  School 
health  programs  must  relate  to  the  changing  needs  in  the  child's  health  requirements. 
The  failure  to  achieve  in  school  is  sometimes  as  serious  to  the  child  as  other 
handicapping  illnesses.  We  must  be  concerned  with  the  "full  lives"  of  boys  and  girls  and 
with  the  environment  in  which  they  live,  grow,  play  and  learn.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  nurse  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Junior-Senior 
High  School. 

Physical  examinations  by  school  physician,  Dr.  Joseph  Calitri,  for  Athletics  began  on 
August  25th,  1971  with  Varsity  Football  followed  by  Cross  Country,  Field  Hockey, 
Freshman  Football,  Junior  High  Cross  County,  Junior  High  Field  Hockey,  Junior  High 
Basketball  and  High  School  Basketball  for  a  total  of  245  examinations. 

Pre-physicals  were  done  on  all  of  these  students  at  the  close  of  school  on  the  day 
prior  to  the  scheduled  physical.  Pre-physicals  consisted  of  the  heights,  weights  and  blood 
pressures  on  all  students  planning  to  take  the  scheduled  physical.  This  was  necessary 
because  of  the  number  of  students  going  out  for  the  various  sports. 

Vision  and  Hearing  Screening  tests  were  done  on  all  students  in  grades  7-12. 
Re-testing  is  done  on  all  students  who  fail  the  tests  the  first  time.  If  a  failure  is  shown  on 
the  re-test,  notices  are  sent  home  and  referrals  to  Eye  and  Ear  Specialists  suggested.  This 
frequently  needs  to  be  followed  up  by  telephone  calls  or  home  visits. 
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Heaf  testing  for  tuberculosis  was  done  in  cooperation  with  the  Plymouth  County 
Healuh  Ass :  nan : r.  md  the  West  Br.dgewater  Board  ::  Health  ur  Gride  9  again  thus  year. 

The  faculty  was  made  aware  of  handicapped  students  with  health  problems  as  there 
are  several  enrolled  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  at  present.  Students  having 
Diibe:es  and  Epilepsy  are  among  those  who  are  on  prescribed  medications  during  school 
hrurs.  These  students  ire  freuuer.tly  observed  and  any  unusual  sign  is  brought  to  my 
anention  and  I  in  turn  contact  the  parents  of  such  a  student  to  make  certain  mat  they 
ire  2 ware  :f  the  Health  status  ;:  their  :hiid. 


As  nurse  of  the  Junior-Senior  High  Sen:  :1.  I  strongly  urge  parents  of  children  with 
Health  rnbiems.  -•:  rr.a::er  hrw  murrr  they  ~a>  seem,  t:  ir.rtrrr.  me  ;:  these,  as  well  as 
any  unusual  home  situations  that  may  affect  the  student's  school  hfe.  so  that  all  faculty 
members  in  association  with  that  student  be  mote  understanding  and  helpful  in  the 
mental  and  physical  wefl-being  of  such  a  student . 

A  Diphtheria-Tetanus  clinic  was  also  held  for  Grade  10  as  recommended  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

All  but  sixteen  students  in  grade  7  were  given  physicals  by  Dr.  Joseph  Catitri.  school 
physician  in  keeping  with  our  policy  that  allows  the  parent  to  have  examinations  done 
by  the  student's  personal  physician.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  West  Bridgewater  School  Dental  Program. 

Dental  caries,  better  known  as  tooth  decay,  is  one  of  the  most  common  diseases  in 
the  world  today,  often  starting  as  young  as  age  two.  A  question  often  asked  by  mothers 
of  young  children  is  "Should  the  cavities  in  the  primary  or  so-called  "baby  teeth"  be 
filled?"  Primary  teeth  perform  four  important  functions,  namely: 

1.  Assist  in  chewing  food  thoroughly,  necessary  for  good  nutrition. 

2.  Contribute  to  facial  development  and  expression.  A  pleasing  appearance  is  marred 
by  unattractive  teeth. 

3.  Preserve  space  for  incoming  teeth.  Early  loss  of  a  primary  tooth  often  results  in 
adjoining  teeth  drifting  into  the  space.  Permanent  teeth  are  then  forced  to  erupt 
in  improper  position.  Space  maintainers  may  be  used  to  hold  a  space  due  to 
premature  loss  of  a  primary  tooth. 

4.  Serves  as  a  child's  speech  equipment  until  the  permanent  teeth  erupt.  Normally,  a 
child  retains  some  of  his  primary  teeth  until  he  is  eleven  or  twelve  years  old. 

A  visit  to  the  dentist  when  a  child  is  two  to  three  years  old,  before  he  experiences  a 
toothache,  marks  the  beginning  of  a  friendly  relationship  between  the  child  and  his 
dentist. 

Dental  examinations  are  given  each  year  and  notices  sent  home  to  the  parents  of  all 
pupils  in  grades  one  through  five.  Approximately  fifty  percent  have  some  dental  defects. 

Prophylaxis  or  dental  cleaning  at  school  was  accepted  by  545  pupils.  Fluoride 
phosphate  treatments  to  help  in  reducing  the  incidence  of  dental  decay  will  be  given  to 
484  pupils.  There  is  no  charge  for  either  of  these  services. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Lions  Club,  with  the  aid  of  townspeople,  continue  to 
supplement  the  dental  program  with  the  services  of  Dr.  Daniel  Olsen  who  is  in  the 
schools  one  morning  a  week.  Last  year  sixty -seven  pupils  were  given  corrective  treatment 
by  Dr.  Olsen. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Millett,  Mr.  Peters,  Mr.  Jones  and  all  of  the  school 
personnel  for  their  fine  cooperation  and  support  so  necessary  for  the  operation  of  this 
program.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

I  hereby  submit  the  second  annual  report  of  the  Regional  Emotionally  Disturbed 
Children's  Adjustment  Program,  West  Bridgewater,  Spring  Street  School. 

Last  year  it  was  acknowledged  that  REDCAP  had  undergone  significant  changes  in 
scope,  techniques,  and  services.  If  transformation  was  the  hallmark  of  last  year, 
revaluation,  revision  and  expansion  of  services  characterize  this  year's  program. 

In  the  past  the  program  has  been  a  source  of  current  research  in  psychology  and 
education  for  the  elementary  schools  in  West  Bridgewater.  These  efforts  have  been 
continued.  Recent  research,  combined  with  past  experiences,  has  presented  a  more 
sophisticated  approach  to  achieve  the  objectives  of  the  program.  The  most  meaningful 
new  service  is  the  addition  of  therapeutic  consultations.  The  results  of  these  consulta- 
tions are  encouraging.  However,  they  are  not  a  substitute  for  a  necessary  service  the  West 
Bridgewater  School  System  must  provide  for  the  optimal  emotional  support  and 
development  of  each  child.  Moreover,  the  increasing  demand  for  consultations  only 
serves  to  underscore  the  failure  to  furnish  counseling  at  the  elementary  level. 

A  rewarding  new  experience  has  been  the  opportunity  to  supervise  part  of  the  Youth 
Service  Corps  (Self-Help)  through  the  program.  The  students  in  the  program  have 
certainly  received  an  invaluable  experience,  however,  the  school  system  has  also  been 
substantially  rewarded.  Both  deserve  commendations. 

Throughout  the  transformation  and  revisions  during  the  past  four  years  the  primary 
objectives  of  the  program  have  remained  constant.  These  primary  aims  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  provide  each  child  with  a  therapeutic  educative  milieu  in  order  to  gain  new 
strengths  and  abilities  to  deal  with  life  processes. 

2.  To  reduce  undue  pressure  on  the  regular  classroom  teacher  and  to  prevent  the 
disruption  of  the  learning  process  of  peers. 

3.  To  provide  the  child  with  academic  skills  and  social  techniques  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  life  in  a  rewarding  fashion. 

The  classroom  structure  is  a  therapeutic  educative  milieu.  That  is,  the  approach  is  a 
blend  of  therapy  and  education.  The  educative  technique  is  a  modification  of  the 
sequential  tutoring  approach.  This  method  provides  an  individualized  program  for  each 
child.  To  augment  this  approach  two  techniques  are  used.  First,  each  child  in  the 
program  shares  learning  experiences  with  his  peers  in  their  classroom.  Secondly,  "high 
achievers"  from  other  classes  are  invited  to  share  the  learning  experiences  in  the  Special 
Education  Program.  These  two  techniques  have  manifold  potentialities  for  all  the 
involved.  Therapeutic  techniques  introduced  are  a  developmental  approach  augmented 
by  behavior  modification.  The  foundation  of  the  therapeutic  process  is  essentially  a 
psychodynamic-interpersonal  approach.  The  psychodynamic-interpersonal  approach  is 
concerned  with  understanding  the  psychic  origin  and  maladaptive  behavior  of  the  child. 
Further  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  development  of  a  positive,  trusting  relationship 
between  child  and  teacher.  An  integral  aspect  of  the  therapeutic  process  is  monthly 
group  meetings  supplemented  by  frequent  individual  conferences.  Home  visits  provide 
insights  into  the  family  constellation.  All  encounters  are  directed  toward  understanding 
and  amelioration  and  not  to  discern  "who's  to  blame". 
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All  too  often  special  programs  are  simply  "test  and  treat"  practices  resulting  in 
needless  stereotyping  and  extrusion.  The  goal  of  REDCAP  is  to  create  a  model  to 
ELIMINATE  REDCAP.  That  is,  through  the  exercise  of  educationally  valid  approaches 
the  hope  is  to  create  special  programs  for  all.  The  hope  is  not  to  separate  and  stigmatize 
children  because  of  differentness but  to  increase  responsiveness  to  human  diversity. 

The  goal  then  is  to  create  orchestrated  heterogeneity  not  to  program  students  with 
information  and  automated  responses.  The  school  mission  of  conformity,  ritualism,  and 
routine  must  yield  to  an  educational  endorsement  of  innovation  and  diversity  to  respond 
to  the  serious  problems  of  the  present  system.  There  are  many  such  avenues  to  follow. 
This,  however,  is  the  road  not  taken.  This  journey  can  only  be  enjoyed  when  education 
can  be  freed  from  an  archaic  tax  structure  that  relegates  learning  to  a  burden  to  be 
suffered.

The  West  Bridgewater  Special  Class  is  a  self-contained  classroom  consisting  of 
students  from  the  Towns  of  East  Bridgewater,  West  Bridgewater,  and  Raynham. 

Our  objective  is  to  provide,  on  a  regional  basis  opportunities  that  would  not  be 
available  in  the  individual  school  systems.  Accordingly  younger  children  from  West 
Bridgewater  attend  classes  in  the  other  Towns. 

Small  numbers  of  students  and  work  carefully  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
individual  make  possible  the  opportunity  for  maximum  development  of  each  youngster's 
potential. 

The  pupils  vary  in  age  from  twelve  to  sixteen.  They  are  integrated  with  the  other 
students  in  the  subjects  of  Art,  Typing,  Gym,  and  Home  Economics. 

During  the  past  year,  two  students  were  recommended  to  the  Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation  Commission  for  work  training  programs.  Both  pupils  have  been  accepted 
and  are  now  undergoing  meaningful  on-the-job  training.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

Recently  an  American  Speech  and  Hearing  Association  publication  changed  it's  title 
to  Language,  Speech  and  Hearing  Services  in  Schools.  The  title  change  accurately 
symbolizes  the  school  clinician's  increasing  involvement  in  providing  services  which  help 
children  develop  linguistic  competency.  It  is  hoped  this  extension  of  our  existing 
program  is  aiding  in  the  desired  hope  to  alleviate  problems  of  learning  and  of  social 
adjustment  created  by  disorders  of  communication. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  speech  clinician  to  examine  each  child,  diagnose  his 
disorder  and  formulate  and  direct  a  plan  of  therapy  from  the  point  of  view  of  improving 
verbal  communication  skill.  In  April,  1971  each  prospective  first  grader  was  screened  in 
order  to  detect  a  speech,  language  and/or  hearing  problem.  Those  children  evidencing 
some  problem  were  given  individual  diagnostic  testing  in  September,  1971.  This  testing 
includes  areas  of  articulation,  language,  auditory  discrimination,  audiometric  screening 
and  the  Peabody  Picture  Vocabulary  test.  Each  area  is  covered  in  depth,  and  testing 
often  took  two  to  three  1/2  hour  sessions.  After  the  testing  results  are  completed  and  a 
diagnosis  is  made  the  clinician  is  ready  to  formulate  and  direct  a  plan  of  therapy.  In 
order  to  set  up  an  effective  therapy  program  the  child's  performance  in  the  classroom 
and  other  special  programs  must  be  assessed.  Because  the  children  are  individuals  and 
require  a  unique  therapy  program  to  fit  their  needs,  scheduling  has  been  a  problem.  At 
this  time  there  is  only  one  therapist  and  the  therapy  schedule  lists  50  children.  Some 
children  are  seen  once  a  week  while  others  are  seen  three  times  a  week,  some  in  small 
groups  while  others  are  seen  individually,  depending  on  their  needs. 

To  look  at  the  varied  areas  covered  in  our  therapy  program  might  be  interesting.  Our 
children  are  now  participating  in  one  or  more  of  the  following  programs:  speech  reading, 
lipreading,  auditory  training,  Auto-sort  Languate  Arts  Programs,  Distar  Languate  I, 
Linguistic  Word  Pattern  I  and  II,  Language  Master  Programs  1-4  for  language  reinforce- 
ment, Peabody  Language  Development  Kits,  Building  Basic  English  -  a  language  master 
program,  Better  Speech  Series  for  the  development  of  the  speech  sounds  and  a  program 
in  stuttering  therapy. 

The  percentage  of  speech  impaired  children  is  estimated  to  be  between  5-10%  of  a 
school  population.  The  diagnostic  and  paper  work  has  become  overwhelming  but,  an 
essential  part  of  the  program.  Even  with  our  limitation  I  am  pleased  with  the 
completeness  of  our  speech,  language  and  hearing  program  and  the  progress  our  children 
have  made.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  three  Learning  Disabilities  Specialists  participated  in  the  Spring,  1971,  registra- 
tion of  incoming  First  Grade  students.  The  results  of  this  brief,  but  somewhat 
perceptually  oriented  screening  measure,  indicated  9  high  risk  students  and  17  with 
possible  perceptual  handicaps. 

The  first  few  weeks  of  the  school  year  were,  therefore,  spent  on  diagnostic  testing  of 
these  youngsters  and  4  additional  First  Grade  children  recommended  by  their  classroom 
teachers. 

After  thorough  evaluation,  8  Grade  1  pupils  were  found  to  have  Specific  Learning 
Disabilities.  Their  particular  areas  of  weakness  were  identified,  and  prescriptive  reme- 
diation was  immediately  initiated  while  SPED  Forms  were  being  compiled  in  preparation 
for  submission  to  the  Department  of  Education. 

After  six  weeks  of  tutorial  assistance,  two  First  Grade  youngsters  were  temporarily 
discharged  from  the  program  as  a  result  of  their  progress  to  grade  level  in  perceptual 
areas.  These  favorable  results  reaffirm  our  philosophy  of  "early  identification  and 
remediation." 

Referrals  from  classroom  teachers,  specialists  and  principals  have  constantly  been 
received  and  have  been  processed  as  time  permits. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Learning  Disabilities  teaching  staff  numbers  3,  two  of  whom 
are  half-time  and  one  full-time.  They  have  been  constantly  striving  to  increase  their 
knowledge  in  the  field  by:  taking  courses,  attending  conferences,  and  participating  in 
workshops  for  the  discussion  of  new  philosophies,  materials,  and  methods  for  helping 
children  with  Learning  Disabilities. 

In  an  effort  to  continue  contact  with  parents  and  to  share  ideas  and  suggestions  for 
the  pupils,  we  have  held  special  morning  and  evening  conferences  and  a  tea  for  the 
parents  of  all  new  students. 

At  present,  there  are  39  children  receiving  tutorial  remediation,  27  of  whom  are  State 
approved  and  an  additional  12  in  the  process  of  evaluation. 

We  feel  most  fortunate  to  have  received  a  Title  VI  Grant  which  will  provide  the 
services  of  two  part-time  teachers  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  remediation  sessions 
for  each  State-approved  youngster. 

During  the  remainder  of  this  school  year,  we  hope  to  have  the  facilities  to  conduct  an 
in-service  workshop  for  sensitizing  teachers  and  parents,  to  provide  an  extended 
Pre-School  Registration  which  will  include  intensive  screening  measures  to  detect 
children  with  Learning  Disabilities. 
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Our  recommendation  for  the  future  urges  confined  expansion  of  the  program  to 
include  Grades  5  and  6  and  eventually  to  service,  in  Grades  1  through  12,  all 
Perceptually  Handicapped  children  in  West  Bridgewater.

English  Department 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  most  important  aspect  of  the  High  School  English  program  is  the  phase  elective 
curriculum  for  juniors  and  seniors,  put  into  effect  in  September  of  1970.  It  appears  to  be 
successful  in  four  ways  at  least:  It  has  given  students  an  opportunity  to  make  choices 
and  decisions;  it  has  introduced  them  to  a  far  wider  field  of  reading  at  no  additional  cost 
to  the  Town;  it  has  greatly  enhanced  the  teacher's  responsibility  and  sense  of 
accomplishment;  it  has  helped  us  meet  the  demands  of  today's  education,  particularly  in 
the  use  and  judgment  of  mass  media  and  in  understanding  the  problems  of  minorities. 

The  NDEA  Humanities  Project  has  proved  very  successful,  too,  in  terms  of  its 
popularity  with  the  students  and  in  its  provision  of  much  needed  audio-visual  equipment 
for  our  school. 

Teachers'  workshops  at  both  secondary  and  elementary  levels  this  fall  have  opened 
the  way  for  a  wide  variety  of  teacher-made  instructional  materials. 

In  the  elementary  areas,  two  curriculum  projects  were  undertaken:  First,  a  Tentative 
Guideline  for  the  program  of  study  which  has  been  developed  informally,  but  with 
careful  articulation,  for  Grades  Four,  Five,  and  Six;  second,  an  analysis  and  evaluation  of 
the  primary  language  arts  program.  This  project  quickly  assumed  the  dimensions  of  total 
integrated  instruction,  now  being  advocated  by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  and 
considerably  practiced  in  the  Transitional  Program  at  Spring  Street  and  Sunset  Avenue. 
This  curriculum  project,  therefore,  must  wait  upon  a  wider  review  of  instruction  at  the 
primary  level  and  upon  provision  of  funds  for  workshops  and  summertime  activity  in 
writing  a  curriculum.  Fortunately,  there  are  many  teachers  now  on  the  elementary  staff 
capable  of  creating  a  needed  updated  curriculum. 

Two  areas  in  our  Town's  educational  picture  are  still  gray,  however:  One  is  the  lack 
of  a  separate  facility  for  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  grades.  Such  a  facility  is  needed  more 
each  year  because  of  overcrowding  in  the  High  School  and  because  of  the  increased 
sophistication  of  the  older  teenagers.  The  other  gray  area  is  the  reading  and  learning 
disabilities  program.  One  reading  teacher  cannot  maintain  developmental  reading 
instruction  for  310  Seventh  and  Eighth  graders  even  with  assistance  from  the  English 
teachers,  diagnose  serious  reading  disability  and  plan  corrective  instruction,  let  alone 
provide  reading  improvement  in  the  Ninth  and  Tenth  Grades  and  coordinate  the  total 
reading  program  beyond  the  elementary  level.  A  reading  and  disabilities  specialist  is 
needed  in  the  secondary  section  of  our  system.

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  addition  of  a  senior  high  mathematics  teacher  this  year  afforded  the  opportunity 
of  establishing  three  tracks  for  the  college  bound  student.  A  one  semester  course  was 
established  for  those  students  in  grade  twelve  who  were  taking  the  College  Board 
Examinations  but  could  not  work  into  their  programs  a  year  of  college  mathematics.  It  is 
too  early  to  evaluate  this  course  but  many  students  took  advantage  of  it. 

Calculus  was  offered  to  the  seniors  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Previously  it  was 
taught  only  to  individual  students. 

Two  calculators,  Monroe  Classmates,  received  by  our  department  this  year  have 
tended  to  equalize  the  ability  of  all  students  to  perform  basic  arithmetic  functions.  They 
provided  excitement  and  interest  in  many  classes. 

It  is  the  hope  of  all  in  the  department  that  a  group  of  adjacent  rooms  in  the  building 
may  be  assigned  to  the  mathematics  department.  All  too  often  it  is  a  physical 
impossibility  to  make  optimum  use  of  our  many  audio-visual  resources.  Fifty  percent  of 
those  teaching  mathematics  do  so  in  different  rooms  each  period. 

For  a  period  of  eight  weeks,  large  group  instruction  was  conducted  in  grade  eight. 
This  was  made  possible  by  a  practice  teacher  from  Bridgewater  State  College.  It  afforded 
remedial  work  with  small  groups  and  was  a  worthwhile  effort. 

In  the  elementary  grades  most  classes  are  now  using  the  revised  edition  of 
"Elementary  School  Mathematics"  series  published  by  Addison  Wesley. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  School  Committee  and  the  administration  for  their  efforts 
in  behalf  of  the  mathematics  department.  They  are  appreciated.

Science  Department 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

During  the  past  year,  the  Science  Department  has  undergone  several  noteworthy 
changes.  First,  we  have  broadened  our  curriculum  to  include  two  new  courses.  The 
History  and  Philosophy  of  Science  is  a  subject  dealing  with  the  origins  of  the  scientific 
tradition  and  the  development  of  scientific  thought  from  the  beginning  of  recorded 
history  to  the  21st  Century.  This  course  is  adapted  to  the  student  of  history,  who  has, 
perhaps,  difficulty  mastering  the  scientific  and  mathematical  jargon  required  of  more 
technical  science  courses.  The  other  new  course,  entitled  Environmental  Studies,  is  built 
upon  traditional  ecology,  interspersed  with  socio-political  problems  relative  to  our 
environment.  This  subject  gives  students  a  chance  to  deal  with  the  everyday 
environmental  problems  which  are  confronting  our  world.  As  an  outgrowth  of  the 
student  interest  shown  in  this  program,  a  school  ecology  club  has  been  formed.  We  were 
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fortunate  to  have  secured  some  much-needed  equipment  for  the  ecology  program  under 
a  special  NDEA  project. 

Secondly,  the  addition  of  another  teacher  to  the  department  has  aided  us  greatly  in 
making  possible  the  implementation  of  a  more  diversified  and  worthwhile  program  of 
studies. 

Thirdly,  in  addition  to  our  sequential  program  of  study  in  grades  1-6,  we  have  begun 
a  new  innovative  approach  at  the  first  grade  level.  A  pilot  program  in  the  Behaviorial 
Approach  to  science  education  is  now  in  progress.  If  this  venture  proves  successful,  then 
the  program  will  be  continued  in  grade  two  next  year. 

For  the  future,  we  look  forward  to  the  offering  of  courses  in  applied  science,  and  in 
sex  education;  courses  which  certainly  are  greatly  needed  in  our  curriculum.  Additional 
courses,  tentatively  grouped  under  the  heading  of  mini-courses,  would  provide  in-depth 
studies  in  specific  areas  of  science. 

It  is  the  hope  of  this  department  that  our  progress  towards  modern  educational 
trends  is  not  hampered  by  the  lack  of  facilities.  In  order  to  promote  our  objectives,  there 
exists  a  need  for  more  well-equipped  science  laboratories.  At  present,  there  are  only  two 
rooms  available  in  the  junior-senior  high  school  where  studentsmay  adequately  perform 
individual  or  group  experiments.  Keeping  this  fact  in  mind,  I  strongly  recommend  the 
renovation  of  at  least  two  existing  rooms  to  be  used  as  science  laboratories,  or  the 
construction  of  a  new  science  wing.

The  1971-72  school  year  has  been  another  year  of  expansion,  involvement,  and 
updating  for  the  teachers  and  students  of  the  eleven  courses  of  study  presented  to 
approximately  785  students  daily  in  the  junior-senior  high  school. 

A  new  course  offering  -  Ancient  History  -  requested  by  past  and  present  students 
was  introduced  this  year  and  has  been  well  received.  Space  and  personnel  problems 
caused  the  temporary  postponement  of  anthropology  and  sociology  units,  although 
mini-courses  in  each  area  are  being  offered  to  some  senior  groups.  The  Social  Studies 
Department  in  cooperation  with  several  other  departments  presented  a  unit  entitled 
"Hiroshima:*  A  Study  in  the  Science,  Politics  and  the  Ethics  of  War"  as  part  of  the 
Humanities  Program.  A  member  of  the  department  is  team-teaching  with  a  science 
teacher  in  the  Environmental  Studies  unit. 

Paperback  books  and  audio-visual  materials  are  constantly  being  evaluated  in  order  to 
make  the  courses  more  relevant  and  enriching  to  the  students. 
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It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Social  Studies  Department  that  classes  continue  to 
be  grouped  homogeneously  and  that  class  sizes  be  kept  as  small  as  the  physical  plant  will 
allow.  As  soon  as  plant  and  budgetary  limitations  allow,  additional  courses  will  be 
suggested  for  inclusion  in  the  curriculum.

A  Federal  project  has  been  submitted  to  obtain  aid  in  the  acquisition  of  equipment 
and  supplies  necessary  for  the  effective  implementation  of  the  career-oriented 
curriculum  pattern. 

In  the  future  we  hope  to: 

1.  Re-establish  the  Office  Practice  course 

2.  Introduce  a  Data  Processing  Course. 

3.  Contact  more  local  businessmen  to  obtain  their  aid  and  suggestions  for  improving 
the  program. 

4.  Establish  and  implement  a  cooperative  work  experience  program. 

5.  Examine  and  procure  audio-visual  aids  for  the  department. 

6.  Evaluate  and  begin  limited  implementation  of  standardized  tests  to  determine 
aptitude  and  vocational  interest  in  the  careers  program.

A  faculty  resource  library  has  beer,  established  with  plans  for  expanded  use.  .An 
enlarged  vertical  file  will  also  soon  be  effectively  operational. 

We  are  encouraged  by  the  cooperation  of  teachers  in  initiating  library  activities,  of 
administrators  by  their  active  support,  and  of  students  by  their  intellectual  curiosity  and 
mature  use  of  the  horary.

Choral  Music 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

As  this  report  is  being  prepared,  we  music  teachers  are  busily  involved  in  programs 

for  the  Christmas  Season. 

This  year  we  will  offer  a  public  concert  in  the  evening  as  well  as  two  assemblies  for 
the  student  body  on  the  final  day  before  school  is  dismissed  for  the  Holiday  vacation. 

Of  special  interest  to  twenty-two  members  of  our  High  School  Chorus  was  the 
opportunity  to  join  with  members  of  the  Gammons  Methodist  Church  Choir  of 
Bridgewater  in  presenting  two  programs  televised  by  Channel  6  in  color  on  December 
19th  and  26th.  As  I  am  director  of  both  choirs  I  was  very  pleased  to  have  them  join 
together  for  this  exciting  experience. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  7th  and  8th  grade  students  have  shown  an  overwhelming 
response  to  our  newly  organized  Junior  High  Chorus.  These  young  people  are  meeting 
during  at  least  one  and  sometimes  more  of  the  six  scheduled  rehearsal  periods  each  week. 
There  has  long  been  a  need  for  a  program  of  this  son  and  it  is  now  being  made  possible 
by  etiminating  one  of  the  two  General  Music  classes  in  the  8th  grades  and  offering  an 
optional  choral  period  in  its  place. 
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The  problem  still  exists  in  the  need  of  additional  teaching  personnel  for  music.  At 
present  I  am  teaching  all  the  General  Music  and  Choral  Classes  in  the  Junior  High  as  well 
as  the  High  School  Chorus  which  has  now  grown  to  thirty-five  members.  This 
necessitates  teaching  six  periods  daily  with  two  class  periods  offered  to  some  classes 
while  several  others  receive  only  one.  These  circumstances  are  not  entirely  conducive  to 
stimulating  creativity. 

Music  courses  available  to  the  High  School  students  are  still  limited  to  Chorus  and 
Band  with  no  opportunity  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  a  music  career  to  avail 
themselves  of  courses  in  Harmony,  Theory,  Appreciation,  or  selective  choruses. 

This  year  we  are  especially  pleased  to  have  four  choral  members  and  two  band 
members  selected  to  take  part  in  the  Southeast  District  Music  Festival  to  be  held  in 
Stoughton,  January  21st  and  22nd.  Two  of  these  students,  Allen  Hoyt  and  Michael 
Pratt,  have  also  received  All  State  recommendation  for  Chorus. 

Both  Junior  and  Senior  Choruses  are  looking  forward  to  their  respective 
S.  E.  M.  S.  B.  A.  auditions  and  Festivals.  I  have  accepted  the  position  of  Choral  Director 
for  this  year's  High  School  SEMSBA  Festival  in  Randolph,  March  10-1 2th.  I'm  certain 
this  will  be  a  most  challenging,  yet  personally  rewarding  experience. 

I  am  so  pleased  to  observe  the  growing  interest  in  music  and  the  arts  at  WBHS  and 
hope  that  this  may  indeed  provide  a  haven  for  our  seeking,  questioning,  and  often 
restless  youth. 

My  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  your  many  considerations  during  the  past 
years.

Instrumental  Music 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  Instrumental  Program  in  our  schools  centers  on  three  distinct  groups  of  musical 
development  beyond  the  beginner's  stage.  At  this  time  we  have  an  Intermediate  Band 
(Grades  4-6)  at  the  Elementary  level;  The  Junior  High  Band  (Grades  7-8)  and  the  High 
School  Band. 

Each  of  the  bands  can  at  this  time  function  as  separate  units,  but  the  Junior  High 
Band,  coupled  with  the  more  experienced  of  those  in  the  Intermediate  Band,  make  up  a 
unit  that  in  size  and  quality,  will  produce  a  noticeably  good  ensemble  within  a  year's 
time.  Lack  of  opportunity  to  practice  during  the  school  day  due  to  scheduling  problems 
at  the  Junior  High  level  is  the  only  weak  link  that  prevents  the  instrumental  program 
from  presenting  the  Junior  High  Band  to  the  public  during  the  first  half  of  the  school 
year.  Accordingly  that  group  is  inadequately  prepared  to  participate  in  the  Veteran's 
Day  Parade  and  as  a  part  of  the  Christmas  concert  at  the  High  School. 
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An  introduction  of  private  music  instruction  (Woodwind,  Brass  and  Percussion)  by 
professional  teachers  at  the  Elementary  level  this  year  has  proven  a  strong  addition  to 
the  Instrumental  Program.  The  Elementary  school's  Christmas  concert  with  the  Inter- 
mediate Band  will  bear  out  this  point. 

Two  W.B.H.S.  band  members  will  represent  the  Town  at  the  Southeast  District  Music 
Festival  in  Stoughton  in  January.  It  is  expected  that  at  least  two  members  will  be 
accepted  as  a  part  of  the  S.  E.  M.  S.  B.  A.  Festival  Band  Concert  later  on  in  March. 

At  this  writing,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  announce  that  one  of  our  High  School  Band 
members  has  been  accepted  as  a  full-time  music  student  next  year  at  the  Boston 
Conservatory  of  Music.

Elementary  Art 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  children  at  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  and  Mr.  Fantasia's  class  at  Spring  Street 
had  the  opportunity  for  the  first  time  to  make  by  hand  some  useful  and/or  decorative 
article  and  have  it  fired.  I  think  if  the  pupils  were  to  vote  for  the  most  exciting 
experience  in  Art  last  year,  this  would  have  been  their  choice.  In  response  to  this  interest 
more  clay  and  some  glazes  were  ordered  so  that  more  pupils  might  this  year  experience 
this  early  craft. 

While  the  fourth  grade  this  fall  studied  American  Indians  for  Social  Studies,  the  Art 
class  looked  at  and  discussed  Taos  Indians  from  two  prints  from  the  Art  Appreciation 
Collection;  then  they  made  pinch  pots  that  were  decorated  with  Indian  symbols  and 
glazed.  They  were  thrilled  to  be  able  to  use  them  for  Christmas  gifts.  My  frustration  in 
the  correlated  project  is  that  the  Social  Studies  Unit  finished  weeks  ago  and  with 
forty -five  (45)  minutes  a  week  the  Art  lessons  have  taken  between  eight  to  ten  weeks. 
This  need  for  double  period  time  in  Art  for  all  grades  at  the  MacDonald  School  would  be 
of  great  value;  since  rarely  do  we  finish  a  project  in  one  lesson. 

This  same  concern  for  sufficient  time  applies  to  the  first  three  grades;  for  although 
the  length  of  time  is  fine  for  this  level,  being  able  to  see  each  pupil  once  a  week  would 
make  the  Art  program  more  successful.  The  tremendous  results  of  what  little  Art 
Appreciation  we  have  had  has  been  at  the  expense  of  limiting  pupil  participation  in 
various  art  media.  I  dislike  to  think  of  eliminating  any  part. 

After  experimenting  two  years  ago  with  Art  Clubs  I  concluded  that  clubs  composed 
of  members  of  the  sixth  grade  would  be  of  value.  Two  separate  clubs,  each  meeting  after 
school  once  a  week  for  two  hours  seems  to  be  the  answer.  Clay  proved  again  to  be  the 
popular  media.  Since  there  was  not  sufficient  clay  for  this  purpose  and  no  glazes;  the 
members  through  dues  contributed  to  the  purchase  of  these.  Most  work  was  constructed 
by  slab  methods;  but  everyone  had  a  chance  at  the  wheel.  Surely  all  now  have  a  healthy 
respect  for  the  skill  of  the  potter  and  his  wheel;  although  there  were  some  useable  pieces 
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made.  Similar  clubs  will  be  starting  in  January  and  since  we  now  have  supplies,  I  expect 
very  interesting  results. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  Administrators,  Teachers,  and 
Custodians  for  their  cooperation  and  interest  in  the  Art  program.  Time  is  my  only 
complaint  and  in  that  I'm  not  unique.

Athletics 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

The  aims  of  the  1971  athletic  program  at  West  Bridgewater  High  School,  working  in 
conjunction  with  the  academic  phase  of  school  life,  is  the  development  of  specific  values, 
attitudes,  skills  and  the  fostering  of  a  competitive  spirit  which  will  help  to  make  the 
students  outstanding  citizens  in  their  adult  life.  We  feel  that  the  discipline  required  of  a 
participant  will  enable  him  to  adjust  more  easily  to  the  successes  and  failures  that 
accompany  later  life.  We  feel  that  a  person  going  into  the  world  must  be  able  to  handle 
both  victory  and  defeat  and  hopefully  he  becomes  a  better  person  with  each  day  of 
participation. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  addition  to  increasing  our  interscholastic  program, 
we  have  added  a  program  of  intramurals.  We  presently  have  intramural  basketball  and 
weightlifting  with  65  participants. 

During  the  winter  season  we  had  130  competing  in  boys  and  girls  basketball  in  grades 
7-12.  During  the  spring  there  were  110  participating  in  baseball,  track,  golf,  tennis  and 
Softball.  During  the  fall  of  1971  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  participants 
particularly  in  football  which  had  42  boys  on  the  freshman  team  and  24  on  the  varsity. 
Altogether  there  were  121  boys  and  girls  involved  in  athletics  from  grades  7-12, 
including  cross  country  and  field  hockey.

According  to  a  recent  survey  by  the  Massachusetts  School  Lunch  Program  Au- 
thorities, the  workers  in  our  program  are  producing  17  lunches  per  man-hour  worked, 
which  is  a  very  commendable  figure  by  overall  state  standards. 

With  a  high  increase  in  food  costs,  we  have  had  to  take  a  look  into  our  operation  and 
find  a  method  by  which  we  could  cut  some  of  these  costs.  To  do  this,  we  have  purchased 
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a  large  commercial  mixer.  We  feel  that  with  this  mixer,  our  baker  (Mrs.  Edna  Rowe)  will 
be  able  to  bake  not  only  all  the  cakes  and  pastries,  as  has  been  done  in  the  past,  but  also 
a  large  amount  of  the  bread  used  in  the  program.  By  doing  this  we  will  be  saving  a 
considerable  amount  of  money,  more  than  enough  to  offset  the  cost  of  the  machine. 

The  participation  in  the  School  Lunch  Program  has  risen  ten  percent  ove*  the 
previous  years.  I  credit  this  to  the  dedication  and  hard  work  of  the  women  who  work  in 
the  lunch  program. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  thank  our  School  Committee,  Mr. 
Fisher,  Mr.  Jones,  Mr.  Benson  and  Mr.  Peters,  as  well  as  all  the  workers  in  the  Hot  Lunch 
Program  who  have  helped  me  make  the  transition  into  this  School  System.

Maintenance 

Dear  Mr.  Fisher: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1971. 

The  largest  single  improvement  in  the  schools  is  the  roof  on  the  two-story  section  of 
the  High  School.  At  this  writing  it  has  proved  satisfactory.  There  are  some  leaks  in  other 
parts  of  the  building.  The  new  roofs,  gym,  second  story  and  East  wing  seem  to  be  O.K. 

The  outside  of  the  Spring  Street  School  was  painted  this  past  summer.  All  schools 
had  routine  painting  and  varnishing  -  gym  floors,  boiler  rooms,  and  various  rooms  and 
offices. 

Vandalism  which  was  referred  to  in  last  year's  report  has  come  to  an  abrupt  halt. 

Termites  which  were  found  in  the  gym  and  locker  rooms  have  been  treated  and  have 
not  re-appeared. 

After  twenty  years  some  things  are  wearing  out.  Plumbing  is  one  of  the  big  offenders, 
cesspools,  faucets,  valves,  and  pumps.  Things  are  under  control  but  this  type  of  trouble  is 
expensive. 

Since  we  have  been  unable  to  do  all  the  necessary  painting  ourselves,  I  recommend 
hiring  painters  to  work  for  several  weeks  in  the  summer  vacation  period. 

The  roof  on  the  Spring  Street  School  looks  terrible  but  since  it  does  not  leak  we  have 
been  advised  to  leave  it  alone  until  it  develops  extensive  weaknesses. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Benson,  Mr.  Gazda,  custodians,  teachers,  School 
Committee  members  and  you,  Mr.  Fisher,  for  your  understanding  and  cooperation  and  I 
am  looking  forward  to  working  with  you  next  year.

The  Keith  Parsonage  on  River  Street,  having  been  restored  to  its  original  salt-box 
type  with  an  Open  House  planned  for  the  Spring  of  1973,  is  believed  to  be  the  oldest 
parsonage  in  the  United  States.  It  was  built  in  1662  and  is  steeped  in  history,  being  the 
heritage  not  only  of  West  Bridgewater,  but  the  entire  inland  section  once  known  as  "Old 
Bridgewater."  It  is  located  across  the  Town  River  (Nunckatesset)  from  Stockade  Hill 
where  early  colonists  defended  themselves  during  King  Philip's  War. 

The  first  settlement  in  West  Bridgewater  was  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  Modern 
conservationists  would  be  delighted  with  the  size  of  the  Garden  or  House  lots  as  they 
were  six  acres  in  area;  among  them  being  the  Church  lot. 

The  Parsonage  was  built  by  the  colonists  for  their  first  permanent  minister,  Rev. 
James  Keith,  who  came  from  Scotland  and  served  his  people  for  over  a  half-century; 
until  1719.  When  the  settlement  to  the  south,  now  Bridgewater,  was  allowed  through 
legislation  of  the  General  Court  to  establish  a  separate  parish,  it  was  with  the 
consideration  that  they  still  be  proportionately  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  elderly 
Mr.  Keith.

Voted:  The  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  to  accept  as 
a  gift,  a  photocopy  machine  from  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Allen  Foye  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Hazel 
Fletcher. 

Article  19.  Voted:  Unanimously  that  the  Town  vote  to  rescind  the  action  taken 
under  Article  17  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1964  in  which  article  the  sum  of 
$300,000.00  was  appropriated  to  construct  a  standpipe,  a  building  for  pumping 
station  and  equipment  and  for  the  laying  of  water  mains  and  aqueducts  of  more  than 
sixteen  inches  in  diameter  and  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  was  authorized  to 
accept  a  grant  from  the  Federal  Government  under  the  Accelerated  Public  Works  Act. 

Article  20.  Voted:  Unanimously  the  sum  of  $3,510.00  be  appropriated,  to  be 
expended  by  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  to  install  an  air  conditioning  system  in  the 
Town  Library. 

Motion  made  to  adjourn  Town  Meeting  until  Wednesday  evening,  March  15  at 
7:30  P.M.  in  the  High  School  Auditorium.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  notified  all  department  heads,  including  the  school 
department,  to  hold  the  line  on  spending.  Most  departments  and  all  town  employees 
have  agreed  to  cooperate.  There  will  be  no  requests  for  new  equipment  from  any 
department  except  where  the  present  equipment  might  not  last  the  next  eighteen 
months.  The  police  will  request  Town's  approval  to  purchase  two  police  cruisers.  It 
would  be  economically  unsound  to  carry  the  two  present  vehicles  beyond  this  summer. 
This  Board  is  also  asking  the  taxpayer  to  cooperate  by  refusing  to  purchase  unnecessary 
services  and  goods  and  support  the  recommendations  of  the  finance  committee.  This 
overall  cooperation  could  result  in  a  minimal  or  no  increase  in  our  present  tax  rate. 

We  have  been  cited  on  three  different  occasions  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  at  the 
Sanitary  Land  Fill.  Major  changes  must  be  made  to  comply  with  state  laws.  One  of  the 
most  critical  and  expensive  problems  to  the  Town  is  that  all  gravel  and  fill  must  now  be 
purchased  from  private  concerns. 

The  Chapter  90  construction  on  East  Center  Street  will  be  completed  sometime  the 
early  part  of  this  year.  It  is  hopeful  that  we  can  begin  work  on  Matfield  Street  to  correct 
a  dangerous  condition  at  the  entrance  of  the  new  Housing  for  the  Elderly. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  a  storm  drain  survey  and  study  would  set  grades 
and  direction  for  a  positive  drain  of  water  into  a  brook  or  stream  rather  than  move  water 
from  one  parcel  of  land  to  another.  This  survey  has  been  50%  completed  by  C.A. 
Pickering  Associates,  Inc.  This  year,  due  to  the  heaviest  rainfall  in  many  years,  drainage 
has  been  a  problem  of  great  magnitude. 

It  has  been  brought  to  our  attention  that  the  Town  Hall  roof  will  have  to  be  replaced 
shortly.  An  article  will  appear  on  the  warrant  for  town  approval.  The  inside  of  the  Town 
Hall  has  been  painted  at  material  cost  only.  The  upper  hall  was  last  painted  in  1951. 
Painting  was  done  by  an  EEA  employee  who  was  paid  by  the  federal  government. 

The  work  load  has  become  overwhelming  due  to  the  growth  of  the  Town  and 
enactment  of  laws  both  state  and  federal  have  required  additional  attention  of  the 
Selectmen.  The  weekly  Board  meetings  have  become  sessions  of  two  and  three  nights -at 
times,  five  evenings,  either  in  our  Town  Hall  or  attending  state  or  federal  meetings  away. 
A  member  of  the  Board  is  available  to  townspeople  almost  every  morning.  This  year  our 
office  will  be  open  the  minimum  of  thirty  hours  and  our  secretary  will  be  present  to  help 
facilitate  Selectmen's  business. 

We  have  requested  the  continuation  of  sidewalk  construction.  The  cost  of  building 
sidewalks  will  be  somewhat  higher  since  we  must  purchase  gravel,  whereas  in  the  past  we 
utilized  our  own  gravel  pit  at  the  Cyr  Street  well  field. 

Overweight  trucks  passing  through  our  Town,  damaging  our  streets,  have  been  the 
concern  of  this  office  for  a  long  time  and  some  action  had  to  be  taken  to  correct  this 
violation.  On  December  12,  1972,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  solicited  the  help  of  the 
police  department  and  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  initiate  a  drive  to  cite  these 
offenders  and  to  continue  constant  surveillance  until  these  violations  have  been 
eliminated. 
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Other  time-consuming  problems  for  this  Board  involves  checking  out  complaints  filed 
by  townspeople  concerning  eyesores  in  our  Town,  in  particular,  old,  unregistered 
vehicles  on  property.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  unregistered  cars  should  be 
included  as  personal  property  and  so  assessed.  Selectmen  made  several  trips  to  inspect 
requests  for  soil  removal  permits.  We  also  held  joint  meetings  with  the  Zoning  Bylaw 
Study  Committee.  Their  function  should  be  expanded  to  study  all  phases  of  our  town 
government. 

The  $3,500,000  expansion  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
School  was  announced  on  December  14,  1972.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  not  opposed 
to  participation  in  the  program.  We  are  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  expansion  but  the 
Board  is  opposed  to  the  $70,000  assessment  to  West  Bridgewater  which  was  not  brought 
before  the  voters  to  approve  or  disapprove.  The  Acts  of  1963,  Chapter  489,  gives  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  regional  school  committee  representative  excessive  authority 
to  commit  the  Town  without  the  consent  of  the  voter.  The  Board  feels  this  is  wrong  and 
should  be  corrected. 

The  fiscal  year  change  and  the  eighteen-month  budget  have  added  a  great  deal  of 
confusion  throughout  the  state.  After  the  first  eighteen  months  we  expect  it  will  become 
routine  and,  hopefully,  some  money  might  be  saved. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Austin  Cole,  former  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  who  has  faithfully  served  the 
Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  Mr.  Cole  retired  December  31,  1972,  and  we  hope  that  he 
and  Mrs.  Cole  will  have  an  enjoyable  retirement  which  they  so  richly  deserve.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  year  1972  saw  the  Commission's  emphasis  upon  land  acquisition  with  some 
amount  of  success.  Four  important  acquisitions  were  accomplished  by  the  Commission 
which  included  3.03  acres  in  Flaggy  Meadow,  purchased  for  $300.00  from  Bernice  Keith 
of  Bridgewater;  15.94  acres  in  Flaggy  Meadow  purchased  for  $4000  from  Caleb  Thomas 
of  Brockton;  3.13  acres  adjacent  to  Rt.  24,  abutting  the  West  Meadow  Wildlife  Area 
from  Leella  Leonard  of  Plymouth  for  $200,  and  .56  acres  on  Elm  Square  Brook  between 
Spring  and  No.  Elm  Streets  was  gratefully  received  as  a  gift  from  Component 
Manufacturing  Company  through  the  cooperation  of  its  President,  Mr.  Randolph  Barker 
of  Raynham.  Although  small  in  size,  this  acquisition  tied  together  two  other  pieces  of 
conservation  land  abutting  the  brook.  Both  parcels  in  Flaggy  Meadow  abutt  other 
conservation  land  and  bring  total  acreage  in  this  flood  plain  to  43.30  acres.  The  acreage 
next  to  the  state-owned  West  Meadow  Wildlife  Area  ties  two  other  parcels  of 
conservation  land  together  to  form  9.12  acres  of  buffer  zone  between  the  industrially- 
zoned  land  along  Rt.  24  and  the  West  Meadow  Wildlife  area. 

In  its  1971  report,  this  Commission  stated  that  the  next  ten  years  would  tell  the 
story  as  far  as  the  scope  of  acquiring  conservation  land  is  concerned  due  to  its  increasing 
scarcity  due  to  development  and  rapidly  rising  prices.  We  wish  to  emphasize  at  this  time 
that  this  prediction  is  becoming  clearly  more  evident  as  new  subdivision  plans  are  being 
filed  with  the  Planning  Board.  What  is  distressing  is  the  fact  that  the  town  has  no  master 
plan  or  any  idea  whatsoever  as  to  the  direction  that  development  will  take. 

The  Commission's  main  effort  is  to  continue  a  land  acquisition  program  to  the  degree 
that  its  $5000  budget  will  allow.  The  Commission  strongly  persists  in  its  recommenda- 
tion that  the  former  Foye  Farm  be  acquired  in  the  future  for  conservation  and 
recreation  purposes.  The  Commission  is  closely  monitoring  events  transpiring  with  this 
property  and  will  be  alert  to  any  possibility  of  acting  in  the  best  interests  of  the  town. 

In  June,  the  Commission  organized  a  Clean-Up,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  West 
Bridgewater  Student  Conservationists,  cleaned  up  roadside  trash  along  a  portion  of  No. 
Elm  and  Maple  Streets. 

On  October  16,  1972,  legislation  became  effective  which  placed  the  responsibility  for 
enforcement  and  administration  of  the  Hatch  Act,  which  controls  the  filling  of  wetlands 
and  alteration  of  other  natural  areas,  in  the  hands  of  the  local  Conservation 
Commissions.  While  most  everyone  concerned  with  Conservation  agrees  that  it  is  a 
drastic  improvement,  it  has  placed  a  far  greater  burden  upon  the  Commissions.  Since 
October,  the  Commissioners  have  investigated  five  complaints  of  alleged  Hatch  Act 
violations  and  issued  three  cease  and  desist  orders  and  made  the  determination  that  no 
violation  existed  in  the  other  two  cases.  In  addition,  the  Commissioners  observed  one 
violation  and  issued  an  additional  cease  and  desist  order  for  a  total  of  four  for  the  year. 

In  December,  a  public  hearing  was  held  upon  an  application  to  fill  land  on  West  St. 
adjacent  to  the  Hockomock  River  owned  by  Eastern  States  Realty  Corp.  of  Hyde  Park. 
Since  the  land  was  considered  to  be  flood  plain,  it  was  subject  to  Chapter  131,  Section 
40  (Hatch  Act).  A  permit  was  denied  inasmuch  as  the  Commissioners  were  in  unanimous 
agreement  that  it  was  critical  flood  plain  and  to  do  so  would  do  irreversible  damage  and 
intensify  flooding  problems  already  found  in  this  area. 
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The  Commissioners  wish  to  emphasize  that  they  will  strictly  enforce  the  provisions  of 
the  Hatch  Act,  and  will  tolerate  violations  by  no  one.  In  this  regard  one  meeting  was 
held  with  the  Chief  of  Police,  who  agreed  to  cooperate  with  the  Commission  in  enforcing 
this  act.  Additionally,  all  violations  are  being  professionally  photographed  for  use  at 
hearings,  and  evidence  in  court  action,  if  necessary.  For  the  convenience  and  education 
of  interested  persons,  the  Commission  has  copies  of  the  Hatch  Act  available,  as  well  as 
application  forms  (Intents). 

Inasmuch  as  the  Commission  is  a  part-time  operation,  it  requests  the  assistance  of  the 
citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  in  promptly  reporting  what  they  believe  to  be  a  violation  of 
the  Hatch  Act,  which  reads  "No  person  shall  remove,  fill,  dredge,  or  alter  any  bank, 
beach,  dune,  flat,  marsh,  meadow,  or  swamp  bordering  on  the  ocean  or  on  any  estuary, 
creek,  river,  stream,  pond  or  lake  subject  to  tidal  action,  coastal  storm  flowage,  or 
flooding  without  filing  written  notice  of  his  intention  to  so  remove,  fill,  dredge,  or  alter, 
including  such  plans  as  may  be  necessary  to  describe  such  proposed  activity  and  its  effect 
on  the  environment,  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  any  such  removing,  filling,  dredging,  or 
altering."  Promptness  in  reporting  a  violation  is  essential  in  that  severe  damage  can  be 
done  in  a  few  hours  time  with  modern  equipment.  Any  person  who  believes  a  violation  is 
being  or  has  been  committed,  is  urged  to  promptly  call  at  any  time  any  member  of  the 
Commission  or  the  Police  Department.  The  matter  will  be  promptly  investigated  and  a 
cease  and  desist  order  issued  immediately  if  the  Commissioners  concur. 

The  Commissioners  were  not  successful  in  beginning  work  on  their  proposed 
demonstration  woodlot  in  the  Woodcock  Chase  Conservation  Area  due  to  the  inability 
to  find  a  pulp  wood  contractor  who  would  take  on  such  a  small  project.  However,  the 
possibility  of  completing  the  work  in  1973  looks  good.  This  will  consist  of  thinning 
crowded  and  deformed  trees  and  pruning  the  remainder  over  a  two-acre  area  of  white 
pine. 

The  Commission  received  a  report  from  the  Mass.  Division  of  Forests  and  Parks  based 
upon  a  complete  survey  of  the  West  Meadow  Wildlife  Area  at  the  Commission's  request. 
The  report  recommends  expansion  of  the  area  to  more  adequately  protect  the  lake  from 
encroachment.  Presently,  the  Division  is  determining  a  priority  for  this  project  in 
relation  to  its  other  projects.  The  Commissioners,  judging  from  past  experiences  in 
dealing  with  the  state,  do  not  expect  quick  action  in  acquiring  any  land. 

Legislation  will  be  filed  in  1973  at  the  request  of  the  Commission  to  strengthen  the 
Hatch  Act,  particularly  in  the  respect  of  requiring  advance  notice  to  abutters  of  a  public 
hearing  on  an  Intent  to  perform  work  under  the  Act. 

Twelve  meetings  were  held  in  1971  and  beginning  in  November,  the  regular  meeting 
night  was  changed  from  the  third  to  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  8:00  P.M.  to 
accommodate  some  conflicting  schedules.  Unfortunately,  death  took  two  loyal  members 
from  the  Commission  during  1972,  which  saddened  us  all.  Mr.  George  I.  Reynolds  and 
Miss  Walborg  Johnson  will  both  be  missed.  Mr.  Emil  Lawson  of  200  Spring  Street  was 
appointed  to  Mr.  Reynold's  vacancy. 

The  Commission  received  $270  in  gifts  during  1972,  the  largest  being  $100  from  the 
Samoset  Rod  and  Gun  Club,  and  the  remaining  contributed  in  memory  of  the  late 
George  I.  Reynolds. 
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The  Commissioners  are  high  in  their  praise  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Student 
Conservation  Group  for  their  many  worthwhile  projects  and  urge  support  of  their 
activities,  especially  the  recycling  project  at  the  dump. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Forest  and  Park 
Department,  Town  Clerk  Anna  Brown,  Atty.  Willis  A.  Downs,  Atty.  Joseph  Linehan, 
Charles  Pickering,  The  Samoset  Rod  and  Gun  Club,  Austin  Cole,  and  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  for  their  advice  and  assistance  to  the  Commission  as  well  as  Representative 
Carl  Ohlson,  John  S.  Ames,  III,  and  Robert  Gillette  for  their  interest  and  assistance  in 
preserving  the  Hockomock  Swamp.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  work  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Elderly  Citizens 
of  West  Bridgewater,  meeting  monthly  to  assess  current  problems  and  the  best 
methods  of  handling  them. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Department,  a  Hot  Lunch  Program  was 
established,  beginning  on  Monday,  March  20,  1972,  and  continuing  through  the  school 
year,  2  days  a  week  at  a  cost  of  S.50  per  lunch  for  the  elders  of  our  town. 
Attendance  has  been  good,  and  the  seniors  have  enjoyed  the  lunches  as  well  as 
informative  and  entertainment  programs  planned  by  the  council.  In  May  it  was  voted 
to  appoint  Mrs.  Emma  Marzelli  Coordinator  of  the  Hot  Lunch  Program,  and  she  has 
served  competently  in  this  position  throughout  the  year. 

The  Council  joined  the  Southeast  Regional  Council  on  Aging  in  1972,  with  the 
Chairman  and  2  members  to  attend  these  regional  meetings  as  representatives  of  the 
local  councils.  Mrs.  Virginia  Antonangeli,  and  Mrs.  Susan  Puffer  were  appointed 
delegates,  with  Mrs.  Margaret  Ryan  as  alternate.  Meetings  were  attended  in  March  and 
June,  where  problems  common  to  area  towns  were  discussed. 

The  Council  presented  a  proposal  to  the  Walk  for  Development  for  help  with 
transportation  needs;  because  of  the  similarities  of  the  proposals  of  the  three 
Bridgewaters,  a  special  meeting  was  called,  and  a  tri-town  proposal  was  drawn  up  and 
submitted  to  the  Freedom  from  Hunger  Foundation.  This  has  been  accepted,  and  a 
final  decision  as  to  how  the  money  is  to  be  used  is  imminent,  following  a  tri-town 
meeting  attended  by  our  representative,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Amerigian. 

In  March,  the  Council  sponsored  a  bus  trip  to  the  Flower  Show  at  Commonwealth 
Armory  in  Boston,  and  in  October.  2  bus  loads  of  the  elderly  enjoyed  a  Foliage  trip 
to  Western  Mass.  The  participants  have  expressed  their  pleasure  in  these  excursions. 

The  Council  is  still  interested  in  finding  a  drop-in  center  where  people  may 
socialize  and  enjoy  games  and  hobbies,  but  as  yet  had  not  found  an  appropriate 
building.  We  shall  continue  our  efforts  in  this  endeavor,  for  we  feel  this  is  an 
important  project  that  could  mean  much  to  the  town. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  a  Health  Clinic  was  established 
in  October  to  be  held  once  a  month.  The  first  two  clinics  were  at  St.  Ann's  Parish 
Center,  with  all  future  clinics  to  be  held  at  the  Elderly  Housing  Community  Room. 
The  Council  purchased  a  blood  pressure  kit  to  be  used  for  this  project. 

Election  of  officers  was  held  at  the  June  meeting  with  unanimous  vote  returning 
Lloyd  A.  Sears  as  Chairman,  with  Vice  Chairman  Genevieve  Steffen,  Secretary  Susan 
Puffer,  and  Treasurer  S.  Erick  Benson. 

Several  more  businesses  have  joined  the  long  list  of  merchants  giving  discounts  to 
elderly  citizens  on  presentation  of  I.D.  cards,  and  we  appreciate  their  cooperation,  as 
well  as  that  of  so  many  interested  citizens  who  have  helped  us  establish  programs  to 
bring  help  and  pleasure  to  our  elderly  population.

FORESTRY  and  PARKS  DEPT. 

To  the  Residents  of  West  Bridgewater: 

The  Forestry  and  Parks  activities  for  the  year  1972  have  been  generally  along  the 
order  of  previous  years.  Tree  removal  stands  out  as  foremost  in  our  operations,  there 
having  been  upwards  of  110  trees  removed  including  Dutch  Elm  diseased  trees.  The 
majority  of  these  removals  were  topped  out  by  hired  equipment,  such  as  aerial  crane 
and  bucket.  This  was  necessary  because  of  the  proximity  of  utility  wires  or  of  being 
over  private  property  and  in  some  cases  we  were  assisted  with  aid  from  the  Edison 
and  Telephone  Companies. 

The  amount  of  emergency  work  has  increased  at  an  alarming  rate.  While  we 
endeavor  to  head  off  this  type  of  work  by  concentrating  on  what  appears  to  be 
dangerous,  it  is  my  observation  that  approximately  three-fourths  of  the  trees  involved 
are  over-age  trees  and  while  they  may  appear  in  good  health,  they  are  physically  on 
the  decline.  Several  of  these  trees  were  in  a  good  state  of  health  above  ground,  but 
the  root  systems  were  badly  affected  by  dry  rot,  causing  the  whole  tree  to  break  off 
at  the  ground  line  in  a  strong  wind.  Many  street  trees  have  been  weakened  by  factors 
related  to  their  site-such  as  too  much  asphalt,  trunk  injuries,  cut  roots  from 
excavations  and  narrow  tree  belts.  Another  factor  which  has  weakened  our  roadside 
trees  here  in  the  Northeast,  especially  the  maple  tree  species,  is  the  increasing  use  of 
salt  in  ice  removal  programs  on  our  highways. 
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Tree  planting  has  moved  on,  but  not  at  the  rate  which  I  anticipated.  Here  again 
labor  is  needed  in  too  many  places  at  once  to  devote  a  proper  concentration  on  any 
one  phase  of  the  work.  During  the  Spring  and  Fall  planting  season  of  1972,  86  new 
trees  of  various  species  were  planted,  staked  and  mulched.  Many  of  these  were  dug  at 
our  Town  Nursery,  supplemented  by  some  purchased.  It  would  not  be  advisable  for  us 
to  endeavor  to  raise  our  entire  supply  of  tree  stock  as  it  would  require  a  nursery  of 
several  acres  and  a  stock  of  two  thousand  trees  in  various  stages  of  development  to 
provide  an  annual  output  of  100  to  175  selected  trees  over  a  ten-year  period.  A  tree 
from  seedling  to  planting  size  requires  a  period  of  ten  years  in  the  nursery. 

The  Poison  Ivy  eradication  program,  started  in  1952,  has  eliminated  this  nuisance 
from  our  roadsides  and  the  list  of  calls  to  spray  for  it  on  private  property  is  getting 
smaller  each  season.  In  this  way,  we  know  we  have  licked  this  problem  and  can  see 
the  end  in  sight.  Again  I  remind  all  residents  that  if  they  suspect  they  have  Poison  Ivy 
on  their  property,  contact  the  Tree  Warden  and  we  will  gladly  spray  for  this. 

Throughout  the  years  the  list  of  insect  pests,  diseases  and  nuisances  under  control 
of  the  department  has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds.  Methods  and  thinking  also  change 
as  the  years  go  by  -  one  thing  remains  constant  -  the  threat  to  our  forests  and  shade 
trees  by  insects  and  disease.  In  terms  of  valuation,  all  public  buildings,  schools,  Town 
Hall,  facilities  and  equipment  of  all  Town  departments  combined  do  not  begin  to 
equal  the  total  valuation  of  our  public  shade  trees  placed  under  the  charge  of  the  Tree 
Warden. 

All  street  trees  were  applied  one  foliar  spray  and  in  some  cases  two  sprays  during 
the  growing  season.  The  constant  wet  summer  made  it  extremely  hard  to  find 
favorable  spraying  conditions.  Many  hours  were  expended  fogging  and  mist  blowing  to 
relieve  the  adult  mosquito  problem.  Three  aerial  applications  of  1000  acres  were 
applied  by  helicopter  for  adult  mosquito  control  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of 
Health.  This  department  will  spray  private  property  for  mosquito  control  at  an 
outdoor  function  if  we  receive  a  one-week  notice.  Also,  hornet  and  wasp  nests  will  be 
eliminated  as  part  of  our  services  if  they  are  found  outside  residences  but  if  they  are 
within  a  residence,  we  advise  enlisting  the  services  of  a  professional  exterminator. 

War  Memorial  Park,  13  town  greens  and  6  town-owned  cemeteries  were  regularly 
fertilized,  mowed  and  trimmed  during  the  growing  season.  Geraniums  and  annuals 
were  planted  in  many  beds  in  the  park.  The  neat  appearance  of  these  greens  and  parks 
are  truly  an  asset  to  our  town.  Legion  Memorial  baseball  field  was  also  fertilized  and 
regularly  mowed  and  trimmed  by  this  department. 

Each  holiday  season  the  department  decorates  the  monument  at  Central  Square 
and  the  green  at  Elm  Square.  This  year  we  added  to  the  display  at  Central  Square  and 
plans  are  for  a  renewal  of  decorations  in  1973  at  Elm  Square. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1973,  the  department  is  requesting  the  trade-in  of 
our  present  1960  pick-up  for  a  new  small  stake-platform  truck.  The  older  vehicle  is 
incapable  of  efficiently  operating  while  the  platform  truck  will  greatly  increase 
operating  the  department's  spraying  and  tree  removal  program. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  state  that  good  public  relations  becomes  one  of  our 
largest  jobs.  Each  resident,  at  one  time  or  another,  will  eventually  become  our  client 
for  service  because  of  our  varied  list  of  activities.  We  are  always  willing  to  be  of  any 
assistance  to  all  citizens  or  any  department  with  the  town. 
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It  is  only  through  the  loyalty  of  my  workmen  and  their  pride  in  their  work,  the 
splendid  support  of  the  townspeople  in  my  efforts,  and  the  fine  cooperation  of  our 
many  department  heads  and  officials  who  are  also  leaders  in  their  respective  fields, 
that  we  have  progressed. 

The  town  with  fine  shade  trees  is  the  Town  Beautiful!

Bridgewater. 

Using  the  results  of  our  survey  made  in  1971,  the  library  has  extended  its  services, 
changed  and  expanded  the  purchasing  of  books,  periodicals,  records,  paperbacks,  and 
scheduled  hours  convenient  to  more  people  and  made  long  range  plans  to  meet  the 
needs  and  interests  of  our  patrons. 

Space  has  become  one  of  the  main  considerations  in  the  expansion  of  these 
services.  Plans  for  the  rearrangements  of  furniture  and  shelving  have  been  made  so 
that  a  children's  corner  and  adult  browsing  area  can  be  established.  New  shelving  has 
been  purchased. 

An  air  conditioner  has  been  installed  to  make  the  summer  hours  more  enjoyable. 
Programs  can  now  be  carried  on  in  the  warm  months  regardless  of  the  temperature. 

The  Trustees  held  a  tea  on  November  19,  1972  from  3  p.m.  to  5  p.m.  to 
commemorate  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  town.  Appropriate  exhibits  were  dis- 
played. Town  officials,  past  trustees  and  many  friends  of  the  library  took  part. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  have  accepted  the  resignation  of  our  librarian,  Mrs. 
Christine  Dowd.  She  wants  to  spend  more  time  with  her  family  and  young  son.  We  are 
most  understanding  of  her  decision  and  are  deeply  aware  of  how  much  our  library  will 
miss  her.  The  town  and  Trustees  will  always  be  indebted  to  Mrs.  Dowd  for  the  many  fine 
ideas  and  programs  she  has  given  us.  We  wish  her  happiness. 

Mrs.  Priscilla  Grippen  and  Miss  Edith  Wolfsberg  were  elected  to  the  board  in  the 
March,  town  elections.  We  welcome  them  both. 

As  with  all  our  institutions,  the  operating  of  our  library  becomes  increasingly 
complex  demanding  more  and  more  time  from  the  trustees.  We  continue  to  strive  to 
give  maximum  return  on  the  library's  monies  and  time.  We  appreciate  the  support  and 
good  will  of  the  townspeople.

The  past  year  reflected  an  increase  in  use  of  the  library  facility.  We  were  open  six 
days  a  week  for  the  full  year  with  the  exception  of  the  holiday  weekends  which  meant 
an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  25  work  days.  Reference  questions  doubled  and 
new  registrations  continue  to  come  in.  New  subscribers  over  the  past  five  years  are  as 
follows : 


Library  programs  were  expanded  to  include  lectures  for  adults,  art  workshops  for 
children,  story  hours,  exhibits,  and  a  family  night  with  a  well-known  puppeteer 
entertaining  over  100  persons. A  special  lecture  on  the  Hockomock  Swamp  accompanied 
by  slides  and  sound  effects  by  Lawrence  Mish  of  Bridgewater  State  College  had  to  be 
scheduled  twice  to  facilitate  the  large  group  who  attended.  An  enthusiastic  group  turned 
out  to  hear  Mr.  Barlow  speak  on  Sandwich  Glass  with  a  display  of  several  hundred 
pieces. 

One  of  our  most  successful  undertakings  has  been  the  addition  of  an  exhibit  case  just 
inside  the  front  door.  Old  and  young  alike  have  delighted  in  such  displays  as  the  Puffer 
collection  of  Shells  from  the  Pacific  Shores  followed  by  Rocks  and  Minerals  by  R. 
Wayne  Legge,  a  Moroccan  exhibit  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Atkinson  and  Mrs.  William 
Murphy,  Bells  by  the  National  Dairy  Council,  and  a  special  1822  collection  on  loan  from 
the  Plymouth  Antiquarian  Society  to  commemorate  the  150th  year  of  incorporation. 

The  card  catalogs  have  been  interfiled  and  a  new  juvenile  author-title  file  set  up.  The 
adult  catalog  has  been  weeded  and  a  new  subject  catalog  set  up  where  all  books  in  the 
library  on  a  specific  subject  are  found  together  regardless  of  age  group.  This  enables  the 
patron  who  knows  the  subject  he  is  seeking,  but  no  specific  title  or  author. 

The  librarian  had  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  the  Senior  Citizens  of  West 
Bridgewater  and  inform  them  of  the  services  they  could  expect  of  their  public  library 
and  the  types  of  materials  and  programs  that  are  offered.  The  cooperation  of  the  people 
of  the  town  has  been  wonderful  and  they  have  been  most  receptive  to  any  and  all 
innovations.  The  gifts  of  books  continue  to  pour  in  from  interested  persons  and  on  the 
other  side  of  the  coin  we  have  weeded  the  collection  and  held  our  first  book  sale  which 
enabled  us  to  turn  $150.00  back  to  the  town.

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REPORT  of  the 
HOWARD  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  Howard  School  Building  Committee,  as  directed  by  the  voters  of  West 
Bridgewater,  has  been  involved  in  the  development  of  a  school  building  which  will 
best  serve  the  educational  needs  of  this  community. 

Several  proposals  were  considered  jointly  with  the  school  committee  and  school 
administrators  and  studies  were  made  of  the  suggested  plans  and  their  effect  upon  the 
entire  school  system. 

It  was  decided  that  only  the  newest  classroom  building  could  be  utilized  with 
safety  and  economy  in  mind.  The  other  two  buildings,  Packard  and  Drury,  are  being 
recommended  for  demolition. 

Operating  within  the  budget  allowed  by  the  previous  town  meeting  of  March, 
1971,  the  Howard  School  Building  Committee  has  retained  as  architect,  Everett  W. 
Erickson  of  No.  Easton,  Mass.  The  tentative  plan  was  presented  to  the  architect  and 
included,  after  much  study,  renovations  and  additions  that  were  acceptable  to  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  and  that  were  required  by  other  agencies  such  as 
Board  of  Health,  Public  Safety  and  Environmental  Protection. 

The  proposed  building  would  include  the  following  in  the  existent  structure  with 
renovations:  Nine  acceptable  classrooms,  library,  dining  room,  kitchen,  gymnasium, 
administrative  areas  and  increased  toilet  facilities.  It  would  include  also  in  a  new 
addition,  four  classrooms,  a  shop,  storagerooms,  shower  and  locker  rooms,  and  toilet 
facilities  as  necessary  in  that  area. 

Other  aspects  of  the  building  considered  and  included  in  the  proposal  are  heating, 
lighting,  fire  protections,  sewerage  filtration  system  and  furnishings. 

As  described,  the  building  would  meet  the  needs  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades, 
separating  the  former  from  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  and  the  latter  from  its 
present  location  within  the  Junior-Senior  High  School. 

The  adjustments  within  the  school  system  would  provide  space  for  the  State- 
mandated  kindergarten  and  would  alleviate  space  restrictions  existent  in  other  areas. 

By  reaching  agreement  with  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau,  the  present 
plan  being  presented  to  the  voters  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting  is  acceptable  to 
the  State  for  reimbursement  of  sixty-five  percent  of  the  total  cost,  including  bond 
interest. 

If  accepted  by  the  voters,  this  educational  plant  would  be  available  for  occupancy 
in  September,  1974.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL 


To:  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Hall,  West  Bridgewater,  Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

The  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  was  established  under  Section  V-A, 
Chapter  252  of  the  General  Laws  enacted  July  15,  1957.  Chapters  112  &  315,  Acts 
of  1931,  gives  authority  to  the  State  Reclamation  Board  for  direction  and  supervision 
of  mosquito  control  works.  All  control  projects  receive  direction  from  the  executive 
office  of  Environmental  Affairs.  This  project's  aim  was  to  stop  encephalitis  as  directed 
by  the  Communicable  Diseases  Division  of  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  From 
1955  to  1957  there  was  a  total  of  55  victims,  including  34  fatalities.  Since  1957  there 
have  been  only  13  confirmed  cases  of  encephalitis,  these  in  the  years  of  1970  and 
1971.  Additionally,  the  project  was  to  improve  conditions  of  inadequate  drainage 
caused  by  clogged  and  polluted  waterways. 

Whereas  mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  boundaries,  and  rivers  and  streams  do  not 
terminate  on  town  lines,  the  advantages  of  an  organized  mosquito  control  project  are 
many.  The  following  is  a  report  of  the  total  work  accomplished  in  the  18  towns  and 
one  city  covered  by  this  project:  aerial  spray  5,044  acres,  ground  spray  18,221 
gallons,  catch  basins  33,645,  hand  clearing  of  streams  124,004  feet,  new  ditches  and 
maintenance  (power  equipment)  30,825  feet,  total  man  hours,  10,730. 

The  assistance  and  cooperation  of  the  various  town  departments  continues  to  be  a 
valuable  aid.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  Highway  Department  for  the  year  1972. 

DRAINAGE 

The  highway  department  installed  forty  (40)  feet  of  twelve  (12)  inch  drainage  pipe 
on  Forest  Street,  with  one  (1)  manhole  and  one  (1)  catch  basin.  On  Prospect  Street 
we  installed  two  hundred  (200)  feet  of  twelve  (12)  inch  drainage  pipe  with  two  (2) 
catch  basins.  On  East  Center  Street  under  Chapter  90  we  installed  one  thousand  one 
hundred  (1100)  linear  feet  of  twelve  (12)  inch  reinforced  concrete  pipe,  four  hundred 
twelve  (412)  linear  feet  of  fifteen  (15)  inch  reinforced  concrete  pipe,  eight  (8)  linear 
feet  of  twenty-four  (24)  inch  reinforced  concrete  pipe.  With  the  drainage  pipe  we  also 
installed  seventeen  (17)  catch  basins  and  six  (6)  manholes  which  completed  the  full 
drainage  system  on  East  Center  Street. 

RESURFACING  TYPE  I 
The  following  streets  were  resurfaced: 

River  Street  for  a  distance  of  two  thousand  six  hundred  ninety-five  (2,695)  feet 
with  a  2  1/2-inch  layer  of  Type  I  bituminous  concrete. 

Buttonwood  Avenue  for  a  distance  of  three  hundred  (300)  feet. 

Francis  Avenue  for  a  distance  of  nine  hundred  twelve  (912)  feet.  We  also 
resurfaced  Crescent  Street  for  a  distance  of  seven  hundred  fifty  (750)  feet. 

In  addition  to  resurfacing  streets  we  installed  a  cape  cod  berm  on  Forest  Street  for 
a  distance  of  two  hundred  thirty  (230)  feet.  A  cape  cod  berm  on  Crescent  Street  for 
a  distance  of  two  thousand  three  hundred  fifty  (2,350)  feet.  A  cape  cod  berm  on 
Maolis  Avenue  for  a  distance  of  two  hundred  fifty-five  (255)  feet  and  also  Plain  Street 
for  a  distance  of  two  hundred  (200)  feet. 

CHAPTER  90  EAST  CENTER  STREET 
This  year  the  department  excavated  the  remainder  of  East  Center  Street  recon- 
struction project,  removing  two  thousand  one  hundred  (2,100)  cubic  yards  of 
excavated  material.  We  removed  six  trees  from  the  roadside.  We  hauled  and  placed 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  (1,800)  cubic  yards  of  gravel  borrow.  We  also  installed 
two  (2)  large  culverts  and  concrete  headwalls.  This  was  graded  and  compacted  for  a 
total  of  four  thousand  two  hundred  (4,200)  square  yards.  We  hauled  three  thousand 
(3,000)  cubic  yards  of  fill  for  the  shoulders  of  East  Center  Street  and  graded  same. 
When  this  phase  of  the  work  was  completed  we  placed  a  two  (2)  inch  layer  of  Class  I 
Bituminous  concrete  base  for  a  distance  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  feet 
and  a  width  of  twenty-eight  (28)  feet.  This  coming  spring  we  will  place  a  two  (2)  inch 
layer  of  Class  I  Bituminous  concrete  binder  and  a  two  (2)  inch  layer  of  Class  I 
Bituminous  concrete  top  material;  this  will  complete  the  Chapter  90  construction 
work  on  East  Center  Street. 
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WEST  BRIDGEWATER  SANITARY  LANDFILL 
The  department  has  progressed  very  well  with  the  town's  sanitary  land-fill 
operation.  However  we  have  no  more  material  available  at  the  landfill  site  nor  do  we 
have  any  gravel  pits  in  the  town  from  which  we  can  haul  fill  for  the  landfill  area.  This 
necessitates  that  from  now  on  we  will  be  forced  to  purchase  fill  to  maintain  the 
sanitary  landfill.  Under  the  present  methods  being  used  the  landfill  area  will  last  the 
town  for  another  ten  years.  We  continue  to  receive  much  praise  on  the  condition  of 
the  landfill  area.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 
for  their  co-operation,  also  the  high  school  conservation  group  for  their  help  through 
their  recycling  project  at  the  landfill  area. 

MAINTENANCE 

The  highway  department  was  kept  exceptionally  busy  this  past  year  due  to  the 
extreme  amount  of  rainfall,  which  caused  much  flooding  of  catch  basins,  drains  and 
culverts  throughout  the  town.  We  were  able  to  keep  up  with  most  of  our  maintenance 
work  taking  care  of  street  signs,  traffic  signs,  sweeping  sand  from  intersections,  streets 
and  sidewalks.  Also  repairing  and  painting  of  guard  rails  and  guard  posts.  The 
roadsides  were  mowed  three  times  during  the  summer  as  the  weather  prevented  us 
from  mowing  any  more.  Roadsides  were  picked  up  of  paper,  cans  and  other  trash 
several  times  during  the  past  year.  Traffic  lines  were  repainted  along  with  school  signs, 
railroad  crossings  and  crosswalks.  The  department  had  a  real  chore  trying  to  keep  up 
with  the  patching  and  repairing  of  pot  holes  and  trenches  throughout  the  town. 


SNOW 

The  highway  department  has  also  strived  to  give  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater  the  best  possible  job  we  could  on  keeping  their  roads  free  of  snow  and 
ice.  Many  nights  we  had  to  go  out  sanding  because  of  freezing  rain  and  thawing  and 
freezing  conditions.  We  only  had  to  plow  for  five  snowstorms  during  the  past  winter, 
but  the  freezing  rain  and  ice  storms  kept  the  department  very  busy. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  co-operation  and 
support  received  by  this  department  during  the  past  year. 

I  would  also  like  to  commend  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the 
excellent  job  they  have  so  willingly  done.

As  each  year  passes  there  are  more  demands  made  upon  the  Police  Department, 
increasing  the  work  of  the  Department.  As  you  will  note  in  the  statistics  of  this  report 
some  phases  of  our  work  show  a  slight  decrease  but  in  the  majority  of  our  work  there  is 
a  definite  increase. 

Traffic  is  still  one  of  the  largest  problems.  One  phase  of  the  problem  is  the 
investigation  of  accidents  which  show  an  increase  from  277  in  1971  to  308  in  1972. 

In  an  effort  to  cope  with  this  problem  Radar  is  being  used  extensively  within  the 
community.  The  Safety  Car  is  used  quite  frequently  in  this  phase  to  great  advantage, 
thus  allowing  our  Cruisers  to  be  available  for  other  Police  duties. 

This  year  Howard  R.  Anderson  was  made  a  Permanent  Sergeant.  In  my  request  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  I  am  asking  for  another  Sergeant.  Presently  there  are  seven  (7)  shifts 
that  are  not  covered  by  a  ranking  Officer.  I  feel  it  necessary  that  an  Officer  of  rank 
should  be  in  charge  of  each  shift.  The  appointment  of  another  Sergeant  would  leave  two 
(2)  shifts  a  week  without  a  ranking  Officer. 

This  year  completed  the  training  of  five  (5)  Officers  at  the  State  Police  Academy  in 
Framingham.  All  of  these  men,  I  am  proud  to  say,  received  averages  in  the  90 's;  one 
Officer  in  particular  received  the  highest  mark  in  his  class  as  well  as  in  the  history  of  the 
Academy.  It  was  with  the  assistance  of  the  townspeople  that  it  was  possible  for  these 
men  to  attend  the  Academy  which  I  believe  is  the  best  Training  Academy  within 
Massachusetts.  The  men  who  attended  were  Jimmy  C.  Ames;  Paul  L.  Lamoureux, 
Walter  L.  Thayer,  Jr.,  Kevin  Johnson  and  Scott  E.  Lovell.  I  have  plans  this  year  to  send 
other  men  to  the  Academy. 
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At  my  request  there  are  two  (2)  Articles  in  the  Town  Warrant.  The  first  being  the 
acceptance  of  Chapter  41,  Section  97 A  of  the  General  Laws.  This  gives  the  Chief  of 
Police  control  of  the  Police  Department.  Whereas,  the  Chief  is  responsible  for  the 
operation  of  the  Police  Department  I  believe  he  should  have  the  authority  to  exercise  his 
responsibility. 

The  second  Article  is  for  the  acceptance  of  Chapter  90,  Section  20C  and  D  of  the 
General  Laws,  which  deals  with  Parking  Regulations  within  the  Community.  If  accepted, 
the  Police  Department  will  be  able  to  enforce  all  parking  regulations,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  District  Court. 

I  am  asking  consideration  in  the  near  future  to  have  a  committee  appointed  to  look 
into  the  feasibility  of  constructing  a  new  Police  Station.  Our  present  quarters  are  small 
and  we  do  not  have  enough  room  to  carry  out  our  many  duties.  Out  of  the  four  (4) 
rooms  we  have  at  present  there  are  only  two  full  size  rooms,  one  the  front  business 
office  and  the  second  used  for  my  office. 

A  new  item  appears  in  our  annual  report  under  House  Checks.  You  will  note  that  the 
Officers  made  585  checks  of  homes  while  people  were  away  for  different  periods  of 
time.  I  earnestly  request  that  persons  going  away  from  their  home  for  a  vacation  or  an 
extended  period  of  time  notify  the  Police  Department.  Police  checks  of  the  homes  have 
minimized  the  House  Breaks. 

As  in  the  past,  I  am  asking  the  cooperation  of  all  citizens;  if  you  see  or  hear  of  a 
crime  taking  place,  please  call  the  Police  Department  immediately. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other  Departments 
within  the  Town  government  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.  To  the  men 
of  the  Department,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  a  job  well  done.

TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 

The  original  concept  of  a  Town  Forest  was  patterned  after  the  communal  forests 
of  most  European  countries.  The  basic  theories  were  to  return  idle  land  to  a  state  of 
productivity  and  provide  a  cash  income  to  the  town  through  periodic  sales  of  forestry 
products. 

In  recent  years,  however,  the  cash  income  benefit  of  a  town  forest  has  become  of 
minor  importance  -  the  town  forest  of  today  serves  the  community  in  a  multitude  of 
ways.  Its  intangible  assets  far  outweigh  the  monetary  values  that  were  so  important  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Town  Forest  serves  as  a  watershed,  thus  helping  to  insure 
continuing  supplies  of  adequate  water  for  human  and  industrial  needs.  It  also  meets 
the  needs  of  local  residents  from  a  recreational  and  educational  standpoint.  This 
committee  welcomes  the  use  of  the  Forest  by  Cub,  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts,  school 
children  or  civic  organizations  for  outdoor  classrooms  for  natural  resource  studies. 

The  Forestry  and  Parks  Department  manage  the  Forest  and  has  sprayed  for  Poison 
Ivy,  trimmed  deadwood  from  the  trees  and  opened  fire  lanes.  It  has  also  provided 
shelter  for  wildlife  there.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We,  the  Water  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department  of  the 
Town  of  West  Bridgewater,  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1972. 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  184,145,338  gallons  of  water  were  pumped.  The 
greatest  amount  of  any  one  day  was  1,391,920  gallons  on  August  14.  The  largest 
month  was  August  with  22,409,368  gallons  pumped. 

With  184,145,338  gallons  pumped,  plus  746,039  gallons  of  water  we  bought  from 
Easton,  this  gave  us  a  total  of  184,891,377  gallons  consumed.  This  makes  a  daily 
average  of  506,551  gallons,  a  weekly  average  of  3,555,603  gallons,  and  a  monthly 
average  of  15,407,615  gallons.  We  recorded  a  rainfall  at  Cyr  St.  station  of  51.2  inches. 

A  total  of  53  new  services  were  installed  to  make  a  total  of  1788  services,  and 
there  were  26  services  renewed.  There  were  7,040  feet  of  12"  main,  1,547  feet  of  8" 
main,  392  feet  of  6"  main,  and  16  new  hydrants  joined  to  the  system.  We  sealed  and 
tagged  136  meters.  There  were  114  calls  for  meter  removal  and  installations,  425 
miscellaneous  calls  and  61  repair  calls  made. 
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We  had  7  emergency  house  leaks,  28  emergency  main  leaks,  25  service  line  leaks, 
29  meter  and  tailpiece  leaks,  2  frozen  services,  47  inside  installations,  12  hydrants 
repaired,  3  hydrants  hit  by  automobiles  which  had  to  be  replaced.  Grass  around 
hydrants  was  cut  in  summer,  snow  removed  in  winter.  All  hydrants  were  checked  and 
rechecked  prior  to  cold  weather,  and  staked  out  for  protection  so  that  they  would 
not  be  hit  by  snow  plows,  and  in  case  of  fire,  could  be  located  in  the  snow  by  the 
Fire  Department.  Station  maintenance  was  carried  out  every  day,  after  every  storm, 
and  after  all  power  failures.  We  had  5  power  failures,  7  control  failures,  and  made  23 
equipment  repairs  during  the  year.  There  were  28  emergency  calls  for  pumping  out 
cellars.  11  swimming  pools  were  filled  when  possible.  There  were  709  hours  of 
overtime  spent  on  emergency  calls  and  maintenance. 

There  were  38  analyses  of  our  Town  drinking  water  made  during  the  year  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  for  bacterial  elements.  All  reports  were 
most  satisfactory,  showing  it  to  be  of  highly  acceptable  quality  and  free  from 
bacterial  elements. 

For  the  year  1972,  our  pumping  and  our  consumption  has  increased.  This  is 
accounted  for  by  the  number  of  new  services,  the  number  of  pools,  and  the  increased 
use  of  water. 

In  the  year  1972  we  have  taken  great  strides  forward  in  bringing  to  you  a  better 
water  system.  The  laying  of  the  12"  pipe  through  the  river  and  connecting  it  with  the 
12"  main  on  So.  Main  St.  has  increased  the  flows  and  fire  protection  in  that  area.  By 
laying  a  12"  main  on  So.  Elm  and  Pleasant  St.  we  have  eliminated  the  4"  and  2" 
mains  that  gave  poor  household  needs  and  fire  protection. 

The  biggest  improvement  was  the  construction  of  the  new  5-million  gallon  tank  on 
No.  Elm  St.  which  was  furnished  August  9.  It  took  134  1/2  hours  to  fill  it,  and  on 
August  28,  we  opened  the  gate  and  turned  it  into  the  system.  With  the  new  tank  it 
gives  us  water  storage  for  fires,  peak  demands,  protection  during  power  failures,  pump 
failures  or  control  failures. 

Although  we  have  made  great  strides  this  year  we  still  can  not  relax.  We  have 
many  old  meters  that  we  cannot  get  parts  for;  these  must  be  replaced.  We  must 
continue  to  search  for  additional  water  supplies  and  plan  for  more  wells.  We  must  also 
improve  our  quality  of  water.  At  present,  we  are  having  a  manganese  problem  at  No. 
3  well  which  we  feel  must  be  corrected  now  before  we  have  serious  troubles  in  our 
well  and  system.  Our  old  problems  are  still  with  us,  acquiring  water  of  good  quality 
and  quantity,  of  replacing  inadequate  size  of  mains  in  some  sections,  and  bringing 
sufficient  water  to  other  areas. 

As  most  homeowners  know  from  the  water  in  their  cellars,  the  ground  water  table 
is  high  and  our  wells  also  are  in  good  shape. 

We  have  been  in  contact  with  the  American,  New  England,  Massachusetts,  and 
Plymouth  Water  Works  Associations  and  the  Superintendent  and  his  associate  have 
closely  followed  and  attended  the  round  table  discussions  and  school  sessions.  We 
were  also  fortunate  to  send  2  men,  Amos  Chaves  and  Peter  Morrison,  to  a  10-week 
course  at  Barnstable  College  set  up  by  the  New  England  Water  Works  Association  that 
strive  for  safer  and  better  water,  also  to  help  departments  in  future  planning  for  a 
better  system  for  your  protection  and  future  service. 
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As  we  come  to  the  close  of  a  very  successful  year  of  service,  we  wish  to  thank  Mr. 
&  Mrs.  C.  Edward  Boynton,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Royal  Snell,  for  putting  up  with  all  the 
inconvenience  and  the  loan  of  their  land  to  construct  our  tank.  To  all  others  who 
were  inconvenienced  by  the  construction  of  the  tank  and  the  laying  of  water  mains, 
we  know  it  was  very  trying  at  times. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  our  customers  for  expressing  their  faith  in  us,  we  wish  to 
thank  our  own  personnel,  all  other  Town  Departments  and  personnel  who  so 
diligently  did  their  part  in  making  it  a  success.  We  sincerely  hope  as  we  enter  another 
year  of  service,  we  will  be  privileged  to  continue  serving  you  to  the  best  of  our 
ability.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report,  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  of  the  Town  of 
West  Bridgewater  for  the  year  1972. 

PERSONNEL 

The  personnel  of  the  Department  is  as  follows:  Chief,  Deputy  Chief,  one  (1)  Captain, 
four  (4)  Lieutenants  and  thirty  (30)  Firefighters. 

The  Captain  heads  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  and  also  is  in  charge  of  First  Aid 
Training.  The  Deputy  Chief  and  a  Lieutenant  are  assigned  as  Training  Officers  in  charge 
of  the  Drill  program.  Five  (5)  men  are  appointed  as  Forest  Fiie  Wardens  as  required  by 
law.  One  (1)  Firefighter  is  serving  as  Fire  Alarm  Technician  and  Electrician.  Two  (2) 
Protestant  Chaplains  and  one  (1)  Catholic  Chaplain.

In  the  performance  of  these  duties  the  vehicles  travelled  a  total  of  11,455  miles. 
Pumps  were  operated  for  a  total  of  42  hours.  Hose  laid,  3650'  of  2  1/2";  1800'  of  1 
1/2";  8680'  of  1  1/8";  200'  of  Booster.  A  total  of  460'  of  Ladders  were  raised. 

INSPECTIONS 

Inspections  as  required  by  Law  of  Schools,  Public  Buildings  and  specified  business 
establishments  have  been  made  regularly.  Forty-three  (43)  inspections  were  made  of  new 
or  replacement  oil  burners.  Fire  Drills  at  all  schools  have  been  observed. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  TRAINING  PROGRAM  -  1972 
Deputy  Chief  Frank  X.  Burque,  Training  Officer 
Lieutenant  Stuart  M.  Keith,  Training  Officer 

During  1972  the  West  Bridgewater  Fire  Department  conducted  thirty -four  (34) 
regular  training  sessions  with  an  average  attendance  of  sixteen  (16)  men.  These  training 
sessions  were  held  each  Monday  night  with  the  exception  of  the  first  Monday  of  the 
month  and  holidays. 

Routine  subject  matter  included: 

1 .  Pump  operation  and  theory 

2.  Hose  evolutions 

3.  Aerial  and  ground  ladder  operations 

4.  First  Aid 

5.  Forcible  entry  and  rescue  in  structures  and  motor  vehicles 

6.  Use  of  specialized  tools  and  equipment. 

Special  subject  matter  included: 

1 .  Flammable  liquid  fires 

2.  Procedures  for  handling  natural  gas  incidents 

3.  Apartment  house  complex  and  high  rise  fire  operations 
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4.  Cardio  pulmonary  resuscitation  (CPR)  recertification 

5.  Pre-fire  planning. 

Several  of  the  special  subjects  were  given  as  part  of  a  joint  drill  program  attended  by 
members  of  the  Fire  Departments  from  Brockton,  Bridgewater,  East  Bridgewater  and 
Easton.  This  type  of  drill,  because  of  the  mutual  aid  operations  between  the 
communities  is  invaluable,  since  it  gives  all  of  the  Departments  the  opportunity  to 
become  familiar  with  the  operations  of  their  neighbors.  In  so  doing,  all  are  better 
prepared  to  give  assistance  in  major  incidents. 

In  addition  to  the  thirty-four  (34)  Monday  night  training  sessions  there  were  seven 
(7)  highly  specialized  training  presentations  attended  by  an  average  of  eleven  (11)  men. 
These  sessions  concentrated  on  the  certification  of  new  firefighters  in  cardio  pulmonary 
resuscitation  (CPR)  and  also  presented  an  intensive  course  in  emergency  care  and 
transportation  of  the  sick  and  injured.  These  sessions  were  conducted  and  presented  by 
members  of  the  medical  profession. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Fire  Department  is  indebted  to  these  medical  instructors  and 
also  to  Deputy  Chief  Morton  Shurtleff  of  the  Brockton  Fire  Department  and  to  the 
Brockton-Taunton  Gas  Company  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation. 

In  an  effort  to  increase  the  knowledge  and  ability  of  the  training  officers  of  the 
Department,  both  Training  Officers  plus  several  other  Department  Officers  are  members 
of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Fire  Department  Instructors.  The  training  officers 
attend,  at  their  own  expense  and  on  their  own  time,  as  many  of  the  monthly  meetings  as 
is  possible.  The  knowledge  gained  here  is  used  in  the  normal  department  training 
sessions. 

The  men  of  the  Department  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  willingness  to  regularly 
attend  the  training  sessions.  In  so  doing  they  are  better  prepared  to  protect  the  Town 
and  themselves  in  a  time  of  emergency. 

FIRE  PREVENTION  PROGRAM 
Captain  William  E.  Gibson,  Jr. 
Fire  Prevention  Bureau 

The  activity  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  encompasses  widely  diversified  efforts. 
Inspections,  Investigations,  Correction  of  Complaints,  Investigation  of  Fires,  Fire  Safety 
Education  and  effective  Public  Relations. 

All  retail,  wholesale  and  warehouse  structures  in  the  Town  have  to  be  inspected 
during  the  year  to  ascertain  compliance  with  applicable  fire  prevention  practices  and 
compliance  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Regulations. 

Investigations  were  made  at  all  fires  and  in  those  instances  where  additional 
information  was  considered  necessary  evidence  and  material  were  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  Fire  Marshal's  Office  for  laboratory  analysis  and  report. 

In  the  area  of  Fire  Safety  Education,  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Department  and 
the  healthy  attitude  and  interest  of  the  students,  particularly  at  the  grade  school  level 
has  been  most  satisfactory  and  rewarding.  The  participation  of  the  upper  grades  is 
recognized  by  the  Student  Government  Day  observance.  A  High  School  senior,  David 
Anderson,  acted  as  Fire  Chief  for  the  day.  A  number  of  lectures  were  presented  to 
several  interested  local  civic  groups.

On  notice  from  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office,  surveys  were  made  during  the  year  to 
check  retail  outlets  exposing  improperly  labelled  or  dangerous  commodities  for  sale. 
Some  such  products  were  located  and  in  all  instances  full  and  complete  cooperation  was 
obtained.  The  practice  of  past  years  in  treating  Holiday  and  Christmas  decorations  was 
discontinued  at  the  Station  in  compliance  with  a  directive  from  the  State  Fire  Marshal's 
Office. 

In  spite  of  a  well  ordered  and  reasonably  regulated  growth  of  residential  housing, 
commercial  and  mercantile  building  in  the  town,  it  is  imperative  that  a  protective 
Building  Code  be  adopted  as  soon  as  possible. 

Nearby  cities  and  towns  have  encountered  serious  problems  in  recently  constructed 
High  Rise,  Multiple  occupancy  apartment  housing  and  large  area  or  multi-story 
commercial  structures.  It  goes  without  argument  that  these  valuable  additions  to  the  tax 
base  can  be  made  fire  safe,  if  adequate  and  available  safeguards  are  incorporated  in  the 
construction.  However,  this  can  only  be  accomplished  by  provisions  and  regulations  of  a 
proper  Building  Code. 

The  following  report  has  been  composed  on  an  AVERAGE  day.  In  the  United  States 
today,  thirty  (30)  persons  will  die  as  a  result  of  Fire.  Fifty-five  hundred  (5500)  to  six 
thousand  (6000)  alarms  will  be  responded  to  by  Fire  Departments.  Two  and  one-half 
million  dollars  worth  of  property  will  be  destroyed. 

THESE  STAGGERING  LOSSES  ARE  PREVENTABLE. 

REQUESTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  the  regular  budget  I  have  requested  funds  to  purchase  eight  (8)  new  Self-Contained 
Breathing  units  in  the  amount  of  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  ($2400).  This  equipment 
is  required  by  new  legislation.  Also  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
($875)  for  five  (5)  new  tone  Alert  radios.  I  have  also  requested  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100)  for  a  new  adding  machine. 

I  have  also  presented  two  (2)  Articles  for  the  Town  Warrant. 

A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  action  to  replace  the  standby  Generator  at  the 
Fire/Police  Station  with  a  new  Generator  to  replace  the  old  unit,  for  which 
replacement  and  repair  parts  are  not  available.  The  sum  requested-$7000. 

B.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  action  to  employ  two  (2)  permanent,  full  time 
firefighters.  Sum  requested- $16,000. 

For  the  cooperation  and  support  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  my  Officers  and  men 
and  all  others,  for  their  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Fire  Department,  my  sincere  thanks.

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REPORT  of  the 
OLD  COLONY  PLANNING  COUNCIL 

To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 

For  a  general  understanding  of  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  a  brief  summary  of 
its  organization  and  function  is  given  prefacing  the  report  of  its  major  activities  during 
the  year  1972. 

Organization  of  the  Council 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  (OCPC)  was  formed  in  1967,  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  332  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  by  nine  founding 
communities.  The  original  charter  communities  were  Abington,  Avon,  Bridgewater, 
Brockton,  East  Bridgewater,  Easton,  Hanson,  West  Bridgewater  and  Whitman. 

The  OCPC  grew  out  of  a  mutual  interest  in  a  regional  approach  to  socio-economic 
planning.  All  of  the  communities  within  the  region  as  initially  designed  had  an 
orientation  to  the  urban  core  of  Brockton  and  collectively  were  considered  as  being 
effective  for  planning  purposes.  In  March,  1969,  the  OCPC  voted  to  expand  the  district 
boundaries  to  include  Pembroke  as  a  member  community.  Since  its  inception,  the 
population  of  the  region  continued  to  grow.  The  1970  census  figures  indicate  a  total 
population  of  177,554  with  an  area  of  168.3  square  miles. 

The  Council  is  composed  of  one  delegate  and  one  alternate  from  each  town, 
appointed  for  a  three-year  term  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Planning 
Board  of  that  municipality.  Brockton's  delegate  and  alternate  are  appointed  by  the 
mayor.  The  alternate  delegate  is  eligible  to  assume  the  duties  and  privileges  of  the  regular 
member  in  his  absence.  Every  member  community,  regardless  of  its  size,  is  entitled  to 
only  one  vote. 

For  the  administration  of  the  Council,  a  staff  is  maintained  consisting  of  an 
Executive  Director,  Administrative  Assistant,  two  Planners  and  a  part-time  clerk  typist. 
The  office  of  the  OCPC  is  located  at  232  Main  Street,  Brockton,  Massachusetts. 

To  finance  the  Council's  operations,  each  member  municipality  is  assessed  on  a  per 
capita  basis  of  20*  according  to  the  latest  national  or  state  census.  In  addition  to  this 
income,  federal  funds  in  the  form  of  grants  are  obtained  to  conduct  research  studies, 
(in-house  or  by  contract  with  consultants)  related  to  regional  planning. 

Council  Function 

The  function  of  OCPC  is  to  prepare  and  implement  comprehensive  regional 
development  plans,  offer  solutions  to  the  physical,  social  and  economic  problems  of  the 
Region  and  guide  its  growth  and  development  in  an  orderly  and  efficient  manner.  The 
preparation  of  such  a  regional  development  plan  involves  studies  of  land  use,  economic 
conditions,  transportation  systems,  public  utilities,  recreation,  open  space  and  various 
other  social  facilities  and  services.  Plans  and  recommendations  prepared  by  the  Council 
form  the  basis  of  a  regional  master  plan  and  are  advisory  only. 

The  Council  coordinates  plans  and  programs  with  other  agencies  and  organizations 
ranging  from  the  Federal  Government  to  local  citizen  groups;  it  provides  a  data  bank  for 
local  planning  agencies  and  governmental  organizations  together  with  advice  and 
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technical  assistance.  An  important  responsibility  of  the  agency  is  to  review  applications 
for  Federal  funds  for  a  variety  of  projects.  According  to  the  provisions  of  OMB  Circular 
A-95  and  Section  204  of  the  U.S.  Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan  Development 
Act  of  1966,  Federal  agencies  require  such  review  by  the  local  regional  planning  agency 
before  federal  funds  are  extended. 

1972  Planning  Activities 

During  1972,  the  Council  held  12  regular  monthly  meetings,  each  in  a  member  town 
within  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  area.  This  past  year,  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater's  share  of  the  cost  of  operating  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  was 
$1,430.40,  based  on  a  cost  of  20*  per  capita. 

In  1972,  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  expanded  its  professional  staff,  moved  to 
new  quarters  and  completed  several  important  elements  of  the  regional  plan.  The  first 
phase  of  a  two-part  Economic  Base  Study  was  completed  and  copies  of  the  report 
distributed  to  local  officials.  The  Regional  Economic  Base  Study  and  Development 
Program  contains  a  listing  of  the  region's  assets,  liabilities  and  obstacles  as  well  as  some 
initial  recommendations.  Phase  II  of  the  study  will  identify  existing  and  potential  growth 
industries  in  the  area  and  final  recommendations.  The  second  phase  of  the  Economic 
Base  program  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  next  year. 

The  Council  also  prepared  a  "Future  Planning  Guide"  in  1972  to  assist  and  guide  the 
many  public  and  private  decisions  that  influence  the  development  of  land  and  to  direct 
growth  and  development  within  the  Old  Colony  area.  The  "Guide"  contains  an 
inventory  and  map  of  the  existing  use  of  land  in  the  area;  a  description  of  the  area's 
physical  features  and  how  they  influence  development;  an  analysis  of  population  trends 
and  projections;  and,  a  Future  Land  Use  Plan. 

A  report  on  the  regional  housing  market  was  also  published  by  the  Council  during 
1972.  The  housing  report  contains  information  on  the  regional  housing  market  demand, 
housing  supply  and  alternative  public  actions  that  might  be  used  to  provide  a  wide  range 
of  choice  in  housing  for  the  area. 

In  1972,  the  Council  identified  storm  water  drainage  and  flooding  problems  in  the 
region's  communities  and  pointed  out  the  importance  of  developing  a  regional  plan  for 
surface  water  drainage. 

An  Open  Space  Plan  was  completed  and  adopted  by  the  Council  during  1972.  The 
plan  which  identifies  areas  that  should  be  acquired  for  recreation  and  open  space 
throughout  the  region  was  submitted  to  the  federal  government  for  Open  Space 
certification.  Federal  Open  Space  certification  is  required  to  enable  local  communities  to 
become  eligible  for  federal  recreation  and  open  space  funding. 

Recognition  of  the  importance  of  the  regional  approach  to  planning  problems,  which 
up  until  now  have  been  considered  as  mainly  of  local  concern,  is  gaining  support 
throughout  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Region.  The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the 
generous  cooperation  and  assistance  received  from  many  government  agencies,  public 
and  private  institutions  and  individuals.  These  relationships  should  make  for  an 
increasingly  effective  regional  planning  program  for  the  future.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  of  the  town  of  West  Bridgewater,  whose  responsibilities  art 
defined  in  Chapter  40 A  and  41  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  makes  its 
report  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Twenty-three  regular  meetings  were  held  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesdays  of  each 
month,  excepting  the  first  Wednesday  of  July.  Four  extraordinary  sessions  were  held, 
three  for  Public  Hearings  and  one  for  special  discussions  of  the  benefits  of  a  Master 
Plan  for  the  future. 

At  election  time,  Mr.  Russell  Robery  did  not  run  for  reelection,  ending  many  years 
of  public  service  for  which  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  is  very  grateful.  Mr.  Charles 
Johnson  was  elected  to  fill  this  5-year  term.  Mr.  William  Turner,  Jr.  was  elected  to  fill 
the  remaining  one  year  vacancy,  created  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Walsh,  in  1971.  At 
the  organizational  meeting  Mr.  Ouderkirk  was  reelected  Chairman  and  Mr.  Johnson, 
clerk. 

At  present  there  are  three  active  subdivisions,  two  approved  subdivisions,  where  no 
building  has  taken  place  and  one  approved  Industrial  subdivision.  The  Timothy  Drive 
Subdivision  has  been  completed  and  necessary  steps  are  being  taken  by  your  planning 
board  for  acceptance  by  the  town. 

Hartshorn  Street,  Goldie  Road  and  Brewster  Road  are  expected  to  be  completed 
early  in  1973. 

In  October  the  Soil  Survey  was  delivered  to  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  Soil  Conservation  Service.  Copies  have  been 
given  to  the  Conservation  Commission  and  Zoning  Bylaw  Study  Committee  for  their 
use.  Any  town  department  or  committee  may  secure  a  copy  from  the  board  for  their 
use. 

One  member  from  this  board  has  been  appointed  to  the  Zoning  Bylaw  Study 
Committee  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  committee  has  presented  the  Planning 
Board  with  several  recommended  changes  in  our  present  Bylaws  and  some  of  these 
articles  will  appear  in  the  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Your  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  officials  and  departments  for  their  aid 
and  cooperation  in  1972.  Again  this  board  would  welcome  any  suggestions  or 
guidance  from  public  officials  or  interested  citizens.  We  feel  residential  development 
of  West  Bridgewater  has  been  at  a  reasonable  pace  and  we  would  hope  to  maintain 
this  standard  in  the  future.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Industrial  Subdivision  and  other 
Industrial  development  in  the  town  will  help  to  establish  more  evenly  distributed  tax 
base  for  the  future.

The  year  1972  was  a  busy  year,  indeed,  for  the  Board  of  Assessors.  It  was  the  year  of 
the  implementation  of  the  revaluation  program  done  in  1971.  Although  many  abatement 
requests  were  anticipated,  far  fewer  were  filed.  We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that 
all  abatement  requests  were  handled  by  the  Board,  with  no  need  to  go  into  costly 
litigation. 

There  were  errors  made  in  the  revaluation  project;  some  were  noticed  and  corrected 
prior  to  tax  billing;  others  were  corrected  by  abatement,  and  a  few  others  still  exist.  The 
Board  intends,  to  the  best  of  its  ability,  to  correct  any  and  all  errors  that  still  exist.  This 
may  result  in  changes  in  value  on  some  properties,  either  upward  or  downward,  but  all 
will  be  explained  to  any  townspeople  so  affected. 

Effective  in  1972,  the  Board  began  attending  State-sponsored  educational  programs. 
This  was  required  by  a  new  State  law  and  is  compulsory.  This  required  still  more  time  on 
the  part  of  the  Board  members.  This  is  a  continuing  program,  with  the  classes  being  more 
advanced  in  context  each  semester.  The  Board  feels  this  is  very  necessary  as  the  job  of 
Assessor  is  becoming  more  and  more  complex  every  year.  It  is  even  proposed,  by  the 
current  legislature,  that  all  Assessors  become  certified  by  State  examination  and  that  all 
desiring  this  elective  position,  be  certified  before  they  can  become  a  candidate.  The 
feeling  is  that  there  is  a  greater  need  for  more  professionalism  in  this  office. 
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Also,  there  is  the  change  in  the  fiscal  year  setup,  to  start  on  January  1,  1973.  All 
department  heads  have  set  up  an  18-month  budget.  This  will  cause  a  tax  increase  greater 
than  might  be  anticipated  for  a  one-year  budget.  This  will  be  on  a  one-time  basis  only. 
There  will  be  two  tax  billings  in  this  18-month  period.  There  will  be  no  further  surveying 
of  Town  properties  done  until  July  1,  1974.  Therefore,  it  becomes  more  important  to 
have  the  valuation  of  the  Town  property  as  accurate  as  possible  as  of  January  1 ,  1973. 

The  Board  proposes  to  keep  the  taxpayer  better  informed  on  policies  of  the  Board, 
with  regards  to  the  reasons  and  methods  of  taxing  certain  types  of  improvements  in 
properties.  This  will  be  accomplished  by  notices  in  our  local  newspaper.  By  this  method, 
the  Board  hopes  to  be  more  responsive  to  the  questions  of  the  taxpayer. 

A  trained  clerk  has  been  employed  to  do  many  of  the  routine  duties  formerly  done 
by  the  Assessors  themselves. 

Other  areas  being  explored  for  the  future  include  the  possibility  of  a  full-time  salaried 
Assessor. 

The  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  gratitude  to  the  Townspeople  for  their  co-operation 
in  our  endeavors  of  the  past  year.  More  explicitly,  it  wishes  to  publicly  thank  its  former 
chairman,  Austin  C.  Cole,  for  his  untiring  dedication  and  long  hours  spent  in  bringing  the 
office  to  its  current  state  of  efficiency.  May  he  and  Mrs.  Cole  find  many  years  of  health 
and  enjoyment  in  his  retirement.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  Annual  Report 

During  the  year  1972,  the  Board  of  Health  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of 
Putnam  Steele.  Mr.  Steele  had  served  as  registered  Sanitarian  and  health  consultant  for 
the  town  for  many  years.  The  Board  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Victor 
Oliveira,  R.S.  of  Oliveira's  Laboratory  Service  in  Bridgewater.  He  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  inspection  of  restaurants,  schools  and  eating  establishments.  This  will  continue  to 
be  done  quarterly  and  reports  will  be  submitted  including  bacteria  counts  following 
the  taking  of  swab  tests. 

Meetings  were  held  the  1st  and  3rd  Wednesdays  of  each  month.  All  items  were 
discussed  and  any  decisions  that  were  made  were  recorded  for  public  record  and  filed 
at  the  Town  Hall. 

This  year,  as  usual,  numerous  complaints  were  received,  some  were  unfounded  and 
some  were,  in  fact,  problems.  All  were  investigated  and  the  necessary  action  taken 
where  required. 

Once  again  the  public  is  reminded  that  communicable  diseases  and  dog  bites  are 
reported  to  the  local  Board  of  Health  who  must  by  law  submit  the  information  to  the 
State  Department  of  Health. 

During  the  year  1972,  through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  Visiting  Nurse 
Association,  Dr.  Calitri,  School  Physician;  Myrtle  Howard,  School  Nurse,  and  many 
others,  the  following  clinics  were  held:  Glaucoma,  Diabetes  and  the  Heaf  Tubercular 
test,  Rabies. 

The  Board  has  worked  along  with  the  Selectmen  and  Highway  Department 
Superintendent  to  resolve  any  remaining  violations  the  State  has  found  at  our  Sanitary 
Landfill.  It  is  essential  that  these  violations  be  corrected  in  the  coming  year,  the 
money  for  which  will  be  requested  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

One  of  the  major  problems  encountered  by  the  Board  this  past  year  was  with  the 
keeping  of  animals  in  residential  areas.  Along  with  the  Animal  Inspector,  the  Board 
handled  many  complaints  and  in  some  instances  had  to  conduct  hearings.  While  there 
are  no  zoning  regulations  in  the  town  restricting  the  keeping  of  animals  in  residential 
areas,  the  Board  has  it  in  its  powers  to  act  if  a  health  hazard  exists. 

Once  again  the  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  to  all  those  who  assisted  so  ably 
throughout  the  past  year.

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HOWARD  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewater: 

1972  has  been  a  year  of  some  frustration  for  the  committee,  as  no  definitive  plans 
have  been  submitted  for  voter  action  in  regard  to  the  future  use  of  the  Howard 
School  complex;  but  maintenance  costs  continue,  including  high  rates  of  insurance  on 
"idle  buildings",  custodial  services,  minimum  heating  and  safety  lighting. 

Numerous  meetings  have  been  held  by  the  Property  Committee  including  joint 
sessions  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Howard  School  Building  Committee,  WB  School 
Committee  and  representatives  of  Massasoit  Community  College.  The  latter,  for  the 
purpose  of  setting  up  a  program  to  restore  the  property  to  a  reasonable  condition, 
comparable  to  when  the  facilities  were  leased  under  a  contract  drawn  up  by  the 
Howard  Board  of  Trustees.  This  contract  concluded  in  mid-1972  and  rental  payments 
have  been  received  in  full;  half  to  the  Town  and  half  to  the  Howard  Fund.  However, 
many  projects  believed  to  be  the  responsibility  of  Massasoit  or  the  Regional  Board  of 
Community  Colleges,  have  NOT  been  accomplished  and  these  matters  are  still  being 
pursued. 

Late  in  the  summer,  Dr.  John  S.  Musselman,  president  of  Massasoit,  requested  the 
"loan"  of  classroom  furniture  (desks,  long  tables,  stacking  and  tablet  chairs)  as  new 
furniture  had  not  arrived  for  the  opening  of  the  Brockton-based  college.  As  no  plans 
for  local  use  had  been  finalized,  permission  was  granted  and  to  date  (Dec.  30)  the 
Howard  School  furnishings  are  still  at  Massasoit.  It  was  reported  that  some  of  the  new 
furniture  had  been  received  and  the  borrowed  items  should  be  returned  in  the  near 
future. 

On  a  positive  note,  Alton  Eaton,  agent-custodian  for  the  Town,  moved  all 
furnishings  from  Packard  Hall  to  Drury  Hall  with  the  aid  of  Highway  Dept.  men. 
These  were  itemized  and  School  Supt.  Donald  A.  Fisher  notified  of  their  availability 
for  use  in  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Schools. 

A  list  was  prepared  by  Supt.  Fisher  of  approximately  200  articles,  ranging  from 
office  desks,  chairs,  converter  benches,  rolling  bookcases,  files,  mirrors,  pictures,  lab. 
materials,  and  assorted  miscellaney,  which  could  be  used  at  the  four  public  schools. 
Major  portion  were  moved  from  Drury  to  the  designated  school  during  Christmas 
vacation.  Earlier  in  the  year,  request  had  been  approved  to  move  the  baby  grand 
piano  from  Howard  Hall  to  WBHS,  on  the  condition  that  if,  and  when,  a  piano  was 
needed  at  Howard,  it  would  be  returned. 

A  desk,  two  file  cabinets  and  a  rolling  bookcase  were  approved  to  be  taken  to  the 
WB  Fire-Police  Station;  also  a  desk  for  secretarial  use  in  the  office  of  Supt.  Fisher, 
Town  Hall. 

A  traffic  accident  caused  demolition  of  one  of  the  brick  and  granite  entrance 
pillars  at  Howard  School,  off  Rte.  106.  Insurance  company  (Continental  Casualty)  was 
notified  with  estimate  of  labor  and  material  costs  for  replacement.  This  has  not  been 
settled  to  date. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Registrars,  the  November  Presidential  election  was 
held  in  the  Howard  Hall  gymnasium.  Current  plans  call  for  the  March  Town  Election 
at  the  same  site. 
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Howard  Property  Committee  has  requested  the  Building  Committee  to  insert 
articles  in  the  warrant  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March,  1973,  which  would 
activate  the  needed  new  sewerage  disposal  system  and  also  decide  the  "fate"  of  the 
two  wooden  buildings:  Drury  and  Packard  Halls. 

This  would  lessen  the  cost  of  insurance,  maintenance,  heating  and  lighting  and  also 
enhance  the  appearance  of  the  property  in  the  center  of  Town.  Sewerage  system  is  a 
MUST,  regardless  of  the  ultimate  use  of  the  classroom  building. 

Please  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Howard  School  Building  Committee  for  proposed 
future  plans.

VETERAN'S  SERVICES 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  assisted  46  cases  in  1972  during  my  fourteenth  year  as  your  Veterans  Agent.  This  is 
an  increase  of  11  from  the  previous  year.  Of  the  46  cases,  18  were  discontinued  during 
the  year. 

There  are  presently  28  active  cases  on  the  rolls  of  which  21  are  receiving  assistance 
for  ordinary  living  expenses,  1  is  receiving  assistance  for  a  homemaker  in  the  home  and 
six  are  receiving  assistance  for  major  medical  expenses  only. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  the  sum  of  $12,211.52  was  returned  to  the  Town 
during  1972  as  a  result  of  a  court  action,  two  industrial  accident  settlements  and  the 
voiding  of  a  real  estate  lien.  Although  half  of  this  money  is  returned  to  the  State  the 
Town  treasury  benefits  from  the  remaining  half. 

It  is  with  regret,  however,  that  I  must  conclude  my  duties  as  Veterans  Agent  on  April 
1  of  this  year.  The  steady  increase  in  case  loads  has  taxed  my  ability  to  handle  these 
matters  in  the  limited  time  available.  I  also  feel  that  my  office  hours  are  not  sufficient  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  veterans.  I  have  submitted  my  resignation  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  therefore. 

I  can  say  sincerely  that,  without  exception,  everyone  in  the  Town  government  has 
been  most  helpful  and  cooperative  over  the  years.

During  the  year,  John  H.  Hamilton  was  replaced  on  the  School  Committee  by  Eugene 
Kostecki,  Clement  F.  Beals  was  replaced  by  Thomas  W.  Devine,  and  Edward  A. 
Raymond  was  replaced  by  Timothy  S.  Ryan. 

Officers  of  the  1972-73  year  are  Robert  A.  Girardin,  Chairman;  Thomas  W.  Devine, 
Vice-Chairman ;  and  Robert  B.  Ewing,  Secretary. 

One  of  the  highlights  in  the  District's  history  occurred  in  1972  when  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Technical  Institute  became  accredited  by  the  American  Dental 
Association  for  the  Dental  Assisting  program.  This  program  is  now  recognized  nationally 
as  an  accepted  educational  program. 

Recognition  of  the  value  of  vocational-technical  education  has  become  more 
apparent  with  the  increase  in  student  applications  and  with  the  school  functioning  at 
capacity.  To  satisfy  the  demand  and  to  offer  more  opportunities  for  district  students, 
satellite  schools  have  been  developed.  Four  unoccupied  elementary  schools  have  been 
donated  to  the  district  to  use  for  satellite  programs.  The  four  towns  contributing  these 
unused  schools  are  Easton,  Foxborough,  Sharon  and  Stoughton.  The  Building  and  Plant 
Maintenance  program  students  have  completely  renovated  the  Tolman  School  in 
Stoughton  and  the  High  Street  School  in  Sharon.  The  Tolman  School,  now  housing  the 
Health  Services  Assistant  program,  accommodates  approximately  60  students.  The  High 
Street  School  is  housing  the  newly  introduced  Building  and  Grounds  Repair  and 
Remodeling  program,  accommodating  approximately  14  students.  The  other  two  schools 
are  presently  being  renovated  and  remodeled  by  the  Building  and  Plant  Maintenance 
students. 

The  School  Committee  voted  to  authorize  an  addition  to  the  present  facilities  subject 
to  approval  by  member  communities.  The  enrollment  is  anticipated  to  be  increased  by 
400  students.  Eight  additional  occupational  offerings  are  planned  for  the  addition. 

The  School  District  is  a  charter  incorporator  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
Educational  Council  for  Economic  Growth.  The  members  of  this  organization  are 
striving  to  cooperate  with  each  other  in  their  various  training  programs.  Other  members 
of  this  organization  are  Stonehill  College,  Bridgewater  State  College,  Massasoit 
Community  College,  and  the  Brockton  Public  School  System. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  Committee  continues  to  provide  for  meaningful 
occupational  education  for  students  within  the  District  communities.

Zoning  By-Law  Study  Committee

The  purpose  of  this  Committee  is  to  study,  review,  and  make  recommendations  for 
updating  our  present  Zoning  Bylaws,  which  were  approved  in  1957,  and  amended 
periodically.  We  have  endeavored,  as  a  result  of  many  meetings,  to  bring  to  your 
attention  certain  areas  of  our  present  Bylaws  that  are  felt  to  need  updating. 

During  the  Fall  of  1972,  two  resignations  were  accepted,  Mr.  Arthur  Pagani 
resigned  as  he  had  moved  from  West  Bridgewater.  Mr.  C.A.  Pickering  resigned  because 
of  considerable  business  pressure.  Mr.  Charles  H.  Johnson  and  Mr.  George  Hollertz 
were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  fill  these  vacancies. 

A  Soil  Survey,  which  was  undertaken  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  Soil 
Conservation  Service,  has  been  delivered  to  the  town,  via  the  Planning  Board.  With 
this  "tool",  we  shall  have  greater  knowledge  of  our  own  land  and  better  serve  our 
town  for  future  planning. 

At  present,  this  Committee  has  under  consideration  the  division  of  Industrial 
Districts,  Sign  Bylaws,  Lot  Plan  Bylaws,  Waterways  Zoning,  Definitions,  Set-Back 
Regulations,  etc. 

With  your  help  we  shall  endeavor,  in  the  future,  to  bring  to  you  recommendations 
that  will  protect  West  Bridgewater  and  its  citizens  from  our  ever-changing  environment 
and  society.  This  Committee  welcomes  suggestions  from  any  and  all  interested 
citizens.

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TOWN  COUNSEL 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1972  your  Town  Counsel  was  at  the  call  of  the  Selectmen  and 
various  other  Officers,  Commissions,  and  Boards  of  the  Town.  In  addition  to  appearing 
at  Town  Meetings  and  numerous  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  from  time  to  time 
I  also  attended  and  advised  meetings  of  the  School  Committee,  Board  of  Appeals, 
Conservation  Commission,  Board  of  Assessors,  and  was  responsive  to  numerous  inquiries 
of  the  Building  Inspector,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Board  of  Health,  and  various  other 
Town  officers. 

In  addition,  I  prosecuted  or  defended  on  behalf  of  the  Town  a  number  of  cases  in  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  following  is  an  account  of  cases  which  were  pending 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  cases  which  were  disposed  of  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and 
cases  remaining  on  the  court  dockets  which  have  yet  to  be  disposed  of.  It  should  be 
noted  that  cases  brought  by  or  against  the  Town  which  are  brought  in  the  Superior 
Court,  because  of  the  tremendous  delay  in  the  disposition  of  cases  in  the  Superior  Court, 
often  are  not  resolved  for  4  or  5  years.  According  to  the  statistics  released  by  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  time  lag 
in  the  Plymouth  Superior  Court  is  now  approximately  50  months  from  the  starting  of  a 
suit  to  its  completion.  It  is  hoped  by  all  of  the  members  of  the  Bar  and  the  Judiciary 
that  public  pressure  on  the  Legislature  will  help  to  produce  some  relief  of  this  intolerable 
situation  in  the  form  of  the  creation  of  new  positions  in  the  Judiciary.  Former  Justice 
Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  once  said  "Justice  delayed  is  justice 
denied."

1.  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs  John  Bowen  Construction  Co. 

2.  Lowell  Engineering  Co.  vs  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

3.  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield. 

4.  Stephen  Brown  vs  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

5.  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs  Walsh  Roofing  Co. 

6.  Frederick  Propas  vs  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

7.  Framingham  Trust  Co.  vs  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

The  following  cases  were  disposed  of: 

1.  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs  John  Bowen  Construction  Co.  This  suit  was 
disposed  of  favorably  to  the  Town  after  many  hours  of  trial  in  the  Suffolk 
Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  considerable  savings  to  the  Town  of  the  cost  of 
the  construction  of  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School. 

2.  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield.  This  was  a  case  pending  in 
the  Brockton  District  Court  in  which  the  Town  brought  an  action  against  the 
insurance  company  for  payments  made  by  the  Veterans  Services  Department 
because  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  had  refused  to  pay  for  medical  care  of  an 
inhabitant  of  the  Town  who  was  a  veteran.  This  case  was  tried  and  the  Town 
recovered  all  of  the  funds  which  it  had  advanced  for  medical  expenses. 

3.  Stephen  Brown  vs  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  This  was  a  suit  in  the  U.S.  District 
Court  which  was  brought  by  a  former  teacher  to  compel  the  Town  to  change  its 
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records  concerning  the  discharge  of  the  teacher.  The  finding  of  the  court,  while 
not  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Town,  was  something  of  a  compromise. 

4.  Frederick  Propas  vs  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  This  was  a  bill  in  equity  brought 
in  the  Superior  Court  against  the  Board  of  Appeals.  This  case  was  tried  and  a 
finding  was  made  in  favor  of  the  Town. 

5.  Framingham  Trust  Co.  vs  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  This  case  was  brought  in  the 
Superior  Court  of  Plymouth  County  and  was  resolved  in  favor  of  the  Town. 

As  of  January  1,  1973,  the  following  cases  are  still  pending: 

1.  Lowell  Engineering  vs  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  A  suit  in  Superior  Court 
concerning  the  Walnut  Street  bridge. 

2.  Framingham  Trust  Co.  vs.  Members  of  West  Bridgewater  School  Committee.  This  suit 
involves  the  original  contractor  of  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School. 

3.  Court  Realty,  Inc.  vs  Selectmen  of  West  Bridgewater.  This  is  a  suit  pending  in  the 
Superior  Court  concerning  the  refusal  of  the  Town  to  issue  a  license  for  the  sale 
of  motor  vehicles. 

4.  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  vs  Walsh  Roofing  Co.  This  is  a  suit  involving  a  Jr.-Sr. 
High  School. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  the  time  of  the  next  Annual  Report  all  of  these  matters  will  be 
successfully  concluded.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Civil  Defense  Director  for  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater  for  the  year  of  1972. 

The  central  purpose  of  the  Civil  Defense  program  is  to  develop  a  coordinated, 
effective  response  to  protect  lives  and  property  in  the  event  of  disaster,  ranging  from 
localized  peacetime  emergencies  to  the  national  threat  of  a  nuclear  attack.  Bearing  in 
mind  that  this  agency  has  to  deal  with  both  peacetime  and  wartime  disasters,  the  name 
of  the  national  agency  was  changed  in  1972  to  Defense  Civil  Preparedness  Agency. 

In  order  to  better  prepare  our  own  local  area  for  the  effects  of  a  disaster  Step  One  of 
the  Greater  Brockton  Area  Community  Shelter  Plan  was  finalized  this  year.  Work  is  now 
proceeding  on  Step  Two.  The  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  is  included  in  these  plans. 
Public  Shelters  are  at  a  minimum  in  this  area.  However,  most  homes  will  provide  at  least 
a  fair  amount  of  protection.  If  the  need  arises  the  shelter  areas  at  the  Bridgewater  State 
College  and  the  Mass.  Correctional  Institution  will  be  utilized.  West  Bridgewater  has  been 
designated  the  State  College  area.  About  1/3  of  the  total  population  in  the  Greater 
Brockton  Area  will  be  sheltered  in  public  facilities.  The  Town  of  Bridgewater  has 
sufficient  public  shelter  spaces  to  house  the  entire  area  population. 

The  National  Warning  System  conducted  periodic  drills  each  month  of  the  year.  We 
participated  in  100%  of  these  drills  during  1972.  These  drills  create  and  maintain  a 
warning  system  in  the  event  of  a  nuclear  attack  or  natural  disaster.  A  new  Fan  Out 
Procedure  was  introduced  this  year.  This  is  designed  to  be  an  additional  means  of 
receiving  the  warnings  and  to  make  certain  that  all  communities  receive  them.  All 
warnings  are  received  at  the  local  Police-Fire  Headquarters  and  relayed  to  the  Civil 
Defense  Director. 

Radiological  Measuring  Instruments  that  are  kept  in  the  Fire  Department  Emergency 
Wagon  were  checked  periodically.  The  latter  part  of  1972  the  instruments  that  had 
become  obsolete  were  replaced  with  newer  instruments.  The  men  of  the  Fire 
Department  have  been  trained  to  use  these  instruments  in  case  of  a  nuclear  disaster.  Of 
most  importance  to  the  men  of  the  Fire  Department  is  the  possibility  of  an  accident 
involving  a  vehicle  carrying  nuclear  material. 

The  members  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Police  Department  have  continued  their 
training  in  Riot  Control  the  first  part  of  the  year.  These  classes  were  conducted  at  the 
National  Guard  Armory  in  Bridgewater.  Members  of  the  Bridgewater  and  East 
Bridgewater  Police  Departments  were  also  present.  Some  of  the  equipment  used  by  this 
squad  was  purchased  previously  by  this  agency. 

Program  Papers  and  Progress  Reports  were  prepared  and  submitted  for  the  Town. 
These  papers  and  reports  were  approved  making  the  Town  eligible  to  participate  in  the 
matching  fund  and  surplus  material  programs. 

The  usual  visits  were  made  to  Sector  Headquarters  in  So.  Bridgewater.  Also,  trips 
were  made  to  the  Surplus  Materials  Warehouse  in  Taunton.  These  trips  to  the  warehouse 
in  Taunton  were  made  to  ascertain  if  they  had  anything  of  value  that  might  be  used  by 
the  different  Departments  in  town. 
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My  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Accountant,  Deputy  Civil 
Defense  Director  John  C.  Eldridge,  Police  Chief  Lothrop,  Fire  Chief  Gibson  and  all  other 
members  of  the  Town  Government  who  have  cooperated  with  and  assisted  me  during  the 
year  of  1972.

RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Over  200  children  took  part  in  the  Summer  Recreation  Program's  Kick-Off  Party  on 
July  10th  and  from  then  on  their  numbers  kept  on  growing.  By  the  end  of  the  six-week 
program,  which  provides  supervised  playground  activities  for  the  town's  children  from 
grades  one  through  eight,  402  children  had  participated. 

The  great  number  of  children  offered  a  good  challenge  to  the  staff  of  eight  in  that 
activities  had  to  be  diverse  and  yet  manageable  at  the  same  time.  Our  regular  daily 
schedule  which  ran  from  9  a.m.  to  12  noon  included  sports  such  as  basketball,  soccer, 
Softball,  bocce,  a  refreshment  break  around  10:30  a.m.  and  some  type  of  arts  and  crafts. 

Over  the  course  of  the  summer  we  offered  almost  every  craft  imaginable.  These 
included  kraftsticks,  chenilesticks,  crepe  paper  flowers,  leather  pins  engraved  by  hand, 
origami  (paper  folding),  basketweaving,  leather  purse  kits,  and  macrame  (the  sailor's  art 
of  knot-tying).  The  macrame,  usually  a  very  expensive  project,  was  almost  without  cost 
due  to  a  large  donation  of  fine  cord  from  an  industrial  firm  in  Connecticut. 

For  those  who  did  not  wish  to  take  part  in  either  sports  or  crafts  we  provided  quiet 
games  such  as  coloring,  puzzles,  and  table  games.  One  of  the  staff  played  guitar  so  this 
year  we  added  music  to  our  repertoire. 

A  steady  diet  of  what  seems  to  be  a  diverse  daily  schedule  to  us  adults  soon  becomes 
a  bore  to  the  active  minds  of  children,  so  we  tried  to  break  the  routine  with  as  many 
special  events  as  possible.  We  started  with  a  kick-off  Party  and  then  went  through  a  Field 
Day,  two  Birthday  Parties,  a  Bike  Safety  Day  and  Bike  Rodeo,  a  Pancake  Breakfast  and 
Eating  Contest,  a  Carnival  Day,  and  a  trip  for  over  200  youngsters  to  Lincoln  Park. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Children's  Theatre  Group  provided  a  day's  entertainment  with 
their  annual  production  and  we  also  took  175  children  to  the  South  Shore  Music 
Circus  to  see  "Pinocchio". 

We  scheduled  a  Mini-Olympics  but  the  weather  was  against  us  as  we  canceled  it  once 
due  to  95  degree  heat  and  the  second  time  because  of  rain.  The  Second  Annual 
Watermelon  Eating  Contest  was  a  smash  success  with  1500  lbs.  of  melon  devoured  in 
little  over  an  hour's  time.  Contests  are  always  a  big  hit  so  we  ran  everything  from  bike 
decorating  and  costume  contests  to  raisin  relays  and  balloon  breaking. 
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We  had  one  special  event  that  turned  out  to  be  on  a  regular  basis.  This  was  the  well 
received  tennis  instruction  from  Superintendent  of  Schools  Donald  Fisher.  A  natural 
with  the  kids,  he  amassed  quite  a  following  over  the  summer. 

Our  staff  was  excellent.  They  worked  well  with  the  youngsters  and  their  energetic 
ideas  and  actions  made  the  program  a  success.  Our  Director,  Mr.  James  F.  McDevitt,  and 
his  two  Assistant  Directors,  Mrs.  Ruth  D'Ambrosio  and  Miss  Patricia  Conniff,  gave 
unsparingly  of  their  own  time.  Our  five  paid  high  school  and  college  students  went  far 
beyond  the  good  things  that  were  expected  of  them.  Besieged  by  huge  numbers  of 
children,  volunteers  from  high  school  age  up  to  senior  citizens  helped  out  daily  so  that 
the  program  could  run  smoothly.  Without  them  we  would  have  been  lost. 

A  program  such  as  this  draws  on  many  aspects  of  town  government.  We  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude  to  the  School  Department,  in  particular  to  Superintendent  Fisher,  to  Mr. 
Peters  and  to  Mrs.  Anderson  of  the  Spring  Street  School,  to  the  custodians,  and  to  the 
School  Committee,  all  of  whom  cooperated  with  us  at  every  turn.  To  Chief  Lothrop  and 
the  Police  Department  who  supplied  superb  traffic  control  at  intersections  daily  and 
assisted  us  throughout  Bike  Safety  Day  with  inspections  and  registration.  The  Town 
Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  other  members  of  the  Town 
Government  who  supported  our  program  have  all  had  a  part  in  the  program's  success.  To 
all  these  people,  behind  the  scenes  as  it  were,  we  also  say  "thanks,  you  made  it  all 
possible."

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DATA  PROCESSING  COMMITTEE 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  authorized  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1972, 
appointed  a  Data  Processing  Advisory  Committee  to  serve  without  pay  and  to  provide 
technical  advice  and  assistance  to  the  Board  and  all  other  Town  departments. 

The  Advisory  Committee  has  three  areas  of  responsibility  to  the  Town.  The  first  area 
is  to  insure  that  the  processing  service  selected  has  on  the  surface  the  necessary 
capabilities  to  perform  the  task.  This  includes  an  evaluation  of  the  output  to  be 
produced  in  relationship  to  the  output  which  is  desired  by  the  user,  and  also  the  means 
of  inputting  data  to  insure  that  the  system  will  function  correctly  and  provide  ease  to 
the  person  having  to  create  the  input  data.  Too  many  times  it  has  been  found  that  input 
methods  and  documents  have  been  designed  for  the  ease  of  the  computer  and  that  they 
are  very  difficult  or  awkward  for  the  user  to  prepare.  The  second  area  is  to  evaluate  any 
alternative  methods  which  may  be  presented  to  determine  the  best  approach  from  a  data 
processing  point  of  view  and  to  assist  in  determination  of  the  lowest  cost.  This  lowest 
cost  consideration  should  be  modified,  however,  by  the  probability  of  getting 
satisfactory  results.  The  third  area  is  to  insure  that,  regardless  of  the  decision  as  to  where 
and  when  data  processing  services  are  to  be  obtained,  the  Town  has  built  into  the 
agreement  with  that  agency  the  necessary  protection  to  define  responsibilities  and 
contingencies  which  may  occur.  If  left  undefined,  these  can  cause  the  system  to  either 
not  produce  the  output  which  was  desired  or  produce  output  which  is  in  error.  The 
Advisory  Committee  is  available  to  any  individual  or  Town  department  to  perform  these 
tasks.  The  Advisory  Committee  has  no  authority  or  desire  to  demand  or  require  that  any 
of  these  be  done.  These  tasks  are  done  on  a  request  basis  from  the  department  wanting 
the  service.  The  requesting  department  can  accept  or  reject  any  of  the  comments  or 
suggestions  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

The  Advisory  Committee  has  held  numerous  meetings  with  a  variety  of  people  and 
organizations.  These  include  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Assessors,  School 
Committee,  Town  Treasurer,  Town  Accountant,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  South- 
eastern Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School,  Plymouth  Home  National  Bank, 
Educators  Consultant  Service,  Frank  Sousa  and  Associates  and  the  East  Bridgewater 
Board  of  Assessors.  There  have  been  many  applications  and  data  processing  possibilities 
explored. 

As  a  result  of  the  studies  and  analysis  made  by  the  Data  Processing  Advisory 
Committee,  we  recommend  the  following: 

1.  The  Board  of  Assessors  should  consider  the  automation  of  the  tax  billing 
procedures  and  should  include  the  sum  of  $2100  in  their  18-month  budget  for 
this  purpose.  At  the  present  time,  it  appears  that  the  system  provided  by  the 
Plymouth-Home  National  Bank  is  best  suited  for  the  Town  from  the  point  of  view 
of  suitability,  stability  and  cost.  If  this  recommendation  is  accepted,  then  a 
"working  meeting"  should  be  arranged  with  the  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Treasurer, 
Plymouth-Home,  and  the  Data  Processing  Advisory  Committee  to  establish  final 
details  and  plans.  After  that  a  complete  explanation  of  first  year  and  succeeding 
year  costs  can  be  prepared  for  town  meeting  presentation. 

2.  The  Town,  through  the  Treasurer  and  the  School  Department,  should  include 
funds  in  the  budget  for  automation  of  the  payroll  using  the  system  provided  by 
the  Plymouth-Home  National  Bank.  Ideally  the  time  of  conversion  to  this  system 
is  January  1,  but  since  this  probably  cannot  be  done  without  town  meeting 
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approval,  a  date  early  after  town  meeting  should  be  considered.  For  275 
employees  paid  bi-weekly  the  School  Department  should  budget  $3350  for  an 
18-month  period  or  $2355  for  a  12-month  period.  The  Treasurer  should  budget 
$2325  for  160  employees  paid  at  various  intervals  over  18  months  or  $1545  for 
12  months.  Once  again  a  "working  meeting"  between  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer, 
Town  Accountant,  School  Department,  Plymouth-Home  and  the  Data  Processing 
Advisory  Committee  should  be  held  to  establish  final  specifications,  timetables 
and  cost  and  benefit  justification  to  the  Town. 

3.  The  Town  should  not,  at  present,  use  the  services  of  Southeastern  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  High  School  (SERVHS)  for  data  processing  since  the 
programs  they  presently  offer  are  too  expensive  in  relation  to  the  benefit  to  the 
Town.  If  in  the  future  they  revise  their  costs  and/or  expand  their  programs,  this 
present  recommendation  should  be  reviewed  for  possible  change. 

4.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  should  enter  into  an  agreement  with  SERVHS  to  make 
the  Town  part  of  the  data  processing  facility  with  the  provision  that  there  is  no 
cost  to  the  Town  unless  services  are  performed  and  that  this  agreement  shall  not 
restrict  or  limit  the  Town  in  any  present  or  future  data  processing  agreements 
with  any  source.  This  agreement  will  allow  the  Town  the  option  of  using  the 
SERVHS  facility  in  the  future  if  conditions  change. 

5.  The  Town  should  not,  at  present,  expend  $77.00  per  month  for  keypunch  rental 
unless  its  sole  purpose  at  present  is  to  be  for  instruction  at  the  High  School.  If  in 
the  future  the  Town  makes  use  of  the  services  at  SERVHS  a  keypunch  should  be 
obtained  for  preparation  of  input  data,  but  presently  there  is  no  need. 

6.  For  processing  payroll,  budgets,  real  estate  billing  and  any  other  application  the 
Town  should  utilize  computer  services  instead  of  purchasing  "bookkeeping" 
equipment.  The  Bookkeeping  equipment  would  cost  the  Town  $25,000  for 
purchase  plus  $1000  for  programming  for  payroll  and  budgets  plus  $800  per  year 
maintenance  after  the  first  year.  Assuming  an  8-year  writeoff,  the  yearly  cost 
would  be  $4250  excluding  forms  and  operator  costs.  In  addition,  this  equipment 
could  not  do  school  processing  and  would  be  hard-pressed  to  do  tax  or  water 
billing.  Conversely  the  cost  for  payroll,  budget  and  tax  processing  done  by  a 
computer  service  is  estimated  at  $4000  per  year  including  forms  and  operator 
costs.  The  data  preparation  costs  in  both  systems  would  be  about  the  same. 
Therefore,  the  computer  service  results  in  a  savings  of  $250  per  year,  plus  forms 
and  operator  costs,  produces  the  tax  bills,  and  is  not  obsolete  in  5-10  years. 

7.  All  town  departments,  including  the  School  Department,  should  be  urged  to  make 
use  of  the  services  of  the  Data  Processing  Advisory  Committee  in  the  future  when 
new  or  present  data  processing  applications  are  to  be  continued  or  implemented. 
This  service  should  be  sought  at  the  time  of  initial  development  and  not  at  or 
after  contract  signing.

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YOUTH  COMMITTEE  of  WEST  BRIDGEWATER 

After  a  unanimous  vote  of  confidence  at  the  annual  March  meeting  in  1972  the 
Youth  Committee  of  West  Bridgewater  has  been  continuing  its  study  and  endeavor  to 
locate  and  implement  a  Self-Supporting  Youth  Center  for  the  Youth  of  West 
Bridgewater.  The  Committee  has  held  over  20  meetings  during  the  past  year. 

Our  14-member  committee  continues  its  basic  formation  of  7  young  people  and  7 
adults,  with  many  young  people  having  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  the  youth  voted  to 
fill  vacancies  which  arose  during  the  year  due  to  college,  work,  attendance,  and  other 
commitments  yearly  elections  were  held  in  November. 

The  Committee  voted  to  co-sponsor  a  concert-dance  with  the  Danny  Thomas 
Crusaders  during  the  spring  to  benefit  St.  Jude  Children's  Hospital  in  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  a  major  research  and  treatment  center,  pledged  to  the  eradication  of 
catastrophic  diseases  of  children.  The  affair  was  held  at  the  Howard  Gym,  then  leased  by 
Massasoit  Community  College.  Approximately  200  young  people  attended  the  event 
which  proved  financially  successful.  The  only  disappointment  was  the  failure  of  the 
scheduled  music  group  to  appear. 

During  the  summer  a  softball  game  between  the  young  people  and  the  police 
department  was  held  at  the  West  Bridgewater  High  School  Athletic  Field.  Refreshments 
were  donated  by  local  businesses  and  an  area  rock  group  performed.  The  afternoon 
proved  enjoyable  for  all  and  all  proceeds  went  to  benefit  the  Youth  Center,  including 
various  donations. 

In  May  a  proposal  was  submitted  by  the  Committee  to  the  Parish  Committee  of  the 
First  Congregational  Unitarian  Church  of  West  Bridgewater  requesting  permission  to 
establish  a  Youth  Center  in  the  basement  portion  of  the  church  until  larger  quarters 
could  be  located.  The  proposal  went  on  to  state  that  the  Center  would  be  self-supporting 
and  would  serve  interested  young  people  of  West  Bridgewater  by  offering  basically 
indoor  recreation,  activities  and  refreshments  on  a  weekly  basis,  each  Friday  evening 
from  6  P.M.  to  1 1  P.M.  with  at  least  one  adult  present.  The  activities  and  operation  to  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  7  young  members  of  the  Youth  Committee.  The  14-member 
Youth  Committee  to  be  the  governing  body  of  the  Youth  Center. 

The  proposal  further  stated  that  the  following  rules  would  apply  to  any  person 
attending  the  Youth  Center. 

1 .  No  drugs  or  alcohol  allowed  on  the  premises. 

2.  No  obscenities  allowed  on  the  premises. 

3.  Church  property  to  be  respected. 

Approval  by  the  Parish  Committee  was  gratefully  received  by  this  Committee  along 
with  permission  for  the  young  people  to  make  any  necessary  improvements  to  the  area. 

In  July,  cleaning  and  work  crews  of  young  people  began  the  task  of  preparing  the 
Center  for  use.  Interested  adults  have  assisted  in  both  outside  and  inside  improvements 
but  the  young  people  have  assumed  major  responsibility  for  the  work  and  opening  date. 
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Water  problems  hampered  progress  somewhat  due  to  the  unusually  wet  season.  The 
Parish  Committee  voted  recently  to  come  to  our  aid  and  plan  to  have  the  area 
waterproofed. 

The  walls  have  been  brightly  painted  by  the  young  people  in  the  main  room,  hall  and 
snack  area.  Decorative  designing  of  the  walls  has  begun.  The  ceiling  and  floor  remain  to 
be  painted  with  some  carpentry  and  electrical  work  necessary. 

The  young  people  continue  to  pace  themselves  and  the  Committee  looks  forward  to 
the  opening  of  the  Youth  Center  before  spring. 

Our  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Parish  Committee  for  their  interest  and 
confidence,  to  the  town  departments  and  officials  who  have  assisted  us,  to  the 
businessmen,  and  townspeople  who  have  shown  their  interest  and  to  the  young  people 
who  have  worked  at  the  Center.

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 


The  policy  of  the  school  department  is  to  hold  school  on  stormy  days.  The  decision 
as  to  whether  or  not  a  child  should  attend  school  will  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
parent.  In  extremely  bad  weather  when  it  is  deemed  wise  to  have  no  school,  such  notice 
will  be  broadcast  over  W.B.E.T.,  Brockton,  between  7  and  8  A.M.  and  between  1 1  and 
12  noon,  and  over  W.B.Z.,  and  W.E.E.I.,  Boston,  between  7  and  8  A.M.

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Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

I  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Superintendent. 

Thank  you  for  your  interest  in  the  pupils,  teachers,  other  staff  members,  and  the 
community.  Few  unpaid  community  groups  are  called  upon  to  take  so  much  time 
from  home  life  and  personal  business  for  civic  duties.  The  Committee  convened  for 
approximately  sixty  meetings  during  1972. 

In  keeping  with  the  Committee's  request,  I  have  reduced  the  number  of  annual 
reports  of  staff  members  for  the  Town  Report.  At  the  same  time  we  have  tried  to 
incorporate  the  major  concerns  of  the  department  chairmen  and  others  in  the  reports 
of  the  principals.  Prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  we  will  again  distribute  a  news 
letter  devoted  to  the  financial  aspects  of  the  school. 

During  1972  we  lost,  through  retirement,  the  services  of  five  very  able,  dedicated, 
and  longtime  employees  of  the  school  system:  Mrs.  Sarah  Shukis,  a  business  teacher 
and  department  chairman  for  25  years;  Mrs.  Thelma  Cook,  an  elementary  grade 
teacher  for  28  years;  Mrs.  Ina  Bisbee,  an  elementary  school  secretary  for  14  years; 
Mrs.  Gladys  Keith,  secretary  at  the  high  school  for  24  years;  and  Mr.  Warren  A. 
Turner,  custodian,  chief  custodian,  and  supervisor  of  maintenance  for  25  years.  The 
Town  has  been  fortunate  to  have  received  the  faithful  services  of  these  faithful 
workers. 

Because  of  his  extensive  civic  involvement  including  lengthy  service  as  a  bus  driver 
and,  prior  to  his  appointment  as  a  custodian,  as  a  school-  committee  member, 
additional  recognition  is  given  to  Mr.  Turner.  Just  prior  to  his  retirement  at  the  end 
of  December  the  students  and  faculty  at  the  high  school  invited  him  as  guest  of  honor 
to  a  gathering  of  the  two  groups  in  the  gymnasium.  As  he  was  being  presented  with  a 
watch  inscribed,  "To  Warren  From  The  Kids",  the  entire  group  stood  to  give  this  fine 
citizen  a  standing  ovation. 

Our  academic  program  has  again  received  considerable  attention  from  the  special- 
ists, department  chairmen,  teacher  curriculum  committees,  and  the  principals.  I  refer 
you  to  the  reports  of  the  latter  on  the  following  pages  for  more  specific  details.  In 
general,  like  most  communities  our  size  located  in  suburban  areas,  we  are  continuing 
to  provide  a  program  of  study  that  gives  major  emphasis  to  the  academic  areas  as  the 
largest  number  of  our  high  school  graduates  go  on  to  two  or  four  year  colleges  and 
other  institutions  for  higher  learning.  Since  our  Regional  Vocational  School  attracts  a 
number  of  youngsters  it  is  not  necessary  to  place  emphasis  on  the  mastery  of  the 
various  trades  in  the  high  school.  This  does  not  mean  we  can  forego  providing 
exploratory  experiences  for  the  students  in  the  industrial  arts  and  homemaking 
departments.  Because  the  opportunities  for  learning  the  skills  of  the  carfts  are  so 
accessible  to  the  youngsters  of  the  Town  we  must  do  all  we  can  to  increase  the 
student's  interest  through  such  activities  as  the  exploratory  courses.  The  fine  shop  and 
homemaking  areas  planned  for  the  soon  to  be  renovated  Howard  School  will  provide 
additional  opportunity  of  this  nature. 
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Our  temporarily  static  enrollment  is  allowing  us  to  concentrate  upon  evaluation, 
research,  and  improving  our  educational  programs.  School  systems  faced  with  ex- 
tensive construction  programs  have  less  opportunity  for  this  necessary  work.  While  our 
modest  growth  in  recent  years  has  allowed  us  to  do  this  we  continue  to  be  of  a  size 
that  delays  desirable  expansion  that  might  come  about  faster  in  larger  communities. 
For  example,  some  of  the  classes  (Gr.  V.  in  1973-1974)  are  reaching  an  average  size 
that  precludes  the  optimal  learning  situation.  At  the  secondary  level  we  have  to  draw 
upon  teachers  to  work  in  two  diversified  subject  areas  (teaching  two  different  foreign 
languages)  and  the  need  for  additional  guidance  personnel.  Despite  these  handicaps  we 
maintain  a  favorable  pupil-teacher  ratio. 

Evidence  of  the  quality  of  our  overall  program  is  the  approval  given  by  the  New 
England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  to  our  high  school.  Since  we 
have  now  complied  with  a  majority  of  the  requests  made  in  the  1969  evaluation  it  is 
safe  to  assume  we  will  continue  to  receive  this  necessary  approval,  at  least  until  the 
next  evaluation  scheduled  for  1979,  as  long  as  we  meet  our  current  standards. 

To  maintain  the  present  level  of  quality  education,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  we  make  all  reasonable  effort  to  retain  a  strong  core  of  administrators  and 
teachers.  Admittedly  this  is  not  easy,  especially  in  communities  where  school  support 
is  so  dependent  upon  real  estate  taxes  raised  primarily  from  middle  income  homes. 
One  method  of  holding  these  desirable  people  is  to  make  certain  that  their 
compensation  is  compatible  with  other  area  school  systems.  Recognizing  the  sacrifice 
that  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  this  I  again  encourage  the  School  Committee  and 
other  Town  leaders  to  exert  real  effort  to  find  additional  sources  of  funds  to  support 
the  rising  budget  requests.  The  less  expensive  to  collect  types  of  taxesj  that  are 
invoked  by  State  and  Federal  governmentSj  could  help  relieve  the  local  property  tax 
rate. 

Wherever  possible,  without  reducing  the  quality  of  our  programs,  as  we  have 
prepared  our  proposals  for  the  18-month  budget  we  staff  members  have  attempted  to 
"hold  the  line"  and  lower  in  some  instances  the  allowances  for  the  items  included  in 
the  expenses  portion  of  the  budget.  Although  the  budget  to  be  presented  to  the 
voters  will  be  proportionately  larger  reflecting  the  18 -month  period  from  January  1, 
1973  through  June  30,  1974  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  taxes  to  pay  for  this 
budget  will  be  raised  from  assessments  covering  a  similar  period  of  time. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  the  present  salary  negotiation  sessions  between  the  West 
Bridgewater  Teachers  Association  and  the  Committee  will  be  concluded  soon  and 
amicably,  as  has  been  the  experience  in  the  past.  Most  persons  recognize  that  it  is 
extremely  difficult  work,  yet  the  results  have  indicated  that  each  side  has  made 
concessions  while  gaining  the  advantages  of  higher  salaries  for  the  staff  and  the 
advantages  of  retaining  and  attracting  good  personnel  for  the  Town.  As  I  participate, 
in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Committee  in  this  important  and  time-consuming  work, 
I  am  ever  grateful  for  the  patience  and  thought  that  is  expended  by  people  on  both 
sides  of  the  bargaining  table. 

I  mentioned  earlier  that  our  educational  offerings  emphasize  the  academic.  I  would 
be  amiss  not  to  remind  the  Committee  that,  in  our  efforts  to  provide  the  best  possible 
and  feasible  program  for  the  individual  student,  we  must  supplement  this  with 
increasing  emphasis,  on  the  preparation  of  young  people  in  the  business  subjects  and 
consumer  education.  Financed  by  a  generous  grant  from  the  Federal  Government  we 
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are  strengthening  our  business  offerings.  The  improvements  in  attitudes  and  the  more 
serious  application  to  their  studies  of  a  number  of  our  students,  since  their 
involvement  in  our  adaptations  of  work-study  programs,  warrants  our  continued 
support. 

After  lengthy  and  intensive  study  of  our  major  needs  it  is  the  conclusion  of  the 
high  school  drug  resource  person,  the  teachers,  principals,  nurses,  and  guidance 
personnel  that  the  most  needed  additional  staff  member  is  a  Health  Curriculum 
Coordinator  to  serve  all  grades  I  through  XII.  This,  you  will  recall,  was  also  a  strong 
recommendation  of  the  Health  Education  Curriculum  Committee  when  that  group 
submitted  the  new  curriculum.  Recent  events  involving  the  abuse  and  misuse  of  drugs, 
alcohol,  and  tobacco  are  important  evidence  of  the  need  for  the  schools  to  take  a 
leadership  role  in  helping  young  people  avoid  the  dangers  of  these  great  hazards  to 
human  life.  With  the  demands  placed  upon  our  regular  subject  teachers,  it  has  become 
impossible  for  them  to  have  adequate  time  for  consideration  of  these  important 
matters  in  with  the  regular  subjects.  Furthermore,  it  takes  considerable,,  continuing 
study  to  keep  abreast  of  developments  in  these  fields.  Accordingly,  we  encourage  the 
Committee  to  give  real  consideration  to  providing  a  specialist  prepared  to  give  the 
pupils  the  guidance  needed  to  avoid  these,  and  of  course  other,  temptations  so  readily 
available  to  today's  young  people. 

The  delay  in  providing  public  kindergartens,  mandated  by  the  State  and  now 
authorized  by  the  School  Committee  in  its  vote  of  December  18,  1972,  postponed  the 
need  for  us  to  move  to  the  classroom  building  at  the  former  Howard  School.  Under 
the  leadership  of  the  Building  Committee  plans  for  the  conversion  of  that  school  to 
house  grades  VI  and  VII,  are  to  be  presented  for  voter  approval  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  March  1973.  Favorable  action  will  allow  sufficient  time  to  make  the  changes 
required  by  the  State  and  thus  entitle  the  Town  to  the  maximum  reimbursement  of 
65%  of  the  purchase  and  alterations  costs.  We  expect  to  occupy  the  building  in 
September,  1974.  At  that  time  the  then  available  classrooms  in  Spring  Street  School 
will  be  utilized  for  kindergartens. 

Another  advantage  from  the  purchase  of  the  Howard  property  has  been  the 
opportunity  for  the  school  staff  to  utilize  a  number  of  pieces  of  furniture  and 
equipment  in  the  older  buildings  and  accordingly  save  the  Town  the  expense  of 
purchasing  these  items.  I  refer  to  such  essentials  as  desks,  tables,  chairs,  files,  and 
other  cabinets. 

Our  budget  proposal  for  the  eighteen-month  period  provides  for  routine  house- 
keeping and  maintenance  expenses  so  that  there  will  not  be  any  undesirable 
deterioration  of  the  school  buildings.  However,  as  I  have  mentioned  to  the  Committee 
during  budget  sessions,  we  will  have  to  make  certain  major  changes  such  as  the 
rebuilding  of  a  corridor  and  the  eventual  replacement  of  the  roof  at  Spring  Street 
School  in  a  future  year  when  hopefully  other  demands  upon  the  tax  funds  are  not  as 
heavy. 

At  this  time  I  commend  the  Committee  and  the  community  for  the  good  support, 
financial  and  physically,  presently  being  given  to  the  activities  and  athletic  programs 
at  the  several  schools.  Not  only  do  these  opportunities  improve  the  lives  of  those 
involved  but  they  serve  as  constructive  outlets  during  a  period  when  a  very  large 
percent  of  young  people  are  getting  into  trouble  because  they  either  do  not 
participate  in  such  opportunities  or  they  are  not  available.  Without  the  programs 
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provided  locally  by  the  schools  and  other  Town  groups  I  feel  many  more  of  the 
youth  would  succumb  to  less  desirable  activities. 

I  commend  and  thank,  through  this  report,  the  many  involved  citizens  who  give  of 
their  time  and  energy  to  make  our  Parent-Teacher  Organization,  Volunteer  Aides, 
Friends  of  Music,  Boosters  Club,  and  Gridiron  Club  so  successful.  The  interest  of 
these  people  gives  the  staff  and  student  body  great  help  and  encouragement  to  extend 
ourselves  to  the  maximum.  They  are  fine  adjuncts  of  a  good  school  system.

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  for  the  West  Bridgewater  Junior-Senior 
High  School. 

The  basic  theme  of  the  past  year  has  been  to  involve  the  maximum  number  of 
students  in  various  educational  and  extracurricular  programs.  Students,  especially 
those  anticipating  furthering  their  education  beyond  high  school,  have  been  en- 
couraged to  enroll  in  five  major  subjects  a  year.  In  addition  these  same  students  have 
been  directed  toward  level  one  subjects  thus  affording  them  the  maximum  oppor- 
tunity for  participation. 

A  statistical  analysis  of  the  several  departments  indicates  a  steady  increase  in 
subject  enrollment.  The  mathematics  department  is  experiencing  record  enrollments  in 
all  of  its  eleven  course  offerings.  Even  though  the  total  school  enrollment  has 
remained  relatively  stable,  enrollment  in  mathematics  courses  has  increased  forty 
percent  in  the  last  two  years.  In  part,  this  enthusiasm  is  due  to  our  ability  to  group 
students  homogeneously.  We  plan  to  offer  semester  courses  for  college  preparatory 
mathematics  students  in  grade  twelve.  Hopefully  this  will  prove  beneficial  to  the 
senior  who  has  not  decided  upon,  or  been  accepted  at,  a  college  until  the  middle  of 
the  year.  Both  the  terminal  and  college  bound  students  have  benefitted  significantly 
from  the  use  of  the  calculators.  They  have  greatly  enhanced  the  mathematics  classes. 

A  mathematics  team  was  established  for  the  first  time  this  year  for  students  in 
grades  nine  through  twelve.  Team  members  compete  with  students  from  area  schools 
who  are  members  of  the  Greater  Boston  Mathematics  League.  We  are  proud  of  the 
performance  of  students  representing  our  school. 

Good  teacher  involvement  coupled  with  local  and  federal  monies  have  proven  to 
be  very  beneficial  in  the  business  department.  Student  enrollment  in  business  courses 
has  increased  by  fifty-two  percent.  Significantly  contributing  to  the  increases  has  been 
the  modernization  of  the  curriculum  and  the  purchase  of  modern  office  quipment 
through  the  receipt  of  $14,959.00  in  federal  funds.  Semester  courses  in  data 
processing  and  office  practice  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum  so  as  to  keep  pace 
with  the  current  needs  and  trends  of  the  business  world.  In  grade  twelve  the  business 
program  culminates  in  a  co-operative  office  education  program.  Senior  students  work 
approximately  twenty  hours  per  week  in  local  businesses  applying  their  acquired  skill 
and  knowledge.  Local  businessmen  have  indicated  they  are  favorably  impressed  with 
the  preparation  business  students  are  receiving  before  they  are  placed  on  the  job. 

The  social  studies  department  enjoys  a  one  hundred  ten  percent  student  body 
enrollment  in  courses  offered.  Obviously  this  indicates  that  ten  percent  of  the 
students  are  enrolled  in  more  than  one  social  studies  course.  Recognizing  that  space 
and  additional  personnel  limitations  have  at  least  temporarily  postponed  plans  for  the 
proposed  additional  courses  in  anthropology,  sociology,  governmental  and  Far  Eastern 
studies,  the  social  studies  department  is  currently  engaged  in  the  planning  and 
introduction  of  mini-units  of  the  above  courses  now  being  taught  in  the  high  school. 

Keeping  in  mind  the  fundamental  concepts  of  social  studies  these  additional  units 
will  enable  them  to  enjoy  things  more,  to  live  more  creatively,  and  in  greater  harmony 
with  themselves,  their  environment  and  their  fellow  men.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
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approach  will  enable  the  staff  and  faculty  of  the  social  studies  department  and  school 
to  help  in  producing  better  parents,  better  neighbors  and  better  citizens  in  our 
ever-smaller  world. 

In  the  last  two  years  the  proportionate  number  of  students  who  elect  science  has 
increased,  especially  in  the  biological  sciences.  Curriculum  revision  and  the  addition  of 
program  offerings  to  give  more  students  an  opportunity  to  select  a  desired  course  has 
helped  us  keep  pace  with  the  needs  and  interest  of  the  students.  Further  growth  in 
the  science  department  is  being  impaired  by  the  need  for  additional  laboratory 
facilities.  We  strongly  recommend  that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  providing 
laboratory  facilities  by  renovating  existing  rooms  when  grade  seven  is  transferred  to 
the  Howard  School. 

The  most  significant  achievement  within  the  English  department  since  the  incep- 
tion of  the  elective  program  is  the  procurement  of  a  specialist  in  secondary  reading. 
The  work  of  this  specialist  has  made  possible  more  specific  diagnosis  of  reading 
difficulties  among  junior  high  school  students  and  more  developmental  instruction 
jointly  administered  by  the  specialist  and  the  co-operating  English  teachers.  If  the 
recommended  NDEA  project  in  reading  becomes  a  reality  the  high  school  will  for  the 
first  time  have  an  adequate  and  contemporary  program  in  remedial  and  developmental 
reading.  The  elective  program  continues  to  be  a  success  with  twelve  percent  of  the 
student  body  enrolled  in  a  second  English  course. 

The  foreign  language  department  has  realized  the  same  growth  as  other  depart- 
ments. Spanish  has  had  the  fastest  growth  rate.  We  are  presently  teaching  seven 
sections  of  Spanish  per  day  with  class  enrollment  in  Spanish  I  and  Spanish  II  above 
desirable  numbers.  While  other  school  systems  are  experiencing  a  decline  in  enrollment 
in  Latin,  we  are  anticipating  a  moderate  increase  next  year  based  on  this  year's 
enrollment  in  Latin  I  and  II.  We  are  experiencing  a  slight  decline  with  the  numbers  of 
students  taking  French.  This  is  in  part  due  to  the  popularity  of  Spanish. 

Many  of  the  specialized  areas  are  realizing  the  same  growth  pattern  as  the  major 
subject  areas.  In  order  to  accommodate  the  majority  of  students  electing  art,  it  was 
necessary  to  schedule  Art  III  students  with  Art  Major  students  for  one  of  their  double 
periods.  This  satisfies  student  requests  but  does  not  provide  for  an  optimum  learning 
opportunity. 

The  work  study  program  continues  to  be  popular.  This  program  is  designed  to 
provide  an  opportunity  for  the  terminal  student  to  work  on  a  part-time  basis  and 
continue  his  education.  There  are  seventeen  male  students  enrolled  in  this  program. 

The  success  of  the  aforementioned  programs  is  based  upon  the  skill  of  instruction 
and  the  use  of  modern  methods  and  techniques. 

Instructional  media  -  hardware,  software,  and  combinations  of  the  two  -  is  not 
designed  to  be  a  substitute  to  teaching,  but  rather  an  enrichment  resource  which 
supplements  and  aids  in  the  total  complex  learning  experience.  As  evidenced 
qualitatively  by  observation  and  quantitatively  by  teacher  request  forms,  our  teachers 
are  using  a  variety  of  media  in  their  daily  teaching,  and  the  services  of  the 
Audio- Visual  Department  have  been  directed  toward  helping  these  teachers  put  media 
to  effective  use. 
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In  the  year  1973,  this  objective  will  continue  to  be  met  with  new  emphasis  placed 
upon  working  with  teachers  in  the  development  of  locally  produced  media  and 
instructional  aids. 

The  school  library  continues  to  increase  in  importance  as  a  reference  center  for 
many  members  of  our  educational  community.  As  the  total  collection  of  resources  has 
expanded  there  has  been  an  accompanying  demand  for  usage  of  those  materials,  as 
can  be  judged,  for  instance,  by  the  sizeable  enlargement  of  circulation.  The  continued 
support  and  good  will  of  students  and  faculty  will  help  the  library  reach  its  full 
potential  in  service  to  all  who  use  it. 

The  students  of  grades  nine  through  twelve  have  held  two  general  elections;  one  to 
elect  a  high  school  representative  to  the  Region  14  Regional  Student  Advisory 
Council;  the  second  to  elect  five  representatives  to  serve  as  an  advisory  committee  to 
our  local  school  committee.  The  Student  Advisory  Council  which  meets  at  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Office  ofthe  State  Department  of  Education  Headquarters  in 
Wareham  has  expended  considerable  effort  working  on  the  rights  and  responsibilities 
of  students  relative  to  suspension  and  explusion.  Proposed  legislation  is  presently 
being  studied  as  it  relates  to  these  areas.  This  committee  is  also  studying  the  grading 
and  ranking  of  the  students  in  the  several  communities  of  Region  14. 

To  date,  the  Student  Advisory  Committee  has  met  with  the  School  Committee  on 
two  occasions.  The  first  meeting  was  an  organizational  meeting,  the  second  a  working 
meeting  to  discuss  proposals  relative  to  mid-year  and  final  exams.  The  Student 
Advisory  Committee  recommended  that  the  combined  value  of  the  mid-year  and  final 
exams  be  changed  from  one-third  of  the  final  mark  to  one-fifth.  This  recommendation 
has  been  accepted  by  the  administration  and  the  school  committee. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  visits  from  students  and  advisors  of  area  high  schools 
wishing  to  study  and  observe  our  senior  privileges  in  operation.  Visitors  have  been 
impressed  with  and  are  using  our  privilege  package  as  a  guide. 

The  Student  Council  is  striving  to  develop  in  students  a  deeper  awareness  of  all 
aspects  of  education  and  the  democratic  process.  The  establishment  of  a  Student 
Council  office  to  aid  students  in  obtaining  information  on  a  variety  of  topics  is  a  step 
in  this  direction.  In  a  similar  manner  the  Student  Council's  participation  in  com- 
munity activities  such  as  Bundle  Days  and  the  annual  Christmas  parade  has  been  and 
will  continue  to  be  a  help  in  educating  both  the  students  and  the  community  as  to 
the  vital  role  schools  play  in  our  society.  Within  the  council  itself  the  development  of 
such  attributes  as  leadership,  organization,  and  perseverance  are  being  fostered  in 
discussion  and  committee  work. 

The  music  department  has  been  enjoying  an  active  year  of  concerts,  auditions  and 
parades.  Of  special  interest  in  the  choral  department  is  the  formation  of  a  new 
performing  group,  the  "Choralaires".  This  group  of  selected  singers  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule  of  performances  throughout  the  area,  entertaining  at  nursing  homes, 
church  functions,  hospitals,  and  other  civic  organizations.  There  are  now  two  high 
school  choral  groups  as  well  as  a  130-voice  junior  high  school  chorus.  Members  of  all 
three  choral  groups  are  participating  in  the  annual  Southeastern  Massachusetts  School 
Bandmasters  Association  and  Southeast  District  Music  Festivals,  having  been  selected 
by  previous  audition. 
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In  an  effort  to  gain  more  student  participation  in  the  secondary  instrumental 
music  program,  the  instrumental  music  department  has  combined  the  junior  and 
senior  high  school  bands  bringing  about  a  balanced  performance  status  of  sixty 
students.  The  department  has  also  organized  a  color  guard  and  drill  team  consisting  of 
forty-eight  students  providing  a  total  marching  unit  of  one  hundred  twenty-two 
students  including  the  majorettes. 

This  organization  has  performed  at  several  football  games,  local  parades  and 
various  school  activities  including  music  concerts  for  the  public  and  also  for  the  senior 
citizens. 

With  the  help  of  some  interested  parents  the  "Parents  of  Music"  organization  was 
established  in  October  of  this  year. 

The  junior-senior  high  school  instrumental  program  also  provides  private  instruc- 
tion afrer  school  hours  by  professional  instructors. 

The  purpose  of  the  athletic  and  intramural  programs  is  to  help  students  develop 
certain  values,  attitudes,  skills  and  competitive  spirit  which  will  help  to  make  them 
contributing  citizens  throughout  their  adult  life. 

During  the  winter  of  1972  there  were  183  students  participating  in  our  athletic 
program.  The  spring  activities  involved  125  students  and  there  were  196  students 
included  in  fall  sports. 

In  the  first  two  months  of  school  this  fall,  216  physical  exams  were  given  for 
athletics.  This  included  varsity  and  freshman  football,  field  hockey,  basketball  and 
track,  the  latter  having  girl  participants  for  the  first  time. 

The  Heaf  Test  was  given  again  as  in  years  past  and  34  school  staff  members  as  well 
as  188  ninth  grade  students  were  tested. 

The  tenth  grade  Diptheria-Tetanus  Clinic  was  held  in  April  with  a  good  percentage 
taking  part. 

Students  in  grades  7  and  10  were  given  physicals  by  the  school  doctor,  or  if  they 
preferred,  their  own  physician. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  fine  support  and  cooperation  of  the  staff  and 
student  body  have  been  responsible  for  the  successes  that  we  have  recognized  this 
year.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  Mr.  Fisher's  support  and  encouragement 
during  the  school  year.

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Principal  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  for  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School. 

Children  have  a  wide  range  of  abilities,  aptitudes,  experiences  and  enthusiasms,  and 
with  widely  differing  self-concepts,  learning  rates,  learning  styles,  and  goals.  Therefore, 
learning  must  be  unique  and  personal. 

The  staff  of  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  attempts  to  provide  a  program  in  all 
areas  of  the  curriculum  which  will  speak  to  the  needs  of  each  youngster.  There  is 
constant  evaluation  so  that  immediate  adjustments  in  the  program  can  be  made  to  fill 
the  needs  of  the  children. 

Presently,  all  available  space  is  being  utilized  to  provide  an  educational  program  for 
our  461  students.  The  Art  Room,  Library,  and  the  Stage  area  are  serving  as  both 
regular  classrooms  and  specialized  areas. 

The  Conference  Room  is  being  used  by  our  Specific  Learning  Disability  Specialist, 
Planning  Room  1  has  become  our  Adjustment  Counselor's  and  Speech  Therapist's 
office,  and  a  supply  closet  is  used  for  group  instrumental  lessons.  Other  areas  are 
utilized  within  the  school  by  our  Title  I  Teacher,  Volunteer  Classroom  Aides  and 
other  Tutorial  Personnel. 

The  student-teacher  ratio  of  30  to  1  in  our  present  Grade  IV  is  not  conducive  to 
optimum  learning.  Hopefully,  this  situation  will  be  seriously  considered  for  some  kind 
of  relief  in  the  1973-74  school  year. 

In  the  area  of  Reading,  classes  are  grouped  homogeneously  and  those  children 
having  reading  problems  are  grouped  into  small  classes  in  order  to  provide  for  more 
individual  help.  By  the  beginning  of  April  every  child  was  reading  some  form  of 
individualized  program,  wherein  he/she  was  reading  complete  books  based  on  his  or 
her  own  level  and  interest.  Miss  Nelson,  Reading  Specialist  Gr.  4,  5,  6,  and  Mrs. 
Boynton,  Reading  Specialist  Gr.  1,  2,  and  3,  maintain  the  overall  continuity  of  the 
Reading  Program  for  the  elementary  level. 

In  Arithmetic,  teachers  are  grouping  the  students  by  ability  levels  within  their 
classroom,  and/or  developing  individualized  programs.  In  all  other  areas  of  the 
curriculum  students  have  been  grouped  heterogeneously. 

The  Libraries  of  all  three  elementary  schools  are  an  integral  part  of  our 
curriculum.  Records,  cassettes,  filmstrips,  magazines  and  books  are  increased  each  year 
with  funds  being  divided  proportionately  among  the  three  schools  according  to 
enrollment. 

In  Art,  crafts  have  been  emphasized  -  collages,  rubbings,  chalk  drawings,  reverse 
drawing,  needlework,  metal  tooling  and  clay  sculpturing.  Art  is  correlated  whenever 
possible  with  the  other  areas  of  the  curriculum. 

In  Physical  Education  we  have  one  basic  program  for  all  students,  and  a  special 
program  for  those  students  who  need  individual  help  with  physical  education  skills. 
Our  objective  is  to  develop  physical,  psychological,  and  social  fitness  in  all  students. 
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In  Vocal  Music,  Grades  1  through  6,  the  children  learn  music  notation  and  music 
reading.  This  culminates  in  our  performing  vocal  group,  the  sixth  grade  chorus. 
Instrumental  music  lessons  are  provided  one  half  hour  each  week  in  brass,  woodwind 
and  percussion. 

In  order  to  encourage  those  students  who  have  shown  an  interest  in  a  specific  area, 
we  provide  the  following  after  school  activities:  an  intramural  program,  art  clubs, 
private  instrumental  lessons,  and  participation  in  various  instrumental  ensembles. 

Teachers  are  constantly  involving  themselves  in  various  in-service  workshops,  which 
can  only  enhance  the  educational  program  offered  to  the  youngsters.  A  unique 
ten-week  workshop  in  Learning  Disabilities  involving  teachers  and  parents  was  well 
received  this  past  spring.  The  knowledge  gained  is  now  being  put  to  good  use  in  the 
classroom. 

Committees  of  teachers  and  administrators  are  presently  involved  in  assessing  our 
programs  in  Penmanship,  Social  Studies  and  Science. 

A  committee  of  parents,  teachers,  and  administrators  was  formed  eaily  in  the  year 
to  study  our  student  evaluation  system  for  Grades  4,  5  and  6.  Based  upon  the 
committees'  recommendation,  the  School  Committee  has  accepted  a  new  reporting 
system.  A  system,  it  is  felt,  that  will  communicate  to  parents  an  assessment  of  their 
child's  progress  and  which  will  provide  the  student,  the  parents,  and  the  teachers  with 
information  that  will  help  the  child  improve  himself. 

Further  reports  on  the  elementary  curriculum  can  be  found  in  the  Elementary 
Curriculum  Coordinator's  report. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  staff  members,  teachers,  specialists,  volunteer 
aides,  secretaries,  other  clerical  personnel,  and  custodians  for  their  cooperation, 
diligence,  and  effort.  And  finally,  a  thank  you  to  the  students  for  their  continuing 
cooperation,  enthusiasm,  and  desire  to  learn.

Elementary  Curriculum  Coordinator  & 
Principal,  Spring  Street

In  our  continuing  efforts  to  provide  a  stimulating,  enriching,  and  relevant  program 
for  each  child,  we  also  strive  to  maintain  the  primary  educational  goal  of  helping  the 
child  to  become  a  positive  thinking,  productive,  and  happy  community  member  in  adult 
life.  Achieving  this  goal  requires  a  professional  attitude  resulting  from  a  combination  of 
qualities  -  dedication,  enthusiasm,  cooperation,  and  flexibility.  The  members  of  the 
staff  are  to  be  commended  for  their  professional  attitude  and  involvement  in  all  our 
programs  and  for  continuing  to  take  courses  relevant  to  their  specialty. 

With  the  encouragement  of  recently  enacted  state  laws  requiring  the  integration  of 
children  with  special  needs  into  the  regular  classroom,  we  are  gradually  changing  the 
traditional  educational  environment  of  the  rigid,  structured  classroom  to  a  more 
individualized,  humanistic  setting  which  promotes  closer  teacher-pupil  relationships.  This 
is  attained  by  making  use  of  the  Core  Evaluating  Team  comprised  of  various  specialists. 

At  the  primary  level  our  most  important  task  is  reading  instruction.  With  the  support 
of  the  Reading  Specialist,  Mrs.  Margaret  Boynton,  I  strongly  recommend  a  six-week 
in-service  course  for  elementary  teachers  that  will  further  individualize  our  program.  At 
present  the  basal  reading  system  being  used  is  READ.  Reading  Experience  and 
Development.  Our  teachers  have  become  quite  proficient  in  the  use  of  READ  and  the 
in-service  course  would  reinforce  their  presentations. 

The  new  Transitional  Program  strives  to  help  each  child  achieve  at  his  own 
developmental  level  and  guides  him  in  making  choices  that  are  most  beneficial  to  him  as 
a  person.  Through  both  structure  and  flexibility  we  are  allowed  to  try  new  ideas  and 
evaluate  them  in  relation  to  each  child's  needs.  In  the  process  of  adopting  and  rejecting 
unsatisfactory  approaches  we  expect  to  have  a  relevant  program  which  is  continually 
evolving.  Integrated  in  the  three  classes  are  academically  gifted,  average  and  slow  learners 
ranging  in  age  from  six  and  one-half  to  eleven  years.  A  child  enters  this  program  on  the 
recommendation  derived  from  careful  diagnosis  of  his  needs  by  the  classroom  teacher 
and  the  specialists.  Parental  cooperation  is  of  vital  importance  in  placement.  This 
program  has  been  described  recently  in  detail  and  submitted  to  the  State  Department  of 
Education  as  an  innovative  program  in  the  Challenge  of  Meeting  Needs.  The  success  of 
this  program  is  due  to  the  cooperation  of  Mrs.  Jessie  Anderson,  Mrs.  Marion  Phaneuf, 
and  Miss  Kathryn  Sardella,  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Boynton. 

The  School  Committee  is  to  be  congratulated  for  creating  the  much  needed  position 
of  Adjustment  Counselor.  The  initial  period  has  necessarily  been  organizational  in 
nature.  The  eventual  goal  is  to  promote  optimal  educational  and  social  development  for 
all  children.  The  objectives  will  be  achieved  by  providing  five  Care  Services:  I.  Behavioral 
and  educational  management  techniques  in  the  classroom.  2.  Diagnostic,  assessment,  and 
evaluative  procedures.  3.  Research  and  informational  services  to  administrators  and 
faculty.  4.  Referral  systems  and  community  services.  5.  Counseling  services. 

The  pre-band  instrumental  music  program  was  reintroduced  to  all  children  in  the 
primary  grades.  Pupils  of  the  first  three  grades  performed  admirably  on  recorders  and 
song  flutes  at  the  Spring  Street  School  during  the  recent  Christmas  Concert.  The  music 
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department  feels  that  in  order  to  provide  higher  standards  of  music  education  at  the 
primary  level,  another  teacher  is  needed  for  both  choral  and  pre-band  instrumental 
instruction. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Edward  Caffrey,  a  Social  Studies  Evaluating  Committee 
has  been  formed  to  assess  the  needs  and  the  materials  necessary  for  the  curriculum  in 
this  area.  The  new  curriculum  will  be  designed  to  promote  a  student  awareness  of  basic 
human  needs  and  the  development  of  skills  and  attitudes  that  will  enable  them  as 
individuals  to  contribute  positively  toward  improved  human  relations  in  the  family, 
school  and  community. 

Another  curriculum  committee  was  recently  established  to  evaluate  the  present 
Science  Program  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Chapman.  This  program  is  based  on  a 
sequential  course  of  study  in  grades  one  through  six  and  the  keynote  in  the  instructional 
approach  is  that  of  understanding  through  discovery.  The  pilot  program  introduced  last 
year  in  the  Behavioral  Approach  to  Science  Education  has  been  expanded  to  include  the 
second  grade.  Also,  it  has  has  been  augmented  by  the  use  of  outstanding  high  school 
science  students,  who,  during  their  free  time,  act  as  elementary  lab  assistants,  and  aid  the 
teacher  in  the  performance  of  demonstrations  and  experiments. 

The  main  objective  of  the  Math  Program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Marietta  Kent, 
has  been  to  do  more  to  individualize  the  teaching  of  Mathematics.  Whenever  possible 
students  are  allowed  to  advance  in  keeping  with  their  individual  abilities  and  skills.  This 
has  resulted  in  a  healthier  attitude  toward  Math.  Audio-visual  aids,  commercial  and 
teacher  made,  supplement  the  textbooks  and  facilitate  the  learning  of  basic  skills  for 
computation.  At  the  same  time  they  enable  the  students  to  better  understand  the 
structure  of  Mathematics.  An  evaluation  of  the  series  used  will  be  made  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year  to  determine  the  weak  and  strong  areas.  Supplementary  programs  will  be 
established  when  results  require  it. 

A  third  evaluating  committee  in  Language  Arts  was  formed  and  is  headed  by  Mrs. 
Helen  Millet.  Following  a  systematic  examination  of  all  systems  by  this  committee,  a 
new  handwriting  series  was  introduced  this  year  and  the  series  selected,  based  on 
immediate  learning  reinforcement,  is  being  extended  into  the  intermediate  grades.  It  has 
been  enthusiastically  received  by  students  and  teachers. 

The  Learning  Center  has  incorporated  students  from  Raynham,  Bridgewater,  and 
West  Bridgewater.  The  classroom  structure  continues  to  be  a  therapeutic  educative 
milieu  and  an  individualized  program  is  provided  for  each  child  which  allows  for  personal 
growth  in  academic  areas  as  well  as  the  development  of  a  feeling  of  success,  acceptance, 
and  respect.  Growth  in  social  and  academic  areas  is  enriched  by  integration  with  students 
at  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  in  Physical  Education,  and  with  students  at  the  Spring 
Street  School  in  Mathematics.  Other  students  are  invited  to  the  Learning  Center  to  share 
experiences.  It  is  hoped  that  more  of  the  "give  and  take"  of  integration  can  take  place  to 
provide  even  richer  experiences  for  all  the  students  at  Spring  Street  School. 
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During  the  summer,  ten  children  in  the  Learning  Disabilities  program  and 
twenty -nine  who  needed  help  in  reading  in  grades  14  were  provided  the  opportunity  to 
continue  receiving  tutorial  services  through  a  new  Summer  Program  ably  conducted  by 
Mrs.  Judith  Cingolani  and  Mrs.  Joyce  Francis.  This  session  emphasized  continuity  of 
each  child's  prescriptive  program,  development  of  self-image  and  establishment  of 
independent  work  habits.  The  first  three  weeks  of  the  1972-73  school  year  were  spent  in 
diagnosing  the  fourteen  children  previously  identified  as  "high  risk"  during  Preschool 
Screening  conducted  in  May  and  new  referrals  received  from  classroom  teachers  and 
specialists.  Upon  completion  of  all  testing  measures,  several  team  conferences  were 
conducted  for  the  thorough  evaluation  of  these  youngsters.  Meetings  were  held  with 
classroom  teachers  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  exchange  of  information  concerning  the 
needs  of  each  child  and  the  best  possible  scheduling  of  tutorial  sessions.  During  October, 
parents  of  newcomers  to  the  program  were  invited  to  attend  a  coffee  hour  for  the 
purpose  of  explaining  the  Learning  Disabilities  Program.  In  the  spirit  of  our  belief  that 
many  Learning  Disabled  children  become  confused  with  the  mechanics  of  reading  and 
following  directions  from  a  printed  page,  the  members  of  the  Learning  Disabilities 
Department  presented  the  annual  Iowa  Achievement  Tests  orally  to  all  third  graders  in 
the  Learning  Disabilities  Program.  They  seemed  to  respond  well  in  this  small  group 
situation  during  which  the  information  was  presented  in  a  multisensory  fashion.  At 
present  there  are  sixty  children  in  the  Learning  Disabilities  Program  receiving  the  tutorial 
services  of  two  full  time  and  three  part-time  teachers.  After  thorough  evaluation  of  this 
program,  there  is  a  need  for  an  additional  seventeen  and  one-half  hours  of  tutorial  help 
to  begin  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  keeping  with  the  educational  trends  toward  early  intervention  and  prevention,  our 
Speech  Program  has  concentrated  upon  the  first  six  grades  with  particular  emphasis  on 
grades  one  through  four.  The  major  goal  of  a  Speech  Clinician  is  to  make  the 
Speech- Language-Hearing  services  an  integrated  part  of  the  total  educational  program. 
Mrs.  Cingolani  has  actively  participated  in  the  Core  Evaluating  Team  in  the  development 
of  prescriptive  programs  for  many  of  the  children  with  special  needs.  The  children 
already  benefit  from  the  establishment  of  a  major  program  in  Communication  Disorders 
at  Bridgewater  State  College.  Students  training  in  this  field  and  their  professors  have 
been  a  valuable  resource  in  serving  the  needs  of  our  children. 

Mrs.  Myrtle  Howard,  the  elementary  school  nurse,  has  worked  closely  with  all  the 
teachers,  specialists  and  parents  to  provide  the  proper  counseling  in  all  health  problems. 
A  one-day  workshop  dealing  with  the  Epileptic  Child  has  been  scheduled  for  January.  It 
will  provide  a  positive  learning  experience  for  all  concerned.  The  Nurse  is  an  important 
member  of  the  team  and  her  expertise  in  the  area  of  health  is  very  valuable  in  the 
evaluation  of  all  children. 

The  committee  which  developed  the  Health  Curriculum  for  grades  one  through 
twelve  made  the  following  recommendations: 

1 .  An  in-service  orientation  health  course  for  all  teachers. 

2.  A  certified  health  co-ordinator  for  grades  one  through  twelve  in  the  West 
Bridgewater  schools. 

3.  The  establishment  of  a  community  advisory  council  made  up  of  health  and  safety 
agencies  in  town. 

4.  The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  resource  center  to  be  used  by  teachers, 
students  and  interested  personnel  and  space  be  made  available  for  same.

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The  Health  Curriculum  was  approved  and  accepted  by  the  School  Committee.  WITH 
A  NOTE  OF  URGENCY,  I  WOULD  LIKE  TO  PERSONALLY  STRESS  THE  NEED  OF 
A  HEALTH  TEACHER  FOR  THE  ELEMENTARY  GRADES,  ONE  WHO  WOULD 
STRESS  A  PREVENTIVE  TYPE  OF  PROGRAM  IN  VIEW  OF  THE  DRUG  PROBLEMS 
CURRENTLY  EXISTING  IN  OUR  COMMUNITY.  TEACHERS  AND  ADMINISTRA- 
TORS UNANIMOUSLY  SUPPORT  THIS  NEED. 

A  vote  of  appreciation  to  all  Parent-Teacher  Volunteers  who  have  donated  their  time 
and  energies  in  helping  all  the  children  at  the  three  elementary  schools. 

Special  recognition  is  also  given  to  Mrs.  Lillian  Webster,  who  serves  in  the  position  of 
Head  Teacher  at  the  Sunset  Avenue  School  with  efficiency  and  professionalism.

GUIDANCE 

This  year  saw  the  beginning  of  organized  guidance  service  in  the  elementary  grades 
through  the  appointment  of  an  adjustment  counselor.  Much  of  his  work  will  be  directed 
toward  effecting  a  smooth  transition  between  home  and  school.  It  is  anticipated  that 
many  problems  besetting  children  of  early  elementary  age  can  be  resolved  satisfactorily 
before  they  can  become  serious  enough  to  handicap  the  child  later  in  his  school  career. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  benefitted  greatly  through  the  appointment  of  Mrs. 
Robert  Kellie  as  secretary  for  twenty-five  hours  each  week.  She  is  a  competent  worker, 
has  excellent  rapport  with  students  and  faculty,  and  has  effectively  assumed  the  clerical 
management  of  the  office.  She  has  made  a  significant  contribution  to  the  increased 
efficiency  of  the  secretarial  service  and  has  made  possible  the  allocation  of  more  time  for 
the  counselors  to  devote  to  the  students.

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FEDERAL  PROJECTS 

In  the  calendar  year  1972,  West  Bridgewater  Public  Schools  submitted  for  State 
Department  of  Education  approval,  nine  Federal  projects  totaling  $99,824.99,  all  of 
these  were  approved  and  implemented  within  our  schools.  Federal  titles  under  which 
these  projects  were  written  included  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  Title  III,  the 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act,  Titles  I,  II,  and  VI,  Public  Law  90-576,  and 
Public  Law  874,  Title  I.  Funding  of  these  projects  show  80.00%  or  $79,859.99, 
supported  by  Federal  funds,  and  20.00%,  or  $19,965.00,  supported  by  local  funds. 

Projects  written  under  N.D.E.A.,  Title  III,  were  designed  to  provide  materials  and 
equipment  to  strengthen  two  phases  of  school  endeavors,  one  at  the  elementary  level  and 
one  at  the  secondary  level.  The  former  project,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert 
Fantasia,  Elementary  Adjustment  Counsellor,  and  Mr.  Frank  DeMello,  a  teacher  at  the 
Rose  L.  MacDonald  School,  is  aimed  at  an  interdisciplinary  approach  to  the  positive 
development  of  self-image.  The  latter  project,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Helen  Millet, 
language  arts  department  chairman,  and  Mr.  Gerald  Swift,  of  the  West  Bridgewater  High 
School  English  department,  is  designed  to  strengthen  the  informal  dramatization  of 
literature  and  creative  drama. 

Under  the  provision  of  E.S.E.A.,  Title  I,  West  Bridgewater  has  established  and  received 
continued  funding  for  the  project  "Design  for  the  Development  of  the  Educationally 
Deprived,"  a  program  aimed  at  providing  tutorial  services  to  those  youngsters  in  our 
elementary  schools  who  are  most  in  need  of  such  services,  and  also  to  provide  for 
children  the  activities  which  the  local  Parent  Advisory  Committee  deems  to  be  necessary 
and  desirable. 

The  Specific  Learning  Disabilities  program  in  the  elementary  schools  was  the  target  of 
a  project  totaling  $7,500.00,  prepared  under  E.S.E.A.,  Title  VI,  through  which  the 
services  of  the  S.L.D.  staff  were  expanded  and  pupil-teacher  contact  time  increased  by 
over  40%. 

The  school  libraries  benefited  greatly  from  the  provision  of  E.S.E.A.,  Title  II  this  past 
year  with  some  $2,706.04  in  Federal  funds,  all  of  which  were  used  to  purchase  print  and 
non-print  materials  for  student  and  teacher  use  through  the  libraries  and  audio-visual 
department.  Including  this  year's  acquisitions,  we  now  have  a  total  of  over  3,000 
volumes  of  books  and  other  instructional  aids  which  have  been  purchased  under  this 
title. 

Finally,  under  Public  Law  90-576,  the  business  department  has  been  funded  for  a 
project  totaling  over  $23,000.00,  which  is  aimed  at  improving  the  instruction  of 
stenography,  secretarial,  and  related  business  subjects  within  the  business  department  of 
the  high  school. 

All  funds  listed  in  this  report  with  the  exception  of  P.L.  864  and  874,  are  received  by 
the  town  to  finance  projects  within  the  schools  which  are  first  approved  by  the  school 
committee  and  subsequently,  the  Federal  government.  Funds  received  by  the  town 
under  Public  Laws  864  and  874  are  used  to  reduce  the  operating  budget  for  the  schools 
in  the  calendar  year  following  receipt  of  such  funds. 
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In  the  year  1973  it  is  our  objective  to  continue  to  investigate,  make  application,  and 
receive  those  Federal  funds  for  which  we  are  eligible.  Effective  utilization  of  these  funds 
is  one  avenue  through  which  the  town  of  West  Bridgewater  can  continue  to  upgrade  and 
improve  its  educational  facilities  and  services  in  order  to  provide  education  of  the  highest 
quality  for  its  students  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  with  the  Federal  government.

FOOD  SERVICE  DIRECTOR 

According  to  a  recent  survey  by  the  Massachusetts  School  Lunch  Office,  our  school 
lunch  program  is  operating  well  in  regard  to  the  following:  1.  Nutritionally,  our  program 
exceeds  the  minimum  established  requirements  set  forth  by  the  state  agency.  2.  Our  cost 
per  meal  is  below  the  national  and  New  England  averages. 

During  the  1971-1972  school  year  the  hot  lunch  program  has  continued  to  expand. 
We  have  seen  our  baking  department  triple  its  output,  to  the  point  where,  through  full 
utilization  of  both  equipment  and  materials,  we  now  supply  all  schools  in  the  system 
with  fresh  baked  goods  daily.  During  this  same  year  the  program  served  184,687  hot 
lunches  (including  one-half  pint  milk)  to  students;  an  increase  of  6,865  over  the  previous 
year.  8,909  hot  lunches  were  served  to  adults,  an  increase  of  1,740.  An  additional 
94,280  half  pints  of  milk  were  sold  separately,  an  increase  of  10,876.  In  spite  of  the 
increased  participation  and  rising  food  and  labor  costs  for  the  program  during  the 
1971-1972  school  year  we  were  able  to  decrease  our  cost  by  $.02  per  meal. 

We  have  implemented  an  Elderly  Luncheon  Program  (two  days  each  week  that  school 
is  in  session),  a  new  project  brought  about  through  the  cooperation  of  the  State,  Town 
Agencies,  and  the  West  Bridgewater  School  Committee.  While  the  program  is  of  great 
benefit  to  the  Senior  Citizens  of  the  town  it  is  maintained  at  no  additional  cost  to  the 
Town  or  the  School  Department.  Also,  in  December  we  started  making  milk  and  snacks 
available  at  morning  recess  time  for  the  pupils  at  MacDonald  School.  Thus,  all  three 
elementary  schools  now  provide  this  service. 

In  looking  to  the  future,  the  Department  is  in  the  process  of  expanding  its  present 
program  to  include  the  Howard  School.  This  will  be  a  satellite  program  where  the  food 
will  be  prepared  in  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  and  transported  in  bulk  to  the 
Howard  School. 

I  take  this  opportunity,  after  working  one  full  year  in  this  system,  to  thank  the  many 
people  who  have  helped  to  make  this  program  so  worthwhile  and  successful.

In  the  year  of  1972  it  was  necessary  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $950,000  to  meet  Town 
obligations  prior  to  receiving  the  Real  Estate  Taxes  on  and  after  November  1,  1972.  A 
breakdown  of  the  borrowing  follows:

We  also  borrowed  $100,000  for  Water  Mains  at  a  rate  of  3.79%  from  the 
Plymouth-Home  National  Bank  in  compliance  with  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  total  cost  of  borrowing  this  $950,000  was  $10,818.82,  but  by  careful 
administration  and  investment  of  the  Town  funds  we  earned  $18,951.86  or  a  net  gain  to 
the  Town  of  $8,133.04.

Pioneer  spirit  is  still  evident  in  town,  but  it  follows  a  different  trail.  In  the  17th 
Century  the  early  settlers  liked  what  they  saw.  .  .  .well -watered,  forested  acreage  with 
rich  soil;  lush  and  productive. 

Now  in  the  20th  Century  there  is  another  group,  larger  in  size,  but  just  as  dedicated, 
with  a  desire  to  conserve  and  preserve  those  much  admired  natural  resources.  It  is  the 
WB  Student  Conservation  Group,  some  50  strong,  who  are  pioneers  in  their  own  way. 
They  are  not  just  "lip-service"  young  people,  but  willing  to  work  hard  on  ecological 
projects.  Their  programs  are  aimed  at  all  ages;  to  influence  and  direct  those  younger  than 
themselves;  to  serve  as  examples  to  similar  area  high  school  and  college  groups  and  to 
hopefully  alert  adults  to  the  hazards  of  "over-build"  and  pollution. 

The  WB  SCG  has  earned  nation-wide  commendation  and  in  April  will  make  their  third 
visit  to  Washington,  D.C.  to  present  a  program  to  officials  and  federal  agencies  based  on 
their  newest  film,  "Autumn  of  Our  Land." 
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
